A fow yoars previously he had been a pennitess cattle 
driver ; now ho had anwssed 2 considerable fortune by 
purchasing cattle in Barhary ab about four dollars 
ahead, and oxporting thom for the asu of the garrison 
and Juhabitants at Gibrallar, ab about for times the 
cost price. ‘The inoyitable consequences will be, 2 
little soonor or later, that ho will bo shortenod by the 
hoad, ant his property*contisealed by tha Miaperor, 
a*ready and simple expedient for stmplynys de 
ficienoies in the Budget, *very much in vogue in 
Hastorn Cabinets, thongh nop tolerated by our own 
political economists, 

Tn tho meantime the monopoliah goes on onjoyinyg 
hinwelf, undismayod by similar fined oxperinients 
made on his predecessors, and yith av simplicity: an

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‘The captain, whe had had several similar enryoos in 
previous years, Lol mo that if two-thirds of those who 
embarkott at Tangiers vetnrned to ib again from 
Moecg, ib would be more than tho usual average. 
Tho rest aro victims of disease, privation, and the 
humorous accidents and dangers bo which they are 
oxposod in co Jong and so perilous a journey, Still 
how infinitoly groator mush have beou tho yerily of 
their pilgrimage before ships and slowmers lent thoir 
aid lo assist tho great body of tho embryo lyudjin in 
ronching their destination! Whea tho whole of 
Northorn Afrien had to he toiled through avhen 
months were aponl in accomplishing (at portion of 
tho jopmney which ik now easily traversede in a few 
days by sea, © 

“Cheso pilgrimages, dike the erpandes dr Rurope, 
tended {o keep alive a antlitary spirit tnong the 
Mosloms, and whieh will now Jo considorabily nbated 
by the decreased risks, and tho absenen ab wy neces 
sity for porsonal prowess in the pilgrim, A rnilrod

jogged Moor, 1 took my way to tho “ fonda? of 
Solomon Benoliel,,where, for a cousidoruion, hos. 
pitnlity is dispensed lo Christina (ravallors, 

The old fogue was dolightod to weleomo me to Bar 
bary, and afler introducing me bo his yiretty wile and 


prettier daughter, conducted mo to a room on the ter 
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race of the house. This being an elevated and com- 
manding situation I immediately bogan to take 
advantage of it, to ascertain what objects of curiosity 
the noighbouwring houses and terraces might present, 
lut, to tho infinite dismay of my host, who explained 
that it was contrary to etiquette for men to look over 
the terrace walls, for fear thoir profane glances should 
light on any of the women unveiled. 1 promised to 
hehave with great ccumspection, but with the full 
intention of not losing a chance of seeing the gazelle- 
eyed daughters of Barbary ; in fact, with the foresight 
of mn oxporionced traveller, I had provided myself 
with an excellent telescope for the very purpose of in- 
troducing myself 4 la distance, into private society, 
and, unseen myself, to besa spectator of all that was 
going*n yithin halfa mile, 

Tho town is*not very oxtensive, and one is soon 
satistiod with a survey of most of its narrow strevts 
and windowless houses, the only opening outside being 
wv door about four fect high, making the street 
resemble a long row of tombs, square, solid, and 
dismal, ‘Tho pringipal slreeb is tolernbly broad and 
paved; it contains all dhe shops, the fountains, 
mosques, and most of tho consuls’ mansions. ‘The 
shops, nob unlike large pigeon-holes, are mero boxes 
from four to six feet square, let into Us outside wall 
of the hovises andeunemmected with the interiors. 
They are fitted up with shelves, on which*are placed 
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the goods within roach of the cross-legeed merchant, 
as ho sits smoking on his earpel, or gossiping with his 
customers, who stand in the sirogt. When tho mer 
chant,wishes to exhibit groal courtesy ond attention, 
tho customor is pormilted to sit on the ledge of the. 
shop, In this way the ladies in tho Arabia! Nights 
wore reccived, and by turning their packs to the 
stroot, they might converse, or oven raise theiv voils 
without any risk of being perevived hy any one but 
the favoured merchant, 

‘Tho womon, by the way, look like ghosts as they 
waldo about, swathed from head to foot in while 
drapery, with no portion of thoir porsons visible 
but one oye, Lt is somotimes quile stortling to 
come suddenly on ono 6 these ono-eyod misses of 
drapery, waddling and shaltling wopg, with, a peculiar 
gait that rathor suggosis Um iden “OE a aninatad 
clothes-bag than of tho movomonts which hand he 
al majosty and grace,» 

After porambulating the town f retained to break« 
fast at Benolicl’s, whore | remained during my slay tel 
Tangiers, "This, however, is no impeachment of the 
hospitality of tho place, for Thad utniorous invile- 
tions from both Jow pnd Gentile; and itd did return 
to Bonoliel’s ostablishinent, redolont of of and gurtic,

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Simi Bonoliel’s black eyes: in fact there could be no 
resisting such oyes, such lips, the most beautiful and 
luxuriant hair, the prettiest little figure, a ¢iny foot 
in an embroidered slipper, little hands with henna- 
stained fingers, and, before I had been in the house 
an how the eoquottish little hourt had adorned her 
pretty ankles with a pair of silver Bangles, and puta 
fresh touch of “kohl” to her long cyelashes, com- 
pleting the killing brilliancy of her eyes, It was no 
use. rosisting ; 1 gave in at once, and, in less than a 
couple of hours, T was desperately in love, and told 
her so. She only laughed, put her finger on her lips, 
bado mo “ calla Ja boca,” and told mo I was “ muy 
ombustora,” which, not being complimentary, I leave 
my readers to put into Mnglish.

Before marriage, a Jowish girl is tavoly porinitled to 
evoss the threshold af her fathor’s house, and fre 
quently nover sces hor husband (ll sho is tukow to his 
home a bride. Tb is rave that oithor purty haye auy 
hand in meking a match, When a mutic has a 
daughter to marry, ho looks about for some one who 
has a son in tho like prediennent ; if they ean agree 
about tho dowry the mattor is settled, and tho day 
named for the ecromony to take place, with Che most 
perfect indifferonce to tho wishes or (antes of the prr- 
ties principally concorned, 

The Jewish girls ar@ genorally good-looking, and 
are froquotitly remarkably peauljful; bit thoy are 
flowers that bloom in proriature Thatmintes and as 
rapidly decay, At six or sevoyt and twonty thay hive 
completely faded; gna, ab adater porviod, sometimes 
become so exceedingly gly as to loreibly rentind one 
that ib is only of angels devils ean he niade "Nhe 
womon are varely Geught a read or write, and Chey 
only speak Spanish and tho Mogyebbin dinteck of 
Arabic; a knowledge of Uobrow boing vomined to 
the mon, " 

Tho menf strongly contrasting in Appearapeo with 
the women, are generally slovdhly, dirty, and mewn- 
looking } thoy are servilo and cringing iu thelr man- 

e 
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nor, as is naturally to be expected im a race, that, for 
ages, has had to meet oppression with cunning, who 
havo from day to day to struggle against poverty, to 
bear contumely and even blows with meek patience. 
Oppressed, robbed, and insulted, they are without 
hope, aim, of ambition but to amass wealth ; with the 
risk, at any moment, of having it wruhg from them 
by forex, This one constant care las stamped its ex- 
pression strongly on their featurcs—an indelible record * 
of nges of opprossion and degradation. 

Thoy still retwin the original customs of their 
nation, and profess to be guided solely by the pre- 
copts of the Mosaic Law, which, however anciont and 
respectalne, sooms to be little adapted to favour the 
march of intellect, . 

Thé new goveryor of Tangiers, Bou Salem Ben Ali, 
had jusé arrived from* Tez, and thore was, conse- 
quontly, © continual uproar with guns, cymbals, drums, 
and other exerucinting proofs o8 joy and welcome. Tt 
was lucky for mo as a sight-scer, for tho Lown was 
(Med with well-mounied soldiors and Arabs, and a 
shorb dishanco, fro the town there was an eneamp- 
mont of nearly a thousand of the “ childron of the 
desort,” . 

On the hard sand on the sea-beach, and close 
bo sony old Roman ruins, there were cOntinual exhi- 
bitions of the “ Tat ol Berode”’ (firing of powdor), 
which is ouc of the favourite pastimes of the Moors,

vanced, Whilo the first party rotrentad to ruload, 
a second squadron alashod forward, and yiuty ane 
cocded party wilh oxtraordinary rapidity, aud with an 
oxcitement thal is indescribable. Nothing gould be 
more gallant or ingpiriting thita tho wholu seone — 


some retreating and some advancing, their gurments 
. 
é 
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floating bohind them in the headlong race, their 
features oxcited, tho whole body animated as they 
brandished thoir guns high in tho atr, and urged their 
horses to furious speod with their wild ories pnd the 
sharp stroke of the rattling stirrup. 

One can fingy the Egyptian Mamaluke to have 
been similar in appearance and arms, dashing in the 
see iiwoherent frantic way at the squares of French 
infantry, till, thomsolves and horses both exhausted, 
they asperlained the futility of such detached efforts 
against the serricd mass, Thoy chargod with the 
samo brilliant courage with which thoir predecessors 
under Saladin had shaken tho stecl-clad chivalry of 
Europe. -But now the arms wore too unequal. The 
bristling rampart of living Men could not be broken 
without thy aid af artillery, or unless opposed to a 
similur wall of Stccl, Down went steed and horse- 
mnan hofore tho withering fire, without having for one 
momont made the columns wayor, and without pro- 
ducing any impression on tho foo but admiration for 
thoir constancy end misdirected valour, 

About half-a-domn of us “ Kaflivs” (infidels, a 
term by which Christians and asios are usually 
uddyossed in the East) were stanyling together rather 
conspicuously among the crowd of turbans and haiks, 
whon a party of tho soldiors, instead d¥ continuing 
their course, sudderty wheeled ‘round within ten 
yards of us, and fired their guns in our fades, The 
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rest Look up the euo, and all of thom, as thoy gal. 
Joped up, made ua tho target, at whieh (heir ain was 
directed’ This is consideral a great complinient, 
but whieh we would have willingly exerted, asa 
coarse grain of powder night lave spoiled one's 
beauty, to say nothing of tho possibility of a zonlous 
Mostom dropping a ball into his gi by miatike on 
contingency not to be seouted, for ouly an fiay days 
previously, a party of these very follows had fired a 
volley into a French frigate’s boat without the least 
provocition. 

A fow days later, wo hil (ho satintietion of xeoing 
the hastinade soundly applied to the offenders, once of 
whom was a “shoriffe,” or descendant af tha prophet, 
and who distinguished Himself by howling: ten tines 
londer than any of the vest; probably, from sulfering 
montnt as wellas bodily afigoish, Chiat no Gone 
a Moslem should suflor at the tastigation of ibe 
 Kafline” a 

T spont most of my motuings te shooting on the 
hills in the ueighhourhood of the city, ant had 
lotevahle sport among the ved-lewed, purtulddges an 
hares, Hyanas, wild bons, and porenpines are 
Tumerous 5 bub they ave hunted ine dhe winter aeayon 
with a strong array of beaters, and all the mongrel 
curs that efi bo collected, ‘ 

Making lovo to Simi acoupitd mmel of my tie 5 
and Ebégan to be very uneomfortable ab the idea of 

. 
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having shortly to bid adieu to Tangicr, and leave hor 
behind. ‘To be snre old Benoliol showed some com- 
punetion for my feclings. Ho offered to” sell the 
pretty Simi for a thousand dollars: sho was well 
worth the money, but I had not got it, 

Karly in the morning, the “oe,” or market- 
place, just outside the gates, was alway$ a busy and 
an amitsing sceno, ‘There were large groups of 
horses picketed, snaky-headed, long-fanged camels, 
growlingly waiting for their burthens; country- 
women squatted on the ground Before heaps of grags, 
corn, buttor, eggs, fruit, and vegetables from the 
neighbouring “douars:” grave and haughty-looking 
solliors, ferocious half-naked Riffs, tho light-limbed 
Ayah, grinning niggers frof&i Timbuctoo in servile 
finory,” mel ingar-looking Jows in sculleaps ‘and 
gubording, sneaking respectfully along, in a maimer 
contrasting strongly with that of the  Santons” or 
raints, who stride through tho Ungng over tho eggs and 
butter, and into the vegetables and grass, heedless of 
the dumuge, or maliciously causing it, while all make 
way for them ,will respect or fear, Besides being 
gonorlly a set of arvant impostors, theso snints 
ate tho most disgusting, squali@looking ragamufiins 
imaginable ; bare-headed and nearly naked, un- 
kowplghair covering their sonsual faces, and with a 
long mntrimmod bead, they are the most loathsome 
specimens of humanity it is possible to* conceive.

Tho more thoy bratative themselves, the moro aucred 
they aro considered; and some of them, by their 
impostureg and offyontory, make arge situs of 
money, and are so reveroneod as to hoeonie objects of 
public venoration. ‘Thoir ravings ave looked upon as 
oracular, and pilgpimages avo not nilvequontly made 
to ask their ddvice md implore their blessiug, 

There is, however, in Tangicr, a Smiton Who is 
really an object of compassion, — Phe uuforiamate, in 
tho course of a week Jost, by a povailing epltomie, 
father, mothor, wifo, and children. Bereth so sud- 
donly of all his ties, “too nmeh sorrow mado hin 
mad,” and he now wandered about continually 
shricking, in tho qmosk unearthly ones,” © Allah, 
Allah | where ave my triads, my wile, wy vhildeon, 
whore are thoy? Allah, give mo nyy friends, give me 
my children 1” 

The unhappy wreteh suomed to be coustantly in 
sourch of thom, somettues rushing through bhe alreots 
with frantic haste, oxemining the erewd in’ the 
markot-pluco, or slopping, exhausted and howildered, 
only Lo reeommeneo his lamontetion, with renowed 
violeneo ; whilo his fiery blood-shet eyes and cone 
tracted features were the very types of ineurnble 
anguish and insanily,

CHRISTIAN DISABILITIES —THE CITY GATES ~-THE DOUARS— 
TAMBL THE HONCHMAN—THE CASTRA STATION-—RIEV ROBBERS

Arter a stay of littl more than a week at Tangier, 
{ joined w party which had been made up to ride 
overland to Tetuan. An appfication was made to the 
Quid (governor) {or an escort, and presently we were 
waitod on by a magnificent-looking fellow, who might 
have sat for tho pictuse of a Zegri or Abencerrage, 
To announced himself as brothe, of the Lieutenant- 
Govornor, and informed us that he would have the 
honour of commanding ow oscort on the morrow, for 
tho consideration of four dollars Spanish. My, Drum- 
mond ITay, the Consul-Goneral, gavo us some good 
advice, and an. injunction not toallow the Moors, on 
any account, to make us dismount at the gates of 
Totuan, ys they had beon in the habit of compelling 
all Christians to do. 

A few yoms proviously, Christians and Sows had

beon tonted with like ignominy, wore resbricted tan 
partienlar yuerter in the towns, and worn not allowed 
to keep horses, or ride even amnto or donkey within 
the walls of the towns, ‘These and many other cdis- 
abilities have been removed from the Christians, 
principally through the enoergalic remonstrances of our 
Inte oxcollont Gonsul-Genaral, Aly tay; but the 
unlucky [olnows still continue to be objects of scorn 
and indignity. 

Tho following morning we were ab the city gates 
at, stmiso, and found ourselves fi conypany wilh 
sovoral mounted travellers wailing patiently to get 
owl, and a nimber of country people with donkey- 
loads of wood, chateoal, and vegetables, waiting with 
equal patience to geb Mi. Ag there seamed titie 
hurry on the part of al Ge faineanp jeailor to uawor 
our calls, wo assmulded the shuttors of the Imrbiean 
with volloys of stones, which quickly dislodged him, 
though nob withottsome objurgations againal the 
unreasonably impationco of the Naawenes Phe 
huge bolts wore withdrawn, and tho erewd from with. 
oné poured into the city (o wake ib from sumber, 
while wo, exhilaraled by the frosh morning air, pave 
onr horses a breathing gallop to try their nettle. 
Our jruty consisbad of about haltie doen Cling, 
Tlamot, the 'Vico-Consul's Lenehan, and a, shorill! 
who having porformed the pilgfimage to Mecca was 
dignified with the cognomon of Udy, or Undji. 
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There was no sign of our lazy escort, so wo pushed 
forward without it, a proceeding in which Hamet 
very roluctantly joined, and casting many a longing 
look behind, he declared that if any accident hap- 
penod to us he would inevitably be bastinadoed to 
death. 

For the first ten or twelve miles our road lay through 
gardens vend corn-fields, with abundance of Indian 
corn, pumpkins, and water melons, growing in great 
luxuriance. As we approached the lower range of 
the Atlas, a spur of which we had to cross, the ground 
became rugged and precipitous, and from its proximity 
to the forocions Riff tribes, and other vagabonds who 
take to the mguntains,it is but little cultivated and 
sparsely inhabited. 

Evon tlosg up to fhe walls of Tangier, the “ douars,” 
or villages, and fatn-houses ave strongly fenced about ; 
several families usually living together, and with 
numerous savago watch-dogs fox protection against 
marauders, These groups of rustic-looking dwellings 
surrounded by fruit trees and gardens, and with lofty 
Aovecotes, have a picturesque appearance in the 
otherwise mbrokon surface of the champaign 
country—horses weading out grein, catile turning 
a water wheel, women pounding grain in a quern, 
larning a,hand-mill, or separating the sonfola with a 
line sieys for making tie favourite kouskousow, girls 
carrying on their heads elassically-shaped vases of 
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porous carl with wator from the spring, and enlling 
lo one another in merry tones, give animation do the 
sono, and call to mind many of the most peeuliar 
characteristics of Oriontal scenory, As wo approached 
the mountains Haamnot and tho Hadgo began to look 
anxiously for our soldiers; and we ladonly bo gallop 
one short distance to put the formor into a fever of 
excitement, for which the stumpteranule on which he 
was mounted had to endure many av henily thwaek to 
make him keep proce with our fleot-looted Barbs Wo 
accordingly rode quietly bo relieve his profissed 
auxioty for om safoty, and in consideration: for the 
mule, which he belabowred withoul morey, ab the 
same timo calling our attention to th heaps of stones 
by tho road-side, andewhieh ho averred were the 
records of murder by robbers WU OsHNSILN, HEC Grite, 
thero must have been a murdor to nearly every rood 
of tho road from Tangier to Pebuen 5 and ifPever the 
Vmporor should take il inte his nugust head to mine 
adamize, he has, in these cairns, abundinee of material 
ready colleelod to his hand. 

Qur first hall was at oa well, culled Bola al 
Booniw’—tho well of the builiinge’s whieh building 
is the remains of a-Roman “castra stativa,” of whieh 
the whole plan can oven ab this day be distine(ly 
traced outs Tike the “Kian of Kinprines,” ono 
cnn trace “a preborian hereaand protorian thera,” 
with agger valluin and intor villi, as perfect ag if 
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it had boon but lately abandoned by the Imporial 
eohurts, 

The water was completely dried up in tho’ broad, 
rocky hads of several stveams which we crossed, and 
whoso course might be traced for miles by the long 
linos of bright foliage and gay flowersef the oleander, 
which grow in a continuous grove in the dry water- 
comso, At a fountain surrounded by fig-trecs we 
halted to await the arrival of our tardy escort, While 
picketing our horses in the shade, we were startled 
by loud crics from Hamet, and on going to his as- 
sistance, we found him on his back, half throttled by 
n ferocious looking Tiff; some half dozen truculont- 
looking rascals had got possession of the sumpter- 
mule, from whoso back poor Bamet had been un- 
coremoniousl precipitated, with the view of ascertain- 
ing more eonnnodiously what might be the contents 
of our well-fillod hampers On our appearance, with 
swords and pistols, the rascals decamped, though not 
till the one who had been taking liberties with Tamot’s 
weesmnd had gob a tap on the bare skull with the but- 
ond af a pistol whjch piust have made his cars ring 
for n woek after. 

Out escort soon joined us, and we told them how 
we had boon nearly robbed, killed and eaten by a band 
of © Yorly Jhieves,” to all of which Hamet asserted 
that he could mako oat. They regretted that we 


had uot mado “the sons of burnt fathers cat Cirt,” 
ca 
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by shooting ve or three ef thom, while our heneh 
man, waxing valorous, actually proposed ao raid on 
the noarpst village as an oxumple “pour décourager 
les autres” 

Our roud now winded thyroujsh a wild, rocky defile, 
shaded by trees, Ul we renchod ghd Mondak.” at 
the summit of tho pass, This is tho only public 
building on the road, and if is keph up ab goverment 
expense, as a placo of accommodation for travellers, 
Jt is tho same deseviption of building whieh further 
east is called a Khan or Caravanserai, tut would 
easily accommodate within its walls a (housad 
horsos or crmols, with thoir owners, 

A guard of soldiors is kept in it; and it is: strong 
enough to resish an “aback from the neighbouring 
tribes, who aro all robbers, andy frequont rebellion 
against the Emperor, 

From this wo had two hours’ sermmblings deseent 
over rocky and eprecipitons reads, passing several 
trains of camels, ladon principally with bles of Man 
chestor goods, and groaning pileously ax thoy toiled 
over ground go wisititud bo thoi figure and te their 
soft flat foot 

The first sight?of Totnan is very protiy, its White 
walls and houses closing up tho glon at the distaneo of 
don niles. The scenery is remarkably hogutifil, and 
the mountains on Uw soughorn side of the valley 
have a very picburesquo boldness of outline, with 
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villages perched at a great height, and in spots that 
from below appear to be scarcely accessible to the 
mountain goat, 

These mountains, inhabited by a bold and 
primitive race of mountaineers, who glory in the 
rude independonge of their existence, furnish nearly 
all the wants of their unsophisticated tastes. 

Goat’s’milk, kouskousow, and an occasional pillau 
of kid or mutton, is their usual fare. Coarse clothing, 
wovén in the natural colour, from coarse wool or 
gont’s hair, is the universal costume, A few sheltered 
spots onable them to harvest an ample stock of 
wheat and barley for winter use, aud which is pounded 
into flour by their women ; so that they are indepen- 
dont of the cities and plains for all the necessaries 
of lifo, “and only occasionally descend from their 
mountain fasinesses to purchase a supply of coffee, 
tobacco, gunpowder, arms, and a few articles of simple 
finory for thoir wivos and daughttss, 

Jn tho towns they may bo oasily recognised by 
their haughty, indepondont bearing, their dark com- 
plexions, and thp “ poli-me-langere” air with which 
they slide through the crowd, armed to the teeth, 
and ready ab any moment to sttile a deadly blow, 
and tly to their strongholds, where they can afford to 
laugh atetho impotent menaces of the authorities, 

Tn their appearances and habits they closely re- 
semble the Kahyles of Algeria, and are doubtless of 
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: 
tho samo fhmily ; descondants probably of (he forec 
warriors who beat back Akbah and Zobeir, the Lieu 
(onanty of Othman, iv the first invonds of tha Mustoms 
into Barbary. 

They avo now zealous Moston in their own rude 
way, aud T should ho serry for cithér Clrixtian or 
Jow who might full into their handa, unless mador 
tho safeguard of ono of thoir shoikhs. Sue oppor. 
tautitios of intercourse must he rare, as thoy would 
ho little likoly to voluntoor an invitation. A phyfician 
would havo the best chaneo of gaining aduiission inte 
their country, and obsorving Ghaiy habily, ag, Like all 
savages, or somi-savagos, thoy aro fond of being 
dosod whethor ill or well, A. box of Ineifor matehos 
and a few ounces of Boidlitz powdors would he iy 
execllout pharmacopoeia, oxcopb ingxortons cages, whieh 
T should recommend any practibionor plourly to leave 
to the cave of Allah, as his slay night he roudered very 
unpleasant, if tho petiont wers to dio undar his hands, 

Like most mountain ibos, they wo divided ita 
small clus, contiially ab war with ono mother, 
Tho “vondotta” in maintained wilh wondertal pat 
lioneo and portinacity, Lill an opportunity oflord in fiir 
or market-place, or public road, ‘Tho avenger, after 
taking tho life of his victim, flies to the mountains, fo 
be in turn “pursued, bill, ab soma tuyguardedenoment, 
ho too falls, loaving tho leghey of revenge to his 
childvoh. 
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This is a relic of that excellent old Mosaic law which 
demands ‘an eye for an eye, and a tooth for a tooth,” 
so difforent from our mild, forgiving Christian dispon- 
sation, which bids us forgive that we may be forgiven. 
While we profess the latter faith, we still pormit the 
victim to be puxsued by legal vengegnce, to be hunted 
down, caught, and in the light of day, before the 
gloating cyes of delighted thousands, to be cold- 
bloodedly formally cut off from existence: “sent to 
his"account with all his imperfections on his head.” 
‘We can sco the mote in our brother's eye, but not 
the beam in our own, and while we pursue the culprit 
to death with legal “vendetta,” we can claim no 
tight to condemn thoso who, with their own strong 
ums, seok their yongeance af their proper risk ;—it is 
but a wilde, a mpare manly justice, 
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Wa rorchod Tetum at sunset, having bean diftaen 
hows en route, aud wore both tired and huugey when 
we reached the gates ofthe city, and wore informed 
that wo must halt Gill permission bad hao obtained 
from the Caid to allow us to entor Concviviny: this 
to bo a preliminary to makingsus dismonut, mul in 
pationt at boing staygd so near tho oud of our journey, 
wo stoully refused to comply, and aftor a storm al 
words we poremptorily ordered onr attondants te 
advinco and clear tho way. ‘They wurg disinclined to 
foreo the guard, and our indignation becoming momen- 
tarily hotter, wo nt leit struck spurs wo our horses ated 
charged through tho gate and up the stroot. 

The guard seanpored right and left, and, in ono 
momont there was nothing lo bo Seon of tho bluatoring 


varlets, Kat their haiks flying in the wind, as (hey 
e 
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holtcd round a corner, or the stern-shects of a runa- 
gate diving through tho first open doorway, like a 
rabbit into a burrow. . 

It tumod ous after all that we were in the wrong, 
and a complaint preecded us to Tangier, of which, 
however, we heand nothing further, while the enorgy 
of our proceedings scemed to have a good effect on 
the spot, as we received within an hour of our arrival, 
a complimentary message from the Caid, and an invi- 
tation to visit his and the Emperor's gardens ; besides 
other polite attentions not usually vouchsafed to 
strangers, unless for a considoration. 

Tetuan is an excellent specimen of a Moorish city, 
as it has scarcely any communication with Europeans ; 
and the march of innovation fas not yot reached it. 
The streots are narrow, and generally filthily dirty, 
and crowded with pedestrians, asses, horses, and 
camels. Tho houses areynuch Jargor and better than 
at ‘Tangior, and genorally encloso ar“ patio,” or court- 
yard of good sizo, ‘Tho English consular agent and 
his fmnily, are the only Europoans residing in the 
plice; bud it is nevertheless one of the most import- 
ant manufacturing towns in Barbary; and exports 
guns, cloths, silks, leather, and a variety of other 
articles, ‘There ave from forty to fifty, thousand 
inhabitants, nearly one-half of whom are Jews; who 
live int a part of the town by themselves, and sepa- 
ruled from their Moslem neighbours by gates, which 
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avo dosod at night, Tho streets in the Jewish 
quarter surpass any of tho vosb in filth and sqnalor; 
and mogl of the hoses aro rious and anisole 
looking, concealing in somo instances, e sufliciontly 
luxurious interior. 

+ ‘Tho Jewish womon cross gorgeopsly, fia ouldoing 
thoir Tangior noighhours in this respect. "Nhe jellica, 
or boddieo, of fine purplo velvet, has in fret almost 
a cuirass of gold embroidery and jewels, the saya, or 
skirl, of dark-groon cloth, striped with pold Taco, a 
gorgeously-colonred shawl of raw silk round the waist, 
aw jowelled tiara on the bead, large hoop earrings, 
massivo tings on tho fingers, and embroiderad slippers 
on the nakod fool, completo a remarkably gorgeous 
Ib nol w gracofal eBstime, Horo, as in ‘Tuipior, 
many of tho young girls are very, honmtifua, find there 
is occasionally one who seoms to luwe dropped from 
the seventh heaven to give an ides of what her sigter 
honris ave, ‘Tho, extromely youthful age ut whieh 
thoy marry, and tho sovero punishmont proseribod ly 
the Mosnie hes, eompol a corfain amount of vide 
mnoug these fair Hobrews, but their fomparatmort ix 
not of tho most frigid, and tune reporty Chat there 
ave fow of thomewho would not play dessien swith 
sificient (ompuation, 

Wo imide sovoral excursions in the neighbourhood 
of the city, and to Martyn6, a small place at the 
mouth of the river, about five miles fron Tota, 
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where there aro a fow warehouses, and an old square 
lower, which distinguished itsolf by defeating the 

“boats of an Austrian squadyon that alterpted to 
forco the entrance of the river with the intention of 
mulcting Tetuan for some delinquency committed by 
the Riffs on the coast. On approaching the tower, 
we were greatly amused to see a negro race down to 
the door, which was about fifteen feet from the 
ground, and haul up a rope ladder, the only way of 
communication with mother earth; having accom- 
plished which, he looked down with a complacent 
smile, as if he had defeated a trick of the enemy to 
sot foot within the stronghold. 

In tho courso of one of my rambles I came across 
a bevy of Moorish women*unveiled, They made 
signs td me to go, which I did not understand til I 
had stayed long enough to perecive that onc of them 
was ronurkably pretty 5 and, strange to say, she was 
the only one who showed any vexation at the impu- 
douce of tho Gina, 

Tho Miyperor'’s aunt the Caid’s gardens were well 
laid ont, with summer-houses, shaded walks, foun- 
tains, and vino-eovored trollises, large bunches of rich 
fruit hanging within reach, The gardeners brought 
us baskets of the most beautiful muscatel grapes, 
figs, plins, and pomegranates, ‘The grapios appoared 
to grow in great varidty and jnxuriance, and would 
doubtless nuke as good wine as is manufactured on 
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tho opposite shores of Spnin, if it were not for the 
Mahomotan total abstinonce principles, Good wine 
has booumade hy My Thay, and seudal says Cutt (he 
Caid, “ILash-!lush” himgolf; has made kome experi- 
ments of the same kind, 
» Oulsido the town are some polleyios, where witer- 
jis of porous carthomware are made, tho shapes of 
which aro most classical and olegant, There yeo cunie 
upon ono of the sons of Tash-Tash, squatted, Hike a 
sitting-hon, wander x wall, and apparently thinking: 
of nothing at all, Elis grandfather was ani of the 
lowest origin, but by dint of determined onorey he 
roso to bo Caid of Tettum, one of the first olleos in 
the state, fle was by no means scrupulous tn his 
mode of acquiring woalth, and regularly “squeezed ” 
every individual andor his govorumont, One inge- 
niows plan of oxtorling a loan trim an unwilling 
capitalist was bo tio his hands togother, aid introdnee 
a couple of wikl eats into tho wide seat of his ina. 
pressibles, ‘This was a way of bringing then to Che 
serateh which never tniled, and by degreos this exec: 
lont rater grow bo be enormously rieh, Tho Maiperor, 
thinking at last that his sponge must be fall, sent for 
him bo [oz, bo havege grand squeeze, ry 
Tho wrebehod old vielim was thrown dito prikon 
and sound]§ bastinadocd, a process which telioved 
him of somo of his too plethorie wealth, Strips of 
collon, Cippod in turpentine, were tied round his 
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fingors and toes and lighted, which produced a grand 
haul.

Ou tho warning of the sixth day we left Tetuun, 
on our return to ‘Tangier, and rade thé wholy distance, 
without a hall, exegpb for ono hour, af an beatiful 
spring near the foot of the mountains, commanding 
an almost ehoundloss view over the osmrounding 
country, Here were congregalad wider (ho slaule of 
huge comk-Greos, Inolley props of soldicra, Jews, and 
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morehants, the owners or guards of the hoavily-laden 
cumols, which the drivers were Icading in turn to 
drink, Scatterod under tho broad shade were horses, 
flocks of shcep and goats, shopherds and peasants, 
resting after the descent from tho mountain, or re- 
cruiting their strength before making the ascent. 

Two or three hours hard galloping, at the swift 
pace of our plucky little Barbs, brought us, without

The couricr boat wag to sail for Gibraltar the same 
ovening, and as my fortnight’s leave had expired, I 
was not sorry to. find myself on board Just as she was 
gelling under weigh, 

© Aliota, lodos juntos, vira—vira y hala ?’— cried our 
red-cappod skipper as he took the helm, and at his 
word up went the tall, gracefgl latcen sail, The 
anchor was quickly tripped, and in a few minutes we 
were sendding past Capo Malabat, with a silvery 
moon glistoning on the dancing waves. I wrapped 
mysolf in my “ hournous,” and lay down en deck 
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watching our rapid approneh bo the coast of Spain, 
fn less than two hours we were off Narita, aad fost the 
wind tndor the high laud, but gradually floated with 
the overflowing tido towards Gibraltar, looming darkly 
in the distance. Whit a life of risk tho Spanish 
PORsUNt nitisb hiwe lived i the olden Gime, whe iu 
hahited this coast !—when tho Moorish corsair or 
renogado might pounce upon him at any Anomeut 
and drag him away into hopeless slavery, Atulayas, 
or watch-towors, ab frequent intervals along tho edast, 
still exist; where beacon-lives were always te readiness 
to givo warning of approaching danger, aitesting: how 
little security thero was for tile and property in Spabr 
oven in tho height of hor prospority aud power, The 
principal cnemy was thon withot—now, nora deadly, 
it is within, feoding on the strength of the laid, de- 
stroying its very vitals, and without any (iendly 
heacon-tight to point to theesources of corruption, 
malverstion, and civi) erime, which falter the poaple 
and keep them in a state of Oriental tnmity and 
hopolessnoss of IMprovement. 

Tho reverios regarding the Moorish corsatra were 
perhaps stiggestod by the pilot, who sang, with the 
tue seguidijia drawk an old bathad of interminaile 
length, relating how a Spanish slave stood ab simsob 
on the Afridin shore, wearying his eyes with, gazing 
on the hills of Spain, the rock#and trees, the anoke 


from thee peasant’s bub, and von Gibraltar in the 
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distance, all distinct to the eye but with a hopeless 
Imwrier between, He dotormines at last to trust 
himself to the waves, vowing that, if they will waft 
him to tho opposite shore, ho will never again plough 
their bosom oilher as traveller or merchant.

The Rock ibsolf, so hoy wud pieduvesqie, ig 
nover-fuiling object of interest. Cirdlod with antique 
galleries, mined with mysterious caverns of unfit home 
able depth, and standing up a huge fortress hotween 
Kuropo and Africa, it dominoers with lion-like un: 
jesty over both. 

The houses of various colours, anion whirl pik, 
green, and blic predominats, ie piled in grotosiqie 
and fantastic groups, indepoudont of all architectural

rule, yet not without some pretension to picturesque- 
NESS, 

The sido strecls are narrow and dark, reeking with 
odours of fish, garlic, and oil, and crowded with motley 
groups of Spaniards, Moors, Jews, Genoesc, Grecks, 
and graceful Andaluzas, with their black eyes glancing 
through the richly-laced mantilla or under the more 
modest toque, 

The main street and the market-place are thronged 
with busy groups that are both characteristic and 
picturesque. There may be seen gay young fellows, 
with their nut-brown sweethearts mounted “ en 
croupe,” and gaily dressed in the picturesque costume 
of Andalusia, Sturdy farmers with many hearty 
thwacks wrge forward stout “ burres,” on which are 
mounted their wives in the midst of strings of garlic, 
sereeching fowls, ‘and other delicacies, the produce of 
the “ Cortije.” Sober, “ arrieros,” armed with stout 
“ cuchi-porras,” drive strings of mules, or miserable 
horses, which are go artistically buried undor a mass of 
fodder that nothing is seen of them but the nose and 
foot. With loud shouts and unsparing cudgels donkey 
hoys thread tl’ crowd at a gallop, their kegs of water, 
trom the Neutral Ground, keeping up aratiling accom- 
paniment to the “arrd borrico,” “ con licencia, caval- 
leros "—gel along, jackass; by your leave, cavaliors— 
with Which they ecremoniously bump and tramp 
through the crowd. There, too, are red-gxpped and 
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red-girdled Catalan fishormon carrying huge biskots 
of fish, abalive; among tom the sardine, redimmllet, 
johu dory, jolly-looking bouitos, soles, and inackarel 
in immense quantilics, and all excoedingly cheap, for 
the especial honefit of orthodox Catholics, 

‘Yurbaned Moors, and dows in time-honoured: pa. 
hordine, vend stale eggs and emaciatet fowla Com 
Barbary, and in tho neighbouring stalls ave jhenped 
dolicious muscatel grapes, luscious figs with — the 
morning dow upon them, fragrant pomegranates, 
with heaps of tomalas, eye-plints, walersnclons, wad 
ealabagas, Youths of both soxos in groups wend their 
wey to the manilactorics, where “gonuino Davann 
cigs” avo manufactured fav the Spanish marked awk 
of Virginian aud South-American fabaceo, 

Red-cloaked Genoese women and veiled “ bontns,” 
followed by their ducnna, hasten lo tie first niaiss, and 
soldiors, Tlighlanders, and mep-atwar's inci bustle 
ay tlit coutrasty strongly with (he

sodalo bearing’ of most of Gio throng, 

Sho Vanding-plua is growded with Iuon-sniled 
boats, and the hay with merch ships mul mon-al 
war of all nations, the English ones Hrountly prites 
tising with thoir heayy gims at targals, or exceutings 
deurtieal mananvres for theie own Denefit. or for the 
edifiention of the foreigner. Not tho least vomarkublo, 
mid cortainly the Joust creditubky sight is the long 
ine of rekish-looking smuggling foluceass, some of 
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them well armed, while a little farther off the equally 
vakish Spanish guarda-costas, watch and wail to 
pounce on the smugglers whon thoy venture beyond 
the reach of the English guus. , 

In the summer season pleasure yachts are constantly 
arriving with an accession of gay visitors, and twice a 
month at least thé Oricntal steamers disgorge crowds 
of passengers who overrun the place in their few 
hours stay, rushing to the summit of the Rock, peram- 
bulating the Moorish gallovies, insisting on seeing the 
famous monkeys, and ransacking the shops in an 
incredibly short space of time. 

In the afternoon the saluting battery and the 
protty gardens of the Alameda attract the inhabitants 
and the officers of the garrison ; the music of the mili- 
tary bands frequently enlivens the scene, which is gay 
with costumes and uniforms of various form and 
colour, In the winter, too, there are the various 
military siglits, the guard-mountings, parades, and 
drill on the Alameda, roviows anil ficld-days on the 
Neutral Ground, and artillory practice from the bat- 
tories, A martial air pervades the place, wherever 
ong looks a came or mortar catches the eye, Tvery 
spot is commanded hy some battery, and every nook is 
fortified or searped, or mado in some way subservient 
lo the mililary character of the place. With all its 
natural did acquired glrength there is no over con- 
fidence, working parties are constantly conaructing 
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hew hutlories, searping in fresh placus, mounting 
heavier guns aud repairing or allering the old works, 
so a Ly loop pace with the improved inilitary seionee 
of the present day and tho more formidable arms, 
Sleopless vigilance only can guard a spot of which we 
are envied the possession hy almost every Muropean 


ix empire, the 





nation. Th is an ontpost of the Ei 
loss of which would affect both our militaryand navel 
prestige more strongly than Chat of any other possession 
over which our flag waves, 

Tho stamil of tho Rock commands an tufinite 
variely of picluresque and romantic views over the 
Meditevrancan and tho coust of Spain, with (ho richly: 
colowed mountains of tho Sierra Bermeja, or aeruss 
the Ray and Straits, alive with ships aud lleonailed 
feluceas, to where the green island and town of Alpe- 
sivas ave cradled in the lap af a dark mountain, whieh 
isseamed with vavines and gullies, Northward (he oye 
vanges fi yay into Spain~ a wil, cdo looking 
landsenpe, hounded by the jagged stunmita of the 
Sormnia de Ronda, with the abrupt peak of Camein 
and Utrers standing boldly out de front-like butirosses ; 
rrined fortresses, and walled villazés, with vestiges 
of many a foudal keep mud towor, crown the stonmits 
of the inost conspicuous hills, ‘To the sonthward are 
the mountains of the Atlas, snow-covered for as eon 
siderable period of the year; Apo's TH, ont of the 
pillars of Hercules, and tho bold, precipitous coast 
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line, inhabited by the savage Riffs, whore green corn- 
fields may be scon to patch the dark surface of the 
soil. 

Vor many miles round Gibraltar I knew the country 
well, could find my way through every forest glade of 
the “Selva de Almoraina,” the cork-wood, and con- 
stantly visited the villages and Moorish ruins for 
many a thile round. 

The conquest of the country appears to have been 
barren of any good result to the Spaniard or to the 
world. Where once were palaces and lordly castlos, 
ws at Castellar and Gaucin, there are now hovels and 
ruined walls, On the site of the flourishing town 
there is now a paltry villago, inhabited by a meagre 
race, who trust in Providence rather than in them- 
selves for subsistence; “ pan y aceitunas,” broad and 
olives, form tho main portion of their food, varied 
with w cold mess of tomatas and rod pepper in the 
svason ; this and a change or tig of clothes in the 
course of their lives suffice for their wants. 

Tho only strongholds are the farms, which situated 
on an eminenco, difficult of approach, owing to the 
procipilous roads, and surrounded by lofty walls, have 
yather the alr of robber's holds than of anything 
honest; an impression strengthened by the sight of 
the hugo,mastiffs who fiercely challenge the visitors, 
Where once the Moorish Cavalgada rode in all 
its glory of lance and ponnon, flashing arths and 
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hounding steed, it is now a rare sight bo see any 
mounted man, bub tho arriere on his donkey heading 
astring'tof the sumo respectable quidrupeds whose 
labours ho onlivens by howling a long-drawn dithy as 
he winds not unpicturesquely down the rongh path 
of the step mountain side. ' 

The ayistoeracy are the priest and the barber, and 
the only dashing, well-nounted man is the" contra 
bandista,” Ue is a fine showy, swashbuckler follow, 
free with his money and Joud in talk, the enyy of the 
men and tho admiration of tho women, But itis dhe 
fine clothes that make the many an niliedsy chaner 
will find him wailing like a woman or howling like a 
maniac, With bis vendy money and his gaudy juekot 
goes all the dashing manner, and he becomes as low 
spirited and unhappy a dog as ou could wish to Keo, 
There is not at best mneh occasion for his fantivronate, 
as thoro is more bickery wed collusion in dis trute 
than of daring wnideleverness, Tremember one moon: 
light night, on the bench new tho Orange Crave, 
soolng wv smuggling felucen Td iis cargo, whieh was 
fonded on abort twenty pack-horsga, Choro was a 
“ouarda-costu” hanted upon the beach close at hand, 
and the officur comfnanding the troups stood looking 
on, receiving a doubloon for each borso-lond, Adios 
sofior, y iil gracias,” said the coutrabanilista, aa (he 
last horse moved off) and he dropped the dust, golden 
doubloon in the Captain’s hand: © Vaya Vid con 
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Divs, amigo,” answered the officer, as he politely 
took his cigar from his mouth, and waved his hand 
to the departing smuggler. Then yawning lazily he 
took his way to his quarters to sleep woll aficr a satis- 
factory and profitable job, Even the common sol- 
diors do a little private business of their own, and I 
have frequently seen the sentrics receive a few 
* quartos* for not looking too closely at a poor devil's 
Indie, who was profitably employed in smuggling 
salt by the handful. This practice is so well known 
at head-quarters that it was no uncommon thing, 
where the pay of a regimont was much in arrears to 
sond it to “the lines,” as a full acquittance of the 
dobt. On one occasion, a regiment which had only 
been a short time in these profitable quarters, was on 
an emergency suddenly ordered to Ceuta; but it 
refusod to budge, on the plea that it had not had t'me 
to make up ils deficiencies, 

Through tho whole of this large -tract of country 
there nave no roads, except tho fragments of old Roman 
causowayy, —conspicttos, as if to shamo a modern 
govormnent for itsy tardiness in appreciating the first 
cloments of civilization. There are, of courso, no 
wheel-carringos, and the whole transport of the country 
is performed on asses. ‘Cho limited encouragement 
allorded torproduction of any kind is sufficiently evi- 
dent from this, and it is still more painfully exemplified 
in the wido tracts of uncultivated country, the sparse 
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population, and the unproditetive valleys whieh would 
bloony like the rose, if they were appronched by routs, 
and irrigated with some of tho water which washes 
down the rich soil from the hills, and: escapes in 
useless or nischievons torrents, Que en searcoly 
conecive these unoullivated, rudof and almost quinn 
habited spots to be the samo which wre elobriated in 
song and story, in the tine old ballads which Lockhart 
has made popular, and the heart-stirring: Gales whieh 
the graceftl pen of Trving has invested with a world 
wide interest. Kivery pass is colebratod for the wild 
foray and tho resene, the trimmphant return of the 
eavaleade with the spoil, ov the hurried retreat of the 
detected forayers, very hill-lop has tho ruins of 





fortress or village which, daken and reliken: seores of 
times, were so frequently the scenes of romantic per- 
sonal daring and gracelal chivalry, 

Bigotry, despotism, and faetion lave tended te 
produce an iusbervity of property, whieh, ii ihe 
comrse of time, has had its uatural efleet in fie 
crenata the “fer adente” lave of ease cougerial 
fo w southern nation Tndoleweer ling been. eniker 
like, growing For ages, has been handed down, as an 
inheritance, from’ father to son, WI it hing became 
vomutional vice, Tt has unde the rulers mercenary 
and corruphs the pesple mean and gufsping, pro- 
ferris dependence, chance or Hhgatlen gains, to 
honourable wages earned by (he sweat of the brow, 
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It is this which makes mon seize every excuse to 
procrastinate duties, and to abandon labour; which 
makes cach snint's-day and fast-day a feast-day and 
holiday; and which crowds every fair and market 
wilh thoso who go neither to buy nor to sell. Tb is 
this which furnishes thousands and tons of thousands 
to swell the ranks of civil discord and revolution, and 
which attructs the multitudes of hungry dupes who, 
named Carlist, Socialist, Chartist, Democrat, Jacubin, 
or Red Republican, are the audience of tho desiguing 
rovolutionist. or mistaken philanthropist, and who, 
listening agapo to the catalogue of their wrongs, 
jump eagerly at the prospects of advantages to be 
gained by the aid of their “sweet voices,” not by 
labour, their daily curse, 

In proportion as a community is debased is this 
party strong; bub when it is virtuous and industrious. 
it need have uo foar of the Bonaparics and Mehemet. 
Alis ib pilyingly seos inflicted on another for its 
SIDS, 

Jorruption and rottenness engender odious reptiles, 
repulsive bub useful, as they constume and dostroy the 
very clomonis which bring them forth, ‘The hydra, 
engendered in corruption to dovawate a nation, was 
civil war bred on civil crime, ‘The songs and ballads 
handod down from the remotest agos, and gleams 
of old history, clad in metaphorical garb, toach that 
this has ever been the case. To cut off a nanber, 
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scolchod, not Idllod the snake: it defied such juny 
offorls, till godlike enorgy and vigour tuorcilessly 
gmspod,the hundred heads, nnd ab once esxtorminatad 
the monster evil, The legend of St. George, too, anid 
his dragon, may nob inaplly typify ertol and sordid 
suporstition gnawing the vitals of a nation fii lat 
low by the oxertions of the champion of tue reli- 
gion and Christian virtua, ‘ 

Tn a population such as T have deserihed there can 
be no true prosperity, for there is no stability ; there 
can bo no roa wouth, for there is no industry, with 
its natural allics, credit, unanimity, and public spirit ; 
there can be no mutual confidonce or esteom for 
othors, for there is no solf-respect. Taw and order 
wwe equally despised by high end low, for all are 
sceretly or overtly evading or defying it The mania 
powor is morconary and oppressive; whilst partaking 
in the general corruption, he knows himself to he an 
object of envy and hate to all below hin. 

Hor a peoplo like this, v judgmont seoms neoussary 
to work out their redemption; no mere patel here, 
or plaistor thore, will cave a disease Ghat has hold of 
the very vibals of tho bidy politie. ‘To voganoute it 
there must bo ono af those grent and inserntably acts 
of Providence which, hy “ visiting the ping of the 
frthors upon tho children,” saves a peoplo ty ie cost 
of one generation, — amino, plague, and war's i 
humantoffspring have, from the vemotest times, heer 
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tho agents for effecting these revolutions ; upheaving 
the whole surface of society, scattering its broken 
parts, and permitting freo admission to a wholesome 
stream of innovation and improvement. 

Purified by paticnce and long-suffering, disciplined 
to ordor and obedience by a powerful despotism, 
forced to industry by famino, these virtues will, at 
length, become habitual, and purified by them, the 
people will work out their political rights with the 
aruis furnished by their moral regeneration.

This is tha counteyal (he “holeve” aud dhe“ segui- 
dil,” the dance allernaioly bold and voluptuous, und 
the song full of plaintive monotony. Twas very fond 
of mixing with the country people in those wild placos,

and of abserving and joining in their fostiviti 
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civil salutation was alvays responded to by an invi- 
alion to join the party ; the offer of a few cigars and a 
“cai” or two of “ vino tinto” or “aguadicnte” opened 
all hearts, while to be able to take the guitor in turn 
was at once to be admitted, as of right, to complete 
fraternity, and not a man in the party but would 
respond to the “brindis,” while the prettiest girls 
would accord their sunniest smiles to a “mocito tan 
guapo.” , 

The Spaniards, ordinarily grave, almost sombre in 
their manner, give way, in their moments of relaxa- 
tion, to a degree of gaicty and hilariousness that 
makes them vory pleasant companions. Their natural 
excitability is nowhere more conspicuous than at 
their bull-fights, where the thousands of spectators 
move through the whole gamut of the passions with 
wonderful rapidity and facility, I had witnessed 
bull-fighls in Cuba and in the smaller towns of 
Spain, and had more than onco seon a novillo,” a 
young bull, let loose in the streets “para la diversion 
publica,” to the outrageous delight of tho populace, 
Thoso, however, had given mo a very faint idea of tho 
real muaygnificoned of the “ Funcion,” in. the larger 
cities, and in the hands of such professed masters as 
Sovilla, ‘Trigo, and Montes. At Malaga 1 was on one 
occasion one of ton Lhousand spectators who “ assisted” 
at one ofthese of more than ordinary splendour, 

For wn hour before the real business was to com- 

v3 
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moneo. the asiontos and the plavos on the sunny side, 
which are let cheap, were all filled with a noisy crowd 
dressed in all their Andatusinn finery, muons 
thom aumbers of the petite, thorough-bred looking 
Malngnaiias, “tin Hrlaguotiag,” Uo moak howitehing, 
porhaps, of all the benuties, even of Andaluela; fonts 
and jibes flow thickly and lowly through the crowd 
and refrains, gitana slang, and doggrol rhymes were 
bandied about with quick repartee, producing rears 
of laughing applause, No one was safe from (heir 
merry ribaldry, end aniong them ny vompution, who 
wore an oyo-glass, camo in fora share of popular ate 
tention, “ Mira ol Ingles que gaste lente,” look at 
the Englishman who sports a glass! “Abajo le lonte, 
afuera la lonte,” down with the glaw! Ahi, lool 
atthe man who doesn't believe his own eyes 1“ Que 


horotion ? and the ery, “ Abnjo ol lonto,” was talon 
up by tho multitude, My companion, who had kept. 
the glass in bis eyo Ull Uh uprow deerme tremen- 
dous, ab lash tooke it down, made tho public a low 
bow, and thon replacod it with a hinoroua grimace, 
© Vivant los Tngloses!? shouted de mob, ex duo 
gonto!” and thon turned to badger come new vielin, 
nol always spering the Mronchifiod daudios who, with 
many a fair doje began to (itl the “ paleas.” 

Tho “ union,” aponed by a procession of all tha 
personages bo bo omployud in the fight. The ‘picadores 
with Jong lanees, thoir right legs oneused in iron, 
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covered with loather: the light-limbed and elegantly 
costumed cliulos, and banderilléros with the graceful 
Montes, the primera Espada, attheir head ; the gaily 
expurisoned mules and the negro driver, who remove 
the carcases, and lastly, the “ alguazl,” in court- 
dress, who requested permission of the Corregidor to 
be allowed to cOmmence the Funcion, which was ac- 
ceded to py that authority, throwing him the key of the 
“yomitorium,” upon which the alguazil retires with fre- 
quent obeisances, and is hailed with innumerable time- 
honoured savcasms by the “ picaros’ in the “ Sol.” 
The loud murmur subsided as the picadores and 
chulos took their places, and there was a dead silence 
of anxious expectation as the gate leading to the den 
was thrown open. Presently forth rushed a magni- 
ficent, dun-colowred bull, springing all four feet intu 
the airy, and with the roar of a lion as he felt the 
shirp prick of a small dart, which fastened a gay 
bunch of ribbons, “ the colours of the breeder,” to 
his shouldors. Eo paused for a moment, blowing up 
tho dust with his nostrils, his tail lashing his sides, 
his fiery cyo bespeaking his savage nature, Suddenly 
ho rushed ata dull’s oye painted on the barrier op- 
posite, and rosting on his hind legs he struck savagely 
bub inoffectnally at it, Turning from this, he, for 
tho first lime, caught sight of the picadores and 
chulos, and without a moment's pause rushed head- 
long at tho formor, tail on end. Tt scomed ag if man 
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amd horao must havo gono duwn bofore the frantic 

rush; bul, with cool and practisod hand, Sevilla 
plantod his laneo on tho wither, and with a alélful 
lunge, turned him off and wheeling his horse exeaped ; 
the bull charged on at the second aud thon awh the 
third, and was clovorly turned by both. 

An anxious sob of expectation wa the unly sound 
heard from the vast multitude, except a sprothered 
shiok from ono or two of the paleos, whore some 
unsophisticated girl hid her face in her muantilla 
fearing 40 seo the mischief of that terrible rush, Bit, 
whon tho bull was so adroitly defeated thore arose a 
shout that soemod to shake tho sky, a sound suel ius 
is made by a gale of wind among the troos of aw pine 
forest, as al applauded with word and hou. Man 
and boash had dono thoir host. or» momont the 
Unll stood confounded, tha blond trickling trom his 
lacerated shouldors, overy musclo quivering with ox- 
cilement, and short hollowing crios oxpressing hix 
furious rage: it was but for a momont, mul then with 
aroar of pain aud fury ho retumed to the charge, 
aud almost before the eyo could comprohand his 
movements, tho threo horgos and their rider wore 
overthrown, and rolling in the arona, Shotts and 
cries from tho aficionados divectod the fallon horso- 
men and iho chulos what to do. “ Brave tore |” wull 
done bull! shouted others; womon sobfied and 
shrioked, and everywhere thore waa the wildest ex- 
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citomont and confusion, But Montes was there—a 
moment before he had been leaning carolessly against 
tho barvier, apparently an unconcerned spegsator of 
the fight, but scarcely had the last rider touched the 
ground, whon a cloak was drawn across the bull's 
eyes, and his attention distracted from the fallen men, 
The bull florcely tumed on his new opponent and 
pursued iim till he roached the barria, over which he 
bounded with a suddenness and ease which left the 
bull, who had aimed at pinning him to the planks, 
looking as bothered and bewildered on the other side 
as does pantaloon when ho sees harlequin disappear 
from his grasp through the face of a clock, or other 
impracticable article of fyrniture. Robbed of his 
vengeance hore, he turned on the fallen horses and 
apitefully gorod and threw them over and over, One 
of them ho pitched fairly up on his legs, and the 
unfortunate beast, which had been lying apparently 
dead, took advantage of the opportunity, and, loudly 
applauded by tho multitude, made off acrcss the 
arena, where a door was oponed for his oseape. 

The bull was not. long allowed to have the field to 
himsclf ; ho wa presently boset by a swarm. of chulos, 
ctossing, meoting, teasing, and avoiding him with a 
skill and intrepidity quite wondorful. 

Whorover any one was hard prossed, there was 
Montes, and at last taking the bull to himself, he 
sustained sevoral charges with scarcely a change of 
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posture, and repaying tho bull for each by a kick, or 
a ouff, or a tug at tho tail; till ho fairly stood still 
and gased steadily at his tormontor, as if to bo 
assured he was not the viclim of an optical delusion. 
After a scrutinizing look at his impassiblo foo the 
poor bull seemod to make up his mind that it was no 
use, and that he would fight no moro} but it was now 
the tun of tho toreros to attack. Arming themselves 
with banderillas (barbed sticks coverod with ribbons), 
they rushed boldly at him and planted pair after 
pair in his shoulders, avoiding hia horna by leaping 
on one sido or ovor his head. Montes now advancod 
tothe Coregidors Palco with a long slraight sword in 
his loft hand, partially eonconlod by tho crimson 
“ Muleta,” bending on one knoo, and with his little 
embroidered montera in his right hand, ho bogged in 
heroic dumb action to be permitted to ongago tho 
bull single handed, “hasta, la muerte,” in mortal 
combat. ‘Tho pormission being graciously accorded 
by the indulgont Corrogidor, Montes bowed his 
thanks, throw down his montora, and clutching his 
Toledo blade in his right hand, made atraight for 
whore the bull stood surrounded by tho chulos, whoso 
parti-coloured cloaks ho had beon vainly chaiging. 
Tho infuriated animal suddenly found himeolf con- 
fronted by a singlo man, whose calm immobility of 
attitude seemed to awe him. [le pawed the ground 
two or thice times, as if in douht, then lowering his 
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horns, tho mighty bull rushed with dauntless spuit 
at his atvorsary, to moct tho harmless opposition of 
tho glaring mulota ; back again ha charged, and again, 
and again with blind fury, Montos following him with 
unblonching eyo and quick foot till he saw lis oppor- 
tunity ; jusb whon tho bull’s horns were at his foot he 
lunged with unérring hand and buried the sword to 
the hilt, botwoon the shoulder blades, The bull 
ataggorod forwards a few yards with the impetus of 
his charg, stood for a moment swaying backwards 
and forwards, pitched on his knees, and rolled over 
on his side doad. 

Montes wipod his sword in the flog, returned oppo- 
silo the Corregidors Palco, picked up his hat, and * 
bowing gracefully, rotired: whilo the spectatos 
shouted their applause and threw their sombroros into 
the arena; a prococding that kept up the excitement 
till tho noxt fight, as whon tho hats wore returned, 
thore was considerable difficulty in adjusting the 
alais of tho ownora. 7 

Tho sports procouded with varied intorest, till oight 
bulls, tho number montioned in the programme, were 
killod, by which timo i, was neorly dark, bat the 
voicoa from the ‘ Sol” still clamgurod for more blood, 
and anothor bull was granted to thom. A boon that 
cost tho life of ono of the chulos, who, missing his 
leap in tho dusk, was gored, and was carried away to 
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die, while tho shouting mob watched the sequel of 
the fight with unabated avidity, 

Tho Quill that afforded most amusomont to mysulf 
and my English companions was a thorough eraven, 
Seven times ho clearod the barriows in sporting olyle, 
floundoring into the “ coulisses,” to the infinite dis- 
may of the guard of soldiors, and tho’admiring friends 
of the chulos, who assemble there to acyuire the 
reputation of “ aficionados.” At the first jump, the 
bull tumbled headlong into the inidst of a group of 
this sort, and before he could get on his legs, soldiers 
ant amateurs wore vaulting and scrambling ovor tho 
barrier into the arena, their hats, swords, and niuskots 

* flying about in all directions. An aguadore, who, 
encumbered with his water keg, could nob roadily 
jump over the barrior, with inatinclive presoico of 
mind, threw open a door into tho arona, as ho fled. 
Through this tho bull returned and found himaolf in 
the midst of tho fugitives again, Novor was such a 
seury seen, such “frantic offorta to escape, as thoy 
tumbled over and obstructed ono another. —[ laughed 
ab thoir plight tll the boas ran down my face, and 
my companions wore in convulsions? to tho infinite 
disgust of tho Spaniards, who looked upon the conduct 
of the bull as too disgracoful to be componnutod for 
by any amount of moro fareo, Thoy screamed with 
iago, and showered every opithot of abuso they could 
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invont on tho recroant beast, « P--ra vaca,” “d— 
old cow,'~- was tho mildest term of repronch; and 
we wore nemly coming in for a share of publi@indig- 
nation for being so much amused, Tho benderillas 
when stuck in this bull cansed firoworks to explode, 
making the beagh jump and roar with pain and 
fright, diffusing around an odour of roast beef, which 
appenred “highly relished by the lower orders in the 
Sol.” 

‘Tho unfortunate boast was doomed to be an object 
of public oxecration 10 tho last, for in trying to kill 
him tho matador missed his aim, and the sword, 
wronchod out of his hand, was hurled high into the 
air, pithets of abuso wero quickly transferred to 
the unlucky matador, among which the Spanish 
oquivalont for “ butter-finges” was liborally used ; 
and whon tho cachetero, with a short dagger put an 
oud to tho poor bonst’s agonios by a single blow on 
the spine, ho was florcoly ontreatead by a hundred 
yoicos to sorve tho matacdor in tho samo way. 

An Finglishman can seureoly conceive tho interest 
Spaniards tako jn this barbarous and demoralising 
sporl. The ago, owner, pedigros, od country of 
arch. bull avo stalod in the programme; and there is 
muoh speculation on the probable pluck of particular 
broeds and colours. ‘Tho most famous bulls of Anda~ 
lucia are bred in tho mountains of Ronda and Gaucin, 
where thoy sonrooly seo any man excepi the half- 
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savage herdsmen, who, with thoir hugo maatilfs, keop 
guard upon them, Thoy aro as fierco and ummanage- 
able a@wild boasts; and it is a work of considerable 
risk ond some managomont to golect tho bulls roquirod 
to fight, and to drive them from the mountain, Tha 
usual practice is 10 driv cattlo trained for tho purposo 
into the wild hord, and when thoy are all mixad 
togethor a number of horsemen dash in anfong thom 
with loud shouts. Tho tamo cattle immediately take 
the lead, and mako off in the direction of their homo, 
and are followed poll-mell by tho wild ones, and, as 
opportunity serves, the ridors single oud, end, with tho 
persuasion of hoavy stones from their slings, turn back 
such as they do not want. 

In riding along an unfrequentod path, tho traveller 
is sometimes staitlod with the ory of, “Los toros— 
Cridado cavalloro, por su vida—los toros |” Tho 
bulls, tho bulls; for God’ssuke take heed ; tho bulls are 
coming ;” and, on. galloping to tho right or loft, there 
may be seon tivo or three wild ridors swooping along 
ag if puratied by the herd of bulls, which ara closely 
followed by a party of horgemon, armod with lances 
and slings, with which and with loud shouts they urgo 
them on, They are highly picturosquo aa they dash 
rapidly past, thoir fajas and horso-tails atronming in 
tho wind, resombling a hard-pressed “ cavalgada,” 
hastening, with their spoil, to tho shelter of some 
friondly keep. 
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I was happy as the day waa long at Gibraltar, till, 
by the intorvontion of somo unlucky sprite, just as I 
was solling off on a weok’s leave to the “ Semana 
Santa” at Soville, T recived orders to sail at a few 
days notico by tho Oriental steamer to Alexandria, 
on route for Bombay and China. 

This was a change indeed! But with tho chaiac- 
toristic love of adventure common to all Englishmen, 
T was dolightod at the tine at the prospect of such 
distant trayol with tho chanco of seeing much that 
was strango in the almost mystic land of the Celes- 
tials ; for all I know T might bo at the storming 
of Pokin, and assist in ransacking the adyta of the 
imporial palaco, for the treaty of peace had not yet 
heon ratified, Tnstoad of tho oxcitement of “ glorious 
war” which I had looked forward to, I found myself 
iloomed to tho monotonous life of sickly garrisons, 
and, in tho intorvals of feyor, I had ample time to 
havo regrotted, if rogrel could havo availed, the change 
which took mo from sconos full of romantic interest, 
to others whore I had to make acquaintance with 
many of tho stern realities of existenco, and to learn 
“in what placo soo’or * to

CITAPTER VIT. 


TIE OVERLAND ROUTE.

Iv a few days T found myself a passongor on board 
one of tho Oriontal Company’s splendid steamers, 
and gazing wistfully wt tho hoary mountain, fist, sink- 
ing astern, Any sentimental pangs wore soon lulled 
by the enjoymont of present luxury, and by the eon- 
tagious hilmity of numbers of young cadets, writers, 
and subs, making thoir first start in tho world, and 
painting the prospeot with tho “ coulour do rose” of 
their unsophisticated imaginations. ‘Thoro wore youmg 
and probly women, too, contributing to tho galoty of 
the deck and of the saloon ; and many alder and more 
axporionced travollers, whoso stores of anecdote mul 
vavel addod much to the amusemont and inatruction 
of such a voyage. ‘The varioty of society, the rapidity 
and conffort with which one is wafted from port to 
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port, the spacious decks and saloons, make a voyage 
in ono of those vossels, when not overcrowded, very 
pleasmt and instructive, while one may tiavel in 
thoi almost all ovor the world at an expense not 
oxceading that of living at a 1espectablo hotel. In 
fact, if facilitiossand improvements continue as they 
have dono for tho last few years, it will soon be mue 
cheapor to travel than to stay at home. 

Two days aftor wo had left the rugged shores of 
Spain we found ouselves off the coast of Algiers, 
and, to gratify tho passengers, the vessel was run close 
in to tho havbour, affording us an excellent view of 
the pictuosyao Lown, where the houses ave piled one 
above another on the steep hill sido, till they 1¢- 
sumble « hugo pyramid of architectural impossibilities, 
Tho surrounding hills woro covered with vegetation, 
with gardens aud villas, formerly the habitations of 
Juxurivnt ‘Turks and domiueoring corsnirs, uow the 
abodo of the onco-dospised Frank. 

Tt is a pily that tho whole of the north coast of 
Africa, onco the gianary of Rome, cannot be reduced 
tw [uropean subjection, aif it could be dono at a more 
ronsonablo cost than Algicis, which for twenty yons 
has domandod so lavish an oxpetditure of blood and 
gold This would not suit England ; but to France 
il is w matler almost of necessity, as auch an immense 
umy must be found in work, in prize-moncy, and 
promotion ; and it, muy be esteemed n luck} chance 
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when a distant provinco offers all theso al a cheapor 
rate than domestic war or aggrossion on hor nvigh- 
bours. * England, with her shopkeeping notions of 
profit and loss, might, perhaps, have managed to keop 
hold of aJl that was worth haviug on tho coast, with- 
out provoking war with the poor and flerea mountain 
tribes of the interior, 

We hold Tangier for many years without much 
expense or troublo, and wo might even now have 
beon possessors of that valuable position but for tho 
“ plessed rostoration,” with all its attendant disgrace 
and trouble, both foroijgn and domestic. ‘Tangier wax 
abandoned, and Bombay would have boen suld if a 
purchaser had offered. Fortunatoly tho lattor ro- 
mained to us till its value was ascorlainod ; but who 
ean toll what might havo heen tho value of tho for- 
mer? Strong in position, possossing a fino harhour-—~ 
tho only one in tho Strails—the natural emporium of 
Europoan trade with Morocco, tho moro distant 
Tofilot and ovon 'Timbuatoo, it would alao have boon 
a valuablo support and roinforcomont to Gibraltar, 
and tho natural goureo of itssupplicg.of food. With 
Algiers in tho hands of tho Fronch, and Morocco and 
Egypt undor tho sway of England, thore might still 
be a hope of the regpneration of the southorn gido 
of tho Moditerrancan, and its restoration to the 
civilizing influence of Christianity, loarning, and the 
arts, of ll of which il was one of the most distin 
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guishod soats, Any strong foreign influence exercised 
in eithor of these countries would be most hostile to 
the interests of Great Britain; and it must fot be 
forgotten how nearly Russia and Russian influence 
approach the Red Sea, and that France and French 
influonce rival us, in Turkey and Egypt, while their 
bayonels have moro than once gleamed across the 
frontiors Gf Morocco, and their fleets thundered in 
‘Tangier and Mogadoro. 

Our course for somo distance lay along the Barbary 
shore, allowing us glimpses of the rugged mountains 
of Tunis and of the land whore Carthago once stood, 

At Malta wo remained for two days, visiting, in 
our short sojourn, almost evorything of note the, 
small island affords, Valotta is one of the most 
pleasing and original little cities T over saw. It has 
an air of aristocratic grandour and repose, owing to 
the numorous massive palaces, the splondid churches 
and dwolling-houxes with their oynate balustrades 
and largo balconios, and windows and doors of hand- 
somoly carved stono, which have been made univer- 
sally familiar by tho graphic poneil of Prout. In the 
splondid harbour thoro aro comparatively few mor- 
chantmon, but in thoir placo aro ‘stately mon-of-war 
aud hugo stcamors, all as neat as paint and scrubbing 
can make them, and rigged with o precision that 
rominds ono that this is the first of our naval stations 
abroad, and whore the fleot is soon to grenter “advan- 
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luge than any other place, nob even excepting our 
great ports al home, There are fow things slrike » 
stranger more than the uumber and splendour of tho 
churches, unless it bo the throng in the principal streets 
of well-fed curds and priggish-looking clerical atudents, 
whose oxcellont condition aud supereilious air remind 
one that they de nob suffer much persecution at the 
hands of the hovotical islandors who into hbre. 

In litle more than three days after leaving Valetta 
wo anchored in the port of Alexandria, aud completed 
the first act of ovr long journey, On landing we were 
hoact by donkey-boys, who surrounded us on all sides, 
cach backing his long-oared steod against ua Lill we 
wore compelled to mount or bo trampled on, Vault- 
ing into the cruppor of the nearest, we scrambled into 
the scat of our high-peakeod saddles, and act off ax 
hard as wo could gallop, pwaned by our respective 
drivers 

The arrival of sho Oriental steuniors cromtos nh won- 
derful bustle in the usually quiot stivots of the city. 
All at once a crowd of youngsters avo lot looxo, who 
mako the stroots and bazaars ring with their langhtor 
and showls as they gallop about, rockloss of the 
integrity of thoi own bones, or of the tues of the tne 
believers, who sic obliged to souttle oul of the way 
with « speed highly inconvenient in thoir Juoxo alip- 
pers. 

Evoty donkey-boy knows Cleopatra's Needle and 
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Pompey’s Piller, and to these they at once drive the 
strangers; bub I fear those vonerable antiques aro 
scarcely rogarded in any other light than as woll- 
known goals of innumonble donkoy-races, There 
the “giaowrs” may bo soon rushing frantically along, 
logs, hands, and voice all oxerted to the utmost, 
Ono by one they literally fall off; the race is be- 
twoon two “of the best mounted: the excitement is 
womondous, Nock and neck they go along, Cleo- 
patia’s Noadlo is close at hand, whon the little brown 
donkey, missing tho gromd altogother with his 
foot, takes a divo with his hoad, sending his drivor 
spinning onto his chimney-pot castor, out of which. 
ho has somo difficulty in oxtricating his head. The 
winnor has it all his own way, shouts a cry of vic- 
tory, waves his hat in oxultation, and, beforo he 
knows what has happoned, finds himsolf sliding along 
the sand on hands and knoos helfs dozen yards 
ahoatl of his donkey, who, having aafoty accomplished 
his fall, gols loisurely on his logs again, 

A. short pauso to onablo tho slagglors to come wp 
admita of timo fom a soloot few with antiqnatian 
\natos to dociphor hioroglyphics significative of Smith, 
Brown, and Jones, with othor and tore avistacratic 
bub not woithier patronymics, which stand in friendly 
propinquity to tho Ramosos and Ptolemies, who had 
tho original lease of tho granite. , :

vopnneroo, Wansmilting Engle duspabchos, and turning 
marauding Bodouins inlo anfoguards for Englinh travollurs, 

This Alexandrian canal, and his projet for barring the Nilo 
bolow Boulat, avo dosigns wofthy of Uo groalost. benofrobors 
of thor country, Tho lattor schomo ia of gigantio propor 
tions, truly Egyptian, and is oxpooted Lo do more for tho land 
than has boon ascomplishod sinco tho Pharaohs xeignod, 

Mehomot Ali's faults wore thoao of his country and of his 
octication—his virtuos woru all his own; aud in apito of his 
iron rule ho has placod Egypt in a posilion superior to any 
sho bas hold undor Mahometen sway, and which how rnisod 
hor Lo the followship of civilizod uations. 
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which T will not allude to, brought us te Atyeh, one 
of tho most remarkablo towns I ever saw, It was a 
mere mound of carth ahd mud, burrowed in al? direc- 
tions as if by Brobdignagian water-rats, these burrows 
heing tho rosidences of the population. I was quite 
startling, on stumbling over a, heap of sun-cracked 
mud to hear voices wrangling beneath the surface, 
and to witness the apparition of a shaven pole fol- 
lowed by a gaunt body, from under one’s feet, or to 
see sundry female Troglodytes scuttle to earth on 
caiching sight of the * Kaffix’s” white face, 
Tho communication with the Nile was not at this 
time completo, but our luggage was quickly trans- 
‘ferred by hand and on camels from the small canal- 
boats to the moro roomy steamors, in which we were 
to ascend the sacred stream. The transfer was not 
affected without a scone sufficiently Oriental in its de- 
tails, An unlucky young “ xais,” or commander of a 
river boat, did not move out of the way with sufficient 
rapitlity to satiafy tho impatience of the pacha’s officers, 
so he was at once aoizod, and+ before he knew what 
was going to heypen, he was on his back and the 
soles of his fect %n the as, and in another minute 
the bamboo would have been effectually applied, He 
was a, fino handsome lad, and his dilatoriness had 
bean caused rathor by surprise at seing the stranger 
than from ineubordination, so we interceded, and he 


got uff for tho fright, 
E2 
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Our course was slow, and owing lo tho shallownoss 
of tho water at this timo of tho year, wo frequently 
siuok its. This did nob grievd us much, as it gave 
more time to soe the pulm-covored islands with their 
gracoful minarels, and tho mud-built villages of the 
wiluoky “ryots,” who, between droughts and floods, 
poverty and despotism, have an wensy time of ib in 
this world, and requiro at least, to mako their 
burthen tolorable, that they should have a Maho- 
motan’s faith in the infinile case and luxury of the 
next 

The rivor is crowdod with bonis, exceeding in 
picturesquo beauty any [ over saw, with thoir pure 
white latoon sails and high-poopod, sharp-prowed 
hulls, At ovory village thoy are in numbors, the 
snils hanging looso from the lofty tapering yards; 
some boat up against tho wind in ovor-changing 
groups, and others, the most beautiful of all, with 
their pointod sails oxpanded on each sido, resemble 
huge soa-gulla skimming lightly and airily along the 
surfaco of the stream, * 
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CHAPTER VII.

Just as day was breaking we landed at Boulak, the 
pyramids on tho opposite side of the river standing 
darkly wp against tho sky, boginning to reflect the 
fist light of morning. Tho distance to Cairo was 
only two milos, so L wont there on foot, enjoying the 
bracing morning air which sighed among the palm- 
toes and gardons on cither sido of the road. At the 
hotel T found soveral of my follow-phssengers mount- 
ing to sot off to tho pyramids, whom I joined ; and I 
can cortainly say, that for tho rest of that day T fogged 
at tho sights with*an assiduity rarely surpassed, even 
on tho overland route. I visited tho pyramids, and 
asconded to the summit of that of Cheops, in spite of 
the aid of tho Arabs, who got in the way and shouted 
 huekshoosh ? at every stop, occasionally giving one 
a shove behind that risked ono’s knees againgt the 
sharp stonos, J mildly oxpostulated with a big 
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fellow, who sovoral times voluntcorod a aupplomentary 
shovo es T made my spring from stone Lo slone, and | 
oxplainod to him as well as T could that it would he a 
comparativoly onsy process to kick him from tho lop 
of the vonoiablo structure to tho bottom. [To evi- 
dently thought I was not safe, Iuttho had a duty to 
perform, so kooping at arm's length he walched his 
opportunity to iush in and give an oceusional shove 
behind, shouting liko a fiond at the same Limo for 
“Duckshoesh.” [ saw active resistence was uscless, #0 
I sat pationtly down and gazod placidly into the 
valley of tho Nile, hoodloss of the black rascal’s yolls, 
till he, thinking ho had gob a bad customer, and per- 
ceiving a rather corpulent gontloman who submitted 
patiently to being shovod and lugged, he mado a 
furious chargo at him, and hoistod him bodily on vo 
the noxt stone, xepeating his war-ery of “buckshocsh ” 
with ronowod vigour. 

The viow front the summit of the pyramid is very 
oxtonsivo, strotching on ono side over an illimitable 
oxtont of dosert, dottad by numorous pyramids, 
among which thoso of Sahara ate tho most con- 
sidorable, On the other side winds the Nile, for- 
tilising a rich tract of country on cach sido, which lies 
betiveon the dosorts like a groen riband. With tho 
aid of science tho rivor's influonco might be grontly 
extonglod, and vast tracts of dosert rondorod fruitfal : 
that it was so at ono timo is avidont from the vast 
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structures now almost buried in the drifting sand, but 
which onco rnust have stood in the midst of a popu- 
lous country, 

Wo orawlod on hands and knees through the 
gallery into tho inner chamber of the pyramid, but 
from which wo were glad to esgape, half suffocated 
with the heat and the smell of the candleg carried by 
the Arabs, and having seen nothing for our pains but 
bare walls, Our time only admitted of o glance at 
the rifled tombs of the city of the dead, and a hasty 
sketch of the molancholy sphinx, who appears to con- 
template with anguish the day when the waves of 
sand now reaching her bosom will roll above her 
head. 

My donkoy, a wonderful little beast, canied me 
back to the Nilo at a gallop, whero I saw the pacha’s 
camels, about six hundred in number, driven down to 
drink. Orossing in a ferry-boat I visited the two 
slave markets, and saw a number of hideous nogresses 
covorod with tallow, and some Abyssinian girls, gentle 
looking and rathor protty, but who only fetch from 
sixty to eighty dollars, J managed to visit Sultan 
Tlassan’s mosque, and the splendid new one con- 
atructing by Mehomet Ali, and went over the citadel, 
visited Joseph’s well, said to have been constructed 
by Saladin, and saw the live lions, and? I helieve, 
almost every othor lion in Cairo. This was accom- 
plished by five o’clock in the evening, duriig the 
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provalonce of a “ Khamsin,” or hot wind, which 
blow scorching from the dosert, I had had nothing 
to oot the wholo day; my longuo was as dry and 
nearly as hard as leathor, and my blvad seamed to ba 
in a stato approaching combustion ; whon, iuntond of 
ost and dinnox, I fqund the vans realy to set off with 
us across the desor, A wailor seoing my oxhansied 
condition, suggested “ portare,” and really yiroduced a 
bottle of veritablo Guinnoss. Never till thon did T 
know tho value of thirst, tho sntisfretion with which 
tho inward firo is alaked and cooled, aud finishing the 
bottle at a draught, and without the intervention of a 
tumblor, I was a strong man again. 

This was, I bolievo, tho first, or noarly tho first, 
occasion on which vans had boon used to ovoss the 
desort; and nevor was thore auch a acony of kicking, 
plunging, and rearing aa was porformad by tho un- 
broken steods for our edification, and to astonish 
orowds of the Faithful, who wailod and watehod 
patiently in hopos of gecing the unboliovorm’ nocks 
brokon. Bub oven among them thero wore signs of 
tho timos, in tho froquont adopting of a part or the 
wholo of tho Enropoan dross, but,with a rod tarboosh, 
in placo of the Frankish chimnoy-pot, with which we 
insist on adorning our hoad-picaog. 

‘Thore were hawkors, also, selling Windaor soup and 
pamphlets, sore innovations in a spol whoro anand was 
the uanal dotergont, and not far from the oily where 
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the Moslem chiof * Amru ibn al Aas,” destroyed the 
splondid library of tho Ptolemios, because all that did 
not agreo with the Koran wag damnable, and al? that 
did was supororogatory, and consequently useless, 
I purchased two of the pamphlets, and found one to 
bo an Avabic translation of a tract, the other, an 
abridged Arabia ‘grammar, both published by a 
London Sopiety, 

Tt is creditable to tho zeal for Imowledge among 
theso enlightened Moslems, that both tracts were 
stolen from me within ten minutes after they came 
into my possossion, A fow years previously one’s 
pocket, might have been pickod, or ono’s throat cut, 
but I fool satished tho pamphlets might have been 
paraded in ovory bazaar in Cairo without attracting a 
covetous glance, 

Aftor many “ haiy-breadth “scapes” in our fierce 
careor, Uough tho nearow streets, wo at length 
omorgod into the doserl, where ow horses had ample 
room for their wild pranks, which wore only 
roslrained at all within bounds by the activity of the 
“ cavagses” who ran al thoir sides, 

In spite of tho Hard day's work I had had, I did 
not fool tho least fatiguod ; and tompted hy the stilly 
solitude of the desert, and rofroshed by the coolness of 
tho night air, on arriving at tho first station T strolled 
away about half a milo, and sat down on the top of an 
elovation which rose slightly aboye the undultting 
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plain. Tho moon, just past tho full, waa atill below 
the horizon, but its rays, with long poncils of light, 
silvaed tho odgos of tho fleecy clouds in tho blue 
vault of hoaven, in which, ab immeasurablo height, 
shono myriads of stara, with a Inilliont and distinet 
light I had nover scon elsewhere, By this darkness 
visible I porcoived at about Afly yards distant, » large 
parly of Avabs sleoping on the ground among their 
camels, not a sound provoeding from their encamp- 
mont, Prosently the yellow moon showod at the 
edgo of the dest and bowled quickly up into the 
sky, bathing the whole scono in a flood of silvory 
light. Silontly, yot as if by proconcerled signal, Uho 
Avabs rose, and without a word, readjusted the bu 
thens on their camels, collected their mms and 
‘“buinouses,” somo mounting and others leading 
thoir beasts, thoy dopated towards tho city, go 
quietly and noisolessly that not a footfall was heard, 
and thoy seemed to fado away and disuppour more 
liko the beings’ of imagination than of renlity. ‘Tho 
silonce was prosontly rudoly broken by the jingle and 
crash of aniving vans, amouncing that tho secund 
caravan had reachod thé station, and that supper 
would be served, 

As wo continued our journoy, tho night becanw 
bitterly cold, owing to a light impalpable Lreoze 
which moaning across the dexort, absolutely bonumbed 
our glimbs in spite of great coats and wrappers. 
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If the night did ico us, however, we had ample 
time to thaw down on the following day, when 
the heat was intonse, the dust suffocating, and a 
blinding mizago rippled the surface of the desert on 
all sidos, ‘Tho nérial deception was perfect, and the 
vory stones and bushos wore refracted on tho surface ; 
but the glavo acemed to sear one’s eyes as if by gazing 
oD. a 8e0 of five, and it is scarcely credible how refresh- 
ing it was on catching sight of the Red Sea, to 
cool one’s eyes in the deep blue of its welcome waters. 
At the station noarest to Suez, we met a party which 
must have felt the heat and fatigue severely ; it con- 
sisted principally of woundod officors from Scinde, 
some of thom coried in litters, They were in excel- 
lont spirits at the prospect of so soon reaching a 
comfortablo climate, and of gotting quickly home, 

At Suoz, I waa, with sundry othors, put up at the 
wrotched inn, and in the very room which had been 
inhabited by Buonaparto, but which I gladly vacated 
in favour of a tolerably clean room i tho house of an 
Arab morchant, tho walls of which wore placarded 
with advertisoments of “ Dublin Stout and Edinburgh 
Alo.” 7 

‘Tho heat on tho Red Soa was almost unbenable, 
and tho atmosphoro so surcharged with moisture that 
no evaporation could tale place, so that wo oxisted in 
a kind of vapour bath that was indescribably enervat- 
ing, When we mot our quondam fellow-passengers 
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at Aden, who had gono on with the Calouttn stonmor, 
they had lost all tracos of English froshnoss and 
bloom, whilo somo of thom had acquired a sallow, 
bilious tingo that augured ill for their sojourn in 
india. 

As ib was about tho soagon when tho monsoon 
might be oxpected 40 chango, a powerful slonm-frigate 
had been sont for us, to which wo wore transferred al 
Aden, and which took us to Bombay in soven days, 
with a mail of only twonly-oight days from Kngland, 
the quickest that had over beon roccived.

BOMBAY—~GOVERNMENT SOMOOLS—~BDUGATION OF THE NATIVE

In Bombay, or rather at Mazagaum, we stayed for 
threo wooks, which afforded amplo time to permit 
us to visil Elephanta, and to sce most of the sights 
and customs of the place, which have been so graghi- 
cally dosorihod by Basil Wall, that i is a work of 
suporfluity in any lator writer to do more than allude 
to thom. ‘ 7 

Thoro was nothing struck me so forcibly, or 
farnishod such food for reflection as tho schools 
ingtituted by the Goverment, for the instruction 
of tho nativos of all religions, colours, and conditions, 

By tho sido of tho handsome, bright-oyed Parsee- 
boy, the son of a rich merchant, might be seen the 
almoal naked, dark child of a groom or grass-cutter. 
Tho lad with tho mark of high caste on his forehead 
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froquonily stood below tho offspring of the dospisud 
pariah, Roman Ontholic half-casies, Mahumotans, 
and ,Araby lineturod with the Wahabite heresy, 
all mixed without jarring or dislike. 

Thoro was a dogroo of docility aud intelligonce very 
remarkable, and an anxiely xpparont, evon in ohil- 
dron, to aequiro that informations which will votes 
them to an intellectual position far suporioy lo that of 
their forefathors, and which will onablo thom to gee 
and to shun tho onervating suporstitions and grovel. 
ling idolatry in which thoy woro blindly nurtured. 
This liberal and wnoxelusivo system of aducation will 
eventually destroy that intolerant bigotry of ercad 
and casto, and thoy will wnconsciousty ibibo a 
liberality of sentimont foundod on such early oxperi- 
once of tho natal gootl qualities and capnbilitios of 
their follow-studonts. 

Thad the pleasure of being acquaintud with tho 
chiof professor, and was inuch struck by tho bonignity 
of his manner, which scomed Lo have thoroughly wou 
tho confidence and affection of his numerous and 
various pupils, ‘Tho assistants and tulors wore natives 
of India, and bolonging to most of tho castes nid 
religions, and lorching in mont of the spokon Imyguages 
of India, as well as Tuglish. Many of tho pupils 
wore sufliciently Mmont in tho latter as to bo able tw 
ropeat passages from the beat poets. 

Thoir school-books are, most of them, translations 
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of thoso in common use in English schools, and from 
approved abridgments of Anciont and Modern His- 
tory, Philosophy, and the Modern Classics ; a study of 
which, can searcoly fail to sap native prejudicos, and 
exhibit lo thom the true causes of national prosperity 
and power ; basod, aa it ever must be, on the personal 
worth and intelligence of the people. 

Tt was & strange contrast after visiting this college, 
to vide over to tho Fakir village, at Malabar Point, 
where superstition in its grossest and most material 
form offends tho oyo and the sense. 

Thoro, at all howrs of tho day, might be seen loath- 
some objecls, covered with filth and vermin, their hair 
and board unkompt, and thoir limbs distorted into 
alrange and unnatural postures, Some had sat with 
their arms extondod till tho joints had stiffoned, and 
thoy could not bo bent again to thoir original shape, 
so aa to be dopendent on their neighbours for assist- 
ance of every kind, and which, with truo priesteraft, 
is lonominnted religious virtuo meriting a future re- 
woud. A. wealthy Hindoo considors it, or affects to 
consider it, an act of religious duly 10 descend from 
his well-appointed Engksh chariot to romove the 
dust, or drivo the flics from the face of the venerated 
devotes, Some stood balancing on one leg, like con- 
templativo storks; some held an arm straight up- 
wards, sovornl had sat cross-logged for yems, and 
could not wnbond their lower limbs, so thet they 
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wero lifted about by tho anns, Ono miserable 
object, had clenched his fists till tho naila had grown 
through tho back of his hands, and all placed thoir 
morit in an abuso of tho benevolent gifts of Goi. 

If this woro tho worst it would morely oxoilo pity 
or contompt; bul to this hoxrur is added when we 
jmow that tho temples around are devoted to % satur- 
nalia of gross licentiousness ; that tho fukir aul priest, 
and ovory inhabitant of this polluted spot, aro the 
panders of overy description of abominable vice ; 
that horo sensuality is syatomatisod and weddadl to reli- 
gion, and that rites ave performad too unholy to meot 
tho light of day, or to bo wilnossod oxeept by the 
initiated, 

When wo considor that tho wonlthiost and the 
highest of the areed aro oqually polluted with tho 
ignoblo and dopraved, ono can appreciate the uttor 
moral degradation of tho poopla, and comprehend the 
holy mission of © Christian nation to instruct and 
enlighton them, Sy that mona disporsing the mists 
of sophistry, aud oxposing tho vilo syatom of pricat- 
oraft which haa onthrallod thoiy moral and physical 
onorgy. 6 « 

It is moat fortunate thal tho pricsts thinking them- 
solves suro of their hold, or sick of the moral dograda- 
tion which has aliko involved them and the people, 
do not offor active opposition to the instruction uf the 
native youth, and it is to be hopod that bofore anothor 
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gonoration has expired, tho good work may produce 
fruit which will tond moro to the glory of Britain 
than tho most brilliant feat of arme or the highest 
illustration in. avts, 

T was in Bombay in the period between the cessa- 
tion of the south-west and the setting in of the north- 
east monsoon, tho hottest part of the hot season, 
when every one who can make o holiday flies to the 
Mahabuleshwar Ilills, or other spot where the atmo- 
sphero is a few degrees lightor and cooler than in the 
lowlands, As tho heat did not affect me, and I felt 
moro intorest in tho natives than in thoir white lords, 
{ did not much rogrot the absence of those who are 
supposed 10 mako society gay by their presence, 
Thero woro, 100, enough of the princely merchants of 
India vesiding in their bungalows at Malabar Point, 
and othor prolty spots, 10 afford somo socioty, and to 
assist, by their advico and exporionce, a griffin in 
procuring an insight into the ways ayd peculiarities of 
tho multiludes of mixod races which poaceably throng 
this vory romarkable and interesting island, 

A. stranger may indood bo fairly puzzled to distin- 
guish Lotwoon tho Hindoo and the Mahometan, the 
Parsoo, Arab, Malay, Portuguoso, besides individuals of 
many other veces, and many of thom widely differing 
in soct and caato ovon from their own people, and 
with a corrosponding difforonco in costume and per- 
onal appearance. 
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{b is a striking contraal, too, to obsorve tho wide 
difforonco in habits and appoaranca bolweon pooplo 
born and bred for gonorations in the samo country, 
and subject to so many of tho same influonces, Ono 
may sco.a Parseo buck, in his national costiumo, driv- 
ing, ata slapping paco, a woll-appointod horse in an 
English tibury ; Losido lim trots along a voxpectable 
old Mahomotan, with a handsome team of diminutive 
Brahmineo cattle, in his clumsy hackory, which 
serooohes and jolis along, innocent of groaso and 
springs, and not at ab all conscious of ils infoviority to 
tho handsome britska in which a party of respectable 
nativo morchants aro whirled rapidly homo from their 
offices in tho fort. A oloxe carriage, like » hearsa, 
imporvious to glances from without, conveys a Parsoo 
or Mahomotan lady and hor daughtors for an airing, 
while Tindoo girls, with naked legs and army, 
adorned with Lenglos, and tho finaly flowing outline 
of their forms ravented by thofy brightly-coloured gur- 
montis which awatho thom lightly, chattor gaily nt the 
tanks while drawing wator, or in groups walk home- 
wards (9 thoir vine-covered huts, (holy badios sway- 
ing with swan-like ologance aa thoy walk with the 
brightly shining brazen vases poisod on thoir heads. 

Wan, languid, and indifferent, thoro rides among 
thom the while ruler of all, seweely sooming to 
oqual in energy, or even intelligence, the bright- 
oyod Ghildron of the soil, who revol joyously in that 
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heat-ladon atmosphere, which avenges thom on the 
conquoror ; but in spite of his onervated look antl 
pallid chook, he has still in his veins the blood of the 
ancient sca-kings, of the chivalrous Norman, and the 
pationt onduring Saxon; and, above all, he has a 
sense of duty and moral rosponsibility, which, in the 
hour of doubt and danger, give him that directness of 
purpose and decision which must make all rivalry 
hopeless till a moral regeneration takes place in the 
people, and thoy can abandon sinister objects and 
solfish views in favour of tho general happiness and 
tho commonweal, 

Tho basis of English power in the East is the con- 
solousness the people possess of their own unworthi- 
nosa, and that a chango from English to native rule 
would bo but displacing the shepherd to make yoom 
for the wolf, Thoy may not love their white lords, 
bul thoy fonr their own people more, and in that foar 
Mnglish ompive in Invlia hes its surost safeguard. 

Wo loft Bombay in tho midst of storm and dark- 
ness, the chango of the monsoon sotting in with its 
accustomod fury.+ Tho ftood-gates of heaven were 
loosed, the pont-up winds hattled in fierce contest, 
whilo « shadowy darkness covered the sky, seamed at 
frequont intervals by the vivid glaro of lightning, fol- 
lowod by peals of crashing thunder, 

The tempest scarcely abated till we had woathered 
Ceylon, when we found oursolves carocring ‘swiftly 
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over tho bright wators of tho Bay of Bengul. We 
adon sighted tho lofty highlands of Nimatra, and 
ontored the Stratis of Malacea, where wo fom abun 
dant objcols of intorest in tho numovour isluty, nid 
tho woody shores of this rivarlilea arm af tha Hea, 

Ono day, whilo lying ab anchor,cand whintling for a 
breeze, the steward rushed in with the strmge an 
nowncoment that a shark and a ture wore ougaged 
in a fight alongside, 

Doubtful and amazod at the account of ao unusual 
and so unoqual a combat, wo all rushed on dovlk, wid 
thero, stro enongh, we sew an immense shark and a 
turtlo of vonorablo aittiquily, if one might judge by 
his size and the profusion of barnaclex and other pure 
sites with which ho was decorled, Without suspect 
for his ago and Quakor-liko habits, the shark made 
furious charges at poor tne, who apposed the 
dangorous jaws of tho onomy with the full fromt af 
his back, on which no improssion could bu amade, On 
oke oceagion tho turtle did not tun quite aueply 
cnough, which cost him tho greater part of one une 
lucky flippor, Tidignant at the poevorsion of aveh an 
aldermenic banquet to tho voraciuus and indiserimi+ 
nating appetite of a shark, ow skippor intervened 
with a harpoon, but with such il-judgod aim, that it 
fell buttt-ond foremost instead of on tho point, whore 
upon, in ow disappointment, we would gladly havo 
pitched him after it, Tt, howevgr, anewered the pur-

pose of searing away tho shark for a fow momonts, 
which the turtlo made the most of to scuttle off to the 
hottom, whero ho was safo from the attacks of his 
ravenoud adiniror, 

Wo wore noarly a fortnight in tho Straits, rarely 
gotting under woigh, unloss when a violont squall, 
callad wu Sumatra, was seen browing over one of the 
mountain tops astern, and which camo up with light 
ning and thunder, doluging owr decks with rain ; and 
aftor threatoning to burst our sails, or carry away the 
topmasta, gonerally loft us, after a few miles’ rapid 
caroor, without e breath of air to lft tho wot canvas, 

At Singaporo wo romnined for a fow days, and 
wor astonished at the vast concourse of vessels con-, 
tinually arriving and dopating, Scarcely a ship 
going to, or coming from, China fails to call at this 
port for nows or supplies, or to seo what tho other 
ships avo doing in this goneral place of rendezvous. 
Numbers of native boata nnd prakns bring the pro- 
dueo of the Straits and of tho noighbouring islands, 
and Ohinoxo junks arrivo with ovowds of immigrants, 
bringing an abtunlanco of willing labour to relriove 
tho vnab wildornosos of junglo which evorywhore in 
thoso islands eumbor the rich alluvial soil, and poison 
tho ntinoxphora with tho decay of their rank vogo. 
tation, 

Tho Wwoming soil, the rivers rich with gems, and 
tho mountaina voinod with mineral ores, have never 
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yielded thoir wealth to tho tigor-liko Malay or the 
pivatical Arab, whoso carcor has boon in rapine and 
bloud, Tho choorftl huabandman and tho pationt 
miner will draw from these onco unprofitable sourcos 
au amount of wealth undreamed of by those wha 
havo held it to so little purpose. ‘The stream of 
Chineso immigration is rapidly finding ite way into 
evory island, and in a fow yoars, if protected and 
encouragad, tho now-comers will so oulaumlicr the 
formor sparse possossors of tho soil as to matorially 
alter the wholo aspect of tha country, and create in 
those scarcely known islands a commorco sufficiontly 
valuable to bocomo an object of rivalry among the 
westorn nations, As yo wo have dono little or 
‘nothing to improve our rolations with the puople of 
those sons; whilo tho Dutch, with a aolfish and imis- 
taken bub systomatic policy, uyo the whole of thoir 
great influenco to reprosy tho exortiona of tho natives, 
and to ont them off as much as possible from all com- 
munication of intercourse with othor = Envepoan 
nations. 
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CHAPTER X, 
CHINA—IIONG KONG. 


“ For hot, cold, moist, and dry, four champions fierce, 
Surivo horo for mastory,”--MRion, 
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BIONG——IIVAY AND DAMP—MORTALTIY— QUE DIABLE FAISIONS 
NOUS DANS OnttH GALEREY"—A OMINDSH ATSATIA--PYLANGS 
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From Singapore our course lay up the China Sea, 
lll, aftor a fortnight’s sailing, we sighted the rugged 
island and promontories which boldly guard the 
ositary against tho heavy roll of the sea, 

Tt was about the soason when typhoons might be 
looked for; and, though we did nof encounter “the 
wingod scourge gf the ogoan,” there was a murky 
horror in tho lowering sky, and a malignant bitterness 
in tho gusts of wind which surged up from the south- 
west, which seomed to presage the dark fury of the 
storm when loosed from its cavern at the ends of the 
carth, 

For threo or four days we continued to hang about 
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tho Leoma, somotimos at anchor, and ab others 
attempting, to little purposo, to beat up tho channel 
against # foul wind and a strong tide. 

The captain, at last, alter grave consullation with 
the long-tailed pilot, announced his intention to run 
for the “ Lymung Passage,” and at once cried it into 
eflect by squaring tho yards, and steoring the ship at 
what appearad to ho a solid wall of rock and moun- 
tain, which stretched apparently in an unbrolon line 
along one silo of tho catuary, When closo to the 
shoro an indentation bocamoe visible, into which wo 
ran, and wore prosently pmsuing a devious conrgse 
through 9 smooth, land-lockod, natural canal, not half 
a milo wide, An hour's plengant sail through this 
brought us into tho broad lnke-liko oxpanse of the 
beautiful Bay of ong Kong, Surrounded by groon 
and hilly shores, and dotted with islanda, it had to 
tho eye all tho appearance of an oxtonsive lako, ‘The 
water was thickly studded with hugo mon-of-war 
ships, vakish opium dippers, grimy-looking atonmers, 
gallant Indiamou, and eraft of all sorta and aizoa, 
among which hundreds of grotaaquo-looling tank 
hoais and small native craft wore most conapicuons, 

Our first and most anxious looks wora dirocted 
towards Tlong Kong, where mountainous peake, en- 
voloped in heavy masses of cloud, aad covered will 
dank unwholesome vegotation, lowered grimly over 
tho acone, and gave a saddened aspect to the sca,tored 
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dwellings af the now settlement, The large, dark, 
rade-looking mountain descended almost precipitonsly 
to the wator’s odge. A fow houses, shelved into its 
silo, or oloso Lo tho shoro, wore scattered at intervals 
along a lino neatly two miles in length, and which 
was wuploasantly «diversified by largo patches of 
wot, yollow, graveyard-looking earth, where spaces 
were being’ excavated for new buildings, On the 
whole tho placo had an uninviting chilling look, quite 
in character with the bad reputation it bore, and 
which had anything but a cheering effect on the 
spirita af ono who might anticipate being a sojourner 
for any length of timo on its dark shores, 

Rain at intorvals poured m cataracts, rather than 
torrents ; floods rushed down the precipitous ravines, 
and the almosphiere was so Jaden with moisture as to 
check evaporation, rendering the heat intolerably 
enorvating and dopreaging, This damp, combined with 
tho intenso hoat of the sun, when it sheno through the 
massos of storm-laden clouds and watory vapour, 
which o1dinarily covered tho mountain sido, was a 
fortilo cause of thesmafariawhich was daily canying 
off numbors of victims. arth and air appeared to 
teom with deadly oxhalations, the hill-sides were 
covorod with rank vegetation, and the very granite 
rooks, disintegrated and honey-combed as a sponge, 
reeked with moisture, 7 

Thora weve almost daily two or three frightfully 
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vielout squalls which ploughed up the watera of the 
hayeand in thoir fierco careor thremtened bo tom the 
very houses from their foundations, Tho eloxo, 
massivo, londony atmosphora tums sot in motion, 
attack agno chills into Uhe debilitated frame, sud- 
denly checking the perspiration aud causing inva 
luntary shudders, tho first fatal symptoms of fover. 

Ono regiment, almost decimated, had “ahundoned 
tho barracks, for quarters on board a transport, whore 
it. was hopod that the change of air might diminish 
the frightfil mortalily. very morning and evening, 
fimoral boats leaving tho ship’s side with a heavy 
hoight for Shark’s Bay, soumed to indicato littl 
change for tho hettor, 

On shoro fevor and death wore rife emong the in- 
habitants, hoth civil aud military, ond many valuable 
livas wore lost. In our small party of fivo, one full a 
victim in tho first three wooka, gftor only a fow hows 
illness, ‘Tho dauths of most frequant aeourranca, and 
of which little noto was taken, were among alrmigora 
and sailors, who landed, walkod about in the aun and 
vain, Indulgod perhaps in a jollification to celubrate 
thoir arrival, and wero the noxt day doad, and buried 
with scant coromony, 

Atler a fortnight’s sojourn in the place, T found my- 
self asking— Qno, diablo, faisions nous dana coble 
galdre?” = What, unhappy men that wo aro, has 
brought us into such placo? Gloomy, unhealthy, 
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unsnfo, withoul convenience for roads or scttlements, 
indofonsible, in a military point of viow, it sceméd 
strange thal this place, the pis-aller of the much- 
abused Hliott, should have beon. tho objoct of delibe- 
rate choico ly the sngacious Pottinger. 

Tf sclectod as an, ontrepdt of trade, it had signally 
failed. Not a solitary junk had visited the port to 
buy or sell, ‘aud, with one exception, not a single re- 
spectablo Chinaman of any importanco had taken up 
his abote theres ho, unfortunately, died almost im 
motliatoly after, and no other seems to be likely to 
take his place, The junks which formerly waterod 
here and procceded 10 sea by the Lymung passage, 
now avoid it, as if it were infected, preferring a cir- 
cuilons, aud more exposed route, to that which is 
dexcorated by our unhallowed prosence. 

Hong Kong had become a soit of Chinoso Alsatia, 
whore congregated the pirate hordes of the Canton 
River, the smugglers, vagabonds, and .putcasts of all 
degoriptiona from tho main land. 

Juorvhas, fast boats, and froight boats, were attacked 
in tho Lay itsolf, almost undor the guns of the men- 
of-yvay, aud murdors and piracies wero committed with 
almost porfoot impunity. 

Esonping through the intricate channols among the 
neighbouring islands, the pirates mix themsolves up 
with tho population on shoro, or among tho innumer- 
able fishing-boats allont, whoro they defy the scrutiny 
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of the “ Han-qui,” who, from his ignoranea of tho 
Jahgnago, habits, and manors of tho people, is alto. 
gether unqualified to copo with such astute rnsculs, 
and will continue bo bo so for some years to come, 

In Hong Kong rolbories were of daily, ov rather of 
nightly occurence, With tho aq of a log light 
hamboo tho thieves could ascond into the windows of 
tho upper stories of tho houses, which thoy seldom 
foilod in gutting of everything worth carrying off 
This was so frequently done, ad with such impunity, 
that if was commonly believed by the residents thal 
the thieves precodgd their operations by buming 
pastillos of opium, to doadon the faonlties ef tho 
sleepers, An officer aud his wife waking one morn 
ing, found that the bedstead, and tho sheet whieh 
covered thom wore tho only portable articles romain- 
ing in their cslablishment, Some persons lost the 
vary pistols from under their pillows; and others on 
waking found Jhat the whole of their wardrobe ind 
unaccountally disapponred, 7 

Now and thon mn wilucky rageal paid the penalty 
for tho roxt, and ono of thom yuu van throng) ple 
hody by a vory widenwake explain of the 98th, who 
pinned him in the act of eseaping with a fow sliny 
valuables, 

Tho rascals had all sorts of dodges to secure thom- 
solves ageinst capture, ‘Thoy wero usually nearly 
nokod, and their tuils, by which they wore linble to 
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be caught and held, wore cither tightly secured round 
tho Head, or stuck full of knifo-blades, or fish-hadks. 
Tho tail was somotimes “postiche,” and being easily 
dotached was loft in the hands of the disappointed 
captor, Somotimos, when closely pursuod, thoy would 
drop a papor full of combustibles, which exploding so 
dazzled and startlod the pursuer as to give thom time 
to oscnpo. * 

The pirates sometimes oxhibited a degree of hardi- 
hood and daring ono scarcely looked for in Chinamen, 
and which can only bo accounted for by the truth of 
the supposition that the river population is of Malay 
extraction, 

A. party of thom one night landed from their boats 
and broko into tho house of a quondam London 
Alderman, close to the mess-room of ono of the native 
regiments, Tho screams of tho ladies quickly brought 
tho officers and a Sopoy guard to their assistance, with 
whom the robbors maintained a conflict till they sue- 
ceded in soouring a quantity of plato which they had 
come in search of, Soon afterwards a sergeant and a 
guard of the 98th.Rogimeat were going in a boat to 
the barracks at Chuck-Chor, with about 2,0000. for 
the rogiment, When in sight of the' barracks they 
were run into by a pirato hont, and were all killed, 
oxcept tho sergeant, who was wounded and thrown 
overboard at tho first rush, but contrived to swim on 
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In this instance, tho pirate, aa usual, had all the 
appepranco of boing an honest fsling-boat ongagod 
in its ordinary avocation, To managail, as if clumsily 
und accidentally, to ren foul of tho hont, aud while 
tho soldiors on board were busy disongaging their own 
vossol, tho piratos leaped suddenly on board and 
speared thom bofore thoy could mako any resistance. 

Any fishing-boat may bo v pirate, and ibis probable 
that they all take a turn at the trade whon opporti- 
nity sorves, Among tho thousands of boats all alike, 
it is quilo impossible to hit on tho ono which is the 
offendor. Cruisors to soareh boats for arms, pitching 
upon thom indiscriminately might answor the pur- 
pose; but thon what right of sorrch and intorruption 
havo we ovor tho thousends of boats daily going out 
from the multitude of islands, towns, villagos, and 
hamlets, which overywhoro stud this oxtraonlinnry 
ostuary # 

To keop ordgr among such throngs would require 
vory oxtonsivo and vory arbitrary powor, aud as wo 
did not possors this, and wore trying to coax the 
thinoro out of their sulle, it did not soem likely 
that anything would bo dona; x0 John Chinaman 
continued bo rob, plandor, and imurdor, gradually 
ineking up in doteil for the wholesale killing and 
plundering of Canton and Ningpo, 

As © safo, plousant, convenient, or salubrious place 
of alfodo, Hong Kong will never find an advocate. 
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Provious to the temporary seizure of Hong Kong by 
Tlliott, as a placo of retreat for the morchants and 
shipping whon expollod from Canton and Whampoa, 
it had only been inhabited by a few fishermen, and it 
wax dosorted by thom in the autumn, so fatal was the 
climate ovon to-thoso, the natives of the soil. At the 
time of which T write, there was a very extensive and 
very anonilous native population, numbering by some 
accounts as many as twenty thousand, I do not think 
it will be considered invidious by those who knew the 
place if I wore to surmise that not above one half 
wore thoro for honest purposes, or pursued honest 
avocations. 

Most of thom spoke a sort of English jargon, the 
most extraordinary perversion of the language ever 
heard, but in which they are remarkably fluent, and 
which, sivange to say, is not unfrequently encouraged 
and imitatod by thoir European masters. 

Tho appearance of the Chinamen, particularly of 
tho botter classes, is, at first, invesistibly ludicrous, 
Lt is scarcely possible to look at them, and not to 
laugh. 'Thoir extraordinary cracked, whining, nasal 
voices, the peculiar twanging, guttural sound of the 
language, thoir offeminato dress, oxaggarated polite- 
ness, Jong tails, meagre beards, fans, beads, and emx 
broidory, have at first the effect of making one believe 
that they belong to some differant race of beings, and 
that, like Gulliver, one has by some odd aocident 
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tumbled into a differont sphoro whoro all one’s oli 
notions are confounded. Boforo I got aconstomed to 
thom, Tusod to look at their aniodiluvian appearance, 
tho gravity of thoir domoanour, and tho golonm, con- 
scious dignity of their simious physiognomics as if T 
wore in a dream, or the spoctator of 8 pantomime 5 
and I had a sort of indistinel notion that the scone 
would chango, and that the grave pantuloons, kicking 
up their heels and casting off their finery, would sud- 
donly assumo thoir own naturnt charactors, 
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“OHLAPTER XI. 
CORINA, 


‘What change from that bright southern chime 
Whoro, ovor at ove, tho jocund castanet,

Such fate porhaps mina t— 
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L rounp that I was not destined to remain long in 
Hong Kong, but was to be sent off by the first dppor- 
FS 
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wunity to Koo Lung Soo, to rolieve an officer there, 
wha, by tho last report, was dying of cholore. 

A. fine opium-clippor barque soon offered for the 
port T was hound to, aud in a Lilly movo than a fort- 
night aftor lending I found myself midor-weigh again, 
and well satisfied to soe the shores pecarling aa wo van 
out by the western passage with a fino viow of the 
bold and ragged const. ' 

My follow-passongor was a Mr. Fortuno, agunt of 
tho London ILortieuliural Society, who fonnd a new 
and sich fickd for his resourches in tho north of China 
[lo cortainly desorved succosy, for thore never was 
my one more indofaligable in tho pursuit. of au 
objoct; neither heat or rain, tho boggy vallaya ov 
the rugged mountain wore any obstacle to him, and 
in the fiorcost, mid-day hont and all day long he might 
be soon sealing Uhe stoop sides of Llong Kong in pur- 
sitit of now and curious planta and shrubs.“ Noque 
mara, neque ignos, noe forrum, nil obitat;" ao that 
if ho cau vetein his hoalth undor auch risk he will be 
sure 10 achievo success, 

Of Mondoze’s Island, cy tho following day, the 
wind hoadod us, much to our dianppointmont, ag Wo 
had ovory ronson to anticipate Anding tho south-woat 
monsoon alill provailing. 

Tho chango of wind, togother with a fall in thé 
barometer and other portonts, as, for instance, a full 
moor: in porigoc and tho equinox coinciding on the 
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sume day, wore big with fate according to our skipper's 
opmion, who quoted from Morsburgh that the chances 
wera furty to ono in favour of a typhoon, or a violent 
galo, at loast, ‘To us these portents sounded like old 
women's telos. In our eyes the weather seemed fine 
enough, and the cool, pleasant north-east breeze, 
braced and animated our relaxed and enervated 
frames, Byler Bay was under our lee, and into ths 
owr skipper xan and found a snug berth for himself to 
looward of an island called Woong-Mew. 

The Chinese fishing-boats, soon after, alaimed, 
perhaps, by some portents of thoir own, for to ‘all 
appearance the weather was settled and fine, came 
flocking in in hundreds upon hundreds, getting into 
all sorts of safe nooks and corners in this extensive 
and beautiful inland sea, In some places they crowded 
togother in such numbors as to resemble a wood of 
pino-t1008 denuded of the leaves and branches. 

All night wo lay quietly, but the moming qroke 
darkly with heavy rain and occasional Violent squalls, 
and we now really congratulated ourselves that we 
wore, as tho skipper said, holding on by the ring of 
tho anchor instuad of by "tho topsail sheets, The 
lascav crew was busy stripping the ship of her gear, 
gotting the yards on deck, and lowering the topmasts 
40 the caps; and not bofore it was time, for at aght 
o’dlock the aquall began to increase in fury and 
violence, and soon, in spite of the small quantity oftop- 
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hampor, tho vossel was onrrlod ovr, nearly on ly hor 
Inpadside, and had sovoral foot of water on thu loo side. 
Squall succeeded squall with inconcoivalile rpidity 
and fury, hissing, sovonming, and yolling like ton 
thousand fionds, Tho aen was chumad into a yoraly 
foam and beaten quite flat, or, i} in a momontary : 
lull, 8 wave vontured to lift ita head, ib was carriod ofl 
bodily to leoward by the noxt squall, Fishing stakes, 
forty feos in longth, and anchored finnly in the 
ground, wore torn up by the fwy of the wind, end 
driven madly along the wators, aftighting ow skipper, 
lost one of them in mid-caroor should rim into us nnd 
let in daylight and doath botweon the stout ribs of our 
vossol.* Wo had two anchors out with ninety futhome 
of chain on cach, and a aiveam anchor and cable, hat 
we drovo with thom all, somotimes in ona direction, 


* Th is soavocly wocussmry bo romind ¢ho remtor Uw (he 
monsoon is a spucies of trado wind which provaila in the 
Tndion oogan mgd the Chinn sew Th blows one half Ghe yum 
from tho north-onst, odged wilh tho wintry bluata from dhe 
frozen vogtons 5 and during the obhor half of Uke year ib blows 
from tho south-Wwoat, bringing Lhe auttry heat of ho oqnalor, 
and bho abundant muisturo galloalud gver tho youd aurfwe 
of tho Pasifo. 

Thoro is usually a mouth av two af varible wouther be- 
toon tho monsoons, whon it doos not appear to bo quite 
sottled which wind shall prevail, At obher times the monsoon 
appear to moot, and lo contend in flores battle for tho 
mostory of the ecaan, ‘Chon aeour the typhoons which sonia 
times devastate thy oonaly, and whivh avo, porlaps, tho mast 
Aoatrnotive harricnies that can Le oncountyred, 
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sxomotimes in anothor. The Bay was completely land- 
looked, but fortunately wo had plenty of room, 
though at ono time wo threatonod to run dows" the 
island of Woongmow, Tho baromotor fol] from 29°78 
4o 29°30, and there sluck for some time, gradually 
rising again Ul four o'clock PaL, by which time the 
strongth of the gale had abated, and it died gradually 
away in tho squall; tho wind moaning in a peculiarly 
melancholy manner, Jt was now we felt the great 
advantage of our land-locked berth in escaping the 
fonrful soa that sols up after a typhoon, and which is 
ofton more dostructive than tho galo itself, 

I was grently amused during the height of the gale 
by an incident which oxhibited ono of the suporsti- 
tious peculiar to sailors, ‘Tirod of watching the wind 
and the rain, 1 had made myself snug on the top of a 
chest of drawors in the skippor’s cabin, The only 
dry pluco 1 could find—my own berth being under 
walur, : 

Afwor trying o variety of “distations” to wile 
away tho timo, I ab last unconsciously fell into whist- 
ling “Kothloon Mavourneon,” I was tilling my 
addiog, “Con molto osprossione,” whon the skipper, 
who ull tho timo was stumping uneasily backwards 
and forwards, could atand it no longor, and pulling 
up in his walk, he asked, with a mixture of angor and 
aunoyanco in his look, “whothor I did not think it 
was blowing quite hard enough, without my Jsicking 
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up that d——d whistling,” Twas the moro amused 
Decauso he was gonorally most mild and conriecus in 
his Boaring. 

Tho only accident that ocurred on hourd, was ta 
an unfortunate Chinese carpenter, whe in a inemea 
tary Inll in tho galo, ventured into tho forvenstly, and 
was thora caught by ono of the aqualls, which whirled 
him liko one of his own shavings into tho low-denppers 
on the main deck ; our chips lay for several hours ts if 
ha woro dead, and although he fell on his head it was 
somo days before he recovered the shock and the 
bruises, 

Lt took two days to repair damagos and get our 
masts ond rigging sob up again, diving which thne 
Mx, Fortune and mysolf paid a botanising visit to 
Woongmow, that is lv say, ho hotanised and 1 went 
with him, With our rigging all laut again, and all our 
canvas bellying to a ploasant breozo, wo curtsiud our 
way out of our snfe harbour and anchored in the 
Straits of Nomén, under v salute of threa guns (rom 
the opium depdt ships ‘Throw days afler wa daft 
tho friondly sholtor of Bylo Bay, 

On tho following mormiig, wo fotmd that we wore 
anchorod in a fine bay surrounded by high land, bold, 
1ugged and barron, liko most of the Chinexo conata, 

Noarost woro to opium depot ships, bolonging to 
tho great houxsos of Dont & Uo, and Jardine and 


Mathosgn, who, in couples, are to be found al all the 
a 
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prineipal points from tho mouth of the Yang-tso-kiang 
to the Canton rivor, 

Theso ave splondid veasols, handsomoly fitted up, 
and commanded by a class of mon vory superior to 
the gonoral run of morchant skippers, They are fine, 
aolive, go-a-hoad young fellows, and push their vessels 
along the coast in all woathors, in a vory dashing 
manner, Yo attach mon of this kind, the emolu- 
mouts aro of courso very handsome, and they, like 
all tho othor employds of theso merchant princes, ane 
able to retire with a handsome competence, before 
timo has blunted their capacity for enjoying it. 

Bosides the depdt ships maintained at the mést 
favourable points, thore is a regular fleet of clippers, 
constantly plying from Whampoa and Itong Kong, 
up and down tho coast, and from India to China, 
bringing constant rolays of the precious drug, or 
receiving tho proceeds in syceo silyer—as it is collocted 
at tho dopdta, 

Thoso vossuls aro gonerally from Sho hundiod to 
two hundred tons, And among them are somo of the 
most boautiful.spocimons of naval architecture afloat, 
from the ship-yarlls of Bhiimore and of White of 
Cowes, Immonso prices aro paid for a crack 
clipper-—and thoy are kept up in the very best 
stylo. 

The ews aro genorally Lascars or Manilla men, 
who are found to bo much better behaved apd far 
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more menagorblo than Ewopvans; being totally 
oxompt from drunkonnoss, their boxctting vies. ‘The 
only Tmopeans avo the capltin and the mate, who 
*command and navigate tho vossola, ravely dilorfuring 
with tho mon, except through their own officers, the 
tindal and soreng, who hold tho samo position on 
Doard as boalswains and potty officers; and who rule 
very despotically, not sparing tho ropo'send when its 
adminisuation is likely to he boneficial, To these 
men are ontrusted cargoes of immonsa value; and 
they battle their way vigorously against tho monsoons 
in all weathors, [bis very rare indeod thit thoy 
aflompt lo botray thoir trust, or that they fail in 
onergy in the wearying slrugglo, whon sometimes, 
fivo hundred miles of coast have to bo boalen up 
against the bitterest gales. In somo insiiees, loo, 
when thoy havo boon attacked by Chinese piratos, ur 
by war-junks, a distinction with but litile difference, 
they hayo fought with groat bravery, 

Wo had a fow cogos of opium for ona of tho depdt 
vossols, to which it was quickly transforiad, Bach of 
tho casos rathor larger Use u toa-chost, wae worth 
about 2601, ho opium was packod into it in balls 
about the sizo, and of vory much tho apperrnee of 
Dutch cheosos; cach ball in a Kitle comparinent by 
itself, In its orudo stato Uie opium is, T boliova, 
worth nomly its weight in silver; but when purified 
and yofinod for use it is alinost worth iis woight 
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in gold, Tho purifiod contonts of ono of the balls 
would hardly fill half a tumbler, and is about the 
consistency of bird-limo, Tt is nevertholoss within the 
reach of all classes, as & vory amall quantity suffices ;* 
as much as can be takon up,on tho point of a 
bodkin will mako g pipe of opium, of which modorate 
men rarely indulgo in moro than one at a time. 

Soon after sun-tise sovoral smugglors were along 
side, bargaining for the ciug—a matter soon settled, 
as both houses fix tho price and charge alike, and 
thoy cach have their regular customers with whom 
the ather never interferes, An interloper from another 
house is looked upon as a common onomy, and both 
combine to undorsoll and drive him from the market, 
by ovory possiblo dovico, On a subsequent occasion, 
T was witness of a contest of this sort, when boats from 
the combined force, rowed guard night and day 2ound 
tho intruder, to note down any smugglers daring to 
purchaso, and warning thom that tho enemy was only 
a tomporary visitor, and that if they purchased from 
him, thoy would nover bo allowed to purchase again 
from tho dop6t, vossels; gn which only they could 
dopond for a regular and constant supply. 

Tho contest was kopt up pertinaciously, but with- 
out any personal illwill for six weoks, when the 
intruding clippor, not having made any sales, thought 
it atlvisable to rotire from the ficld. 

Depot ships aro established by other houses atesome 
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of the bays on the const, and whon this is the cage, 
Myicablo arrangements aro usually made, and an 
alliance is proferrod to 0 suicidal opposition. 

An oxtonsive calablislanent, a largo enpital, aud 
the nocessity of boing known to tho smmypglers, 
contrihute to favor tho old houses; and koep the 
monopoly in tho hands of companitively fow indivi- 
duals. Great precautions are talon by the sningylors 
in purchasing from strangors, to ho certain that the 
drug is nob adulterated, or gurbled, but this is dix 
ponsed with in tho case of tho two Jaro houses; the 
sinugglors knowing that they can dopond apo the 
whole being of the quality of tho xamplo, which they 
toast by melting and rofining a small quantity with» 
spirit-lamp, 

Paymont is made in syeco silver, ot in chop-dollars, 
both of which aro taken by weight ‘The ingots of 
the formor avo gonorally worth about 73 dollara, or 
15Ly—bub thoy ave occasionally of varions sizes, 
Small ingots of gold avo also occasionally bought 
the motals in both instances being withont hago nlloy 
of any kind, Some inyofa wore ghown me in which 
pivees of tron and tntonag had boon very ingoni- 
ously insorlod 5 thia, however, is rarely attempted, 
and nover by tho regular smugglers; thore being a 
wholesome but arbitrary rulo in foreo, that any 
person offerlug counterfeit metal, hay his wholo stock 
forfetted; aud he would be lucky lo escape without 
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having his tail docked, and a taste of the lash into 
tho bargain, by way of quickoning his sonsewof 
honour. 

Tn the evoning J went on shore to a house the’ 
skippors had got, perched upon a rock, and affording 
a good look-out oyer the coast and bay. Thoy hgd 
plonty of ponies, activo, hardy vicious little brutes, 
thut carvicd one at a gallop up and down the 
surrounding hills and declivities with untiring 
energy. : 

A road had been made, too, for about three miles 
along tho hill side, that oxhibited some skill in engi- 
neoring, a8 woll as a vory commendable public spirit ; 
sobting a good oxample to the Chinese. 

The skippers and their crews seem to live on 
oxeollent terms with tho country people and fisher- 
ion, who thickly inhabit the coast and bay, Even 
the mandavins in the neighbouring towns and villages, 
xoomedl to look upon then with a complacency quite 
incompatible with tho character of wholesale poison- 
vrs, Smugglers, free-hooters and the other pleasant 
namos with which thoy qye qualified by our good- 
naturod Samaritans at homo. It is quite suprising 
how much moro they feel for the oppressed, than the 
oppressed do for themselves, 

_ One of tho depét vessols, the “Falcon,” was once 
the yacht of Lord Yarborough, and was the largest 
vessel, and the Hog-ship of the squadron, In tlte two 
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or throo daya wo lay horo, several bonntitul clippers 
argivod from up or down Ute const, One of thoso, a 
schioonor of about a hundred tons, had mu ongagemont! 
with fivo Chinese war-jtuils in this bay wb the begin- 
ning of last war, iy which, porlaps, was displayed os 
meh: bravory ag in any son-fight gn record, On the 
morning of the fight tho schooner was standing 
through tho Straits of Namoa, with w light breeze, 
whon she fornd herself entanglud in some largo nets 
plantod betwoon the fishing-slakes, which aro very 
numerous hore, While the captain and crew, wists 
pecting any intontional tap, wore busy clowing away 
tho nots which Lampored the raddor, five warjunks 
hore down, and wore close nlongside bafore they were 
evon suapeotod of a hostile intontion, Tivo of thom 
ranged closo alongside, their ulyarks uoarly as high 
as tho schoonor’s tops, Trom this vantage ground 
tho Chinamon poured down a volley of gingal and 
matchlock balls, arrows, dud stinkpots,* besides a 
varioty of othor unpleasant missiles, Who firs shot 
alruck tho captain in tho theo, and blindod ono oyo, 


*® A alink-pat vosomblos tho cavonses formorly uaod in 
Vvopean sonefights, 16 i8 compoxul of nila, sulpliny, aan 
footido, and other arliclus, and, whon ignited, omila volumes 
of stifling smoke, and odours of tho moat abominable dosorip- 
tion, Their ohial use is Lo ako the hold of a vosdul allogathar 
unboarablo; and, when the unfortunate orew flies to Lhe deck, 
it is quickly oxtumninelod by the aponra, parlisans, and 
matohlooks of tho onomy, 
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but it deprived him of none of his presence of mind 
and courage, lis first act was to secure the tyo 
junks on each side with greppling-irons, to cover 
him from the fire of tho three others, This done, at 
the hoa of a portion of the crew, ho carried one of 
tho junks, sword in hand, quickly driving the amazed 
Chinamon overboard. The same fate befel the other ; 
and by this timo the rudder was cleared of the nets, 
hy unserupulously cutting them ; the two junks were 
sel on firo and cast adrift; the other three junks 
had kept up a resolute tomtomming with their gongs 
till they saw tho two junks so rapidly evacuated by 
thelr crows, upon which they valorously took to flight 
from thoir pigmy enemy, leaving their friends to 
sink or swim as thoy best might; they could not, 
however, get away fast enough to escape the mes- 
sengers sont after thom by « long brass eighteen- 
pounder tho schoonor had amidships, and which 
quickly sunk one of them, and drove the other two 
ashore, where thoy wero abandoned, after being so 
thoroughly 1iddlod as to be roncered quite unfit for 
further sarvico in the colestial navy. ‘ 
Tho captain and the mate were the only tivo 
Englishmen on board, tho rest of the crew were all 
Manilla mon and Malays. They were all more or 
less soverely hit, tho captain having something more 
than twonty wounds to his own share, It need 
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hawdly he said that the whole of them wera rewarded 
ina princely manner by their owners, for Whey had 
not only saved a valuable vessel and cargo, bub tnd 
also established a “prestige” for the elippors tliat 
rendored ib vory nulikoly that thoy would bo imeddled 
with again by the Long-tnils, 
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From Namoa we ran though the Stiaiis close 
undor the land, and reached our destination on tho 
following day. ‘The coast was everywhere bold and 
rugged, picrced with deep bays, and frequently 
guarded by barren rocky islots. On every vantage- 
ground wore pitchod huts and villages, which send 
forth tho myriads of fishing-boats that crowd the 
shores, A. vast population must be supported by the 
ovor-Looming soa, and one hesitates which to admire 
most, tho bountoous provision nature has made, or 
the aptitude with which, tho people have taken 
advantago of tho natural resources. 

In tho summer, hundieds of thousands of families 
seom to live entirely in the boats, which, in pairs, 
cruise up and down the rivers, seek the gfing, or 
find shelter under the innumerable headlands, islands, 
and bays which indont the coast from end te end. 
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Fron. the Yang-tae-Kieng lo tho vory xouthorn verge of 
the Chines consty, dhore aro a sucocrsion af bays and 
harbours, searcoly in any instance twenty miles apart, 
while the intervals ave frequently nbundmitly shel. 
tored by islands, Stinkon rocks, reolk, and hidden 
dangers aro remarkably rave, wud ib would hoe a most 
blind and Chinexe-like devotion tu things na they 
aro, to mako us bolieve, in these go-honud days, that 
such splondid harhours wore destined by natura ts 
he the vefage of mero fishing-bonts, and that the 
ontodprise of the mition can be always Irept down to 
the lowest lovel. 

Tho boats are genorally admirable models, original, 
but picturesque in appenrancy, with rend slorns, 
low painted prows, and lofty Inoad sails af bamboo, 
The whole of tho mutorials aro of native mannfac- 
ture, “‘Lhero ix no Swediah ivon, no Ruasian fina, 
Amorican drill, or English duck. Tb is all Chineso 
from tho Lambao saila and yards to the rade but 
offidient wooden anchor that protrudes from the 
hows, 

Notwithstanding all tha risk these fighormen are 
exposed to, and ail the skill, hardiheod, and onter- 
prise they display, thoy nro moroly able te supply 
themselves with the actual neeersaries of life, von- 
sisting of fish, dried, salted, or frosh, mid a little rice 
or salted cabbage, which they obtain by barter, Jiach 
Voat, or cach pair of Lonts, usuqlly contains a whole 
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femily ; ond were it not for this patriarchal mode of 
living, the fishermon in thoir old age, when incapable 
of sovere labour, would die of starvation, as where a 
mere daily subsistence is procured, nothing can be 
laid by. 

Tt was about daylight in the morning, when bearing 
up from tho opon coast, we headed in towards the 
shoro, where soven islands guarded the entrance to 
the splendid bay between the Island of Amoy and 
tho mainland, 

Bold crags and dark picturesque mountains, pin- 
nacled with pagodas, ovorhung the lake-like expanse 
of water, and nurnerous fishing villages, sonding forth 
thoir miniature marine, gave an almost fairy-like 
animation to a scone lighted by the brilliant moming 
rays of a tropical sun. 

Tho slrongth of tho breeze gradually lessened and 
diod away as we ran inland, and we were soon tiding 
iL along, tho sails flapping lazily against the yards. 
Koo-Lamg-Soo, groon as on emerald, and piled with 
hugo fantastic massos of gianite, soon grew distinctly 
into alght, looking at a distance cool and picturesque, 
tho vory beau-idoal of a pleasant islet in the waters, 
Al first sight ono would nover guess how rank the 
vogetaiion, how malarious the atmosphere, or what 
scorching hpat was roflected from those granite rocks! 
This I had all to learn, and, unfortunately, with too 
ample time to correct my first favourable impressions,

Opposite Koo Lung Soo, was tho city of Amoy, 
coyspicuous for its forests of tall meaty; hundreds on 
hundreds of hugo junks crowded tho lurbour, ros. 
plondont in bright colows and waving flags, sinndards 
and pondants. 

Amoy is probably tho groatest mart in China 
for commorco carricd on in nativo craft,  ‘Thore 
aro junks from Singapore, from Bornoo, Japan, 
Formosa, and all tho {ndian Archipelago, briuging 
valuablo cargoos of spices, dye-woods, ivory, and a 
thousand olhor articles of forvign produce, in ox- 
chango for the indigonous produations of the comntry. 
Tho junks usually make the voyayo with ono mone 
soon, and rolurn with the other, securing a fair wind 
both ways, and onabling them to hug the harbour. 
indonted shores, and a ran into a sung michorage for 
shelter whon tho shrewd wind blows too koonly. 

Tho voyage oul end homo usally occupied a year, 
and requiros a vast deal of anxious prepaation and 
consideration hoforo it is undertaken. —‘Busides tho 
real and tho oxaggoratod terrors of the dvep, there 
are lo ho oncountorod alao (ho fantastic demons, 
malignant aprites, und minchiovous influences of Bhud- 
dist mythology. Moyo oxtraordinary risks aro on tho 
enrds, than boful the adventivous Sindbad, and the 
dangors of boing cast aay on onchantod isles, or of 
falling into tho handy of old men of the gon, are all 
to be canvassed, ‘Tho yods aro propitinted, aud quos- 
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tioned, and coaxod, and not even Louis XI. promised 
a fairor sharo of his spoils to Notre Damo de Clary 
than doos a fat Chineso adventurer to some par~ 
ticular god of his idolatry, if he be only allowed to 
veturn safo to fulfil if, Bhudda’s olfactories are 
attacked with odour of roast pork, his ears are 
charmed with the loud clanging of gongs, the bangmg 
of innumezable crackers, money by the handful is 
burned—paper money, by the way, manufactmed 
for the purposo, at a vast discount, an imposition 
little complimentary to the god’s financial acuteness— 
the priosts are well paid in hard cash, or sound chop 
dollars, or unquestionable ingots of sycee, and the 
wholo party sit down to consume the luxuries the 
gods have only had a sniff at; then the favomable 
day is namod, and the prospect of good fortune 
announced in oracular and mysterious maxims, which, 
liko thoso of Delphos or Dodona, are apt to be inter- 
preted rather by the wish than the sense of the 
postulant. 

Tn puch oraft and with the very incorrect notion of 
nautical science of , tho long-tailed crow, the sea risk 
ig really very great, bosides the danger of pirates, of 
which there ave plonty throughout the voyage, from 
thoir own countrymen at the outset to the blood- 
thirsty vemin-like Malay, ready to intercept them 
whon close to their port, in the Indian seas. To 
meot these risks the janks are armed with a variety 
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of funny looking guus, wall piovoa, mutchlocks, stink 
potsand othor offensive weapons, with which from 
the yantago-ground of thoir lofty sides they ought to 
be ablo to mako a good defonco, Tam aftaid, how- 
evor, the Chinaman js an easy proy: the good honest 
man is go puzzled among the inultiplicity of woapons' 
which to nso, and is in such a alalo of norvoug 
agitation whon attackad for fen of huvting xomebody 
or boing hurt himsell, that ho ig beaton and captured 
before his bowildercd sonses havo rolurned to his 
assistance, fn such craft and with such companions 
I should think » long timo myself bofore T wdortook 
a voyage lo Singaporo, or still worso, across the wide 
wasto of wators lo Japan, ‘hero is no insuranco to 
covor risks, 80 that considerable vontures nro rarely 
trusted to a singlo bottom. The voxsel is usually 
divided into numerous compartinents or chambors, 
each of which aro rented goparately, and tho moreliant 
or hia supercergo accompanios tho vexsol, frequently 
living in his own compartment, On arriving ag its 
dostination tho junk nsually remains for domo months, 
and ig convortad into a flonting bavan, whero the 
goods imported aro sold by tho morchanta who have 
brought thom, and who again All up thir shave of tho 
vossol with a roltun freight Tho profits of auch a 
tralo must of courso bo considerable, lo cover tho 
rieke—and a man who hes mude sovoral voyages, ig 
like Siudbad, sot up for life ; how-tdayg, however, all 
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this is rapidly changing—ships manned by the “ Red 
dovils” (Englishmen to wit), make half a dézen 
voyages in the year instoad of one, They ave manned 
with ono tenth ofthe crew, and can afford to laugh at 
flesh-and-blood pirates, while the imaginary phantoms 
nover ontur at all into their calculations. They bring 
camphor, spices, dye-woods, bird-nests, béche de mer, 
cocoa, sharks’ fins, and the thousand and one delicacies 
and luxuries of Chinese taste, and can afford to under- 
sell the Chinaman in his own market, when he has 
retuned to it in safety. Thousands too and tens of 
thousands of their own countrymen are yearly emi- 
gyating to the islands of the Indian Archipelago, who 
assis the Fanqui in providing materials for trade to 
the homo market. 

Wonding our way slowly through numbers of these 
jumks, we at last anchor in the river-like channel 
which separates Koo Lung Soo from Amoy, 

Tho viow from the anchorage is highly picturesque, 
but it would be difficult oven with Turner's power of 
dypicting light and heat to convey to the eye the 
tropical glate that soomed to envelope the whole 
landseapo. 

I landed in the evening, and on inquiring for the 
officer I had come to relieve, I found that he had 
yocoyerod from the attack of cholera, but was shaking 
in every limb with ague and fever It seomed im- 
possible he could surgive his complicated maladies, 
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but ho was gob quickly out of tho island and subso 
quintly recovered, 

In tho next houso two officors wore lying with fover 
who diod noxt day, and on the suecaoding day wo 
attonded tho funeral of anothor who was carriod off 
hy cholova in two hous, Only two othors diad bofore 
tho sotting in of tho north-east monsoon, but ovory 
officor in tho European cantonmont Lut mysolf and 
two othors had one or more attacks of fovor, For 
meny days at tho moss of tho 18th Rogimont, only’ 
myself and two othors conld attend, and whon tho 
real gradually joined thoy had anything but o jovial 
appearance with thoir shaven hoads, pallid comploxions, 
and lank figures, A. largo lvansport was moorod off 
tho end of tho island to veeaive convalesconts, and the 
chango of air was of gront assistance in siding their 
rocovory. In spito, howovor, of ovory caro thera woro 
gonorally two thirda of tho forco on the sick list, 
deaths occurred daily, and tho sicknoss continued 
without any abetomont till the cool breezes of the 
north-orst monsoon re-invigorated the feverish frames 
of tho aulforors, ‘Lo somo of thom,’ howovor, it 
_ brought but slight reliof, every color breeze than 
usual making them shake with aguo, 

It is timo, however, to any somothing about tho 
plnco itself tho scono of so much sickness and misory. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 
KOO LUNG S00. 


KOO LUNG AOO—ALPPDARANOD OF THD IsLAND-—DXTRAORDINARY 
SIOKNEAS-~—-DBATIL A TOUSDIOLD GOD—CAUSES OF UNHEALTHI- 
NESS—BEAUTY OF THD ROENDRY—TCONOMY OF sOIL—THD 
RAINY SWABON, 

Koo Luna Soo is about two degrees north of the 
Troplc—the length from one extremity to the other 
is about a milo and a quarter, and it is about half a 
mile in breadth, In this amall space seemed to be 
peut up all tho diseasos of the various quarters of the 
globo. Its wnhoalthinoss from its first occupation to 
tho timo of its evacuation has scarcoly a parallel on 
tho doadly shores of Western Africa—almost overy 
tropical disonso raged thore with o virulence scarcely 
known elsowhore, Cholera, yellow fover, dysontery, 
bilious remitiont agd intorwittent fevers were almost 
universal from the boginning of July to the middle of 
Novombor, and during the reat of the year scarcely 
any ono escaped frequent attacks of fever and ague. 
At all timos the effects of the malarious attnosphere 
producod debility, languor, and disarrangement of the 
sploon and liver, All classos appeared to suffer blike 
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—men, womon and childron, oMeors and golitiors ; 
‘Tinglish, Indians, and Chinose sufferod with xcarecly 
any distinction, No coursy of life or syatom appeared 
to make tho slightost difference. Abt ono time the 
fovor would appear most virulent among tho Kober, 
thon among those who lived most foly, Ab one 
timo tho adults, al another tho women and childven 
wore tho victims. It was difficult oven to got Chinese 
sorvants to stay with us, antl two of mine died of fover 
vory shortly aftor my arrival in the proviows summon® 
Out of one hundred and thirty mon and oight oMeers 
of tho 18th Regiment, seventy men and for officors 
wore buried in tho island, and of the rest it is diMoull 
lo say how many of thom had thoir constitutions 
riined for life, 

Té was, cortainly, nol pleasant to find one’s solf 
impiisoned in this small place with doath and discase 
for noxt door noighbows, particularly as thera was no 
amusomont or variety of any kind to divert the mind. 
Tho morning and ovoniug vido and walk were tho only 
anusomonts and oxoreixo the place afforded, and then 
wo usally mel a fanoral party ab sory Wun; habit, 
howovor, in such mablorm, is everything, death was 
as ib were, one of tho honsohokd gorls, anid like the 
spectro at an egyptian feast, gon becama ae common- 
place as to be seareely noticod. 

Notwithstanding tho sickness, T do not think Uint 
tho ylaco ought lo bo culled hopelessly unhealthy, ov 
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quite unfit for tho habitation of Europeans, Befoe it 
was taken by the troops it was a favourito place of 
rosidonco with tho wealthy familios of Amoy. After 
wo abaudoned it they roturned to it again in cowds, 
delighiod to regain possession of their ancient 
seats, 

Tn tho fist two months after their return six hun- 
dred Chinamen porished of the diseases that had so 
molested us, and tho island was a second time aban- 
doned by them under the impression that the 

*. Fanquis” had left behind an ovil demon to render 
it munhabilable, 

‘Tho causes of these opidemics may be found in the 
fact that when tho island was first taken possession of 
by the [nglish, tho whole of the native population 
fled to Amoy; tho consequence was that the rice 
cultivation was stopped, and the numerous small deep 
glons being no longer cultivated became malarious 
swamps, 

‘Tho cantonmont also was badly situated, and the 
officors aud soldicrs wore quartered in misorablo, damp, 
low Chinose hotisos, quite wifit for Europeans, ‘Che 
Chinamen gonorally build thoir houses in tho lowest 
situations and close to rocks and trees, for the purpose 
of being ucar the cultivated lands, sud to be out of 
roach of the keen wintor breezes, Tho consequence 
is, that thoy woro genotally closo unwholesome dens, 
and the walls, which were built of mud and sea-sand, 
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werd like spungos, and kopt the almosphore inside the 
houso surchargod with moisture, which ab night was 
damp and chilling, and was dyawn out by day in 
thick heavy vapours, [1 would havo been impossiblo 
to contrivo houses so ill adaptod for habitation of 
tho troops who, particularly in a warm climate, 
roquire to consume a vast quantity of goon oxygon. 
Tho cantonmont besides boing situated on the edgo 
of a muddy samp, was on tho wrong sido of the 
island and overhung by a precipitous granite hill, six 
hundred feot in hoight, which rofracted a suffocating 
hot, and complotoly oxcluded tha broozos of tho south. 
oast monsoon, tho only wind which proyailod in tho 
summer soason, 1 feel quito satisfied that with good 
houses buill on tho wostorn sido of the island, tho 
troops would havo enjoyed as good hoalth og in any 
part of Chine, Tn a financial point of viow an outlay 
for propor accommodation would have beon an it. 
inonso saving in tho ond, for, borides tho oxponse of 
hospital attendance, comforts, modicing, &, it may be 
oxlimated that overy goldior landed in China cost the 
Govarnmont upwards of L00L Tho denth of ome 
hundvoda of such costly itdividuaks was wall worthy of 
considoration, more esperially aa the Government 
could only enjoy the lifo interest of tho inverimont, 
The aubject is intorosting also from the frat that Koo 
Ling Soo is a vory Ano position both in a military 
and 4 moroantilo light, and it is o pity that it should 
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be prejudiced by the unfavourable circumstances under 
which we know it, 

Tho appoarenco of the island is remarkable, and it 
is frequontly highly picturosque, affording, in a very 
limited gpaco, a great variety of scenery, There are 
lofty, precipitous hills, and deep dark glens, green 
fiolds of rice and of the luxuriant sweet potato, shady 
valloys, and, at the western side, groves of mag- 
nificont trees, stretching their umbrageous limbs over 
numerous josé-houses and mandarin’s villas, 

Thore is scarcely a spot in the island that would 
not afford a study to the painter, while there are some 
charming viows on its greon studded bay, across the 
crowded channel to Amoy, or far away up the estuary- 
ike Khenoo, guarded by pagoda-covered islands and 
mountains, to the still farther distance, whero an arm 
of the sea divides Amoy from the mainland, and is 
alivo with craft of infinite varioty, all lighted up with 
the indescribable gorgoousness of tropical light and 
colour. 

Much as I suffered at Koo Inng Soo fiom sickness 
and isolation and hope deferred, I can neyer forget 
how richly natureswas arrayed, how temptingly and 
Cireo-like she donned hor most bewitching robes, 
making one sometimes forget that every air which 
rippled the lake-like water and impelled the fleet of 
boats in evor changing groups, was infected and 
poisonous, 
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When tho Chinese held tho shud tho valleya wore 
all carofully cultivated, and ovon the jrilla wore ter 
vadod into flat stops to admit of irrigation, aud which 
thus yielded rich crops of rice, Any soil oul of renoh 
of irrigation was planted wilh sweat potito and millet, 
and oven the broken gromd under, or among: tho 
rocks, was not allowed to Tie waste, bub was ocenpied 
by family sopulehres, thousands of which ornamented 
the rocky glens and hill sidos of the island.’ 

Thickly scatierad over tho sides end Lops of the hills 
wore numorons granite rouks and houldors in many 
places, fantastically piled and poisad Some of them 
of onormons sizo wero xearped, and inxeribed with 
lugonds in largo grotesquo-looking colonred lottors, 
which had a vory neoromantie look,  Thoy very 
innocently, however, doxeriho the civic fonts of some 
bygone alderman, or other fanelionnry, in laudatory 
plnase, and in charactor xo large, Uiab nol only those 
who ran, Intt also those who wail may rend, 

Whon the rainy season camo on, tho whole island 
was covorad with a porfoet jingle of vegetation, which 
sprung up with inconceivable rapidity, and to the 
subsoquont docay of which, may prpbubly ho asertbed 
much of tho malaria provailing at that poriod, ‘Tho 
abundant uncultivated space in our time rondered 
this more deadly, as tho growth was composod of 
rank weeds and coarse grass, whieh was loft do rab on 
the ground instead of buing romoved bofora docay 
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took place, as would have been the cage with the 
rogular crops. I have seen a parched, barren-looking 
piece of ground covered, after the rains commenctd, 
with vegetation, which, in the course of a month, was 
six feot in height, and which almost as rapidly de- 
cayed and ultimately disappeared. 

During the rest of the year the aspect of much of 
the island and of the surrounding scenery was inde- 
seribably sombre and desolate, The sameness of the 
brown arid-looking soil was only relieved by the black 
masses of rock, which, ata distance, had the appear- 
ance of voleanic scoria; in fact, the whole of the sur- 
rounding hills looked as if they had heen subjected to 
the desolating ravages of fire, except where a village 
might bo seen embosomed in magnificent trees, or 
whore irrigation had turned the parched soil to the 
brightest and coolest green. . 
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CHAPTER XIV, 


BUBSIBINNON OF THM PROPIA — CHANG CIIOO FOO — TRAD OF 
AMOY——THA THA TRADE-—LIW PHOTLR OF FOKIRN--NERVOUS 
TERROR OF TN FANQUIG~-VILLAGH MISOCYNIATS—sOOTA—

‘TitH produotions of Koo Lung Soo and of nearly all 
tho country for many milea round are rico and sweat 
potatoes, The neighbouring country is genorally so 
mountainous and rocky, that agriculture does not 
supply ongzhalf the neoossities of the inhabitants. 

Tens of thousands of familios aubsist by fishing, and 
on no part of tho const of China aro tho fishormon 
moro expert or more succorsful, Tho bays and inlets 
abound with thoi prey, gonorally, howovor, of in- 
different quality, They, nevertholosa, suit the China 
men, who will cat almoné anything, and who donot 
even rejoot tho outtlo-fisly or blebbor-fiah, or even 
the various star-fish and rays, somo of which are in- 
doseribably hideous, Tho only river falling into the 
Bay of Amoy ia the Khoneo, which ia navignhle for 
good-sized junks as far as Chang Choo I'oo, tho capital 
city of tho province of Iokion, and a place of very 
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considerable wealth. ond importance, Amoy is the 
mere shipping port of Chang Choo Foo, and has very 
little importance except through -its connection with 
the great provincial city, It is the Leith to Edin- 
burgh, or Havre fo Paris, and its traders are the mere 
brokers or agents of the wealthy capitalists of the me. 
tropolis, Chang Shoo Foo, about forty miles wp the 
Khanes, is in the midst of a fertile and beautiful 
country, the garden of the province of Fokien, The 
surrounding country produces large quantities of sugar, 
paddy, fruit, and vegetables, “The famotis Amoy 
pomelo, or shaddock, : ig grown there, as ‘well: as 
oranges, plantains, berries, mangoes, and’ most: tro- 
pical fruits of very superior quality, To the’ climate 
and soil may be ascribed the whole qredit of this, for 
in horticulture the Chinese appear to have done but 
little to assist nature, 

Chang Choo is also an important manufacturing 
city, and exports vast qhantities of grass cloths, silk 
gauzos, paper, coarse porcelain, sugat and sugar candy, 
incense sticks used in great quantities. by the Bhud- 
dists, besides many other articles: to Japan, For- 
mosa, Cochin Ohina, Cambodia, arid throughout: the 
southern seas, Most of these articles ave shipped at 
Amoy in Chinese and-Siamese vessels; There-is also 
a direct trade with Manillein Spanish colonial vessels, 
which: gail under the: dignified. cognomen of the “Ma: 
ring Sutil,” ond.whoso: skippers, rejoicing ina super: 
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abundanco of gold Jaco and opaniottos, produce as 
dignified an appeavanco in Chincue eyes ax if they 
wero bond-fide post-capluina. 

The Tnglish trado us yob has beou vory incon- 
sidorable, and has boon confined to the importation 
of small quantities of Manchwster goods, of cotton 
from Tudin, or vice from Sunbok or Bull A con. 
siderablo quantity of opitun is sold at the depdt vosrel 
at the Seven Ishuds; bub as this and the othor 
English carygocs aro usually sold for cash, the trade 
does nob flourish. Il shawa how difficult it is to 
yemoyo ivade from its old channols, and that it is not 
at any rato to bo dono by the atroke of e pou from the 
diplomatist, ar oven. by the sword of tho soldion, Tn 
the course of time no doubt thoro will be a considor- 
ablo trado carried on hore, for situated as it is ont of 
roach of the typhoons, with x harbour porfeotly oowro 
and oasily found, in the midst of an immense popu. 
lation, the most onlorpriaing in China, and tho most 
inclinod for change, thore cannot fail to be a mutually 
advantagoons commerco whon confidence is oxta- 
blishod, and tho propor doxoription of goods havo 
found thoir way inlo tho merket,  - 

Tho distence of Amoy from Moo Chou Joa, the 
principal port aud capital of tho black tow district, is 
only one hundred miles, and it may cnaily bo reached 
cithor by land or by the numorous junks and lorchas 
which trado between the two placos, Tho oxponse 
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of tho carriage of the tea would not be one-tenth of 
what it costs to send it to Canton, and there wouldebe 
a now and fairer market than there ever will be at the 
Jattor place, whore the merchants are influenced by 
such strong prejudices, and have been so many years 
in tho habit of combining to fix any price they please 
on their goods. These tricks are not practised to the 
same exteht at the eastern and northern ports, where 
a better and far more liberal fesling exists. 

Amoy ought naturally to be the depdt for the teas 
of Foo Choo, and were English goods exported to 
purchase them, there might soon be a prospect of 
twade, At present the Chinese merchant cannot 
afford to buy English goods with money, and the 
Englishman cannot risk sending a cargo to exchange 
for teas, which, when brought to the market, may not 
ho of the quality or desciiption required by the trade. 
Tho preparation of the tea for market is a trade by 
ilsolf, and is, at present, ontirely in the hands of the 
Canton dealers, who select, classify, mix, and adul- 
terato to suit tho market, just as an Oporto or Cadiz 
morchant troats port or sherry, and it is as impossible 
for tho forcign doalor to drive a direct trade in tea, as 
it is for the London wine merchant to purchase and 
import his wines direct from the grower He may 
import a superior, a more wholesome, and an un- 
adulterated article, but not possessing the conven- 
tional flavour, the tnate of old leather, of burnt sugar, 
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or logwood, it is rojooted aa by no means “ the thing.” 
Tomako a now markot for an articlo of ostublished 
uso is a vory sorious undortaking, and will not succoed 
till many old projudicos ato broken down and inany 
acquired tastes roformod. 

Tho character of tho pooplo of Fokion is oxtromoly 
open, frank, and good-natured, Thoy aro uniformly 
civil and obliging, and on many occagions'in passing 
through villagos in tho mainland, I have beon invited 
to enter the houses of tho most respectable inha- 
hitants, and to partako of rofrosmont, Mroquently 
whon I have rosted undar the shade of a magnificent 
tvoo in one of tho villagos, I havo boon aurroundod by 
tho grontor part of tho inhabitants, mon, women. and 
childron, but I do not romembor a single instance of 
intentional rudonoss or ineivility, he gonoral feoling 
appeared to bo that of fiondlinoss and good-will, 
mixed with rathor a ludicrous torror of either tho 
malignily ar tho powor of the “ Tangqui’ A. brusque 
movemont, or a sudden grimace wos often auMfleions 
40 sob a portion of the crowd tumbling over ono 
another in their haste to gop out of, thoir way, to tho 
outyagoous dolight of tho othor portion of tho 
assombly, who, a minuto aftor, would disporse in tho 
sume mannor. I havo on moro than ono ocenaion 
amused mysolf, liko Tapportil, by “oyoing over” 
somo grinning individual. ‘I'he grin would be quickly 
replaced by a look of inquiving foar, accompanied by 
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& nervous inclination to back away from the front 
yank, and which was gonerally followed by a pre- 
cipitate bolt whenever an opening offered for escape. 
Tho discomfiture of one individual was generally the 
signal for the greatest merriment among the rest, 

In the city of Amoy we were frequently incom- 
moded by the crowd which thronged the narrow 
streets to see us come out of the shops, and it was 
sometimes necessary to use our canes on their shins to 
remind them not to press too closely upon uscontact 
with the Oclestials not being always desirable. Such 
admonitions on our part were always taken in good 
spitit by the majority who escaped, In fact, during 
tho wholo time I was in the northern parts of China 
I only heard of two or three instances of Chinamen 
offering the least resistance. One was at Amoy soon 
after the Consulate was first established there, when 
the Consul and his wife, and a friend went out for the 
first time for a ride in the neighbourhood. Near a 
largo village a crowd collected, who, never having seen 
a European lady bofore, and never any female on 
horseback, were quite astonished and shocked at such 
an unheard of exhibition, Some stones at last were 
thrown, probably by some of the fast young China- 
mon as a lark, or not impossibly by some staunch old 
Consorvative, intolerant of the * nouvean regime.” 

The two gentlemen without entering into the 
morits of the case charged into the thick of the mob, 
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upsotting certain of the “ patros conroripti,” and 
putting to flight all tho vest, oxcepb two mihappy 
rascals who wore captured, and who wero brought, 
tied tail to tail, prisonors into the oily, and handed 
over to tho tender mourcics of the Tni-Quan, tho chief 
municipal officor, ‘Tho Qclostial dignitary liad the 
trombling stone-propellora up before him, and whilo 
thoy bumped thoir forohaads on tha floor’ with innu- 
morable kotows, ho gonorously offered tho offended 
“Fanqui” to inflict any punishment they plensed 
upon the culprits fom docking thoir tila to aimple 
bambooing to death. 

How tho poor wretches wishod the atonos had Leon 
red-hol whon thoy meddled with them! and how 
imploringly they looked at the red dovils, hoping that 
thoir decision would bo morely w fow hundrod atvokos 
of tho bamboo, or a fow months’ conlinemont in the 
Kang,” or movowble pillory, in whieh they can neither 
stand, sit, or lio down, oxeopt in tho moxt paintul 
attitudes, Tho * Ianquis,” however, wore placable 
mon, and would have lot thom off for the fright and 
tho warning nob to do sg any moro; dub they had 
somo diffeulty in bonding the mandarin to the sama 
loniont viow of the case, Thay wero finally disnissod, 
and a small fino impoand on tho villago. Tt is but fair 

"to state that the © Panquia” nover mot with any moler- 
tation afterwards, and when tho villagers gat usad to 
sooing’ Lhe lady rido about, aud had an opportunity of 
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making use of their eyes, she was known among them 
by the namo of “ Sooya,’ or beautiful, an epithet that 
did credit to thoir discrimination. 

‘Tho socond instance of truculonce I heard of was 
at Foo Choo Foo, just after the port was first opened 
to Unglish trade, The citys a very large one, and 
being situated about sixty miles up the river Mici, 
it had proWably never within the memory of man 
been oponly visited by Europeans. The population 
had consequently the most exaggerated notion of the 
porsonal appearanco dnd habits of the 1ed devils. 
Even a yoar afterwards, when I visited it, there were 
the most extraordinary pictures and images of us it is 
possible to conceive, 

To rotuin to my story; -just after the port was 
openod there landed ot the city one of these bar- 
barinns, whose appoarance scarcely belied their most 
exaggerated notions. Of Heiculean proportions, the 
skipper algo possessed a thatch of hair of the most 
violont red, His complexion, naturally sanguine, was 
deopened in tint by the hot sun and exercise 

Immense crowds gatherod round and followed him, 
at last obstructing his way so much, that, although 
tho most good-natured man in the world, he found it 
necessary to pitch upon the biggest fellow in the mob, 
and give him taste of discipline for the benefit of 
tho rest. To his immense surprise the Chinaman 
showod fight, and our zed friend found it necessary to

put in a tap o two, right and loft, sufficiently por 
aitaive to lay him on his back, Nothing daunted, 
the Chinaman came to tho acratch again, full of gamo, 
put without a notion of science, The same rosult 
followed with somewhat soveror punishment, A. third 
ime tho Chinaman aquired up, whon our skippor 
thinking it no Jongor advisable to play with him, put 
in aalraight hil, with a foreo that would have follod 
anox, This time tho poor long-tail was completoly 
shut up, and could not como to timo. Tho skipper 
pitying the plight his ignoranco had brought him 
into, and approving such an unusual oxhibition of 
pluck, whore it was go liltle to he looked for, threw 
him a dollar, and continued his way ta tho Consulate, 
without any furthor molostation from the mob, who, 
with a vory creditable respect for fair play, had nob 
attomptod to intorfore, 

Tho thid instanco ooourred ai Chusin, One day, 
mysolf and two others woro taking a stroll into the 
country, when wo onmo noross the body of an ox- 
cevodingly corpulent, but woll-drossod and rospeotable- 
looking Chinaman—hiv poole an, the road, and hia 
body inclining down tho bunk of a paddy-fiold, into 
the mud aud water of which bis head was all but 
immorged. Coneviving that ho had boon attncked by 
apoploxy, wo rovoraed tho position of tho body, and 
threw water into his faco, while ono of the throes, a 
Scotéh assistant-suigeun, busied himeolf in unfastoning 
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the various garments from round his neck. The old 
gentleman gradually opened his eyes, fixmg on the 
surgeon a glance and a fish-like stare, that apparently 
had no speculation in it, Ghadually he slipped his 
hand down to his feet, and taking off his shoe, he, 
with o suddenness and vigoift-one would have as soon 
expected fhom an apoplectic twtle, fetched the 
surgeon ‘whack on the forehead that laid him 
sprawling on his back, and very nearly into the 
paddy-field, 

I shall never foget the passive stolid look with 
which the Chinaman calmly contemplated the fall of 
his imaginary foe, or the funous astonishment and 
1age of the latter at being so uncomteously inter- 
rupted in his benevolent labours. We had great 
diffoulty in saving the Chinaman from being demo- 
lished by the irascible Scot, while our fat friend 
looked on at the struggle with the air of indifferent, 
benevolent good-nature of an elderly gentleman, who 
likes to see the young poople amuse themselves, 

The fact was, tho old fellow had evidently been at 
an early dinner party, and pvercome by the heat of 
the sun, and the strength of the Sam-tsin,* he was 

* Sam-t’-sion, ot Sam-schoo, a spiiituous hquor distilled 
from millet, somewhat rosombling whiskey, but more fiery. 
Gront quantities of it aro consumed, particularly in the large 
towns, Whoio it 1s 10gularly retailed, It is fiequently much 


adulteratod, so ag to be almost poisonous in its effects, i too 
many of our soldiers found to their cost, 
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now in a beastly alate of intoxiention, Wo got some 
Coolies from a neighbouring field to luko charge of 
the old follow, to seo him sufely to his homo in tho 
villago close by, where [ hope ho is still living to tell 
his grandchildron how valiantly ho dofended inwolf 
from tho nofurious attack of the red dovil. 

The reasonableness and placubility of tho natives 
wore, on ono oceasion, evinced in rathor a tomarkable 
mannor at Chusan, while T was thore, An Mnglich« 
man head como across some wildalucks in the canal 
inside the city, ub which ho fired with ball, all his 
shot having been previously oxpondad The bullet 
niissad tho birds and, glancing fram tho water, killed 
an old Chinaman who was silting ab his own door 
oujoying his pipo. 

Tho unfortunaty sportsman, hofrifiod at the rosult 
of his silly thoughtlossness, Inuriod away to take 
counsel with his friends, who recommended him to 
try to settle tho matter with tho rolatives of the 
doceasod, to provont thoir complaint from being Inid 
formally before the wuthorilics, who would be obliged 
bo ward a hoavy punishapent for such reckloas cares 
leasnoss, With this viow ono of his fdenda was 
dispatched to visit the family, to condole with them 
for their loss, and lo oxplain how thoroughly it: waa 
tho rewult of accident, Ue doplorod tho unhappy 
civeumatance which had deprived tho family of so 
yaluifole and go respectable a momber, and pointed 
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out the cheering fact that he was very old, and, in the 
natural course of things, could not have been expected 
to live much longor, and that pecuniary recompense 
should be made to consolethe family for the few months 
sociaty they might have anticipated enjoying with him, 
Thoy admitted that he was old, very old, and as he 
could not have lived Jong, they mentioned a hundred 
dollars (202) as a sum likely to have a good effect in 
assuaging the bitterness of their affliction, The am- 
bassador, delighted ot hearing » demand so much 
more reasonable than he had anticipated, bat con- 
coaling his satisfaction, pointed out that the deceased 
was go old that he could hardly have estimated his 
short remnant of existence at such a large sum ; that 
he had died a very quiet and easy death, and that 
yory likely he was wented in the other world, so that 
the unlucky bullet might be esteemed a messenger 
despatched by the gods. He thought, therefore, that 
fifty dollars, to make a feast and burn plenty of joss- 
atick, aud paper money, would be sufficiently satis- 
factory 10 the spirit of their departed ancestor, The 
mattor was finally settled 4p the satisfaction of all 
parties by the paymont of soventy-five dollars (151) ; 
and I quostion whether one might not have shot two- 
thirds of the old boys of Ting-hae at the same reason- 
able rate, notwithstanding the veneration in which 
age iy held. 

On the following day 1 was on my way through the 
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vity wilh a gun on my arm, when T hoard tho loud 
discord of Chinoso music in one of tho houses, the 
front of which was gaily decoratad. TD looked in and 
saw tablug laid out as if fora grand foant, and I learnt 
that this was a sort of wake for the gonlloman who 
had been shot, and whoso coffin was nid out on a 
vataflyuo in the seme room. ‘Tho cldost son offored 
mo a glass of chorry brandy, and pointing to my gun, 
suggested thab [ should take care nob lo shoot old 
mon, for that it was a dogoription of sport that in- 
volved a great doul of expose aud trouble, 

Tho amen of Vokion are physiewlly a very much 
finer raco than tho inhabitants of Canton end tho 
noighbourhood, Thoy are more maily, have more 
fraulmness of manner, and aro a much bebtor-looking 
race, with fia loss of tho exaggerated, monkeyfed 
(eatures, so romarkablo in tho more Kouthorn Chinoso, 

Tu the neighbourhood of Amoy tho mon all wear a 
swaull Lino turkan, which greatly huproves their ap« 
pourance, and which they have probably learned the 
uy of in their intorcourao with the islands of tho 
Tudian Archipelago, 

Thore ix nothing munong thom moro charactoristic 
than their univorsal youd-natire asl good humouy, 
and they scom to lo hlossed with a nevor-fuiling flow 
of animal spirits, ‘Thoy aro a remarkably hard. 
working race of people, Twa dollara, about $8, 6d, 
a month is considered good wages for a labourer and 
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Coolie, and for which they work contentedly from 
sunrise to sunset, satisfied if they can carn sufficient” 
to supply themselves with a good meal of rice, 
flavoured with © mere morsel of dried fish, a couple 
of prawns, or a small piece of salted cabbage. This, 
and a single pipe of opium, as a solace after the day’s 
labour, enables them to seek their humble pallets, 
happy and céntented, and ready to go through the 
same course day after day, only asking from the gods 
health to continue their labours, and a son to keep 
their old ago from misery and want, and their graves 
from neglect. 

As fishermen they are remarkably expert and 
daring, aud their little boats may be seen far out at 
sea in almost all weathers, Some of them make voy- 
ages in tho summer to the Chusan Archipelago, 
returning with a winter supply of dried fish, part 
of which is bartered for rice or clothing. 

Thousands who cannot get employment otherwise, 
mako a scanty subsistence by gathering limpets, 
mussels, and other coarse and common shell-fish from 
the mud and rocks atJow waigr. It is surprising to 
sce them wading and toiling for hours, when a mere 
handful of such wretched food is all that repays them 
for their labour; and one would pity their misery 
wore it not that thelr merry faces and joyful langh at 
the- slightest incident, show that they are content ; 
and that what appears to an European a bare and

wretched subsistoneo, is ta them quito a suff. 
*cionoy. 

The principal and almost the only food of the lowor 
classus ia rico, to which, ab moat, is addod a half. 
furthing’s worth of salted vegotnblos or driod fish, 
Now and then, on w gale-day or family anniversary, 
an offering of pork, fruits, or vegotablos, ia mado to 
propitiato or reward some divinity ; but ag his golship 
is sutisfiod with the odow, tho giver of tho foast, after 
a due number of prostvations and a portentous gong- 
hauging, invitos his frionds and thw pricat lo demolish 
the moro substantial part of the feast, 
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CHAPTER XV, 
AMOY, 


BHUDDIAT ROLIGION—ENGLISH TOMBS—RELIGION OF THE PRO- 
VINOE—CONFUCLUS—OHRISTIAN OHINESE~-SPANISH PADRES 
-—-BOLDIERS OF THE OROSS—OHINESE PHRSEOUTION—PADRE 
ZA-~A MISSIONARY ON HIS TRAVELIS—TOLERATION—PRO- 
TESTANT MISSIONARIES—-THB PIRATES AND THE MAGIOIAN— 
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Tuu religion of Fokien, is principally that of 
Bhudda, one of the incarnations of Vishnu, and num- 
bering among its votaries a proportion of the human 
race much larger than belongs to any other religion. 

There aro soveral large monasteries and temples in 
the neighbourhood of Amoy, full of images of Bhudda 
and the attendant divinities and disciples, some of 
them tr uculent-looking fellows enough, Some of the 
fresco paintings in the small ‘chapels on the mainland 
aro remarkably curious, illustrating passages in their 
mythology and history. Among the latter, are nume- 
yous sketches of European ships, soldiers, sailors, &., 
English, Dutch, and Spanish, of about Charles the 
First and Second’s time, when there was an English 
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factory ab Amoy, and a considornblo trade carried on, 
Gomo of tho Mnglish who civd ab Amuy wora buried 
at Koo Lung Svo, and thera are Lomb-stonos in oxcol- 
lont prosorvation with names aud dates as far baek as 
1640, 

Bosidos tho Bhuddists, there avo a fow Mahomotang, 
but this soob muster alrongost at Tow Chow Poo, 
whore they ave oxcoodingly numerous, and whore the 
Koran is read in Arabic, Tho roligion probably cane 
from tho Straits with tho turbans, go univoraal through- 
aut the province, 

Confucius also mustors somo disciples; but his 
_alronghold ia further north. In this provineo thera 
* gppoars to bo a warmth of chavactor and imagination, 

prono onough to superstition, bul superior to the cold 
scopticiam and tho imatorialist doctrines of tho pro- 
decessoy of tho Enoycloprcdtisty, and the dostrines of 
Confucius which aro more morals without roligion, 
They appeal ontircly to tho hoad and not ab all 
to (ha how ox Uho imagination, They aro a chaos 
radtteod to ordor but without light or life, 

Christianity still keops a hokl in this province, 
fmong a romuant of those whoxo forofathers adopted 
it whon it was the prosporous, the fushionable, the 
Convt roligion. It has consed to be any of tose, its 
followers hove boon exposed {to proscription; torture 
and death havo been tho lob of its supporlors, but it 
ati holds foxt among the poor and the wretched. 
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Falien among the lowliost, it has found a congenial 
soil where it cannot be extirpated, and whence, it s 
to bo hoped, it will sprng up with renewed vigow, 
oversproading the land with its wholesome influences, 
and romoving the mists of error, and foolish, childish, 
prejudice, which alone prevents this great people 
from playing important parts in the world’s drama, 

At Koo Lung Soo, I had an excellent opportunity 
of acquiring some information regarding the Christian 
population, from two of the missionaries having been 
sent there, to remain while the 18th Royal Irish were 
in the island, nearly tho whole regiment being Roman 
Catholios, ‘ 

The worthy fathers Zea and Aguilar, were both 
quite young men, but in devotion to their duty, in 
true Christian charity, benevolence, and strong reli- 
gious faith, they appeared to me to surpass any men J 
evor mot with, At the hospital they relieved one 
another regularly ; and night or day one or the other 
waa alwaya at the bedside of some poor wretch; com- 
forting his soul at the moment of its departure, or 
alleviating his bodily sufferiygs by kind sympathy and 
assistance. They rather resembled the curé of 
Lamartine’s fervid imagination ; they were so forget- 
fal of self, and so full of pity and compassion for 
others, . 

They had left Spain young, and had passed through 
a long and severe initiation at Macao, to learn*the 
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language and fit thomaclvos for the task thoy had un 
dertakon, ‘Choir hearts offon ycamod for thoir 
country with a Spaniard’s longing for their homo in 
Andalusia, the boantiful and the voluptuous, and for 
the lergo-oyad, gracoful, warm-haartod sistora they 
were novor 10 soo more, ‘Tha wholo world was 
nothing to them now; thoy had brokon with it, sneri- 
ficod it with all its ploasures, hopes, and pains, Socioty, 
affection, lovo, had no elaim in thom, oxcopt that uni- 
vosal, religious, brothorhood of love, that has in it 
nothing of self, ‘hoy had onlistod as soldiora of tho 
orogs, and wore propared to fight the good fight with 
hoart and soul, cavoloss of all aufforing and snorifico, 
and full of hopo of futuro reward, 

Tho unpaid and unwearying assiduily of those 
excellent mon, was what first atlivactod ottontion 
to thom; and, from speaking Spanish, J soon mado 
thoir aequaintines, and loarnt many of tho details of 
missionary lifo in tho interior of Ohina, 

Sinco tho oxpulsion of tho Josuils from tho, 
comntry ant tho proxeription of their roligion, it has 
boon thoir oljoot and their doarost ambition to koep 
alive among tho people the sacred fro go nearly oxtin- 
guished by thoir own headetrang folly and ambition, 
Theit later comso seems almost to have beon a remorgo- 
ful expintion for UnGtr provious folly ; and certainly if 
porsovoring devotion deserves sttacoss, no mon merit it 
more, In apito of proseription and poraccution, tho 
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Romish propaganda and the Jesuits’ College, at 
Macao, train up youths to send continually into the 
ompire at all points, by the aid of disciples and 
omissaries, to be placed in charge of their more 
oxperienced brethren till they can be safely allowed 
to work by themselves, 

Numbers of them at different times, have been 
taken and exposed to every mdignity and torture, till 
death has put an end to their sufferings, On one or 
two occasions, these persecutions have been sustained 
with such activity and vigour, that the greater 
number of the missionaries and many of their dis- 
ciples have perished. Still, some few remained, and 
fresh soldiers weie sent on the forloin hope. 

The sufferings were frequently very great, and the 
escapes sometimes extracidinary enough. On one 
oceaston, the Mandarins had information of three 
missionaries being concealed in a village. They sur- 
rounded it with soldiers, and searched it fo a whole 
day without success. The unfortunate men were con- 
cealod in one of the houses between the tiles and the 
boarding of the roof When withdrawn fiom their 
ratreat, two were dead and the third was completely 
dorangod from exposure in such situation to the 
torrid heat of a long summer's day, 

Many similar instances might be cited, were it 
necessary, to show what a battle they have had with 
bitter adversity, and how dearly they have pay for 
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tho headstrong pricdo of their more progporous days, 
It is a pity that, undor different civoutnalaneas, mon 
should bo a0 uttorly dissimilar in cliaractoy, that pro- 
fossing the same faith, pmxuing tho sane object, thoy 
should at ono period bo tho objeota of our deopest 
avoision and, at another, ao truly worthy of exteom, 

When tho 18th Jett Koo Lung Soo, Padvo Aguilar 
put on his Chineso gab, platted the long tail into 
which his hair had been allowal lo grow, looking 
so much like a Chinaman that T could hadly boliove 
my oyos, whon ho camo tv bid mo nidien — Flo 
was bound for a distant province, and nover oxpectod 
to sco an European again, oxeept porhaps a brother 
roissionary, at intorvals of years, Uo aut off thot 
night undor the guidanco of komo Christian Chinese, 
but he did not long survive after arriving at his 
dostination, 

Padre Zon romained a short tima longer, and thon 
ho too camo lo wish mo " good-bye,” Lig noble fore- 
head and Ane features sore far harder to digruigo, and 
von with tho aid of spoctacloy, aud aftor shaving off 
his eyolvows, ho boro leas 1osumblunce to a Chinoso 
than to ono of tho knights who, raimated by voligion 
and honowr, hardily fought their way into that Anda- 
lucia from which ho was sclébanished, fis parish 
included Amoy, and a radius of about sixty miloa on 
tho mainland, ao that I had several opportunitios of 
scoing him again, and was grioved to porccive how 
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each absence of a fow months left strong traces on his 
faco and figure, till at the end of a year his hair was 
plontifully mixed with grey, and at twenty-eight he 
looked nearly fifty. 

To givo an ides of the life he had to lead, it will be 
sufficient to describe his mode of travelling, He left 
Amoy in an open sailing-packet for Ghang Choo, a 
voyage of from one to three days as the wind served. 
In the day time with the assistance of the captain, he 
was hidden between the planks and the bottom of the 
boat, so as not to be seen by the other passengers, and 
at night he was extricated from bis Inding-place and 
allowed to breathe the fresh aix. On arriving at 
Chang-Choo, he was smuggled off to a miserable 
hovel in the suburbs, By day he was hidden away 
in remote corners, and under the friendly mantle of 
night administered the rites of his religion, his sole 
consolation, As opportunities offered, he was carried 
from village to village, carefully concealed by day, and 
always among the poorest and most miserable of the 
population, living on their rude fare, dwelling in their 
miserable hovels, and only escaping the debasing in- 
fluence of habituad inferiof association, by the pwrify- 
ing nature of his holy mission, 

Ho calculated that there were 30,000 Christians 
in Fokien, but these were all “old Christians,” 
ainong whom it was his business to maintain the 
faith, for ho considered the proselytizing of the Chinese 
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ndor the prosont clreumatances ag utterly hopoloss ; 
sin fact, ho always slated that ho did not know of an 
inalance of a sincoro convert having boon mado. In. 
stances had occurred of young mon protonding to 
havo a great anxioty Lo bo converlod, but the cloven- 
foot poopal out ina shoré timo, and ib was fond that 
thoir objoct was gonerally, under colour of Christia« 
nity, to gel reeommondod for profitable employment 
among tho Turopoans at ono of the forta, ar to 
obtain information that might fetch a prico from the 
mandaring, 

Sinco tho oponing of tho porla, and tho establish. 
mont of immunities for the Iduropoans, tho mission. 
avios no longor fear doath or torture, hub thoy are 
obliged, whou in the interior, to bide thonolves for 
tho sake of their flocks, and to prevont tho mandaring 
from sonding thom out of the country. Sinco the 
war, many of tho mandarins, wisoly foroseoing that 
tho timo for change hos arrived, wink ab the procood. 
inga of tho missionarios if not too aponly earrted on. 
Whon an information is laid, they nro obliged to 
notico il, for fou of being reported to higher antho- 
rily, and so hoing innde tosulfor thomeavlvos for thoir 
lonioney. 

T heard of ono villago in Tainan whero thoro was 
a chapol, in which the Church rervico was rogularly 
porformed. oll the inhabitants boing eithor Christians 
or well disposed towards the roligion. An informa- 
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tion, however, was laid before a mandarin, who 
proceeded to the place, but so slowly, as to sllow 
ample notice of his coming to precede him, so that 
whon he arrived at the village all traces of the pur- 
pose of the chapel had been removed, and no one 
had ever heard of the priest at all. The mandarin 
was not very pertinacious in his inquiries, but turn- 
ing on the informer, he ordered him to be well bas- 
tinadoed, and banished him from the province, for 
dofaming respectable people. In the free ports all 
the forms of the Protestant and of the Roman Ca- 
tholic religions are openly practised without any 
impediment, and this will gradually have its influence 
throughout the provinces. 

Since the conclusion of the peace numbers of Pro- 
testant missionaries, principally Americans, have come 
to all the ports for the purpose of making converts 
They are not of a character generally to have much 
success, They settle themselves down at the ports, 
surround themselves with comforts, and confine their 
Inbours to the distribution of boxes full of tracts, 
written generally in very bad Chinese. The China- 
man aces one man devoting all his energies to the 
one purpose, and that an unselfish one, sacrificing 
comfort, health, society—all that can make life desir 
able; the other comes when he can do so with perfect 
safety, bringing « wife and family, squabbling for the 
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bast houses, higgling for wares, and provoking con. 
tompt by a levy lifo, and a slovonly slip-shod uppenr. 
anen, A. vory differant clas of mon will ho roquired 
hofore any good is done, Jexmnplos of morality and 
virtuo will have more offeet than prenching—more 
mgninent ia of no uae. Not possosning any faith or 
fixud’ principle for a basix, a Chinaman boldly dis. 
putes points that we do not allow to be quoationed ; 
we demand faith, the Chinaman aaka for proofs and 
facts, 

An amusing incident iu hia travole was rolated to 
me by Padvo Zon shortly aflor it ocourrad. Jo was 
journoying in a covered boat along the Khonoo River, 
whoro it passes through a monntainons and almost 
uninhabited district, when tho buatmen wero hailed 
by robbora from tho shore and ordered to come to, 
Tho trombling boatmen oboyad, and the robbers, 
hoarding tho boat, wore sumewhat gurpriand to find 
thomaulves fico to face with the austoro and noblo- 
looking prical, who, without any of the fon or oringing 
ofa Chinaman, requostt them to bake his goods and 
go without delaying hint on hie holy errand, 

Nob quito at thoir cage, thoyeprocouded to holp 
thomeclvos to his seuily baggage, whon, eno of them 
aking up a silvor-claspod braviary, opened it, and 
was diamayod at tho black-luttor typo and red capi+ 
tals, which to their oyes xavoured vartly of neero- 
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maney. At that moment Padre Zea, seeing his book 
in their hands, and that it had excited their supersti- 
tious fears, rushed towards them, and seizing the 
hook, hold it open, crying out, at the same time, 
* Bogono, ye miscreants | have yo dared to touch the 
sacred book? Begone, it shall be worse for ye |” 
Satisfied they had to doal with a magician, they 
waited for no further demonstration of his power, but 
jumping overboard at once, made their best way to 
the shore, where the one who had opened the book 
humbled himself with imumerable kowtows as long 
as the bont was in sight, in hopes of appeasing the 
mighty sorcerer, who might, he believed, with one 
word have converted him to a fish or a frog, or have 
enclosed him in a living tomb in the face of the cliff, 
or thrown him to be dovoured by some familiar ghoul. 

Tho extent to which superstition is carried by so 
matter-of-fhot a people as the Chinese is very remark- 
ablo, mixing itself up in all the business of their life. 
Sicknoss, illluck, casuallies, and mischances, are all 
attributod 10 tho intorvention of malicious sprites, 
magicians, and domons, To meet these persecutions, 
pricsls avo consulted who havo the reputation of being 
skillod in magic lore, and who undertake to exorcise 
tho demon, or to avert the pestilence, frequently com- 
polling thoir unfortunate clients to undertake pilgrim- 
agos, 10 institute processions, to perform penances, 
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and invariably to oxpond a considerable portion of 
their woalth in gratuitios to tho privat or the tomple 
and in offoriays bo the gada, 

Whilo wo wore in poxsossion of Koo Lang Soo it was 
acommon practico for tho honzos to Lell their bowitchod 
clionta that thoir illluck wes caused by tho discontent 
of an ancostor's apiril, which was diaturhod by tho 
uncongenial propinguity of tho Fangui, Wo used 
constantly, therofure, to seo the tombs aponcd, and 
mouldoring relics borne away in great strto to avort 
tho ilslarred omon of our vicinity, and the earthly 
romnants wore remoyod to sume spot polntod out by 

* the bongo, and where 11 is ty bo hoped thoy roated to 
tho satisfaction of tho partarhudt spirit, 

Bhuddism is supposed to have hoon introduced into 
China about 1,200 years before the birth of our 
Saviour. The Chincso name of Bhudde is a corrup- 
tion of tho original one, nftor having buon redueed, 
by the monogyllabie writing of the Chinese, to Bhod 
or Bho. Lo is supporod to be an incarnation of 
Vislnww, and thors is ne doubt that tho worship was 
introduead fron Thdia, probably by way of Whibet, 
whero the head of tho roltgion, the Dalai-Lania, the 
Bhuddist Popo, holds both roligious and temporal 
NWwuys 

Tho old Brabminical lore is utterly oxtincl in 
China; nono of the prieats avo acquainted with the 
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Vedas or even with tho language in which they are 
written, The prayers, recited in a dialect of the 
Sanscrif, are not comprehended by either the priests 
or the people who use them, and who blindly be- 
Move in the value of words unaccompanied with ideas, 
and with a ceremonial of which the tradition is lost, 
and which is now utterly without meaning. 
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CHAPTER XVI. 


KOO LUNG ROO-—THUATRIGALB-—~ENTERTAINMENTS TO TI MAN} 
DARINE—THE WAT-QUAN-“THE TARTAR ADMIRATe “THE TAQUe 
TAT—-d. HURNT TONGUE—WA CHINIBIA MNTLRTATNMEND, 


As a mililary position Koo Lung Sao jas every. 
thing that can bo dosired oxeopt a wholesome climate ; 
and ovon in that rospoot T think it might ho vory 
much ameliorated, 

Tn case thore should over bo another float or army 
sont Lo overcomo tho Colostinls, it would he one of the 
very hort localities on tho const for a dopdt, from its 
ovntral situation, ita aplondid harhow, which can be 
ontored pnd is secure in all weathors Tt is come 
plotoly out of the influones of tho typhoons whieh 
revago tho southom const, and which somotiaes cour 
farthor north. A. cousidorallo gnfo of wind in the 
noighhourhood of Amoy is of very mre occurrence, 
and during tho time T was there T cannol call te 
mind a single one. 

Tho island iteclf is small, and possorsoa xO mny 
natural dofences that it could be hold by a vory small 
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force against anything the Chinese could bring against 
it, As a naval station, from its central positionsdf 
the coast and its fine harbour, it has great advantages, 
Thero is » rise and fall of tide of eighteen feet, offering 
overy facility for carsening vessels, and there is abun- 
dance of fresh water of excellent quality. 

I remained for eighteen months in this island 
without leaving it on any occasion, except for a walk 
on the mainland or for a sail in the neighbouring 
bays. In this way I visited most of the islands and 
the mainland for some miles round, ‘Trips of this 
sort were the only resources we had, for there was no 
shooting or sporting of any kind. Of society there 
could be little or none where the few inhabitants 
wore cither constantly ill or too enervated by debi- 
lity and languor to make any exertion, After the 
European troops were withdrawn I was frequently 
days together without an opportunity of exchanging 
a word except with my own servants, I followed to 
the gravo many of those with whom I had associated, 
and many more wore invalided, and with jealous eye 
IT saw them leaving the place i in search of renewed 
health ina more wholesome climate. Frequently I 
have envied them their superior debility and their 
ruined constitutions that rendered such a change im- 
perative, For a whole year I struggled against the 
malignant influences of the climate, and without my 
constitution appmently suffering from it, At she end 
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of that timo cirowmatancos over which I had no contral 
compollod me lo oxporo myself a groat deal to tha sun 
by day and to tho night dows, and an attack of romit- 
tont fovor at last laid mo on my back. Ab this time 
nomly evory soul in the island, incuding tho doctors, 
woro in tho samo preiicamont, and ao 1 lay with xearocly 
any assistanco for many days, till tho slrongth of my 
gonatituiion gradually ovoreamo tho fovor, T was a 
long Lime, howovor, in recovoring from tho onorvating 
languor and debility that followed it, and T continued 
for some timo to bo subjpct to constant attacks of 
intermittent foyor, ; : 

At this timo our garrison consisted ontirely of 
Sopoys, who had voplaced the Muropeans, under tho 
improssion that they would stand the climate better, 
So far from this boing tho caso noavly avery mon war 
attacked by fever, and in a short tine thera waa not 
& sufficient number io mount guard, and Chinese 
watolunen had actually to bo hired to protocb the 
storoa and publio property, In tho month of August 
a roinforeomont of upwards of & hundred mon. wore 
sent, and on tho fiat day of the following month only 
ono officer and about ton mon paraded for muster, all 
tho real wore on tho sick list, Mvory quarter and 
ovory barrack was a hospital; and at one time it was 
calculated that, allowing only two minutes to cach 
pationt, ié would take tho modical officars twolvo 
hours dn cach day to visil thom, In tho following 
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spring the Government, fearful that by the end of 
another summer there would be no garrison left at a, 
determined to evacuate the island, and in the month 
of May the “ Sapphire” troop-ship arrived to remove 
the miserable remnant of our force. 

While the 18th Royal Irish remained in the place 
some life was kept up in spite of the influence of the 
climate. There was an excellent mess; a band, when 
sufficient of the bandsmen could be got from the hos- 
pital; and when the torrid heat of the summer was 
passed we got up races, steeple-chases, ‘drag-hunts, 
and all manner of sports, though with ponies scarcely 
larger than those of Shetland, Connemara, and North 
Wales, but full of pluck and vice, Theatrical, how- 
ever, wore our grand resource. I was manager, and 
the scene'of action was a joss-house, from which the 
gods had been long before expelled. What with 
scene-painting, decorating, rehearsing, and all kinds 
of preparation, we managed to killa great deal of 
time for which we had no better employment. The 
groat difficulty was to get an audience, as nearly the 
whole of our community gvas connected with the esta- 
blishment, and the best that could be done was to 
make tho corps dramatique audience at one period of 
the entertainment and actors af another. To be sure 
there were five ladies in the island, belonging to the 
regiments and the consulate, but for various reasons 
it was rarely possible or politic to assemble mote than 
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.lavo of them ata time In fact, ab ono poriod so 
atitong was tho apirit of parlizauship among ow fair 
noighbours that thoy divided tho wholo community 
into hostilo clans, who nick-named, squibbed, and 
lampooned ono anothor in a xpirit that, to compare 
groat things with small, reminded ono of similar 
wordy wars doseribod by ITamilton and Granmont, 

Among tho most original of our ontortaiuments, 
howoyor, woro dinner partics givon Lo or by tho man- 
darins of Amoy, Whon they camo to a dinnor party 
at Koo Lurff’S00 thoy were gonorally plainly drossed, 
but accompanicd by an immonse following: of vory 
dirty rotninora, Somo of thom wore jolly-looking fol- 
lows, and ontered into tho spirit of tho ontortain- 
monts, trying all tho dishos, wincs, boor, &, and 
rocommonding to thelr more auspicious frionds the 
various odiblos that most took thoir fancy, occasion 
ally in rathor a practical mannor, by polting the chop- 
sticks, loaded with a suvoury moral, botween their 
tooth, a compliment tho rulos of obiquotie would 
not allow thom to dedline, whilo: wo ourselves had 
somotimos a diMenlty in oxepping from such practical 
ovidonea of good-will, 

Tho Jhai Quan, who abwaya camo with them, was a 
fino-looking young follow, with nn aminblo gontlemanly 
air and mannor that woro very plensing, and mado 
him a groat favourite. He ovidently belongod to the 
Young China school, mad, on more than one occasion, 
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admitted his regret that the customs of his country 
would not permit a greater degree of friendliness andl” 
social intercourse, 

The Chinese admival, an old Tartar, who did not 
know the stom from the stern of his junk, was a very 
great man—a peacock feather—and married to one of 
tho imperial family. No pride or prejudice ever pre- 
vented his enjoying himself. He admitted he liked 
champagne ; he doated on cherry brandy; while for 
mareschino he fairly owned that he woyld give us 
Koo Lung Soo, Chusan, or anything wre might 
be disposed to ask for, These were in his gayest 
moments, however, for when the admiral’s flag was 
unfurled, his double sword girded on, and all his 
gongs banging at once, he was a very terible fellow, 
and used to send us over messages not to be afraid, 
for that ho was only going out to chastise the pirates, 
and bring back their heads strug together like 
onions. ‘The wind, however always failed, or the tide 
turnod, or some inauspicious event occurred, after get- 
ting about o mile on,his way, when he usually landed 
and returned home in his sedan chair. The fleet came 
baok at its leisure.” The pirates, on the strength of 
this, occasionally sent him challenges to come out and 
fight, all of which he treated with proper contempt, 
merely reporting to Pekin what voyages he had made, 
or what soas he had swept, and what astounding acts 
of valour he had performed; and he would shave 
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likod to have soon tho man who would have eon- 
tendiclod it, 

Thore was another mandarin—the Tligh Commis 
sionor of Customs and ‘Trade—who waa a very jolly 
companion ; he might have sab fora ploture of Jack 
Falstaff, ho was so round and go oily, so thoroughly at 
home ovorywhore, and xo full of jokes ab his more 
sobor companions, some of whom wore evidently sus- 
picious of both ontortainora and entortainmont, and 
approved of ono as little as tho othor, J romeinber 
one day one of thoxo Iattor, who had seareoly touchod 
a morsol of anything, and was ovidently in a vory 
unoasy state of mind, was ab last lemplod by some 
tamarind chotnah, which was handed round with the 
oury, Ilo evidontly mistook it for somo kind of 
swootmeat, and before the orror could be corrected 
he had swallowod nearly a spoonftl of it, 7 shall 
nover forget tho serewn of agony with which tho 
poor wrote jumped up and dancod about the 100m, 
tearing at his mouth and tonguo, which doubtless folt 
as if they wore on fire, The othor mandaring at the 
first moment wore rather tortified ; but fortunately a 
cno-hardoned subaltern of an Tuflian regiment who 
was soatod closo by, look up the remainder of the 
chotnch and swallowed il, restoring cunfidenco at 
ones to the guests, who secmed aflerwards to take a 
malicious ploasure in tha torture of the wifortunate 
old wretch, The Tigh Commissionor, in particular, 
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lost no opportunity of poling his fun at him, offerings 
him a variety of dishes, which were declined with 
shuddering terror, It was with difficulty even that 
we could induce him to take some cooling things to 

" assuago tho burning heat of his palate. I need hardly 
say that we never saw him again, 

Soon after my arrival at Koo Lung Soo I attended 
one of the grand dinners given by the mandarins in 
honour of the arrival of the Consular officer. We 
were carried through the suburbs of the town into 
the city, or citadel rather, to the house of the admial, 
where we found assembled most of the chief man- 
daring attired in their robes of state, splendid with 
embroidery and with all the panoply of buttons, 

*beads, peacock feathers, and fons, After shaking 
hands with some of the more friendly, and chin- 
chinning to the vost, a number of small tables were 
brought in with tea and sweetmeats, at which some of 
our party looked 1athor blank, supposing the dinner 
would turn out a mero tea fight after all. 

Prosently, howover, larger tables were brought in, 
at cach of which one mandarin presided with three 
or four guests, so that we were divided into several 
small groups, which made it easier to attend upon us 5 
it probably also marked the distinction of the different 
ranks moro easily than if they had all been seated at 
the same tablo, and for purpose of conviviality ane 
conversation was infigitely better. The tables wer 
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» Sprond with numorous Iitilo saucers, containing a 
Yavioly of hore dewrres, aud whats for tho appetite, 
consisting of anllod fish, pickles, sallod snails and 
worms, and oggs salted and hard boiled, aul which 
wore anything but savoury, boing a your or lwo ald 
at lonst, ‘Thoxo latler, by tho way, aro prepared and 
stored in largo quantitics for tho uso of the troops, 

After duo attention 10 those dishes, the yon) fonst 
began. It consialod of a contro dish of roast, boiled, 
or stowol meats, fish, or fowl, aud soups, which was 
removal and replacod by othors in infinite varicly for 
acouple of hours, during which timo probably fifty 
dishes wero placod on tho tablo, of some of which wo 
had horrible suspicions, In tho course of tho ontor« 
dainment wo had an opporlunily of trying most of 
tho Chinoso daintios, auch as bdcho-de-ner, shark-fins, 
stowed quack-quack and how-vow, and many othor 
dishos of tho composition of which we fortunately 
know little, 

Tho mandazing did amplo justices to the good cloer 
thomaclves, whilo hoxpitebly prossing it upon us, 
Al thoir blandishmonts, howaypr, could not supply 
us with tho inoxhaustible appolilo with which nature 
hod ondowed them, and wo wore obligad to oxy, 
“ Told, onough,” whilo thoy woro alill in fall vigour ; 
of course wo mannged Lo shirk anany dishes, of which 
wo hai gravo doubts, axl I rearoely vonturod to look 
a canine mothor in the free with equanimity for somo 
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days afterwards, The various dishes were washed 
down with tea, a pleasant cool extract from almonds, 
and o strong, rather acid, wine, which was drank 
warm, and in which the old admiral pledged us so 
froquently, that before the feast was concluded he 
was, in , metaphorical sense, half seas over —an 
event that in reality was little likely to happen, from 
his apparent aversion to water either salt or fresh, 
Tt was amusing to see the old gentleman linking his 
glass so gaily while pledging one or other of his guests, 
drinking the contents off in a draught, and then 
turning up tho cup to show that he had left no heel- 
tap. I faney that if we would have kept pace with 
him, tho entertainment, as the evening drew on, 
would have waxed fast and furious, but as we declined 
his frequont challenges or shirked the bumper, he 
evidently sot us down for milk-sops, and he probably 
finished the night in more congenial company after 
we had takon our departure, The fact was, we were 
all too debilitated and had too little stamina left for 
our digestive organs to stand so serious a test, 
othorwiae it might havo been worth while to try 
whothor tho Saxon or the Chinese head was the 
bottor stuff*

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CHAPTER XVIII. 


AMOY. 


SCENERY IN THE DNVIRONS OF AMOY—BHUDDIST SHRINES—THR 
MANDARIN AND THE CITIZEN—THE FARMER—THE WIVES AND 
DAUGHTERS——-FANQUI HIDEQUSNESS—THE TOMBS—CHINESE 
 CRUANDS” —PHMIR KING—ORGANISATION-—TEMPLE OF THE 
TINN-HOW—~T0E QUDEN OF HEAVIN—PRINSTS AND ASORTIC8— 
GARDINS-—— HD-ANG-HO —SO-TOHING-KONG—OHINESE ZSTHE-

Tze immediate environs of Amoy are mountainous ; 
rocky and gloomy ravines, and deep clefts in the 
mountains abound on all sides, The dull yranite 
rocks have almost the appearance of scoria ; with the 
sole exception of Aden, I have seldom seen a mere 
volcanic-looking, fire-scathed spot, 

A sombre, witch-like, romantic interest so pervaded 
the scenery, that it led mg to wander on almost in 
expectation of meeting some supernatural being—a 
ghoul glimmering wildly from one of the thousands 
of lettered tombs among the rocks, a sorceress seeking 
for noxious herbs, or a magician, like Aladdin's 
unele, issuing from a cavern in the dark sides of the 


mountain, 
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A yollow clad bonze, or an occasional mournor ab 
a gravo, dressed in white anckoloth, wore the only 
beings I over mot, and { have no roason to believe 
that thoy wore ongagod in any othor then their 
obvious pmauils, ‘Choro wore spots, howovor, which 
seomed almost to have boon oreated hy enchuntmont, 
#0 lovely wore they in thoir greon froslinoss, in tho 
heauty of the shrubs and flower, and tho curious, 
fontastic, and, in such situations, picturosquo archi- 
tecture of tho Bhuddist monastic chapols, Of theso, 
thero wore soveral in the hills round Amoy, all 
remarkable for their charming verdure and froshness 
in tho midst of tho surrounding wildornoss of moun. 
tains, rocks, and graven, 

Tha position of somo of thom was oxquisitoly 
beautiful,  Tlidden from the eyo till diseovorod 
beneath tho wandoror’s foot, thoy froquontly com- 
mandod giand and oxtonsive views, which wore on- 
hancod from tho apoatator fouling imaoll removod 
and difted up fom the world ;--of it, yel scarcely in 
it, Tn theso apola, although apparontly built to 
accommodate many plows, [ rayly oncountored any 
one, At most aainglo honze would occasionally bo 
Hoon gliding along ono of thu presipitour paths, or 
absorbed in his devotions at somo anall ahrino, 

Tho soloction of such siles exhibita an mwathotic 
gonsoriousness in tho Chincae charactor, wo would 
havdly give so sensual and majerinl an animal evodit 
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for, It proves, however, how near the springs of 

poetic feeling for nature are to those of rehgion, fors 
it is invariably the monastery or shrme—the chapel or 

temple—that is seen in such spots. 

The mandarin and the citizen build their houses 
on the lowest levels, and wall them up, so that 
nothing can be seen but a gilded roof of nice painted 
gable, 

Within the small circuit of the walls is hounded 
all the owner’s agpirations. For him there is nothing 
above it or outside it, Wrapped up in his own petty, 
selfish, worldly pmsuits and pleasures, he dwarfs 
everything to the miserable stature of his own paltry 
mind, He deforms his wives and daughters, brings 
his sons up in his own wretched hkeness, teaching 
that all aspiration for improvement is a crime, that 
religion is folly, and self the only God. The very 
tices aro dwarfed into wretched parodies on their 
grand and giant prototypes; and the mind, in like 
manner, is oramped into conventional formality that 
uttorly prevents its expanding into genius, or even 
into usefulness, except to furnish the small amount 
of cunning and of “quibbling ingenuity that enables 
the possessor to crawl his way through the world 
with his fellow vermin. 

On the farmer the influence of the country and a 
patriarchal mode of hfe has given a simplicity and 
cortain amount of manly dignity of character rarely 
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found in tho towns or among tho niendaring and 
Aorati, who all, or noarly all, are tawnamen, 

Tho wifo and daughter of tho Chineso farmor 
walk about tho world with auch fovt as it has plonsod 
God to givo hom, and very protty foot and ankles 
they gonorally ave, Tn faot, whatevor want of loauty 
of feature thoro may be among tho Chinese women, 
No ono can deny thom the morit of remarkably 
honutiful foot, ankles, handy and anns, Of the vost 
of the figuro ono can judgo brut indifforontly from 
thor poouliar thoagh nob ungravofil costumes, Th 
tho country villago# the young girls and matrong may 
bo soon ab thor doors, or groupotl togothor boneath 
tho tvoos, or in tho yard attached to tho honed, 
ongagod in household or farm oceupation, laughing 
tho while in morry chorus to their work. I havo 
often, from tho back of my horse, looked over tho 
low walls at stich & group, bub tho result was revely 
complimontary ; for on komo coy damuvl suddenly 
catohing sight of my Saxon face, she would aeromam 
an alam to Ute rest, who rolronted to tho louse with 
Wgonoral xeredeh, On voaching Uno threshold, hew- 
over, they would gonorfly stox? to giggle at the 
object of their fous, on Jinding him nob puruing with 
sevage intent, or semotinos the roxpoelable boarded 
patriarch would take them by tho shoulders; and in 
spite of thoir affected resistance, pual them all out 
again, inl tho yard, culling jokingly to mo at the 
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same time, in some incomprehensible gibbaish 
pobably, “to eat them up.” I flatter myself, howee 
ever, that I was not sufficiently frightful to alarm 
them very much, with a stout wall between, and the 
whole village within call; far different, however, was 
the case when “ the foreign devil” happened to come 
Upon one solitary matron} pursuing her way from one 
village or farm to the other. Her fears were really 
torrible, and she fled as fast’ as her legs could carry 
her ; if, however, the unprotected female happened 
to be of the small-footed kind, she staggered off with 
the aid of her bamboo, till an unlucky trip would 
usually leave her sprawling on the path, or not 
impossibly into the aud and water of a paddy- 
field. To rush to her assistance was the natural 
impulse, but the approach of the monster was a 
signal for the most tremendous shrieking, and one 
could only persevere at the risk of throwing the 
distressed matron into hysterics. It was a disagree- 
able dilemma, but it invariably ended in my walking 
on and leaving the lady to scramble out of the mud 
in hor own way, {fT had 2 Chinese attendant with 
ine, 1 usually sent bin on %o conduct any fair one I 
might meet into a secme byepath, or to assure her of 
the harmlessness of my general character and habits. 
To return, however, to my rocks and tombs: one 
suburb of Amoy appears to be crowded with hun- 
dreds of thousands of graves. The rocky barrenesoil 
: 18 
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rondering it wnnocessery for tho honos of tho Lonanta 
“to bo taken out and potlod, as is usually the casa 
whoro the land is of value, , 

Among tho myriads of tomba woro two of ,throo 
Uhat wero very curious, aul apparently of vory gtont 
antiquity, Ono of them was surrounded with 
colossal figures on foot and on horsoback, ropro- 
sonting o mandarin of rank with his cortdgo of 
attendants, 

Some of tho tombs had yielded up thoir doad 
tonanty in favour of tho moudieunts, whoro thoy live 
at free quartors. Thoro ia a curious practicu oxisting 
anong thom of selecting a king or omporor, who, like 
our quondam king of tho Cypsios and duke of 
Alsntia, lord il in great alate over Uho lamo, tho halt, 
and tho blind, or those who, for thoir own purposes, 
affect any of theso ailments, 

‘Tho Ghinoso “ guetx," however, have roduood their 
mondicuné govornmont to a voyular ayatom, which is 
a grent advance on any that existed in Kuropo. With 
thom tho king is his own lord trenauror, aud yecoives 
the wholo of the colloctions of his auljeotd and olionts ; 
in rota for which he maintain’ ordor, govorns liko a 
Lountoous prince, and aeenres to overy ono a daily 
oes Of vico in sickness or in health, whether he comes 
with full pockets or empty-handed. Such, I have 
beon informed, is (he system pursued 5 but I own that 
T eecopt ib with somo doubl, as I think the Chinamen

are generally by far too great rogues to share equitably 
in any common distribution of goods. 

A short distance beyond the City of Tombs is the 
throe-mile battery, a magnificent work in stone, which 
was run pp with extraordinary rapidity during the 
wan, It wanted, however, the stout hearts behind 
the strong granite, for shen Captain Hall, of the 
“ Nemesis,” stormed it in his barge, racing in before 
the boats of the squadron, the gunners fled without 
shiking a blow. 

The men of Fokien are, nevertheless, considered to 
he tho boldest and most energetic in China ; and 
when our successes at Canton were talked of, the 
Chinamen only shrugged their shoulders, and said, 
“ Wait till you go to Fokien; you will pay for it 
there.” Paiovious to the appearance of the English 
floet at Amoy there was great preparation and fortifi- 
cation, drilling and fixing of guns, Men wee called 
out in tho different villages, and the most absurd 
proclamations were published, One stated that the 
English had no kneo-joints, and that the soldiers, 
consequently, wore to confine their attention to trip- 
ping as many of jhom up as possible, as they could 
aftorwards cut their throats at their leisme. 

In o village just opposite Amoy a party of the 
villagers, forming a sort of militia, had a small cannon, 
of which thoy made great parade, and with which 
thoy wero to annihilate the “outer barbarians” 
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The day after tho taking of Amoy tho captain of 
the band waa met by a Frouch missionary, who had 
hoon a spoutator of their hoastings, who inquired 
coneorning their gam. = Tho Chinaman shuak hig 
hoad, and stated his boliof Ue Panquis really were 
dovila, and aa for the gin, thet had boon carofully 
buried for fear tho burbuiinna should got hold of it, 

From this placo T sometimes uxtonded my walk to 
a lmgo Bhuddiat tomplo and monastery. I thore 
apont an hour oy favo in oxmnining the various idols, 
or in walking up and down the evol cloistess, This 
tomple, like moxt othors that J had aoen, appomed to 
be much neglected. On the oveasions when L visited 
ib there wore vory fow priesla residing in il, though, 
from tho numerous colls, it, was ovidently intended 
thero should bo a considerable umber of acolytes, 

Somo of tho ordora avo mondigant, aul ab prrticular 
seasons thoy travel Unrough the country, muking col- 
loctions for thoir establishment, Somo, alxv, obtain 
loavo to wiay with thoir fiuiliox durtug a portion of 
tho year to nysiab in the aygiouliural operations. 
Thore me also many students whe tuwel in goareh of 
eolobrated atapta, from when to ngquire an additional 
stool: of tadilional or magienl lore, Many aro asco« 
ties, wha, dining a portion of the yon load a solitary 
life in small chapola or eaves in tho hills, whore they 
are auppoxod lo devote themselves fo prayor anid faat- 
ing, onul ponitential dixsipline, or to souk, by habitual 
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reverie and contemplation, a power of withdrawing 
the mind and the senses from all sublunary atbraction, 
fitting it for absorption into the divine essence of 
Bhudde, ‘They are all celibatarians, and they are 
bound to observe poverty, to mortify the flesh, and 
by constant practice to be able to exercise sufficient 
power over the spirit to hold it in perfect abstraction 
or suspension, as it were, within the body, Chinese 
satiists, however, do not spare these recluses any 
move than their European “collabo.ateurs” did * the 
monks of old;” and m tale, song, and picture, male 
and female bonzes me exhibited who aie secretly 
indemnifying themselves for the austerity affected in 
pubhe. 

The gardens, as in most large Bhuddist institutions, 
aio laid out with considerable care, and often with a 
degree of good taste that would delight even our own 
landscape gardeners Rocks, trees, shrubs, and falls 
of water, streams, bridges, and terraces, are arranged 
in the most picturesque manner, with hanging gardens 
and pleasant shady grottoes, that invite the most 

“© inveterate worldling to reflection, and which must 
possess great attrgctions ¢o the reverend fathers to 
withdraw their minds from the bustle of the outside 
world, In these gaadens parterres full of flowers and 
bulbs ware hedged in by rose-trees of infinite variety ; 
numbers of beautiful flowering shrubs and evergreens 
were grouped in verdant masses, among which were 
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many varietioa of tho cool-looking, wax-like cametlia, 
which in our own gardons and hot-houses would ho 
pricclors, Ono treo, with a masg of dolicnle blossom 
rosembling pale pink coral, was tho most boautiful 
floworing shrub 1 over saw in my life, Thore wore, 
howovor, shiubs of so many kinds, most of which 
wore now 10 mo, tet ib would require Uho hortioul- 
tural knowledge of my fullow-travellor, Ma, Fortuno, 
tw namo and classify thom. 

At tho ontranco porch of tho tomplo aro four 
colossnl figures, two on cach sido, painted and gilded 
in & most gorgoous and extravagant alyle. One of 
thom, with a most amiable oxproxsion, is playing a 
guitar, This is tho Apollo of Bhucdiat mythology 
(Ido-ang-ho), Ifis place in hoavon, liko St. Potor, is 
at tho galo; for which reason ho is placed in the 
same position in tho tomple, Ho is the dirvotor of 
colestial harmony, and his duty is to reward and 
oncownge goo docds on oarth, Ao is ono of tha 
nitendant deitios ; the other ono is So-Tching- Kong, 
tho avenging spivit. Ilia duty is to punish oll evil 
doors; to cavge plague, postilonco, war, and fining 
to rago ab tho command ofntho auporior deitios, THe 
is gorgeously coloured and gildod. Hig faca is black, 
and is distortod with fiorco passion, in charactor with 
tho'uplifted avm, brandishing « sword in monaco, In 
largo Lomplos theve aro usually two other fguros of 
thoso Bows at tho opposite sido of tho porch, whery 
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Ho-ang-ho is usually represented with a pagoda on 
his outstretched palm, typifying the world and ifs 
citios in tho hands of the gods. So-T'ching-Kong, 
seated next to him, has an expression of calm dignity 
and ropose, in striking contrast to the awful fury 
depicted in tho face of the opposite figure, These 
figures are from twenty to thirty feet in height, and 
at their base are pigmy models of clay of men and 
women in the ordinary costumes, and which are in- 
tended, by their comparative insignificance, to convey 
an idea of the vast grandeur and power of the prin- 
cipal figures, 

The Chinese have not yet got beyond the rudiments 
of art, and can only express strength and power by 
size and extravagance. The exquisite Grecian sense 
of art, expressed by symmetry of form and majesty 
of exprossion, would convey no idea to their perverted 
minds; and a Venus without distorted legs, or an 
Apollo less than twenty feet high, would be looked 
on with scorn, ‘They have no esthetic notions of 
art; nothing that speaks to the soul, and awakens 
omotions of religious awe, of admiration, and of love. 
In painting, sculpture, architecture, music, all is alike 
artificial and conventional, extravagant, or lidicrous ; 
and a deity with a black face, flat nose, and hugely 
disproportioned mouth, is as consonant to their ideas 
of propriety as it was to our grandfathers to admire 
without criticism a Tarquin in bag-wig and red-heeled 
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shods declaiming to » Luorolia in a hoop and toupdo, 
“0 major tandom paurens,” &e. 

Tho reigning Bhudda ocenpios the principal place 
in tho contro of the temple, and ia gilded from head 
to fool, with tho oxeeption of the lips, eyes, and 
tuban, which avo usually coloured. Tho is always 
represented in a ponsive attilade, with a very con- 
tented and well-fed look, mud ia supposed Lo lie inedi- 
tating on his noar appowh lo annihilation, tho 
snprome object of Bhuddist hontifiention, On his 
tight is placed tho coming Bhudda, and on his lett 
the ono Uiat has passod away (n Bhuddist trinity), 
At his back is tho Quoon of Ifeaven, with a ohild in 
hor arms, and the snerad lotie in the right hand, 
Tho last Aguro hag moro of natural grace mud boanty 
than any Chinexo works of at I ovor saw, and it 
strongly resomblos the somewhat ati! mid mnygular 
but novertholess pleasing figures of tho Virgin and 
Child one sees in old atained glass, in modinval ihe 
minations, and in the works of Giotio and the pra 
Raphaclito Unlian xehool ‘Chis ia not the only in- 
stanva of a rommkuble eoineidones between the 
Bhuddist and Row Catholie religion, There aro 
processions before the altar, gemluetions and prost ra 
tions, Mast ig chanted in a strange tongno (Pali) 
Midnight masses, ponilontial saerifives, xevlusion, coli- 
baoy, nonustic discipline, the bitercession of the minor 
Hoitios and af the diseiples of Bhudda, and, above all, 
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of the Queen of Heaven, are all strong points of 
yesemblance, which leads one to believe that Bhud- 
diam has engrafted some of the forms of the Roman 
Catholic religion on the old brahminical atock. 

The temple at Amoy is dedicated to the Queen of 
Tleaven, and in the centre of the inner court, raised 
on an octagonal platform approached by a flight of 
steps is a beautiful chapel dedicated to her, with a 
shrine, over which she presides, and which is protected 
from the vulgar oye by gauze curtains of an imperial 
yellow, which the priests readily withdrew for us. 

Round « large quadrangle were about twenty 
novices, each with a presiding deity, and a legend in 
Chinese characters above the altar, These, like saints, 
aro supposed to have particular classes of mon and 
particular districts under their direction, just as St. 
Crispin patronised the cobbler, or St. Antony does 
Padua, or St, George for merry England, and with 
true military subordination each class or district ad- 
drossos the higher powers through its pation, not 
vontining to make their appeals direct. 

Liko overything else, however, saints and gods 
have to bow to fasflion, and some are neglected while 
others exhibit the light of their countenances at the 
expense of half a chandler’s shop ; or, like the Bhud- 
dista, with piles of ashes of copsumed and consuming 
incense slicks, besides dccasional bowls of rice and 
savoury dishes of pork, 
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The first timo I vistlod the temple a military man- 
darin of rank on his tour of inapoction hud talon up 
his quartors in ib; soveral of Uho chapela wero piled 
up, and tho gods buriod undor hoaps of fodder for tho 
cavalry oxcort, while on the other aide the doities lad 
beon simnmarily expelled to make room Sor tho 


horsos, 
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CHAPTER XVIII, 


TUN OILY OF AMOY—THD ANCHOR—STRERTS AND POPULATION— 
PUNCH—THE DRAMA—PLAYS AND PLAY-AOTORS—MUSIO—THE 
SUBURDS—2NE OPADLI-—ONINISH BUREAUORATS~—A MANDA+

Tux city of Amoy is built on a peninsula, and fronts 
the water on two sides, overlooking the long rows of 
junks, boats, and vessels of various build, enlivenng 
it with their flags and brillient colours, and with the 
unceasing din which characterizes every Chinese city. 

Tf the Ohinamen had adopted the Groek Par- 
thenon, they would certainly have added to the vast 
catalogue, a god of uproar and confusion, and who 
would have boasted more votaries and more grateful 
attention than all the other deities put together, As 
soon fiom the sea, it is not without a certain pictu- 
rosquoness and originality of appearance. Numbers 
of tho houses are two-storied, projecting over the 
water, and with massive exterior balconies and balus- 
tradds, and large and various-shaped windows, where 
old men, womon, and children may generally be seen 
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enjoying a viow of the Inwtling keene on tho water 
whilo ongagod in smoking, ronding, oy in anxiously 
watching tho gyrations of a bird-vhpod lite flying 
from thoir own or a neighhaming baleony. 

Thoro are numerous broad and convenient, but not 
avor cloanly landing-plaees, with thei attendant 
orowids of bouts plying for hive, At ono of tho largest 
of thoxo, is a curiously piled heap of stones, culled tho 
“ Anchor of Amoy,” on the fall of which, ib is snid, 
the island will be conquered by barbarians, There ig 
a pilo of the samo kind on the opposite island of 
Koo Lung Soo with » similar legond, and they wore 
both the objects of grout attention and anxiety when 
the arrival of tho Tnglish fleab waa anticipated, ‘The 
anchors, howevor, have remained unshaken in spite 
of tho city and island having Deon taken, mueli to the 
surprise of the more cradulous of the long-tniled gos 
sips. Somo moro knowing ones, howavor, still shake 
their sagacions honda wid prodivl that a foo will come 
Who will tot le satisfied ba boat, moruly to trent with 
thom; thet thon, when they avo conquered aa woll ay 
honten, the pilex will full with i mijghity crash, 

Tho abroata aro onowiled tu oxvosa with porters, 
podlors, barbers, and itinerant niusiciam, hexidor 
nuanbers of merchants, soldiers, und idlora; mandaring 
and hudies are Lome rapidly Unengh the erowd in 
gudan-chairs on the shoulders of tivo or fom bernrers, 
ond wilh along til of attendants carrying red un- 
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brellas, and other insignia of rank, In every open 
spot into which the crowded sheets disgorge them: 
selves, there is a collection of beggars, stalls of fruit, 
fish, and cheap cakes and provision. Under the 
portico of the temple, or in a nook out of the stream 
of passengers, is the table of the public scribe, who, 
with spectacled nose, and shaded from the sun by a 
large umbrella of oiled silk or cotton, patiently smokes 
his pipe in the absence of a customer, 

A few yards of blank wall is immediately seized on 
by on artist, who depicts the detestable Fanquis in all 
the colours of the rainbow, and in the most ridiculous 
costume and attitude. Here, too, are exhibited trucu- 
lont full lengths of an infinite variety of gods, demons, 
and dragons at the lowest possible prices. The land- 
scapes are not the least remarkable productions, 
in which may be seen ships sailing up the sides of 
mountains and water, buffaloes feeding in lakes 
impaled on the pinnacles of temples, 

Besides these more innocent perversions of nature, 
there aro subjects which must tend to the perversion 
of morals, and which publicly exhibited does not do 
much credit to their most paternal of governments. 
Whorovor the artist and scribe can find a place, there 
too is usually to be found the quack doctor, who has 
a variety of nostrums spread out before him, together 
with anatomical drawings of the human figure, which 
exhibit astounding variations on the received dottrine 
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as understood in Buropo. Conjurora, juyylors, and 
fértuno-tollors have cach thoir clionta, and Punch 
himself, too-tootlos away in a manor that oxciles all 
one’s youthful onthusiaam, Tloro was a subject for 
rorcaroh ; to find Punch domosticatod among these 
antediluvians is a subject lo Uheorise upon to any 
oxtont, tho moro so as all traces of his tavels from 
the Mast to tho Weal, ar from the West to tho Rast, 
aro lost, After loaving the more civilised portion of 
Luvopa there is no sign of his existence, ar of his oyor 
having oxistod, till ho suddenly pops up in this the 
most oxolusive of nations, where whey would have 
turned up their pug-noses even ab Punch if ho had 
arrived in tho country as a forvigner, or an outer 
barbarian, 

Punch, therefore, must have boon antediluvian, and 
tho tradition of his oxistonce has boon prosorved in 
the romoto civilixntion of tho Healorm and of the 
Wostorn world, Or possibly the Chinows may havo 
had «jul of their own ab the tine of tho ood, in 
which Pinch was presorved, Tam rather inglined to 
the latter thoory na I find dt too hard lo holivve Uint 
they are dorcondants of Nouh, 

‘Dramatle reproaontations of inovo protonaion, but 
of scareoly moro moril than Punch, or of bettor 
morals, ofton attract a crowd, Lo admire the mouthing 
and antics of tho boy actor who, in lwdry finery, rapts 
about’ the stage, or indulye the nol overserupulous 
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public with o farce that would shock even the audience 
of the “ Théatre Montansier.” : 

The drama in China is at a very low ebb. It is 
still in the strolling state: such as might have been 
when Thespis and his company declaimed from a 
waggon, or rather, such as it was in the middle ages, 
when mysteries were performed in the open streets 
and squares for popular edification. 

A wealthy citizen, ox, sometimes, the parish or 
municipality, hire a company of strollers, who erect 
their stage across a thoroughfare, with little respect 
for the public right of way, The entertainer and his 
friends occupy seats in front of the stage, and the 
tagaag and bobtail stand in the rear. 

The actors are mere boys, who are dressed in robes 
of silk and satin, rich with embroidery, but much 
tarnished and rumpled. 

Tho subject of the play is usually taken from the 
life of some hero of mythology or history of China, 
and the plot is constructed with an attention to the 
unitios of the drama that would oS charmed a 
critic of the I'v wench school, wy 

‘The narrative begins with the earliest events of the 
horo’s existence, carrying them on in uninterrupted 
dulness to his apotheosis, The play usually takes 
gome hours, and some of them, I have been informed, 
sqme days. The spouting and posturing are varied 
hy recitative singing in a shrill contralto key; and 
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overy scone begins and onda with langing of gonga 
and squealing of pipes, vccaxionally varied hy tho 
explosion of erackera, when the jutereat beeonos 
thrilling, and some great event ia enveloped in the 
noiso and smoke, boing left, in other rexperts, to the 
imagination of the andionce, 

There avo Konw dramas which treat of the loves of 
tho heroes, in whieh litte is lof, to tho imagination, 
although the diuogno is eavied on in a lofly rant 
which nevor descends to comedy, much loss to farea, 
With such taste, it ia nob surprising Ube Unis species 
of amusement ia nol in mine repute, and that ite 
profusxors should bo classed with tho mowutehanks 
and vagabonds, to whose rauka they properly belong. 

There aro no moral lesson to be Iearnt from the 
Chinose drwna: it inculcatos no good prineiplos, nor 
doos it hold tho mixer wp to’ nature, Buttoonery, 
coarao ribaldry, und exaggeration pasion; are its chiof 
churnoleristies 5 ‘ono entmob wouter, al the Jow oxtaem 
in which it is hipld, 

Music ja not more advancad, All the singing is in 
an munalural faluatlo key, pitehod ag high aa pos 
wiblo, go thab wAything moro hideona and Indierons 
than tho sounds produced can seareely bo imaginod. 
A tom cat calotwauling on the pantilos ja the noavest 
approach I know to the voeal music of this refed 
nation. ‘Thoy frequontly accompany tho voiee with a 
kind of violin, the scraping of Which ia sufficiont to 
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put one’s teoth on edge, A lute with wire strings 
and vary wiry tone is sometimes used for the samé 
purpose. ‘The instrument, however, that is to be 
hoard on all occasions, is a sort of pipe, very much 
resembling the bagpipe in tone, 

The songs I have heard were all of very similar 
character, and wore sung in short cadences, alter- 
nating with the symphony, reminding me very much 
of the Spanish seguidilla, as it is heard screeched by 
the muleteers in the mountain paths of Andalucia: 
only that while the muleteer screeches, the Chinaman 
howls in o way that would excite the sympathy of o 
whole kennel of Jhounds, compelling them to join in 
an obligato chorus, 

Chineso pootry is on a par with the music, It either 
dolights in nomby-pamby sentimentality, or puerile 
conooits, Gracefil metaphdr, subtle allegory, warmth 
of gontimont, & picturesqug fagling for the beauties of 
naturo, aro all utterly unkndwa ; while plays-upon- 
words, and a studied arrangement of phrases, delight 
the most fastidious critics, and satisfy their tastes. 

Tt is in the suburbs of Aittoy that the most con- 
siderablo portion of tho population, and the whole of 
the trade, is to be found. The city,‘ag.is the case, I 
Loliove, throughout China, is merely a citadel, con- 
taining, the arsenal, barracks, government offices, and 
the rosidonces of the principal mandarins + As this is 
also the case at Canton, there can De little objéct in 
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compelling tho mandarin to pormnib s frou ontrancy 
‘into it, excopt ag a point of honour, and na a corrective 
to thoir impertinont protunsions. 

Tho cily, or citadel, ia surrounded hy lofty om. 
battled walls, with brond ramparla, approached by 
largo gales with burbicons, Tho wtrovtsy aro broad 
and toloably paved, and thero is an air of quict 

arepose in strong contyaal lo tho bnatlo of tho Unronge 
“ine the narrow orowdud strocts af tho suburbs, 

In tho citutel, Coolies slink about as if thoy wore 
on dangerous ground, Grouay-looking, ragged, long. 
booted soldiors, Joungo about tho gatos or guard. 
houses, or cary expressos at tho poril of thotr lives, 
at a speed of three miles an hony, and mounted on 
hugo saddles, which scom to extinguish tho diminutive 
ponios they rido. Tn fact, a more melancholy and 
hopoloss stalo of inoficioncy than ix oxhibiled by a 
Chinoso dragoon, it ix diffowlt to imagine, unless it be 
a mandarin, somo of whom 1 have soon with one 
alvondant to loud tho howe at a klow walk, and with 
two others holding on hy the ridor‘4 loga to provont 
him from falling off on cither side,  Long-robed 
clerks, with luge apeulales on tho tips of thoir 
Dridgelost noxex, move along with an air of solemn 
dignity aud importance, shading thoir woll-croppod 
honds wilh a brond fim. ‘Thoro fs no class which 
oxhibits a more quaker-dike Dub fastidious dandyisin 
of costume ant manner then bis. Thoir tones are 
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the most oily and mollifiuous, their exmessions a 
string of compliments, and they display a diplomatic 
abnegation of self that is quite dehghtful to contem- 
plato. Storm conservatives, they hate all change ot 
innovation ; and they would behead mandarins, dego- 
late provinces, and maintain perpetual war agaifst 
the barbarians, rathor then concede one iota either of 
their soil or their dignity. It is from this class that? 
emanates the menacing placards which may be fre- 
quently scen in the consular cities, denouncing the 
foreign devils with a furious bigotry of hate, and a 
strongth of expression, one would hardly expect from 
so smug, punotilious, and well-mannered a class 
Our interpreters had a sad job with them during the 
war, and their strategy of the pen, quibble of expres- 
sion, and sly pluases of disparagement gave great 
embarrassmont to our diplomatists, They would 
contrive to riake use of some offensive epithet, obso- 
lato, perhaps, or obscure, but affording them intense 
satisfaction, They would put the Queen’s name 
under tho Emperor's, or give the Emperor a column 
to himself, whilo tho Queen’s was huddled into a 
column whore she was hedged about, ‘above and 
below, with insignificant words, in a very undignified 
manner, In such solemn faifles of ingenuity their 
triumph consisted, and the whole country was satisfied 
to applaud their childish paper victories, 

The most peculiar aud interesting sight is the court 
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ofa magisterial mandatin, whore miserable wrotehes 
“on hands and Ines bump thoir forshonds on tho earth 
in an cestucy of Inuniliation, and where tho whole 
business of tho law ts carried oub from acensution to 
oxoculion. 

Tho common punishments aro beating with the 
bamboo wud coufnemont in the kong, Thi the formor 
punishment tho culprit is slvetolied oat on his treo with 
his arms and legs extondad, and a long, light polo of 
bambov is applied Lo his posterionm with a vigour that 
ronders silting down # rathor painful mado of roluxa- 
tion for somo timo aftorwarda, 

Tho “kang” is a ort of moveablo alucka or pillory, 
into which tho offonder's head nnd sonetinies his hands 
also ave insorted and confined, ‘This is inconvoniont 
and uncomfortablo, particularly if tho kang be large 
and heavy, as tho pationt cunnob dofond lis faeo from 
dust or inseols, or even food Trimacdf, or ait, or Ilo 
down, excopt ab greal porxonal discomfort. Chis, 
howovor, is nothing compared to eing confined fia 
Keng ealenletod to allend necommiodution ta tao or 
Uhreo othor culprits, particularly if nob of correspond. 
ing hoighb and gait, Beheuling, strangling, and 
mutilaing, aro among the punishments diflielad for 
high evines and mixdenennors, bub tho moxt poeniar 
ofall is the punishinont somotimes awardud bo man 
derins of rank, who reevive an order tu commit 
auicido, 
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The latter also are punished by degradation and 
banishment to the cold regions of Tartary, Somes 
times a whole family is punished or extirpated for the 
crime of one of its members, and, in extreme in- 
stances of guilt, the village, town, or district, have 
a fine or other punishment levied on it for the crime 
of having produced and nurtured so great a criminal. 
The punishments inflicted by the mandarins are 
gonorally of a light description, and their jurisdiction 
is in practice almost confihed to the towns. The 
country villages are ruled, almost without interference, 
by the elders, who are quite competent to control and 
direct so simple and hard-working a race, 

China, notwithstanding that it is the centre of the 
universe, the flowery nation, and ruled like a family 
with pavental benignity, is, nevertheless, not entirely 
happy. It is rare that floods, epidemics, or famine, 
are not one or all at work in some portion of their 
extensive empire, causing an immense amepunt of 
suffering and mortality, but of which little is generally 
known in ® country cut up into a vast number of 
small isolated communities—miorocosms that have 
littlo intorcomse or*intercommunication, and which 
aro callous and indifferent to everything which takes 
placo outside the circle of their own narrow Sym- 
pathies, 

Pirates greatly infest the coasts and rivers, numbers 
of robbers and plunderers obstruct the roads, and 
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swindlors of unparallolod ingonuily and offrontory 
find abundant occupation in tha towns — Private 
war is froquently waged betweon neighbouring vil- 
lagos and diatricts, whieh Ingb wnintorraptodly for 
years in a quiol sort of a Chinoso way, in whieh thoy 
frighton and obxtynet oftonor than they hut ono 
anothor, On ono occasion [ had the community of a 
villago near Amoy fiued oighty dollars for firing into 
a boat and wounding a rotainor of mina, who was 
supposed to belong to Ulio onomy. There avo also 
scorot sociolics of various kinds for political and 
fraudulent purposes. ‘Tho principal of these, the 
Triad Socioty, porvades tha wholo Chinoxo empire, 
and extends oven to the Indian Archipolago, and to 
our own settlomonts in tho Strnils, Tn the Straits it 
binds the oxtonsive ontorprising Chineso population 
into one organised socioty, rondy ab all timos to aid 
and abot their mombors whethor their purauila be 
honeat or criminal, Such a combination is ovon now 
a great inconvenionco and an obalucle to good govern- 
mont, and it will, wiless promptly choolral, load, at 
somo fulure Lime, bo oxtonsive aud troublosonia con. 
apiracios, 3 

Tho origin of tho aocioty was political,—it. way a 
kind? of Chinoso carbonarism to oxpel the Tartar 
intrudors from tho country, and to oxtablish a native 
dynasty. But, in China, agin Wuropo, plotting and 
sooropy soon lod ils mombers into the sovioty af dis- 
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roputablo companions, to whom specious, sneaking 
conspiracy is a congenial trade, and into whose hands 
the direction of the society soon falls, and what origi- 
nally had a somblanco of good in it is quickly per- 
verted to tho basest uses 

Conspiracy nover yot mended the abuses of a state, 
or avorted tyranny; but it has ever served to strengthen 
tho hands of despots, and to furnish an excuse for the 
most arbitrary outrages on public and personal liberty. 
Tt is not by dark and midnight deeds that a people 
can be moved, Nothing less than a deep sense of 
injury and the general indignation of the oppressed 
will produce an up-heaving of the mighty mass, whose 
inort weight, whon set in motion, is enough to crush 
all ordinary opposition. Even in ¢ase of failure such 
a mighty offort producos an impression of respect and 
terror that must certainly lead. to the amelioration of 
thoir condition and ultimately to thoir independence, 
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PRBMVAL OF 11 NEW YRAR—DESTIVAT. OF ANOESTORA—RITE 
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Tue Chinose have a varioty of festivals which aro 
obsorved throughout tho empire, with goneral mirth 
and hilarity, ‘Those aro soasons of Saturnalian licence, 
whon tho grave citizon compensates himaolf for tho 
dull, uniform sobriety of his life during the rest of the 
year. The Festival of the Now Your iy tho one 
most gonorally obsorved ; whon tho whole population 
appoar to give way to a fronzy of mirthfulnoas, and 
which oxhibits itsolf in all kinds of oxeruciatingly 
noisy ways—gongs, drums, crackora and fireworks are 
in universal requisition, , Procogsions parade wbout 
tho roads with moustrous dragons, ond accompaniod 
with banners and music and an uproarious train of 
followers, Somo of thoso dragons aro a hundred foot 
in Jongth, and ave moved by tho agency of porturs— 
who trotting along, partially hiddon wndor tho hody, 
make it rosomblo a hugo contipodo, Thoatres and 
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slages axe crocted across the streots, or by the gates 
of the city, whero grand heroic dramas and mytho- 
logical myatorios aro porformod. At night the rovelry 
is kept up with foasting and music; ovory houso is 
illuminated, and almost overy passongor in the streets 
las a Jantorn of brilliant colours, or of grotesque 
shapo. 

At tho Festival of Ancestors, the family tombs are 
visited and renovated, and huge piles of paper-money 
aro burnt. Piles of provisions are supplied, that the 
uneasy ghosts may snuff tho odour, while the substance 
is devoured with a pic-nic appetito by the survivors. 
With a viow to this annual ceremonial many of the 
tombs avo provided with seats, while some which I 
havo soon havo tables also, which, no doubt, tend 
greatly to tho satisfaction of their spiritual proprictors 
whon recoiving the formal visits of their relations still 
in tho flosh, In tho summer season, respectable 
boardod old gontlemon may bo seon sodatoly occupiod 
in flying small paper kites, which thoy watch for hours 
with intonso interes ‘Tho kitos are very suporior to 
thoir European namesakess Thoy are shapod like 
dyagons, birds, and fishes, which fly and sport and 
divo through tho air in a vory ontortaining and in-‘ 
alractive mannor, 

Theso avo the only public diversions and amuse- 
monts I noticed among the Chinese, 1 do not class 
fishing and shooting among their amusoments,*aa I

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feol confident that thoir onorgios in thoso «ircetions, 
{wore exorted with the solosviow to tho pot, Tn frat 
a moro molancholy sight then one of thoso bobbing 
in aditch for lizards, frogs, and bull-honds, can scaveely 
be imagined —unloss it bo to 00 ono of thom shivering 
in tho cold behind » rook waiting for a pot-shot at a 
ourlew or a cormorant, with tho odds againat him, 
from hisbad matchlock, and worso ammunilion, that 
ho will miss. 

The Chinaman is a luxurious, sonsual, selfish cog, 
who finds little gratification in aocioly. ‘Ho lovos to 
spend his timo in the women’s apartmonta and gardons, 
where ho has stored up all that intoroxt or affect him, 
and all of which ho keops most roligionsly to himaolf, 

“Besides tho moro innocent divorsions, thero are 
gambling-houses, grog-shops, and opium-shops in 
abundance in every cily. In the former, dice and 
cards aro used, but tho favourite oxcitemont ix quail. 
fighting, and large sumg avo frequontly won or luat on 
theso pugnacious little birds, ‘nego amuaomonta aro 
forbiddon by law, bub from tho opon way in which 
the gaming-housos aro conducigd, I have no doubt 
that there is s good undorstanding with tho anthori« 
tios, Tho samo may bo eaid with rogard to tho opium. 
shops, which are publicly indicated, rathor than con« 
cealed, by a gcreen placed across the dour, 

Tn tho shops froquonted by tho lower ordors thoro 
are &careoly any convenionces beyond a small table 
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and a stool for tho smoker, who rarely indulges in 
moro than one pipo, costing considerably loss than 
farthing, ‘To this class, opium is the cheapest, and 
probably the least injurious stimulant thoy could in- 
dulgo in. 

Among tho lower ordera it is rare to see an indivi- 
dual sufforing from tho abuse of opium ; its victims 
aro almost oxclusively among the wealthier classes, 
who can afford sufficient money and time for exces- 
sive indulgonco, and who, failing opium, would pro- 
bably adopt some other mode of dissipation equally 
folal in its offocts, and probably far more discreditable 
in its operation. ‘Lhe man who intoxicates himself 
with ovdont spirits, and tho one who stupifies his 
facultios with opium, aro both of them disreputable 
membors of socioty, but the former is far more offon- 
sive aud moro dangerous to the community than the 
latter; while, therefore; wo deprecato the use of 
opium, it is hardly fair to ascribe to its influence the 
vioos and aufforings of a considorable portion of thoso, 
who, prono to dissoluto habits, find in opium a less 
mischiovows solaco than cguld bo afforded by any 
other modo of intoxication, which, from thoix tem- 
porament and habits, they would fly to if this were 
romovotl, ; 

Tn tho opium-houses for tho richer classes there are 
couches and bods, with mattrasses and pillows, and 
cach customer is served with o small table, a spirit- 
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lamp, and a small saucor containing the demanded 
supply of tho drug, With a Icind of bodkin, tho 
smoker, who roclinos at full longth, fills his pipe, 
which ho applios to tho spirit-lamp, drawing pationtly 
_ Uill the opium dyics and ignitos, when ho is rewarded 
by tho inspivation of a cloud of light amuko, which ho 
slowly respires. At short intorvals a second and 
third pipe aro indulged in, producing a stato of haxy 
reverie—a lazy, muddled, Jothargic dulnoss, or in 
tho last stage a sort of incbriato stupor, in which 
consists the supreme bliss; a sorl of Coretnate of the 
annihilation the Bhuddists aapiro to in a futuro state. 

Tobacco, whon usod to oxcoss, is almost aa injurious 
to tho constitution, and ila effects aro somowhat 
analogous to those of opium, as a scdative lo tho 
excitability of many tomporanonts, 

Used to © modorato extont it ig not injurious, and 
to some constitutions it is bonofidial: oven to thoso 
who indulgo in it considerably it acta but aa a vory 
slow poison, although ils offsets aro oyident in tho 
rapid omaciation of the frame, T haye sow some 
individuals ro attonuated that thoy might hove sorved 
for studies to tho anatomist, and £ doubt whothor tho 
celebrated “ Living Skoloton” could hive heon moro 
thoroughly dostiluto of flosh, ‘Cheso mon, nevertholags, 
votain their facultios, and aro apparonily as expable 
of attending to thoir trade ag if in gonnd health 
whilo thoso who intoxicate thomaclves with ardent 
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spirits, like the victims of our own gin-palacos, are as 
uttor wrecks in body, and are far more injuriously 
alfocted in mind and. ostate. 

Hou-Nal-So, a stern hater of opium and foroignors, 
in his “Countorblast,” states, that “when any one is 
long habituated to inhaling opium, it becomes neces- 
sary to resort to it at rogular intervals, and the habit 
of using it boing invotorate, is destructive of time, 
ruinous to property, and yet dear to one even as life, 
Of those who uso it to grent excess the breath becomes 
foeble, tho body wasted, the face sallow, the teeth 
black, the individuals thomselves clearly seo the per- 
nicious effects, yol cannot refrain from it.” 

Tb will bo found on oxamination that the smokers 
of opium are idle lazy vagrants, having no uspful 
purpose before them, and are unworthy of regard or 
even of contempt, and though there aro instances of 
smokers who havo ovorstepped the threshold of age, 
yob they do not attain the long life of othor mon.” 

Hou-Nat-Se, liko most violent partisans, overstates 
his case in tho fish paragraph, the valuo of whith he 
destroys in tho socond ; for if tho smokers of opium 
aro idlo lazy vagy ata, ib can matter vory little that it 
should bo “destructive of timo or ruinous to pro- 
porty,” property and timo boing the two things of 
loast valuo to that class of the community, Tho 
vico, however, was mosl incurablo among the richer 
classes, who smoke in tho recesses of their own esta- 
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blishments; and it is said tho firal opposition to 
ths usa of the drug in vecent years aroxo from tho 
prevalent abuse of it in tho Lmporial Palace. 

Heu-Nat-So cannot comprohond tho pervoraonoss of 
the Celestial naturo, which, in apite of repeatod do- 
nunciation and inoroasod ponaltics, olings with greater 
fondnoss to tho chorishod vico. ITo saya, “In the 
first year of Koa-King (1799) thoso found guilly of 
smoking opium were punishod with tho pillory (kang) 
aud the bamboo. Now thoy havo becomo liablo to 
the sevorest ponaltios, banishment in various dogroos 
and death; yot the smokers of tho drug havo in- 
oreased in numbor, and tho practico has sproad 
throughout almost tho whole ompire.” 

Heu-Nat-So somewhat rosombles our own moral 
reformers, who, while denouncing tho praotico of 1 
prevailing vice, offors no suggostion bul punishment 
for its supprossion, Mon driven to tho uso of intoxi- 
cating spirits and drugs ought moro frequently to bo 
the objects of tho pity of tho moral yoformor than of 
his scorn ; in that, only, moro liberal than Tou-Nat-Be, 
who will not even bostow his contompt so unworthily. 
Such mon avo usually diseased in tompornmont, de- 
based by want of oducation, sufforors from cold, want, 
wrotchedness ; or, oftonor still, by tho absonco of ay 
intollectual or moral stimulant to aatiafy tho rostloss 
oraving of the mind, 

The “fat mandarin and the well-fed philanthropist 
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aro equally bad judges of the wants of tho hard- 
labouring conl-porter and tho Coolio, With a coni- 
fortablo home, and abundanco of stimulating food, 
they avo still less ablo to appreciato the wants of the 
weary wretch exposod to the pitiless storm ; and pursy 
ond woll contonted with thomselves, they can afford 
to dospiso thoso, who, exhausted in their struggles 
with tho world, seok in stimulants a temporary rolief, 
though to be repaid with subsequont usury of in- 
creased deprossion, 

Mou-Nat-8o pretends, howovey, to no particular 
philanthropy ; ho opines that the losses by premature 
death will bo roplacod by now births, which daily 
augmont tho population ; but he says, “that always, 
in timos past, o taol of puro silver exchanged for 
about 1,000 coinod, but of late years it has been 
worth 1,200 or 1,800 cash !” 

“Hino illo lachryma |” hore is the cause of the 
mandarin’s indignation, ‘The opium runs away with 
tho syceo } il is omptying the imporial coffers, and the 
coloatial ago of silver throntons to bo transmuted to 
ono of dobasad coppor, and he would, therefore, have 
tho Emporor's lieges pilloriod, scourged, banished, 
and beheadad, as a simplo financial measure. 

Tt vomaing for those who ory out so vehemently 
against tho sins of tho opium trade to pull down its 
palatial omporia at Fong Kong, to declare tho clipper 
fleot piratoa, and to suppress tho cultivation ‘of the 
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drug at Patna and Malwa Tho Chinoso would thon 
bd thrown on tho small supply grown in thelr own 
province of Kang-nan, and tho price of this and 
other home-producod atimulanis would be onhauced ; 
still I am afraid that Tou-Nat-So’a financial views 
would not be roalisod, and that ho would find silver 
continuo to bear 2 much highor promium than in the 
days when tho foroign import lado of Chinn was 
comparatively trifling, His noxt flnanetal revelation 
would probably bo that Manchester goods are as por- 
nicious to the healthy stato of tho revonuo and to the 
moral welfaro of tho empiro as was tho Inst bug- bom, 
opium, Would our worthy philanthropists support 
the now financial viows of tho Chinoso staluyman, or 
would thoy donounce him as an ignoiant aud ba 
nighted Protectionist ?

TLONG KONG AND CANTON. 


HEVAGUATION OF KOO LUNG SOO—OHINESH SOLDINRY—SUIFER- 
INGS OF QHD GARRISON—A DINDOO BUIOIDE—IIONG KONG

‘Ture “ Sapphiro” troop-ship, to remove the garrison 
from Koo Lung Soo, arrived at last, and we were 
plunged into all the hustle of preparation for imme- 
diatoly ovacuating the island, 

Thoro scomod to be quite a regenoration im our gar- 
rison. Inatead of tho languid, listless beings wo had 
hoon for months, nothing now was to be soen but joy- 
ous facos, bustle, and oxcitement, Guns, ammunition, 
and atoros, wero eiNbarkod, or survoyed to be sold or 
dostroyod. ‘Tho hospital, for the first time, a happy 
omon, was cleared of its sick, and its crowded wards 
deserted, or woro loft to the ghouls and domons of dis- 
ense, who wero supposed by the Chinamon to in- 
fost it. 
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Our proparations woro soon completod, und all the 
mon embarked oxcopt somo Madvas artillery, a guard 
of honour, and the officors who romained to attend at 
the formal cession of the island. 

On tho day appointod thoro was a groat rejoicing 
and uproar on the Amoy aitlo, crackors oxploding, 
gongs clanging, and colours flying on board tho junks, 
and at all the joss-housos and public buildings, till at 
length tho mandaring ombarkod with a gront tail of 
soldiers, and tag-rag and bobtail of all degrees, 

The soldiors, the dlito of Amoy, wero tho oddest 
looking follows imaginablo, armod with matchlocks, 
spears, bows, and doublo swords, and with hugo 
baskot-work shields, painted with grolerquo and ox- 
trayagant facos, to stiko torror into the onemy by the 
truculenco of thoir aspoct, ‘They woar a sort of 
uniform consisting of a conical-shapod hat of baskot- 
work, fastening undor the chin with a string; ® loone 
kind of gabordine, waddod with cotton, with a badgo 
on the broast and back. ‘The former relating to the 
seryico, tho latter to tho porsonal qualities of tho 
individual; which may in somo monsure, account for 
tho universal anxioty they oxhibit to tun thoir backs 
on the onemy. Loogo cotton drawors and leggings, 
and shoos with felt goles, from ono to tivo inches 
thiok, complotod the costume, Tho ammunition of 
the matchlock men was contained in two bnga, wore 
round 4ho waist, one bag filled with voxy conrzo, weak 
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powder, the other with small hammorod iron bullets, 
not much largor than swan shot, ‘ 

A lunch was givon to tho mandaring, with a plen- 
tiful supply of cherry brandy and champaigne, in 
which we pledgod ono another, and exchanged com-- 
plimontary toasts andespocches, As a finale to the 
prococdings, tho English flag was saluted from a war- 
junk, with threo guns, and then hauled down; and 
the complimont was returned by our saluting the 
Chinoso flag, when it was unfurled over the island 
which we s0 gladly rosigned to them, and of which wa 
sincorcly wished thom joy. 

Noxt morning wo got under weigh, after, for the 
last time, sooing tho body of a soldier committed to 
tho gravo; on appropriato conclusion of our acquaint- 
ance with a place associated in our minds with little 
olse but sicknoss and doath, 

No ono can conceive the privations and suffering 
wo ondurod, and our satisfaction ot escaping can only 
be comparod to that of 4 condomned prisonor, who, 
whon, uttorly hopeloss and resigned, recoives his 
ropriovo, and is told that tho world is once more 
hoforo him. ‘ 7 

Wo had a long and woary passago to Ilong Kong, 
losing on tho way threo of tho miserable relies of the 
garrison, who wore completely worn out by fever and 
dobility. As wo wore slowly entoring the Lymung 
Paasago, ono poor wretch, a Hindoo, committed 
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suicide. Ho leaped ovorboard suddenly from the 
forecastlo deck, and as ho pasgad tho chine, tho 
load’s-man. skilfully throw his load-lino round him; 
disengaging himsolf from thia, ho slruele out xlrongly 
astern, swimming closo by the ship, and pushing aside 
the numerous ropes thrown #0 him. When about 
fifty yards astern, he turnod round and awam a fow 
yards back, then stoppod, and floating quietly on tho 
water looked calmly ab us, ‘Cho yossel was xeaxcoly 
moving at tho timo, and a boat was quickly lowored 
and approached him, Whon ho saw it coming, he 
put his faco under water, keeping it roxolutely down. 
His turban still romained above water but gradually 
sunk, so slowly as to bo distinctly soon ainking deapor 
and deopor, till, just as tho boat gol ovor tho spot, it 
disappeared. 

Poor wretch ! after so much misory ho should have 
tried a little longor if thore might not still be wome-~ 
thing in tho world worth living for. Porhaps tho 
excitoment and joy at the prospoot of rolwming to his 
country was too much for his brain, and, in a momout 
of insanity, ho sought in death, an anodynu for the 
restless and anxious impationeo he’ could nob control, 

* * * * 

On landing at Hong Kong, I found tho city of 
Victoria wonderfully improved, onlargod, and embol- 
lished. Palatial residoncos, pillared and arched with 
broad yerandahs and torraces, had roplacad tho neat 
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bungalows which had proviously furnished quarters to 
a considerable portion of the population. There wax 
far grontor style and more comfort in tho placo, and 
the merchants exorcised a princely hospitality in 
kooping with thoir residences, With all these im~ 
pravemonts, Wong Kong was still anything put a 
pleasant or a healthy place, nor is it likely ever to be- 
como so till tho huge mountain can be rolled away 
which overshadows it, collecting the malarious vapours, 
and excluding the cool sca-breeze, 

Roads were in process of being made at vast ox- 
ponso, along tho precipilous sides of the mountain, 
and across deep chasms and ravines, where torrents 
constantly swept away the work, and which, when 
finished, only lod to Chuck-Choo and Saxivan, two pes- 
tilent and insignificant spots, since officially known as 
Stanloy and Aberdeen, 

Among the improvements in the’place, I saw little 
oy nothing that had not boon offected by the vast out- 
lay of cnpital invested by tho Govornment and the 
morehants I looked in vain for the junks and coast- 
ing traders that wore lo Teve filled the harbour, or for 
any of thé signs of thriving commerce, An opium 
clipper or two, somo men-of-war, and an occasional 
ship that had taken a cut through the Lymung Pas- 
sago on ils way to Cap-sing-mung or Whampoa, were 
tho only vossels thal appeared to visit tho harbour, 
Trado had not yet, pt any rate, been diverted from its 
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old course, nor had tho Chinaman yot Loon porsuaded 
to go to Hong Kong for goods ho cowld get brought 
to his own door, and on which ho could protly nonsly 
placo his own price, Piracios continuod to bo of con- 
atant occurrence, and in tho vory harbour itself, with 
almost invariablo impunity. 

The Gonoral’s two sons wore captured in right of 
the men-of-war, while sailing for thoir anusemont 
about the bay, Thoy wore, of course, robbud of evory- 
thing, and tho Pylangs got safely away with thoir 
booty. Robberies in Victoria appeared scarecly to 
have received a chock, although a regular bluo polico 
has been established, under the direction of a London 
Commissioner. On tho whole, Hong Kong appoarad 
to be an uttor failure. 

All that we roquirod on this part of tho coast, 
a naval dock-yard and a depét for morchandizo, 
might havo found amplo spaco in ono of tho islauds 
in tho Bay, and which would havo boon onsily de- 
fonded by a small stermor and a company of marines, 
from any onomy likoly to atlack i Tow much 
moro satisfactory this would havo,beon than the pos. 
session of this uncomfortable mountain, far the 
defenco and improvomont of which, thoro is a fleot, 
and an army, and a Govornment oxpendituro of 
something more than half a million por annum, 

The morchants havo bitterly rogrotted the infalu- 
ation “that led them to invost monoy in such a spot, 
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and many of thom have rotumed to establish them- 
solvos in Canton, notwithstanding the vast outlay 
thoy had mado, 

‘Pha only persons likely to romain axe those who 
are engaged in tho opium trade; who find it a safo 
and conyoniont head-quarters for thoir monoy and 
cargo. ‘The buy, howover, and a steamor or battery 
to protect their depdt ships, is all that they need have 
cared 40 have. The great houses are established in 
magnificont style, and from here they despatch their 
numerous clippors to India and to all parts of the 
const of China, 

An anecdote is told of the two leading houses 
which strongly oxhibits tho character of the traffic 

The active partnor in ono of them, immediately 
aftor the seizure of the opium by the mandarins, and 
when war was imponding, sent orders to his agents in 
Bombay, to take advantago of tho fall in the market 
prico of the drug, to buy up all that could be obtained, 
At such a time when all tho speculators were para- 
lysod by tho suddon vigour oxhibited by the Chinese 
vicoroy, the groater part of tho opium in the market 
was secured ab a remarkably low rate, As ill-luck 
would have it, ono of the hoads of the house arrived 
overland al Bombay on his way to China to be at hand 
at such & momontous period, 

Whon informed of tho considerable purchases that 
had been mado for the house, he was amaze and

terrified at tho audacity of his junior partnor, and he 
divected that tho whole of tho opimn should bo re. 
sold, By this timo tho rival firm waa in tho markol, 
looking in vain for a supply, whon this chanco offored, 
which thoy cagorly seized, purchasing ab a vory 
depreciated rato, 

Tt turned out as was anticipated by tho junior 
partnoy, thet tho sovority of tho Chincso was a more 
tomporary and local cbullition, that had no inftuenco 
on tho gonoral charactor of tho trate. Tt must have 
been truly voxatious for him to seo his rivals ronping 
all tho bonofit of his foresight, whilo a princely 
fortune was transferred from his coffors to theirs, 

T found on arriving at Flong Kong that T was to 
have no rest, bub was to proceed at once to Chusan. 
Fortunately there was no prospect of a ship for that 
port for a month, so that T had an opportunity of 
running up to Canton; tho old seat of our Wade, the 
spot where, for gain, wo havo put up with more 
insolonco and opprossion than waa over offered to 
Englishmon before, and for submitting lo which, at 
Japan, we affoct to dospiso the Dutch, ‘Tho tamonowa 
with which for yoara tho English Love the flouta and 
scorn of tho Chinoso officials, and tho buffots and 
bullying of tho Chineso mob, is inconcoivable, whon, 
with a single small sieamor, ox a frigate’s brondaide, the 
whole cily might havo been reduced to aubmission. 
They.absolutely-owed their oxistonco lo tho forbear 
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anco of tho forcigners they protonded to despise, and 
who might at any moment have crushed them, 

Tho war on China has beon much deprecated, the 
enauso of it ascribod to the dosigns of the opium 
merchants, and tho Chineso sympathisod with as very 
harmless, much sinned-against mortals, Harmless 
thoy proved, in truth, or nearly so, but if they had 
had tho power, as they had tho will, we should have 
suffered badly enough at their hands. 

A war with China is simply ridiculous, it is the 
war of an experionced boxer against a short winded, 
very ivascible old aldorman. They had not the ghost 
of a chance, and oven tho littl “* Nemesis” was found 
moro than a match for thoir whole fleot, and capable 
singlo-handod to copo with the heaviest batteries, 
Bows and arrows, gongs and hidcously-painted shields 
to strike terror, avo thoir natural woapons, and if 
theso do not havo their offect they have nothing to do 
for it but to run, and which, from all accounts, they 
always did with such alnorily, that unloss well in the 
van, and blessed with atrong logs and goad wind, a 
man had ofton little chanco,of sooing tho onemy at 
all, Their matchlooks, jingalls, and cannon, might be 
formidablo if properly constructed, and if they knew 
how to uso them, but as tho former are go fixed that 
thoy can only fire at ono spot, thoy aro not vory 
destructivo, and tho Jattor aro so clumsy, tho ammu- 
nition bad, and tho gunnors so much afiaid of them, 
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that thoy aro not often offoctive, Tho powdor is of 

"tho coarsest and worst description, and is uanally 
carried in o small bag tiod to tho wail, tho consa- 
quoneo of which sod to by, that whon an unfortunate 
Chinaman was wounded, if ho fell on Itia matoh, i 
sot firo to his cotton garments, which iguitod tho 
powder; and ib wag no uncommon sight after on 
action to sco tho unfortunato wrotchos smouldering 
and oxploding ono aftor tho othor, in all diroc- 
tions, 

A. curious instanco of tho uttox incapacity of tho 
Chineso to copo with Europeans occurrod at Chapor, 
whoro tho principal mandarin flod at tho vory first 
shot, and novor stopped till ho reached home, an 
oxample followod by tho wholo of tho troops with tho 
greatest alaority, When ho ronached home it may bo 
supposed that the gallant mandarin packed up his 
plate and jewols, and betook himself with his family 
to tho safost spot in tho country, To sont for his 
wivos, and strung thom up to the bonm of his houso, 
his children he strangled, and throw into a woll, and 
thon heaping up all his,valuahlos about his chair of 
stato, ho surroundod it with combustibles, and acting 
fire to tho pile, porishod in tho flamos, Ilis fate 
would havo beon worthy of an old Roman, or a hoto 
of Norman times, if he had fought to tho lnat gaap, 
and adopted such an end to show his contompt for 
thé onomy whon all olso was lost, But to abandon 
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tho fiold of battle for auch o purpose, without striking 
a blow—to fly from ono kind of death on purpose to * 
sook anothbr ao inconcsivably worse, shows how inca 
pable wo are of appreciating the motives of a paoplo 
whose idiosynoragy is ao entirely differont from our 
own.* Among the womon this fearlessness of death 
was vory romarkable, On tho taking of a oity they 


* Chinoso history furnishes numerous instances of om~ 
perora and gonerala who havo adopted suicide, as 2 short out 
out of tho difloultics and dangors which hodged them about 
in this world, Tho bost proof, porhaps, that itis puallanimity 
whioh induoos suicide, is the fact that it should be so genoral 
among a pooplo so dostitute of courage as the Chinoso, 

Whon tho army of tho Emporor Toping (the last of tho 
Soong dynnaty), consisting of 200,000 mon, wore utterly 
routod by 20,000 Moguls (1280), ho flod to the flect, which 
waa oyvially unstiocossful 5 and whon he was in dangor of fall- 
ing into tho hands of the onomy, ho was taken on tho 
alouldova of ona of hia offtocrs, who loaped into the soa, 
whoro thoy woro both drowned. Most of the mandarins fol- 
lowed hia oxamplo, as did also the Empross, the Prime Minis- 
tor, and all the Ladtos of Honour, and multitudes of othors, 80 
that 100,000 porsons are said to havo porishod on that day, 

Wai-taoong, tho Inat Emporor of tho Ming dynasty (1644), 
whon surrounded by tho rebel forcos and dosortod by his 
troops, vatired into his privato gordon, with his Empross and 
hor daughtor, Unablo from grilof to wttor a word, tho Empross, 
noyortholoss, undorstood his meaning, and, after o silent om- 
brad, auapondad horaclf from a treo, with asilkon cord, The 
Emporor dolayod only to writo on tho bordor of his robo, I 
havo boon basoly dosorted by my aubjeats, do what you will 
with mo, but spare my subjoota,” Ifo thon beheaded tho 
Prinooss with ono blow of his sword, and hanged himself on a 
noighbowring troo, ITa Primo Ministoy, quoong, and ounucha 
followod hia oxamplo.

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committed suicido by scores, ‘Lhe wolla in somo 
‘places wore absolutely choked with thoir bodies, 

Of their oxtiaordinary determination to Acek death 
a curious inslanco was told mo by an officer of tho 
(8th. 

On tho teking of Chon-kiang-I'oo, numbors of 
women destioyod dhomsolves in this way, and he had 
oxerted himsolf lo save soveral, to litila purpose 
howover. When overcome by tho frightful heat 
which had that day killed thirteon of tho 08th Regi- 
mont, thon just landed, ho Inid down to rocovor 
himself, when at somo distance below him ho sn an 
old woman walk doliboratoly into a small stronm and 
lie down on hor face, ‘Tho wator was xo shallow as 
not to cover the biok of hor houd, but with oxtraor- 
dinary determination sho maintained hor position till 
tho stream rolled her away & corpse. 

The horrors of such a war aro indescribable, In 
overy ongagomont hundrods porished {rom absolutely 
running into the danger thoy wero trying to avoid. 
While the massacre at Tinghao, and in tho night 
attack at Ningpo would, if fairly rocorded, fill every 
civiligod broast with horror, In such » war it could 
not bo otherwiso ; immonse masgos opposed thom- 
solves to tho troops in placos whore thoy could noithor 
fight or fly, and whore in their terror they trampled 
on and dostroyed one another, or leapod into tho gen, 
an@ wore drowned in immonso numbers, ‘Lhoy could

not fight, yot, when hommed in, they could not be 
mado to understand that they should throw down' 
thoir arms, and their faint rosistance ofton lnought on 
thom tho most murdorous volloys, 

That tho Chinose desorved a severe lesson is on un- 
questionablo fact, but that that lesson should have 
taken tho serious form of a war, was a most unne- 
cossary and unjustifiable procoeding, Tho punish- 
mont, too, was inflicted, not in Canton, the scene of 
all tho indignities the English suffered, but on the 
northern cities and ports. The devastation of war, 
fire, and sword fell with dreadful weight upon them, 
utterly pillaged and dovastated as they were, while 
Canton was let off with a trumpery fine, Tf it were 
necessary to give a losson Canton should have 
sufforod, and if seouritios were required for future good 
bohaviour, thore was nothing to prevent our helping 
ourselves to Hong Kong, Chusan, or Koo Lung Soo. 
Tho morchant ships took tho frst, a man-of-war 
stonmor and a rogiment would have sufficed for the 
aocond and third, and a rogimont in one, and a few 
companios in tho othor, with p ton-gun brig or a small 
ateamor, would hava held. thom against all the force 
tho Chinoso would evor havo sent against them. 
MTumanity, oconomy, policy, everything that should 
divect tho councils of a Government should have 
made this our course in proference to that which 
provod so waatoful of life and troasure, The clinfhte 
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revenged well tho loss of the Chineso, and T should 
“be very sorry indood to take the twonty-flvo million 
dollars of ransom money as & cheque for tho ronal 
expenses of tho war, Wo fooled ourselves from bo 
ginning to ond. Wo fought tho Chinaso inatond of 
punighing thom, and wo havo got Hong Kong for our

Ty company with two Hong Kong morchants bound. 
to Canton on businoss, I set out for the provincial 
city, to which tho toa trade is almost as exclusively 
confined as ever, ‘Lho produce is brought by inland 
oorviago all the way from the neighbourhood of 
Ningpo and Too Chow Foo, and by the timo it reaches 
Canton ‘is burthonod with all the additional tolls, 
imposts, and oxpenses that havo accumulated on the 
way. 

Tho Chinogo, however much thoy have boon ovor- 
matched in tho fold,outwitfod us in tho cabinet, and 
wo derivo little moro bonofit from our right to trade 

‘to the five ports than if wo were still confined to 
Canton, AL threo of the ports, Ningpo, I’oo Chow Foo, 
and Amoy, tho right might be rolinquished without 
any prosont dotrimont to tho trade, and in other 
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rospests to our advantage by Uke roduetion of the 
exponsivo consular establishmonta, 

The fast boats, ono of which wo had chartered for 
the voyago, avo adapted cithe for sailing or vowing, 
Thoy aro exceedingly comforwwhlo and roomy, boing 
fittod up with a large Nalxoofeil cabin, on dock, about 
aight feet in height, and swraunded with groon 
jalousios to admit tho cool brcoze and afford a viow of 
the scenory, 

With our own attendants, bedding, and onsy chairs 
we wero as woll lodged aa if on shoro, and with the 
additional comfort of broathing a cooler and puror 
atmosphore, Tho Tong Kong morchonte aro con- 
stantly obliged to mako thoso voyagos, which probably 
tonds to the superior hoalth thoy oufoy whon con- 
trasted with tho military, Qreater comforts and con~ 
stant occupation, with comparatively little oxposure 
to the hoat of tho sun, and to tho wunwholosome night- 
damp, have also o share in producing xo marked a 
differenco in the mortality. 

‘Lhe voyago to Canton, about oighty miles, is usually 
accomplished in about thirty-alx hours, so that thoro 
was a capital opening for steami-bonis, whieh would 
carry our enorgotic, rostloss countrymen to Uneit dosti 
nation with move spood, though with fix loss comfort. 
A slenm-boat would guaranteo its paasongera againet 
the attacks of piratcs, by no moaua an uncommon 
contingency in tho fast boats, iu which it is necossary 
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lo bo prepared with gun and pistol against the sudden 
and dangorous onslaught. 

We throadod our way safoly through the maze of 
islands which soparates the spacious bay of Tong 
Kong from tho main channol of the estuary, into 
which wo found oursolvos ontering at daylight from ov 
lond-locked inlot surrounded by high mountains, In 
front of us was Cap-Sing-Moon, where, at all times, is 
to be soon a, largo fleet of opium-clippers and ships 
preparing lo go to sea, or just arrived and avaiting 
orders from thoir consignee’ to fix upon their destina- 
tion, 

Toro, formerly, commonced the series of exactions 
and insults through which tho traders had to run the 
gauntlot boforo roaching Canton, 

Tho sconory as far as the Bocca Tigris, is like that 
of the const, bold, mountainous, and bairen-looking, 
prosonting a parohod brown surface to the sea, 
soamed with granite ridges and with hugo houldors 
seattorod aver tho declivitios At the Bocos Tigris, 
the vast, Bon-liko estuary suddonly contracts, and the 
rivor may bo anid to commonge. 

‘Shvo promontorios strotch across from onch side as 
if to moot ono another, and tho island of Annunghoy 
standing sternly up in the middlo appoms to forbid 
all passngo. 

Tho Chinose havo covered the island and promon- 
tories with innunerablo cannon in strong stone batte- 

Ls 
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ries at evary olevation, from tho raking fire “ d flour 

*@oau,” to those elevated a couplo of hundvod foot, 
and which could plump their balls into a vossel’s 
hold. 

As wo wore passing, tho forts wore boing inspooted 
by somo mandarin of high yank, who were saluted 
in overy direction, above, bolow, and on all aides, in a 
way that might fiighton any invading forco into a 
hasty rotreat if noise could effect it, Immodiately 
beyond the shora batteries, in a deep bay, but com~ 
manding tho channel, was a considerable fleot of war- 
junks also saluting and gonging away for havo life. 

Some of thom, which had boon Huropenn voseela, 
purchasod roady armed and equipped, looked in 
migorablo plight with their rigging all slack, thoir 
masts rocking at evory angle, and with a and, rusty 
look for want of the accustomed paint and tax They 
had compromisod their extraordinary innovation on 
the avchitecturo of tha coloxtial dook-yards by hoisting 
up a hugo Chinose poop ovor the slorn, whilo tho 
bows wore ombollished with a pair of hugo goggle 
oyes ; for, ag tho Chinaman logically prove, “If not 
got oye, how can seo? If no Gan sae, how ean go? 
Ah! too mucheo fools, you!” 

In the hands of mon, tho lonet worthy to be 
rockoned as soldiors, such natural fortifcations, im- 
proved as they aro by art, ought to ba ablo to daly 
tho strongest floct to foreo a pasengo into the river. 
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They havo, howovor, sinco boen attacked and taken 
by Gonoral D'Aguilor, without tho loss of a single 
man from his small fores. 

From the Boaca Tigris tho number of vessols, boats, 
and junks bogin to incronge. Lage, gaily dressed 
mandarin and revenue boats are seen swiftly suiling, 
or rowing along the river on tho look out for pirates 
or amugglers, or keoping order among the immense 
rivor population ; no easy matter whon it is considered 
that it has froquontly boen strong and bold enough to 
swoep the river of all the government boats, and even 
to attack and pillage Canton itself, Crowds of boats 
are moorod at the landing-places of the numerous 
amall towns and villagos, each with its custom-house 
and joss-houso, a small barracks with a guard, of 
Chinese soldiers armed with long partisans and match- 
looks, and with a small grass-hopper gun conspicu- 
ously planted in front to scare away pirates and 
smugglors. 

Notwithstanding tho sbundent use of brilliant 
colours, many-tintod ponnons, and rows of painted 
shields, oxhibiting faces of portentous grotosqueness, 
tho mandarin boats arb excoodingly light and clogantly 
proportioned, sweoping along the stream with a speed 
and graco ono would hardly expect from the abundance 
of gingerbroad work. . 

Clumsy, slow, and ugly as ave the junks and larger 
vosaols ; thera is nowhore to bo seen finer fishing-béais, 
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or rivor oraft bettor aduptod for work, or of groater 
varity of build, 

Tho pirates and smugglers are a bold ‘doaporate 
set of dogs, who snap thoir fingers at aoldiors, man- 
daring, and cuslom-houge authorilies.. Their boats 
are fast and strong,.und thoy mako tho Lost uso of 
sail and oar; only fighting whon. they ara driven ta 
it, which probably is not dfton; unless tho odds are 
vory greatly in, fovour “of tho authoritios, whose 

offorts are dirocted not so much againat aniuggling 
as against the insolencd of those who daro 10 smuggle 
without first buying immupity by paying a handsome 
instalment on the oxpooted profits, 

Hou Nat So, in his “ Countorblaat to Opium,” de- 
nouncos tho wholo system with great onorgy > 
«Thore aro carrying boats plying up and down the 
river, vulgarly called ‘fast crabs,’ and ‘scrambling 
dragons ;’ they aro woll armod with guns and other 
weapons, and avo manned with gomo scores of doapo- 
radoos, who ply thofr oars aa if thoy wore wings to 
fly with, All the oustom-housos and military poste 
which they pass are lorgoly bribed. If thoy happon 
to encountor any of tho armed oruising honts, thoy 
aro go audacious oa to resist, and slaughtor and 
canage onsite,” 

At Whampoa tho rivor widens out again into a 
lako-like oxpanse, with numerous troo-covered islands, 
whore villagos and "pagodas look out through tho 
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vordant foliage, It is remarkably picturesque, and 
its interost is heightened by the numbor of large 
ships antl mien-df-war at anchor, or arriving and 
departing, forming ever‘changing groups, among which 
glide innumerable small ‘boats, both native and 
Europoan, 

* From Whampoa to Canton the river is like a 
crowded highway, on which junke, ships, and boats 
jostle oho anathor lik “busies art cabs in a London 
street, managing with similar dexterity to ‘avoid 
collision. - Among tho vessels were numerous junks 
from Cochist China, Cambodia, and Siam, and a 
variety of curious boats, Tho most remarkable and 
highly ornamented wore the flower-boats, which 
resemblod flonting bird-cages, splendid with coloured 
lantorns, carved ornamonts, gilded’ comices, silken 
flags,‘and vases of shrubs and flowers, 

Lo thoso come all tho rich rakes and fast men of 
Canton, to dissipate and indulge in orgics and 
revelries that aro seoure hore ‘from tho public eye. 
ho mandarin, or tho rich merchant’s son, in a 
covered boat, and by the silont highway of the 
rivor, is safo from stipor' vision or intrusion when once 
on board one of theso floating parterres, The most 
fragrant tobacco, and tho choicest opium, foreign 
winos and luscious Hquewrs—music, song, dance, and 
mirth all lond thoir aid to influence the imagination 
of the willing victim, and render him an oasy prey to. 
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tho bright-glancing houriog, who fascinate to costroy. 
No European has yet penotratod tho myelorios of 
thoko gorgeoue water-palaces, and it would ba quite 
usoless to attompt to obtain admission, Mr Chom, 
the late Consul at Ningpo, trusting 10 his Inowlodgo 
of tho languago, attompled to gratify his ourioxity, 
and introduced himsolf in a Chinoso garb, but ho was 
dotected and captured, Ho was atrippod and carried 
on a pole through tho’suburba of Canton, oxposod 
to all tho insults of the orowd, ‘Tho ill-vango he mat 
with nearly cost him his life, and quite cured him of 
any dosire 10 poer too closely into tho ways of his 
noighbours, An Englishman could not bo oxpoxed 
to augh troatmopt now; but it would, navartheless, 
be vory aunsgfa to atieinpt to visit ono of tho flowor- 
boats in disguiso, while openly it would bo impossiblo 
to gain admission oxcopt by forco.- 

Scarcely loss beautiful than the flowor-bonts aro 
some bolonging to tho mondaxina, in which thoy 
spoud much of their timo with thoir familios in the 
summer gogson, ‘There, too, are family bonta and 
duck-boats, faat-Lonia and omgo boats in grontor 
varioty of shapo, colour, afd purpose than is to ba 
found in tho wholo woxld bosidos, Near to Canton 
thego aro arranged, in rogular atveats, with high-roada 
for the largor vogsols, and byo-ways for Loata and amall 
orafta, and with lanos and alloys, through which, 
vith Gextorous managomont of their oars, tho boats 
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men thresd their way rapidly and safely. Such 
noise and din, as arises from their aquatic population, 
ia goarooly to bo imagined, Every boatman on the 
movo shouts to every othor boatman to make way for 
him, , Every ono of the thousand yondors of cats, 
rols, ond: vegetables, atewed into soups, baked in 
pics, or “au maturol,” hammer a small gong and 
vociferata description of his yismds. Aquatic 
barbers soul their boats through the throng, and at. 
the samo time clatter away on a small piece of flat 
motal, Eyory old woman in every boat is abusing 
evory othor old female in every other boat, occa 
sionally varying the amusomont by shrieking to her 
husband, or inflicting public chastisement on one of 
the lialf-dozon childron which are squealing and 
crawling about the decks tiod to ‘gourds,’as life-byoys, 
in oago thoy tumble overboard, Still louder are 
henrd above tho din the clang of gongs and explosion 
of potards from junks celebrating theit arrival or 
departure 5 or the shrill sound of a kind of bagpipe 
which is alwnys skinling spmowhoro in a Chinese city 
from sunrise 10 sunsot, 

To a person who has “soon othor large Chinese 
citios, Canton is less remarkable on shore than afloat. 
From tho insolence of the population, all foreigners 
arp confined to tho close-packed hongs, to‘ a small 
piece of ground laid out as 9 garden, and to the river, 
where tho younger mon amuse themselves of an 
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evoning by pulling wager-bonis, outtora, and whorrius 
imported from London, or built on English moduls by 
Chinesd carpentors, It would, probably, surprise 
some of our buildors to know that their hest boats 
aro froquontly only usod for modula; the Chineso 
imitating tho build oxactly, and making their own 
boats lighter than the onus they copy from, so that 
they aro invariably preferrod. Tho Canton regatta is 
the one great ovont of the yonr; and I suv soveral 
vory beautiful boats being built for it of oxtra- 
ordinarily light make, and finished like cabinol work. 

Tho well-known Hog Lano, at the back of the 
factorios, is a narrow stroot lined on oach gido with 
hops, which trado principally in the vices of the 
European sailors who froquont the place, and’ who 
keep it in o continual uproar with thoir drunken 
frays and frolics. All kkinds of crimes aro committod 
hero, aud it has froquontly been tho scone of dotor- 
mined fights and robberies, and has moro than onco 
beon burnt down. Tho Chinogo soom to look upon ib 
as a sort of Alsatian, with which thoy will not iitorfere, 
no mattor what may ocoyr; and ib has, in gon- 
sequence, boon moro than oneo nevoswary for English 
mon-of-var lo land armed partics Lo quell riots, or put 
® stop to outrages. 

If tho Chinoso judgo of Europoans by tho aconos of 
daily occmrence in this locality, thoy aro oorlainly 
justifidd in sotting thom down ngs tho most brutalisod 
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of barbarians, and in restraining all intercourse and 
connexion with them as much as possible, . 

Old and now China strects aro broad ond well- 
pavod, and are filled with shops of dealers in ivory 
and tortoiso-sholl carvings, lacquered. ware, porcelain, 
ombroidored silks, painted fans, vases, toys, and the 
infinite varioty of articles which are manufactured 
for the European market, and which are gonerally 
more remarkable for the elaborate workmanship than 
for elogance or durability. Thore is so much that is 
grotesque and original, that few people could resist 
sponding a great doal of money, wore it not for the 
recollection of the trouble and oxpense attending the 
roscuo of the goods from the oustom-house on their 
arrival in London, In this instance I purchased a 
quantity of things; and thinking to save my friends 
in England o gront deal of trouble and vexation, I 
had tho prices verifiod at tho consulate, Notwith- 
standing this, the packages wero broken opon in 
London, and an arbitrary valuation put upon the 
articles, that in tho caso of somo vases oxcveded 
thirty times tho original | cost, and was ten times 
highor than that of" somo others of exactly the same 
matorial and prico, bub of loss elegant dosign. Such 
a syatom naturally excludos everything but trumpery, 
and at the samo timo dofoats its own end by pre- 
venting larger consignments of articlos of taste, from 
the anticipated trouble and extortion. 
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A Gorman in Canton mado a vory good Lusiness 
hy speculating in this proponaity in tho cuslom-houso, 
He made shipments in soveral versols of Canton 
ouriosities, which woro valued for duty by the con- 
signee at about ten por cont. abova tho coal price, 
The officials declared the valuo to bo wdorrated, and 
accordingly seized thom on.paying tho prico ab which 
they wero valuod for tho duly, Sucooading ship- 
ments arrived, and woro bought in and paid for ata 
handsome profit to the aonsigner, who, og long as the 
thing lasted, was woll satisfiod to mako his romittance 
in goods at ton por cont. profit inatoad of bills, which 
would havo coat him fivo por cont, for tho promium, 

The oustom-hougo has in this way boon frequently 
Fiotimisod by its arbitrary valuations, and this acts as 
a protection to tradors; bul to private individuals, 
who ore willing to pay any price for curiouitios col- 
lected abroad, or for the prosonta of frlonda, it is par 
ticularly voxatious and unjust. 

‘Throngod, and bustling, and noisy as ave tho strecta 
in London, thoy cannot compare in those respects 
with tho streots of tho large Chinoge oitios, whore 
thore is a porpotual mol, and an incessant jostling 
and aqueozing from morning till night, Numorous 
professions, ocoupations, and smusemonts go on in 
tho Chinoso stroets that in Europe would bo confined 
to the interior of tho housos and thontres, All the 
shop fronts are opon to tho stroots, and with tho wares 
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oxposed, without the protection of glass windows, but 
under the vigilant eyo of tho shopman, Tho streets 
axe narrow, and tho eavos of the houses nearly meet 
ovorhead, so that they have somewhat tho appearance 
of an oriental bazaar, 

Tho different atrects aro devoted to particular trades, 
which groatly facilitatos business, and renders it easy 
to proouro the bast articles at the fairest price, It 
resomblos 9 market in this respect, and affords the 
samo opportunities of comparing or scleoting what 
goods may be requirod. Among any other people 
but the Chinose, such @ system would stimulate and 
improve, from tho incitemonts to emulation and the 
opportunity of comparison; but everything among 
thom, from a shoo to a coffin, has its prescribed pat-" 
torns, on which no onterprising gonius must dare 
innovate cither in pattern or material, 

Xé ia amusing to wander through these various 
communities to compare their waros, and to remark 
the differont shades of choracter aud manner pro- 
duced by different occupations, and which are the 
moro onsily noticad from their being so distinctly 
soparated, ‘Lhe streets. {nhabited by silkmercers, 
poreolain-denlors, and booksellers, are brilliant with 
gaily~painted sign-boards, with hugo letters in gold 
and colours, doclaring the suporiority of each esta~ 
blishmont, or indulging in some quaint conceit or 
apposite quotation to attract custom, Smiths of 
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various kinds inhabit atroots thet are dingy as thoir 
trades ; and soarcely loss go avo tho thoroughfares whore 
carpontors and coffin-makors ply w lucrative trades 
keoping on hand o stock of cofting of all sizos, which 
aro chonponod and hagglod for just as engorly as tho 
gold-embroidored caps and shoos in tho noxt stroot, 

The gates of tho city of Canton aro still closad 
against forcignors, notwithstanding tho oxproas atipu 
lation in the tronty that this privilege should le con- 
gedod, The mendaring pretond that thoy cannot 
control the mob, which would bo outragoous at auch 
an unhoard-of intrusion on tho part of those whom 
they havo beon taught to look upon with hatrod and 
contempt. 

A Qhincso mandarin can lio with a graco that quite 
surpasses the clumsy provarications of Miwopoan 
diplomatists ; and in this instance it is probablo that 
fear of the mob ig only an allogod oxcuao, the roul 
objection boing that auch a concoraion would lower 
tholr own importanco in a place whoro for so many 
yenrs they havo haughtily tyrannisod ovor tho foreign 
aammunily. : 

Tho mandarins still givo out that tho forcignors 
trade in and inhabit tho country on aufforanco ; and 
if it wore gonorally known that they now claim as a 
right those privileges thoy formorly oarnod at tho 
cost of so much humiliation, a vory different oatimate 
of the power of foroign nations would bo ciroulated 
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through the country by tho innumerablo travollers 
anc traders who ave constantly passing to and fro te 
tho intorior of the country. 

Tho othor ports have only a local influenco, and 
the prosonco of foreignora has only aclocal offect’; 
but Canton, with its vast intorior trade, and its con- 
stant communication with the provinces by tho Grand 
Canal, is able to sustain throughout the empire the 
dopreciatory estimate of foreigners which is there 
established. Tor this roason, also, it is a great pity 
that tho aovere punishment which foll on the northern 
citios had not fallen to the lot of Canton, It was 
spared by a mistaken policy; and the blunder has 
beon mado the most of 10 keop a considerable portion 
of tho pooplo in a state of ignorance, which leads 
thom to despise and hate instead of fearing and xe- 
speoting us, 

Tho mandarins should bo compelled to perform the 
provisious of tho treaty, or give an equivalent. ‘The 
ooottpation of Quilon in Formosa, with its abundant 
coal-folds, would answor our purposo better than the 
concession of a right which would now lead to no 
practical good ; while to tho mandarins the cossion 
of so distant and unimportant a spot would bo in- 
finitely loss galling than to relinquish a point they 
havo so long avoided. 

Somothing is duo, also, to Englishmen as a repara~ 
tion for tho inaults they have ondured since tho con- 
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clusion of tho trouty, Sovoral have been stoned and 
heaton ; and on ono occasion two young Englishinen 
wore murdored in opon day, in » thickly-populatod 
villago closo to the city, It would bo folly to go to 
war with tho ‘Chinese for this, or for any othor cause, 
as ropatation is alyays within our ronoh. 

From all accounts Canton is similar to that of the 
other large cities to which wo have accosz—-a moro 
walled citadel, containing tho public buildings, bar- 
racks, aud tho rosidonces of the principal mandating, 
European morchants could have no ocansion to ontor 
tho city, oxcopt to vindicate a right, and which our 
“nation boutiquidro” might forogo in favour of some 
solid advantage, Quilon or Qhusan, ono or both, 
ought to be ours, Will our politicians or diplomatiata 
sver approciate the value of oithor ? 
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Ow the 28th April I sailed from Hong Kong for 
Chusan in o smart little brig, employed in the opium 
trado, between Bombay and Wong Kong,‘ but now 
dospatched up the coast with a special cargo for the 
dopdt ships. This vessol had recently retuned from 
Suoz, whoro it had boon sent to ascortain if Turkish 
or Egyptian opium could be obtained of good quality 
in aufloient quantity, and at prices to enable it to 
compolo with the opium of the Indion monopoly, 
Tho speoulation, I bolieve, was not found to answer, 
or it might havo mado the directors tremble for the 
largo revonuca dorived from the cultivation of this 
drug. 

We sailod with a fair wind and smooth sea; every- 
thing promising a fuvourable voyage. We were soon 
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past Pedro Branes, and wore gliding rapidly along 
with aur royals sot and studding-seils abovo and 
aloft on both sides, whon, without a moment's warn- 
ing we wero takon aback by a tromendous squall 
from tho north-cast, Tho ship reoled like a drmkon 
man. ‘The gurgling of the dcad-water under tho storn 
could bo distinctly heard, a8 wo word proasott down- 
wards and backwards into it; for « momont tho only 
queation seamed to bo whethor our masts would go 
by the board or the ship go bodily down, whon, pro- 
videntially, there was a momontary lull, and the ship 
righted ; the helm was put down and wearing round, 
wo soudded away boforo the gale at tho rato of twolvo 
knots, with tho studding-sail, booms, and light goar 
smashing and crashing in all divootions, till the main- 
mast and yards wore covered with a complete wrock 
of broken booms, and canvass ‘hanging In ribbons. 
Besidos tho light gonr, wo lost tho main courao, foro- 
top sail, top-gallant and royal yarda; tho commonco- 
mont of a gorios of mishaps, which, bofore wo reachod 
Chusan, scarcoly loft us n sound stick in the ahip, ond 
not a single anchor to bring up with, Tho squall 
turned into a north-east galo, blowing right in our 
teath, at which we hammorod incogsantly for throo 
days, our little vossol pitching and driving liko 
porpoise hoad first into the soa, and taking wator 
right ovor her from stem and stern, She waa a alippor 
though, and partly over, partly undor water sho 
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workod steadily lo windward in spite of wind and sca. 
On the seveuth day wo nearly gol ashore at Quemoy + 
ino thick mist, shaving it so uarrowly, that we were 
obliged lo bear up, and had no choico but to go tv 
luoward or rim into the Bay of Amoy. As tho 
woathor still looked dirty, the skippor choso the 
lator course, snd running in through the seven islands, 
our prison-isle, Koo Limg Soo, was once more in 
sight, I soon jumped on board one of the passing 
fishormen’s boats, aud in an hour was sorambling my 
way ovor tho well-known path to our worthy and 
hospitable Consul's house, where I received » hearty 
welcome, 

T saw but little chango in the island, except that 
the race-course and parado ground were ploughed up 
and planted with rico, In my old house I found 
a family of Ohincso, who wore refitting it with 
rockorios, grottoos, dwarf-lroes, and all sorts of fresco: 
paintings and ginger-brond work, which T fear in 
my timo had beon allowed to go sadly to decay, The 
Inglish residonts are unmolosted; but very few 
Chinoso havo roturned to roside in tho island, fearful 
of doing so while any of tho dreaded Fanquis con- 
tinued to bo its donizons, ‘ 

After a rofil we got undor way from Amoy, and 
on the following day reached the spacious Bay of 
Chin Choo, up which we ran sevoral miles, and came 
to anchor alongside the opium dopdt ships, 
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‘Tho skippors wero on shoro playing ab cricket whon 
«wo joinod thom—not quito in tho slyle acen at Lord's, 
but novortholoss with sufficiont vigor to servo for 
exorcise, ‘Iho bowling-ground was manmtfaeturod of 
chunam; and tho TLasems, who acted as field,” 
tyoated tho ball as if it wore a hot pulato, never at 
tompting to slop it, but running rexpeelfully bohind 
it til it had dono rolling, whon it was reverentially 
pickod up and returned to tho bowler. 

Wo romainod in tho Bay two or thru days, which 
I spout in walking about the country with my gun, 
in company with ono of tho skippers, Wo did not 
shoot much, but wo saw somothing of tho country 
and of tho pooplo, who wore, as I havo invariably 
found thom in tho north, exceodingly civil, nob broat- 
ing us at all as ifwo wero “outor barbarians and 
forcign dovils.”” 

J got sight olso of tho vast bridgo with a hundrod 
and oighty archos, and which is ono of tho wonders of 
China, Twas to have gono Lo soo it noxt day, whon 
tho skippor, instigatod, ] beliove, Ly the devil, took it 
into his hond that wo wore going Lo havo fino weather 
and a fair wind. Whon, howovor, wo gol outside, we 
found the same old galo, which battered us about 
mosl furiously, As | lay rolling about, wot, bruivod, 
and misorable onough, T had intengo satisfaction in 
hoaring tho daily account of onaualtios, of snila lost, 
and spars sprung, so that by tho end of tho galo wo 
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had oarriod away nemly a complete suit of sails, and 
sprung anothor top-mast and Lop-gallant yard, Our 
voyage continued much tho samo io the end, Once 
wo gol into tho Chusan Archipelago, and anchored 
inside tho group of the Quecan Islands, but were 
driven oub again with tho loss of our best bower 
anchor, oighty fathoms of chain, and our third top- 
gallant yard, IL took anothor week to recovor the 
ground thus lost, and we at last got safely in among 
tho intricate channels of the Archipelago. 

Wo ran ashoro at the Buffalo’s Nose, off Kele 
Point, and ab a vmioty of other places; but the 
bottom was soft, and wo rested peaceably in the mud 
till the tide xoso, At last, when wo had only one 
anchor loft wo managed to lose that in tying to bring 
up near a narrow alrait, known by the cacophonous 
titlo of “ Lell's Gato,” where there is a tide of ten 
knots, rushing like a sluico, Through this wo went 
at racing paco into tho harbour of Chusan, where the 
skippor picked out a tolorably softtooking place, and 
wo brought up and finished our voyage by running 
quiotly aground. 

‘Thoro aro Low islands in thé world moro picturesque 
and coulnitting more varied fenturos in a compara- 
tively small space than Chusan, The mountains are 
bold, abrupt, and lofty, and the valleys rich, well 
watered, and highly cultivated, and with abundance 
of wood on the hill sides, and fine trees sheltering the 
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hanlots and firms in tho valloya. Tho views fron 
the mountain-lops are very beautiful, and almost 
houndloss in thoir oxtent, sltrotehing over hill and 
valloy, tho hundrod isles of tho wrounding avchi- 
polago, and tho moro distant wooed mountains of 
the mainland, Namerote villages and a comfortable, 
cheorful-looking poasuniry ablosl the oxeclloneo of 
the soil, which amply repays their Inbowy, and the 
lightness of the foreign yoke, which, for a timo, pro 
tects, without coorciug them or meddling in’ their 
patriarchal mode of government, 

‘The soil appows varoly to bo allowed to lio fulow ; 
it is planiod in the spring wilh rico, which is cut in 
Octobor. A orop of clover is thon got off tho land 
hoforo the tine of planting in the following spring: 
auch of this, howover, is ploughed inte tho soil and 
serves as maura, Successive oropa ara luken in this 
way, occasionally resting the svil hy a change of crop 
ty millet, buckwhoat, or swat potatoes, Tho farming 
implomonts, consisting of little lao but a plongh and 
x hoo of the roughost desoription, which aro in 
conetand requisition, mid Uke lund is ploughed and 
brokon ovor and ovor agin till ib is complotely pul- 
vorised, A groat deal of manure is ual, and ib is 
collected and cconomised with the grentest eave, aid 
gonorally applied in the liquid form. 

Tn tho cultivation of rico, irrigation is indisponsnblo, 
and a varioty of ingenious instruments are wed for 
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raising wator to differont levels, Ivory field, tov, 
must, In congoquence, be levelled, which at the same 
lime economises spaco and manure, and koops an 
evon temporature throughout, or tho purposes of 
irrigation, canals ave led through all the valleys to 
supply water, forming, at tho samo time, an oxcellent 
highway for tho conveyanco of cops, manure, &e., 
and making tho people independent, to a gibt extent, 
of thor narrow paved footways which intersect the 
island in all directions, and are the only roads, 

Tho hills, or rather mountains, are numerous, rising 
abruptly out of the valleys to a considerable height ; 
the lowor part covered with firs and other trees for 
fuol, and tho wppor part rocky and covored with coarse 
graas, whore one would wish to sce good flocks of moun- 
tain shoup, and where thoy would thrive admirably. 

The productions of tho islands are principally rice, 
vegolublos, and Lea—the latter of a coarse description, 
and gonorally soon in seatterod bushes, or as hedgos to 
tho fiokls. Thoro is, nevertheloss, an annual export 
of it to the amount of about thirty thousand dollars, 
whioh, with tho oxcoption of salt and dricd fish, was 
tho only oxporl from tho island previously to our 
inking possession of it, Sinco then it has ‘become 
quito an ontrepdt for the surrounding islands, and 
does an extonsivo trade with Ningpo to supply the 
wants of Europoans‘and also for export. 

Formerly thoro was scarcely anything exported or 
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imported, and little or no capital or trade of any kind, 

“Tho inhabitants of tha island wore nearly all farmers 
and ponsants, who anpplied the whole of their wante 
from their own Iand. ‘Their foad, the cotton ef which 
thoir garmonis aro mato, tho shoep-xking for thoir 
wintor coals, woro all home prodieas and the far. 
nituro, usually conatracted by their own hands, waa 
manufactured from tho useful clumps of bamboos 
sholtoring tha catinge, . 

Tho towns supportod thomsolyos hy snpplying the 
numerous junks conatantly passing, and in dealing 
for salt fish and similar articles with tho numerous 
fishing-boats that resort to this noighbourhood in tho 
summor, at which svngon it is estimated that thera 
axe not less than 85,000, avoraging five poraons in 
each; so that the floating population doponding on 
this and tho noighbouring islands for supplies may 
be ogtimatod at 175,000, A. large proportion of 
theso bouts come frum tho provinces of Choldang, 
Koning-Soo, and avon Fokion, returning to thoir 
homes in tho winter, 

Land in Chusnn is the proporty of a fiw large pro- 
prictors, snid to bo not mora than thirty or forty, thoy 
roooivo thoir rout in kind from tho tonants—the 
gonoral practice boing for tho Inttur to give ono-half 
the rico and oil produced on the property, tho othor 
half and any othor crop thoy can raise aro tho sole 
property of the tonant, 
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The only tax the Chinese farmor pays is on his 
land, which is taviffod according to its situation and 
fertility—that noar the sea, or on mountain slopes, 
pays v comparativo trifle, whilst round the cities and 
in tho inland valleys it pays the highest rate, The 
avorage lax is one catty of rice, and from ton to 
twonty cash for ovory acre, Nothing whatevor has 
been domanded by the English, who, except in oc- 
oupying two points in the island, and compelling a 
cortain rogard to cleanlinoss in Tinghae, and order in 
tho bazans, have not interfered in the slightest degree 
in tho intornal arrangements; leaving the govern- 
ment lo the caro of the authorities who were found 
at our coming, and who, as is tho cage throughout the 
country parts of China, obsorved a system of the most 
simplo patriarchal government, An imperial man- 
daxin onco camo over from Ningpo to demand pay- 
mont of tho taxes, but ho was politely showed out of 
tho island. Ji is supposed, however, that most of the 
inhabitants havo continued to remit the amount of 
thoir taxes to Ningpo, fonrful that a day of reckoning 
may arrive whon tho island is ovacuated by the bar- 
baviana. 

Tho population of Chuson is variously stated at 
from. 200,000 to 350,000. ‘Tho city of ‘Ting-hae alone 
is variously ostimated at from 25,000 to 35,000 ; and on 
the opposite sido of tho island the town of Tatseen is 
anid 4o be equally populous, The other large towns 
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ave Sin-king and Sincamoon, which avo ontirely sup. 
sported by tho intoreouvse of janis nud fishing-houta, 
Thore is no menns of obiaining & correot eonans, as no 
decount of tho population is taken; and tho revenue 
being principally derived from the land and the 
customs, affords no index, in the town whore a poll- 
tax is paid, an approximation might bo arrived at, 
but from tho chicanory of ovory individual, from tho 
porgon taxad up to tho principal rovenue officer, oven 
this would afford only an approximato eatimato, 

The population in this part of China doos not 
nppoar to mo to bo nearly so dono as in Fokion, 
whero, at least on the soa-hoard, tho country ia almost 
coverod with largo towns and villages, Th may ho 
also inforrod from tho fact, that the population hove 
subsist almost ontirely by agrionlinvo, whilo, in 
Fokion, thore avo vast numbers who live by com- 
morco in addition {0 those supported hy tho soil, 

Tinghae is a walled city, and, thongh the principal 
place in Chusan, has no manufactures or trate of its 
own, It ix mainly supported hy tho number of junka 
that rondezvous at its haybonr for mutual protection 
before vontuing through tho Arehipolaga ; a custom 
not unlike that of tho Oviontals, who, before crossing 
the dosort, unite in forming caravans aulliciontly 
strong in numbers to scaro away, tho Bodouins or 
othor land pirates. Tt might bo mado a place of the 
utmost importance to any Juropoan power, os it is 
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the koy of tho coasting commorco of China, cutting 
off all communication between the important cities of* 
tho north, and tho Yang-tse-kiang, with the south, 

Tt is within twonty miles of the mouth of tho ‘Tse- 
koo, on important rivor, on which Ningpo is placed, 
and about ono hundred from the mouth of the Yang- 
wo-kiang, the great river highway of China, by which 
is commanded all the commerce of Shang-hae, Soo- 
Choo-I'oo, Nankin, and a hundred other cities, which 
aro supplied by this route. Lvery junk or ship going 
north or south passos within sight of the island; and 
it would be porfoctly easy from this point at any time 
lo pub a slop to the coasting trade of China, and 
causo sulficiont inconvenience to the Chinese govern- 
mont Lo bring it to its sonsos withorl going to wav, 
whenovor thore might bo a difference of opinion, 

On tho other hand, it could be easily defended 
cithor hy soa or land, and abundance of supplies 
might bo raised in tho island for its subsistonco and to 
supply vossols of all kinds—advantages that ITong 
Kong can nover possoss, Tt is admirably adaptod as 
an entropbt for Bnglish gqods for the markets of 
Ningpo and Shang-hae— where morchants ave often 
compollod to disposo of their goods at great, sacrifice, 
locauso thoy cannot land them without paying a 
heavy duty, and they cannot detain their vessels for 
on improvomont in’ the market oxcopt hy incurring a 
heavy exponso for demurrage. 
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Tho religion of tho inhabitants ia principally 
‘Bhuddism, and thoro is a fino largo tomplo ab Ting. 
hao, besides many sumnllor ouos, ‘Tero are a fow 
Roman Catholics, with a chapol and school; tho 
lattor managod by Chinaman who had rapont some 
yoars in Paris, and who spoko Ironch with groat 
fluoncy. 

I had froquont opportunities while ab Chusan to 
make oxoursions through tho surrounding islands and 
to tho mainland, of which I froquontly availed myself, 
though not to the oxtont I could wish ; for, onervated 
ad I was by fovor and by so long sojown ab Koo 
Lung Soo, [had lost much of my naturel energy and 
entorprigo, and could not enter into auch oxcursiong 
with tho spirit I othorwiso should havo done. 

Ono of my greatest plonsuros was sniling through 
tho multitudo of verdant islands which lay seatlorod 
inovory direction, and which, boing woll wooded and 
rich with gamo, prosouted abuidant attractions, 
This Archipolago during tho antwan and winter 
may bo looked upon ns a sorb of sportaman’a param 
diso, Gamo oxists in puch inflnilo vurioty that it 
will not pormit tho sporfaman to becomo satiatod, 
Tho bays and rivers abound with wild swans, wild 
geeso, ducks, widgoons, and teal. Tho wild goose aro 
declared by epicuros Lo bo unoquajlod in ony pert of 
tho world, and somo of tho wild ducks can only bo 
surpassed by thoir canvas-back congenor of tho Dela- 
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ware, Onshoro—snipe, quail, partridges, hares, wood- 
cocks, phoasants, rail, bittern, and deer, abound. THe 
solitary snipo, the woodeock, and the pheasant, sur- 
passing the European varioties in aize and richness of 
plumage, 

In tho winter, excursions were made by some of the 
keener sporismon to a very celebrated locality, yclept 
“‘Nimrod’s Sound.” A covered boat, about seventy feet 
long, was fitted up with draperies and hangings, and 
divided into o sleepmg apartment and sitting-room, 
tho latter furnished with arm-chairs, tables, stove, and 
all the appurlenances of 2 bachelor’s snuggery. A 
second boat was fitied up to accommodate the sar- 
vanis, and as a kitchon, following astern, oxcept at 
moal-times, when it was ranged alongside, and a small 
hatchway being opened, the hot dishes were handed 
out of the kitchen into the dining-room, The meal 
dono, tho hatch was closed, tho boat dropped aston 
inbo ils place, loaving the sportsmon to onjoy their 
cigars as oxclusivoly as if ina London coffoe-room. 
Tho only altondant vomaining, being a bearded, 
turbaned Bongaloo, who stood liko a statuo at the 
and of the room, and who moved noisolessly about the 
porformance of his dutios to roplenish thé fires or 
supply tho sahib’s wants, 

Thoro is no plage, excopt porhaps in India, whero 
exoursions can be made go luxuriously and with such 
comfort. ‘Labour being so cheap that a trifle enables

the sporlsman to surround Iweelf in the fiold with 
all the luxurios he would juve at home, 

A. companion of mino and an excollont shot, whom 
I froquontly accompnniad, was romarkablo for tho 
syatomatic way in which he wont lo work, Bosides 
palanquing, ho would havo sovoral attendants carrying 
a comploto broakfast sorvico, sovoral chiumyes of cloth- 
ing, towels, spongos, and all tho apparatua of the bath, 
and writing matorials and books, with whioh, if no- 
cossary, to wile away the hot houva of mid-day, Sot 
ting off boforo suuriso, he would reach his shooting 
ground goon after daylight, and sonding on his at- 
tondants would commonco oporations, A. goodly Lag 
of snipo, teal, a fow ducks, wild pigoous, and a quail 
or two would bo mado hy tho time we reawhed tho 
temple, whore tho servanis had established them: 
solves, ILore wo would find a portion of tho tomple 
carofully swopl, gooil firos buthing, wator boiling, and 
all tho ioilot apparatus, with a bath ready, behind 
curtains, brought for the purpose. 

While wo bathed and drossod, a recherolid brenk- 
fast of game and curryswould bo propared hy the 
cooks, and everything sorved with the smno enro antl 
propricty as if im regular course, Tho only varioly 
being, the apponrancg of an ngod priost or tivo to 
chin-chin tho mandaxing, and bid them wolcoma; at 
the samo time liberally supplying tho sorvanta with 
wood and wator, Sometimes auch oxoursions wore

mado Lo a distance, and would occupy sevoral days, 
in which caso, ono’s mat, pillows, and musquito cun- 
tains, woro inkon, In tho Tast, where most men 
sloop on a mat, and with hard pillows, his bed is 
casily mado to accompany him in his excursions, 
Tho fivat timo I was out on a lengthenad tom, I was 
surprised to find that our servants had quartered 
themeelvos in one of tho largest and finest houses in 
a villago in the midst of o beautiful valley, every 
inch of which was cultivated with paddy, and which 
abounded with snipe and wild fowl. I conceived that 
wo wore intruding in a most unjustifiable way on 
privato family ; Lut my companion assured me that 
tho fuimily would be quite flattered by our having se- 
lectod thoir mansion for our quarts, Ido not know 
whethor this was oxactly tho case, but, certainly, as 
fur a8 politeness went, nothing could exceed the at~ 
tontion of ow host, a vencrable-looking old man. We 
of course only spunged upon him for shelter, and when 
wo loft gave o handsomo giatuity 10 his servants— 
which, probably, mado us highly popular with them, 
‘Tho only auxicty apponred to be to keep the 
daughlor oul of our way—rather a difficult task, as 
all tho rooms opened into ono contral court-yard ; and 
tho young lady, who, in spite of her distorted feet, was 
really a vory fino handsome girl, seemed to have no 
notion of being shut up, and at every opportunity 
gave us a chance of admiring her charms, though 
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genorally for a vory short timo, for ax goon as alo was 
porcoived, sho was summarily caught by tho shouldor 
and pushod ont of sight This leads mo to hnagine 
that wo should not be quite go odious to the Ohiness 
fair, if they had the opportimity of discovering: that 
wo avo not quite such devils aa wo are painted hy 
their cook-oyod brothor slaves, 
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CHAPTER XXIIL 


OANTONMENT—ONINESE FORTIFIOATIONS—POPULARITY OF THE 
REY DEVIS—THE BRIGADIER-GHNBRAL—~200 CLIMATE OF

Tne Europoan cantonment was situated close to the 
harbour, and at 2 distance of about half a mile from 
the motropolitan city of Ting-hae, which communi- 
cated with tho scx by a canal, We were quartered 
partly on o strong position, callod Joss-House Hill, 
and which had beon a sort of citadel, and partly be- 
hind a large bund or battory, about twelve feet high 
and thirty foot broad, which strotched along the sea- 
front for two miles on each side of Joss-House 
Till, till 1 rostod against a lofty, steep hill on each 
lank, and which the Chinese, with commendable 
sogacily, had fortified, Thoso fortifications, which 
woro strong and calculated to oppose a large force, 
wore 80 built as to command the roads up the hills on 
oach sido, undor the impression that the barbarians 
would inevitably ascond the beaten road to attack 
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them. ho Colostial ongincora must have boon ter- 
ribly disgusted to see thom, contrary to all reasonable 
expectation, charging up tho lull sides wilerly rogard- 
loss of road or path, and soon commanding and out- 
flanking tho very flanking batterics, wid able to rede 
tho whole of the insido of the bund that had heen 
built ab such oxponae and in so inorodibly short a 
time, 

Besides these battories, many of which were con- 
structed, it was found on the secoud expedition bo the 
North that meny and ingonious devices had boon 
adopted by which the barbmians might bo mob on 
oqual torms, and which oxhibiled imiovations quite 
inconsistent with tho infloxibility of Chinese customs. 
Ono of thoso consisted in fitting up hoata with paddlo- 
whools, which wore workod with a crank by mon 
inside, and which, ib was conceived, would copa sic 
cossfully with our aleamors, Cluns wore found, too, 
which had boon cast in imitation of & gun talon from 
an English vessel wrockod on the cont ‘hoy lad 
clovating serows and tangont keulor, but they were 
cast solid with tho gun ao ag to be complately Lumoye- 
ablo, and consoquontly usvloss, Tb would Lo an ondloss 
task, however, bo volato all the nncedotos of tho war 
lial imbocility of theso petticonted warriors, who, at 
best, would bo no match for tho kiltod fomalo body- 
guard of the potontate of Dahomey. 

Tn Chusan tho English appoared to bo vory popular, 
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ani thore did not scem to be any anxiety in the inha- 
bitants for our departure, The advantages derived 
from our protection, tho justico with which they wore 
treated, and tho groat improvement in their com- 
inorce rendered thom desirous that we should continue 
to hold tho island, It would have been difficult to 
find a population among whom fewer crimes or mis- 
demeanours wore committed, and the few Chinese 
watchmen, who guarded the city at night, had almost 

- sinocure appointments, unloss when some fast subaltern 
undortook to carry off a lento and staff, an experi- 
ment not always successful, 

Officors could rido, walk, or shoot in the remotest ' 
part of tho island, or of the neighbouring archipelago, 
without tho slighlost risk of interruption or insult ; but 
the Saxon restlessness and energy which prompted 
such exorcisos were frequent themes of discussion 
among the worthy thancs and formers, who could not 
coneoive why officors, who could be carried about in 
sedan chairs, do little or nothing, and grow sleck and 
portly, should be constantly galloping over the rough 
vouds aid fiolds at tho risk of their necks, wading 
through mud and wator for a fow paliry birds, not 
worth the oxponse of powder and shot, or sailing 
boats, with a chance of being drowned, They admitted 
that to ride well, to bring down birds on the wing, 
wid to be ablo cheerfully to undergo fatiguo and 
exposure, wore all usoful and even wonderful things in 
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a soldior, yol, ag war waa by no manna a desirablo 
‘stato of things, so, this aphit whieh fits the Mnglish 
man for il, waa rather worthy of reprobation as oxhi- 
biting a rostloss, dixsntistion, daugerons Klate of ind, 
especially Lo ho avoided, Thay hold, with Cuxary your 
Joan man in abhouonce, and wold willingly food, 
awaddle, and ferther-bod Inwuanity inte an alder 
manic, plothoric incnpreity for any emotion mora 
brisk than sonsuulity, : 

Your lean, swllow Yankeo, wilh dyspepsia guawing . 
at his vitals, and evor keeping him lank and irritable, 
would von bo moro nneonyoninl than his sleoker 
English cousin, They uxed to regard with untiring 
wonder, the activity of the Brignlior-CGonoral, our ox. 
celloné commandant, particularly whon tho koon 
broezes of winter hogan to render sayoro oxoretso 
absolutely necessary. ‘Thon, with the troops, he might 
bo soon on a fiekd-day laking and retaking phunlations, 
charging into villages with tho Jayonat, skirmishing 
up tho sidos of the motntaing or crowing tho canal, 
and oscaleding tho olty walls 

Such runing, rach, git jumping, a Chinaman 
could nob concvive, untoss ruler tho compulsion of 
poraonal torroy, and with an onomy jn tho veny, 

Thoir own martial axerctaes ave conduotod with av 
degroo of solomu decormim, in wlyong cuntrnst lo our 
indecent hasto and bustle, 

Tho mandarins nvrive in their chaira und snfoly 
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ensconco thomselves in a convenient building, or, in 
oxtrome cases, under tho shelter of huge 1ed umbrellas. 
A. fow potards aro fred, somo bad shots aro made with 
the bow, and the cavalry move about in a gingerly 
mannor, and with a creditable cconomy of their horses’ 
strength, 

The climate of Chusan reminded me very much of 
that of North America; tho summor being exceed- 
ingly"hot and tho winter bitterly cold, I have seen 
tho thormomoter as high as 98° and as low as 10°; 
but the lattor gives but an indifferent notion of the 
intonso cold, which is caused by a koon wind with o 
Siberian edgo to it, vory similar to a Canadian “vent 
poudrd,” It was quito a new and dolightful sensation 
in China 10 bo braced up by the cold, to see the whole 
country covored with snow, and tho canals frozen 
ovo, 

Tho Chinose as the winter advapcod added coat to 
cout, some of shoep-skins and other heavy furs, till 
thoy assumod quile poitontous dimonsions, somewhat 
resombling polar boars in disguise, The sepoys at 
first wero quito paralysoyl, but obsorving tho modes 
usod by tho English soldior to koop his blood in 
active circulation, and encouraged by their officers, 
thoy imitated them with great pluck ; 80 that in a short 
timo thoy did not appear to suffer at all from the 
cold, and there was no sicknoss whaicvor among them. 
Tho East India Company, with the praiseworthy caro 
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thoy always oxhibit for thoir soldiora, huul tuleon ene 
to’provido thom with plonty of warm clothing. 

Tho const, rivors,and woods, ench with their pocu- 
liar class of gamo, frrnished ne with strong induco- 
monts to tako oxorciae during tho day; and in the 
ovoning wo collectod in tho hospitable mexsroom of 
the 98th rogimont, whero fowr largo fires, double 
doors, and clath hangings round tho walls did nob 
suffico to prevont us from shivoring in ow chairs (il 
tho jug of mulled port wont round and restored a 
gonial warmth to our frames, 

Much of our time at Chusan was onlivonad by tha 
prosenco of Mons. de Lagrendo, the Fronch Aimbas- 
sador, with his family and suile, md the offleers of 
tho Fronch frigate * Olonpatro,” commandod vy 
Admival Cocille, who we all doclared ought to have 
boon an Englishman, It was impossible for mou to 
havo fratornised bofter than we did with our French 
visitors, We vodo, walked, shot, and dined togother 
daily, making oxcmsions to all parts of tho jaland, ao 
that it was with tho groateal rogrot wo au thent leave 
tho harbow, afler a prolongod satay, Our French 
frionds laughed outright ab the iden of our giving up 
tho island, declaring that if wo wore go silly us bo do 
so thoy would take it thomsolvos, I beliove nogo- 
tiations wore attemptod with that view, 

Among our various amusoments woro amatour 
theatricals, which wo could indulge in with gront

sMisfaction, owing to the abundant materials for 
drogsos, and tho uumber of buildings suitable for the 
purposo—the two primo objects in the eyos of all 
gonuine amatours, Our theatro was a large joss- 
houso, which wo fittod wp very noatly and prettily, so 
much 80 a8 lo excite great commendation from our 
Tronch frionds,* : 

From my oxporionce at Koo-Lung-Soo I was 
olucted manager soon after my arrival at Chusan, and, 
thauks to a nervous, excitable temperament, which 
proventod mo from playing myself, I was able to dis- 
tribulo the difforont parts without any of the jealousy 
and opposition which is generally the bane of this 
species of amugement, and which is usually caused by 
tho managor only solecting such parts and such plays 
ag may best tend to his own personal illustration. 

On a great occasion we had got up the “Two 
Figayos” and the “Sentinel” with great care, and as 
there were somo really good actors in our little 


“ Tt waa hivod from tho priosts at a tory low rato, and with 
movoly a stipulation that wo should nob damage the gods 
moro than wo could holp. ‘Ckoy wero accordingly romoved to 
hu Iuak of tho stago, and concoaled from tho audience by a 
drop scout, behind which they glowerod in the dubious light in 
a way that might have diacomposod the norves of a supersti- 
tious scono-shiflor., ‘hoy would havo beon invaluable necos- 
snvios in a pices of “ dinblorio,” and I was thinking of intro- 
ducing thom into something of tho kind when I was removed 
from Ohusan. I am not cortain whothor the priests would 
have approved of thoir appenrance in such characters, 
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“troupe,” wa counted an oblwining grant delat. The 
playbills wero printed, ticketa xold and paid for, the 
docorations had all beon refurbished, and tho keonory 
rotouched, Tho band had learnt the mai, the 
aolors rohonised their paris till they wore quite por- 
fect, and ovorything promised a mort trimnphant 
exhibition, when the very day hefare Uw dress ro- 
heaveal, Figaro the first, who ia on the seono during 
tho wholo piece, waa taken suddenly ill. 

Hamlet, with the part of Tamlet omitted, would 
be a triflo comparod with thy ‘Two Figaios with 
Vigaro tho first absont on the sick list. Novor did 
greon-room prosent auch a collection of blank phy- 
siognomios, as when tho news was frab announead 
Evory available actor was alrouly in tho pioco, and it 
was moreover a long part to loarn at short notice, 
What could be dono? Full of enthusinam for tho 
causo, and undaunted by tho recollection that I had 
nover attompled a part in my life, and that 1 had not 
nervo onough, I volimtaored without hesitation to 
undoriako it, 

Manager and actor in ong, L liad not time to reflect, 
or 10 becomo nervous, Carponters, scono-sliftors, 
painters, and docorators wero all to bo overlooked, 
parts woro again and again vohoarsed, drosaoa wore 
mado, changad, and altered, and advice and informa 
tion to be furnishod 40 tho norvous and inox~ 
porienced, 
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Up to tho last momont I had scmcely a momont 
ovon to think of my own part, or to admire tho beaus 
tiful and correct majo dresses in which Chinese silks, 
satins, and volvote enabled us to dress. The house 
for Lho dvoss rehearsal was crammod from footlights 
lo ceiling with soldiers and their wives, and it was 
not Uill the curlain drew up, and I found myself on 
the stago that [ was dismayed with the rashness of 
the act which brought me there. The mass of faces 

_scomed to bo instinct with eyes, and the murmur of 
applauso as the curtain rose sounded like the roar of 
waters in which I was vainly struggling as if under 
the oppressive weight of nightmare. 

T had something very commonplace to say to a gar- 
dener, lo propare for the reception of the Countess 
Almaviva, bué while my imagination was all on fire, my 
momory was cloan gone, and I gabbled about everything 
in tho play in tho most fluent manner, except what I 
xoally ought to hove said. T could see the prompter 
tuning rapidly over the leaves of the book to find 
whoro I had got to, and I knew that he was prompting 
mo what lo say, but I could not colloct my attention 
sufficiently to hoar what ho said. My brother actora 
bohind tho scones wore thowing up their hands and 
oyos with dismay as I became more incoherent, and I 
was on tho point of rushing off the scone in a perfect 
frenzy of norvous oxcitemont. 

Tortunately the pit was delighted at my fluency, 
only wondoring why the stupid gardener, instead of 
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answoring, slood staring wilh open-mouthed amaze- 
ment, At last somo absurdity of imine, or the 
ludicously-bothored look of the unlucky gardener sy 
dolightod the disertminating andionco (hab they lust 
oul into theo hearty rounds of npplause, which pave 
ne a little timo bo recover my brea(li and my sensos, 

If Zuniol at that momont had beckoned me 
through the iap-door, T should have jumpod joyfully 
into his elutehes in spite of blue flane or Bengal fire, 
A molodvamatic imp might Inve had me a cheap 
bargain, for T would havo aignod any conmpact tint 
would have onnbled mo to oxewpe from the infinite 
eyos which glared at mo with a want of inlividuality 
absolutely appalling, A sense that there waa no 
excapo~- that J mual go on with the tnale J hd wudler- 
takon ~assisted in dispelling some of the pauie terror 
which oppregsod mo, and I was able to collect ny 
thoughts sufficiently to proceed with my part, though 
it was with a sickoning aense Lhut this was only the 
dross rehearsal, aud that the worst wag yab lo come, 

Ty was fortunate Ural Chusan was an island, and 
remoto fromn any placo £ contd eonvoniontly fly to, or 
Tshould containly havo boon inissing, and | shonld 
have hailed with dolight a good allack of cholera or 
fever, It waa not to bo, howevor, and T had to go 
through with my task to tho ond, nerved by despe- 
ration, and with the conviction strong upon me that T 
should nover again be found contonding for histrionie 
honouts,

AN DNGIISIT SUL LDMINT-—-LRADE OF NINGPO—MR, THOM, THR 
CONSUL, 


Onw of the earlicss oxcwsions I made was to 
Ningpo, at a distance of about forty miles from 
Chusan, Our way lay through a passage called 
Hell's Gato, whore a tide of from eight to ten 
knots rushes through tho nmrow channel Letween 
tho islands, ‘Tho opium clippos and Chineso boats 
manage to gol through at almost all times of the 
lide, by taking advantage ofthe eddics closo to the 
shore, not much caring if they do run aground, as 
the bottom is soft mud, off which they are sure to 
float on tho next tide. A delightful voyage, as 
through a lake, brought us in four hours to the mouth 
of tho T'se-keo rivor, Bold promontorics, topped with 
fortifications, hore closo in the river, and protect the 
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important town of Tohing-hao, or rather affect to 
‘protect it, for in tho war thoy only scomad as a trap 
for the unfortunate wretches, who, hommed in on all 
sidos, and not comprehonding that on throwing down 
their arms they would bo allowed quarter, kopt up a 
desultory firo, which was mawored by withoring vol- 
loys, causing tho massacre of thousands, Tmmonso 
crowds porighod by drowniug, in attempting to swim 
aoioss thovivor, Mx. ‘Thom, our late oxcollont consul 
at Ningpo, was on tho spot, and ondoavoural to 
oxplain to tho frantic crowd, who woro drivon into a 
tongue of land, whoro thoy wero nob ouly opon bo tho 
fire of Uho troops and artillery, but also to tho 
squadron, thal in throwing down thoir arme thoy 
would bo allowod quartor, Ax fal ns some of thom 
did so, other unfortunate wrotchos, notuatod by torror 
or doapair, would firo their matchlocks, drawing down 
on them the renowed fivo of tho troops. Tt was long, 
and only by the oxtraordinary exortions of Mx. Thom 
and somo of the officora, that this frightful massacro 
at longth consod. 

Tehing-hao, with ita froground of alynpt promon- 
torios, fortifications, md tho numorons shipping in tho 
waters, and a background of tho river, with widulating 
woods and oultivated hills sloping to the shore, would 
form a fine aubjoct for tho painter. The whole, how- 
ovor, of this wonderful country abounds with the 
picturesque, and will somo day roward the pains of a 
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zoalous artist by the coloity tho beauty and ori- 
ginolity of his subjeots must obtain for him, None 
of tho publishud works that [ have soon do justice to 
the beauty and grandeur of the seonory ; fow even 
havo caught ils peouliar and romantic character ; 
while many ave so absurdly unlike China, that one 
can scarcely beliove that tho artists have ever taken 
tho troublo to extend their researches and their 
travels os for as the junk at Blackwall, or the Chinese 
Jixhibition at Hyde Park Corner, where, at any 2ate, 
somo inkling might have been obtained of the oF 
tumes, houses, and vessel, 

Tho 'Vso-keo, a noble stream, runs through a very 
beautiful tract of country, cultivated in the most 
cavoful mannor, and abounding in rich crops, among 
which paddy is by far the most conspicuous , its rich, 
luxuriant groon pervading the whole landscape. Nu- 
merous villages and farms dot the suface of the 
country, giving a park-liko air to the green expanse, 
surrounded aa thoy are by largo tices and,clumps of 
tho elegant bamboo. Numbors of canals intesoct the 
farms in evory direction, fusmishing abundance of 
wator for irrigation, and offering tho most convenient 
high road to tho farmer, who thus is onabled to cany 
hia produce to market, and return with manure and 
othor bulky articles, with a loss expenditure of capital 
and labour than would produce the same results in 
any other way; thore are no horses to be fed, no

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oxponsive waggons to bo provided, which constantly 
requiro repair. 

Ono or two boats, built prineipally of wood grown 
in tho neighbourhood, tho mast and saila of banbao, 
home grown and manufveturad, is all that is roquivod 
for transport. ‘Those Loals, gliding through the rich 
yalloys, or lying idlo beside a woorly villago, thoir 
bright-yollow masts and saila flapping in tho breczo, 
add grontly to tho pioturosquencas and originality of 
the sconory, ‘Lhe bridges, Loo, often olegantly pro- 
poxtioned, and with an oxtraordinarily lofly pitch, re- 
minding one of some of tho Moorish structures in 
Andalucia, aro a ploasing feature in tho landscape, 

A fino breezo carriod us gallantly up tho stream, past 
many @ dooply ladon junk, slowly ourtaocyiug ils way 
through tho rippling waver; our bontinon a the same 
timo shouting and chatloring to tho crews of the 
vossela and boats which wo constantly mot, 

What struck ug moro particularly than anything 
olgo woro the gront number and sizo of tho ice-lousos, 
which wore built at short intorvala along tho bauk of 
tho river, Tot as it #& in summor, tho cold is vory 
intonse in winlor, owing to tho biting north-onst wind, 
which comos straight down from Kametchaka without 
touching anywhoro in the way Lo take the edge off. Tn 
tho winter, ico is collocted in vory gront quantitios, 
#0 that it can bo sold in tho amor for a ioro Irifle, 
{t is used oxclusively for prosorving fish, ovory fishing- 
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boat going out with a supply on board, Cold fruit 
and drinks, so rofreshing to the European, are un- 
known luxuries to the Chinaman, who, throughout 
tho summor, sticks to his warm tea and equally warm 
taam-sin, At Chusen we got ovor soveral junk-loads 
of icc from Ningpo, which, with all the increased 
exponses, stood us, I think, in something less than a 
hal{penny pound. 

As wa approached Ningpo the breadth of the river 
greatly increased, and divided into three branches, up 
‘one of which, opposite to the city, we took our course, 
through a multitude of vessels; and just as the sun 
sot anchored opposite the English Consulate, where 
wo wore wolcomed by Mx, Thom, tho cclebrated 
Chineso scholar, who had just heen appointed Consul. 

The consulate ilself, which Mr. Thom assured me 
‘was not a remarkable specimen of a mandarin's house, 
was of immonso oxtent, covering, I should think, 
sovoral acres of ground, and with room enough to 
accommodate two or three regiments. There seemed 
to ho soveral ostablishmonts one within another, with 
soparate court-yards, gardons, aud offices, ‘These, 
probaloly, wore for the difforont branches of the family, 
for though tho married sons froquontly reside with 
thoir paronts, it is good policy to allow thom some 
place of thoir own, even bonoath the paternal roof 
—an arrangomont that such an ostablishment as this 
would casily permit of. 
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Some of tho rooma woro handsomely proportioned, 
and with froscocs that wore nob wanting in a cortain 
dogrea of graco, Tn moat of tho rooma also wore 
richly-varnishod tablets, emblazoned with huge gildod 
lottors, oxprossing domo moral precopta, and which in 
tho Chinoso charactor aro highly ornamental as woll as 
instruotive, T havo soon somothing of tho sumo kind 
at SchaMhauson and othor German towns Some 
of our own old ostablishmunts at homo have quaint 
mottocs and apophthogms, a desoription of ornamental, 
dovico it would bo pleasant to seo moro froquontly in 
vogue. ‘Cho elegant and intricato dosigna with whieh 
tho walls of tho Alhambra aro imprinted are formed 
almost ontiroly from precepts from the Koran, 

Ningpo wag by far tho finost oily T saw in China, 
Tho streots woro comparatively broad, lean, and 
well paved; tho houses largo nnd handsome, with 
numbers of good shops and warchougos, ‘I'he people 
woro exceddingly civil and good-natured, and soomod 
a more respectable, orderly, citizon-like oommunily 
than tho noisy, crowded populations of Amoy and 
Canton. : 

Tho quartor of tho city burnt down during tho 
war had been robuilt on a far auperior acale to tha old 
part of tho city, tho streots much brondor and ex- 
coodingly woll pavod, tho shops largor, and tho whole 
quarter more European in appearance than anything 
in China, ‘The citizens of Ningpo havo certainly in 
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this instanco vontured to improve on the model left 
thom by their forefathers. 

As in most Chinese cities, there are many curious 
templos and monuments. The onc thht struck me 
moat, was a lofty pagoda, said to have beon built in 
tho twolfth century, and now inhabited by immense 
colonios of macias, a ploasant, merry, mischievous 
chattor-box tribo, a sort of cross between a jay and 
starling, and which abound throughout the country, 
, onlivening every village clump of trees with their 
love-making, quarrelling, and arguments, all of which 
aro carried on ab the highest pitch of their voice, and 
for the bonefit of the wholo public, 

Tho tomples aro much the same in their appoint- 
monts, stylo, ornaments, and idols as in all other 
parts of China, the only varioty being in size or rich- 
noss and profusion of ornament, 

In Ningpo tho most remarkable is tho Fokien 
Tomple, erected by a subscription of tho Fokien 
merchants, groat numbers of whom trade to this 
port, and which in gorgoousnoss of idols, gilding, 
fresco paintings, and droporios, for surpassed anything 
T had previously seen, 

Tho wholo of tho city of Ningpo is onclosod within 
wolls, and is said to contain 500,000 inhabitants: 
thia, howovor, I imagine is a moro matter of conjec- 
ture, ‘The viows from the ramparts, or, bettor still, 
from the top of the old pagoda, are very splendid, 
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oxtonding for an immonuo dialanco over tho city and 
onvirons, 

"tho aity disolf covers a considornlo xpnea, a yront 
doal of which ia tukon up by gardens, which muat 
add greatly to its sulubrity, and it is, [ believe, consi- 
dered ono of the healthioss places on the coat of 
China, 

Tho gardons, bosides producing a slock of fruit and, 
flowors, havo gonorully somo lulf-dogen coffina ranged 
out in the cold opon nix, waiting till the tonante shall 
have mouldorod into dust, whon a small ourthon jar is 
largo onough to contain tho debris, and the coffin is 
convortad into fuol, In this way a family ix ablo to 
pack away wholo gonorations of ancestors at fiw loss 
coat and with Joss lumbor than somo of ow own 
nobility roquiro for the family pictures, and with 
much less doubt regarding tha authonticity. Thare 
is a plonsant wall of six or soven milos round tho 
ramparis, which afford beautiful viowa of the aur 
rounding country, which has Uo appouranco of a 
larga gardon, through which tho river winda ila way, 
and wumborloss counts, like silvor throads, intorsoet it 
in every dircotion, q 

Ningpo is tho capital of tho groon-ton distrivt, and 
ia at o, distanco of noarly « hundred miles from the 
most considorablo tract whore it is producod : much, 
howovor, is grown in tho immediate vicinity, though 
ngt of tho finost quality. On tho conclusion of the 
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troaty, it wags oxpected that there would at onco have 
boon a largo demand at Ningpo for this article, leave 
to trade 10 thoso ports direct having been ono of the 
stipulations most carnestly contended for ; there has, 
howovor, boon no trado whatever, and, in this instance, 
tho backwardnoss is atiributable to the English mer- 
chants, Tho Chineso dealers, as soon as the treaty 
was goncluded, purchased a largo sturo, and prepared 
“a gongiderable quantity of tea for the expected de- 
mand, . To their groat surprise, the English, after 
licking out so resolutely for the opening of theso ports, 
and aflor sonding out an exceedingly oxpensive consular 
establishmont, did not send a ship or a single trader, 
and thoy wero ultimately obliged to repack their teas 
and send thom off by the old route to the Canton 
markets, aflor having suffered a very heavy loss and 
groat inconvonionco by the delay. Winding their first 
spooulation turn out so ill, tho Ningpo meichants 
have wisoly determined to wait fill theye is a certain 
domand beforo thoy again bring their produce to a 
new market. ‘This, on tho other hand, does not suit 
tho English merchant, who, immediately on arriving, 
oxpools a solo for his goods*to enable him to purchase, 
and finding noithor merchants nor merchandise, cannot 
afford to wait, owing to tho hoavy expenso accumt- 

lating for wages, froight, &e. 
Thoru is also much uncertainty regarding the sale 
of English goods, the market being cntitcly new: 

NB 
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unless, too, the buyor ig accompaniod by a ton-trater, 
ho is uncortain of tho quality of toa which ho seoa 
for tho first timo, and which, though probably far 
hottor, does not resemble the garbled aluil affored in 
tho Canton market, ‘Lhia will continuo till thore are 
gomo morchants of sapitrl pounmently sottled ab 
Ningpo, who can afford to mako thoiry bargaing in 
anticipation of tho carival of o cargo, ead who would 
bo able to form connections with tho native mar. 
chanis founded on mutual confidence and osicom, 
When this dosirable consummation will take placo it 
is hod to say, At the time thet T waa at Ningpo, w 
fow Amorican missionatios woro, with tho uxcoption 
of tho consular oslablishment, the only foroignors : 
two or threo ahips had called and mado a short atay, 
but without affecting any Wada. 

Far different might have hoon tho onao if wo could 
havo retained Chusan. In that healthy and boautiful 
island numbos of Europoana would havo gindly 
settlad, aud who, by tho aid of small voseols, with 
Lasenr orowa, would, at tho chenpost and bust rate, 
havo collected the produco of tha neighbouring 
country, Chusan boing “notually nonror the ton 
disurict than Ningpo itaal€ Tore, too, tho Jargo 
Ewopoon ships, finding a snfo and ovsy port, would 
bring thoir cargoos, which might be Jandod and loft till 
a fair domand onabled tho morchants to distribute it 
profitably from thoir depdt. Trade would thon be in 
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its right channel, and would be iapidly developed : 
as it is, wo expoot, in China, trado to act on prm- 
ciples that would offectually destroy it at home. 
Uompel, for instanco, all Indian and American ships 
4o romain in the Thamos and the Morsey till their 
cargo is sold, romove all the bonded stores, all facili- 
ties, all information, and thon ‘seo what will become 
of the trade, although based oh known mutual inte- 
rests, and with competent brokers to settle all ques- 
_ tions rogarding quality. It may be truly said that 1t 

is the business of the Chinese to foster the trade of 
their own poils, but they say, and are stupid enough 
to beliove, that they do not want us or our trade, 
So “ag tho mountain will not go to Mahomet, Ma- 
homes must go to the mountain ;” and as the Chinese 
will not, and could hardly bo expected to grant us the 
necossary facilities, wo should havo provided them for 
owselves. Chuson would havo made us independent 
on thas score; it would have afforded us a splendid 
hend-quaitors for our trade, and the most command- 
ing position on tho coast of Chin t is what 
Gibraltar is lo tho Moditorrancan, of#&den to the 
Red Son; but instead wo have got Hong Kong, and 
tho Chinese havo got their ,ovenge! Oh, John Bull! 
John Bull! aftor beating the Chinaman into civility, 
after porforming foats of seamanship, of stratagem, 
and dming tho wold might wonder at, you are bam- 
boozlod, outwitted, fooled by the half-witted China- 
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mon you despised, To gave you curle-blanche, and 
with a logordomain worthy of Kattorfolto, left you 
Hong Kong bolwoon your clumay puws, To has 
sold you # bargain—doar, vory donr, at 25,000,000 
dollars !

Tho trado ab Ningpo is priucipally coustwise with 
Vokion for grass-cloth, paper, sugar, &e. ; with Chapoo 
for Japaneso wares, with Shang-hae for Muglish goods, 
and with Chusan for opium, 

Tho oxporls aro groon toa, fino porcolain, om- 
broidored silka and sating, inlaid furnitwro, and an 
abundanco of minor manufactured articles, orna- 
monts, jowollory, &, Tho furniture shops of Ningpo 
ave well worth a visib: thoy avo of groat aizo, and 
contain immonso quantities of all kinds of Chinose 
furnituro, tables, chairs, bods, bodatoads, &,, many of 
which are porfoot wonders of carving and inlaying. 
Tho bodstonds of tho best description aro gront ou. 
riositios, and aro gonorally boantifi uly onrved, puintod, 
and inlaid. Bosidos a aléoping- pluoo, thoy usually 
contain a chest of drawora, 1 tablo, a couple of chaiva, 
and various othor convonioncos, all Lonoath the same 
canopy, and onclosod withiu tho curining, 

Mx. Thom, tho Consul, by his attontion and kind- 
nos, mado our stay in Ningpo very agroeable, Ho 
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gavo us, Loo, much information rogarding the country 
pooplo, which ho was, porhaps, better capablo of 
doing than any othor Englishman in China—both 
from his long vesidonco in the country, and from his 
varied acquiroments in languages. 

Bosides soveral European languages, ho could speak 
tho Mandavin and tho common dialect of the Chinese, 
and was also a proficient in the Mantchou Tartar. 
Ho had married a Chinese lady, it was whispered 
rather for the sake of the language, and for the con- 
nexion it gave him with the people, into the philo- 
sophy of whoso ways he was desirous of throwing 
light. Aflor many years of deep study and anxious 
rosoarch ho had at last become woary with his task, 
and doclared their literature to be barren, stale, and 
unprofitable—thoir notions of science as bigoted as 
they wore crude and imperfect, and their religion and 
philosophy a chaotic darkness without one ray of 
Kght.

In company with tho doolor of tho Consulate, 
myaolf and my companion, wo sot out lo visil the 
monastery of Non-Lang, « Bhuddiat shrine of groat 
noto throughout the empire, 

The heat was so intenso that we commenced our 
journoy in the ovening, Entoring a largo basin from 
the ‘Tso-keo rivor wo found ourxolvos, in cumpany with 
a gromt number of cannl-boate, wailing for tho bide bo 
riso sufficiently high for tho opouing of tho locks. 
Lighting our cigars wo landod and frtornised with 
tho boatmon, who woro civil and obliging, aa T havo 
invariably found them in tho north—a vomarkublo 
contraat in this rospeet to tho people in the noigh- 
bourhood of Canton. Tho gatos wero shortly oponod, 
and wo passed on, and soon found oursolvos rapidly 
threading our way through the boala on a fino large 
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canal, from which innumerable smaller ones branched 
off to differont farms and villages, Gradually our 
flool Uhinned off, as theso side canals took ono or more 
boats oach till wo had the large canal almost to our- 
aolvos, and all tho mosquitoes who attacked us in 
myriads. We wore driven by these pests to the top of 
tho cabin, whoro, with the aid of our cigars, and the 
current of air produced by the movemont of the boat, 
we woro comparatively froe from them. It was a 
, lovely moonlight night, and as we glided rapidly aud 
silently on, we forgot almost that it was the time of 
rost, and from midnight till day-dawn we smoked and 
sung all tho English, Spanish, and Italien songs we 
had picked up at home or abroad, to the infinite 
wondor, no doubt, of the dwellers on the banks of the 
alream, whose oxclamations we could frequently hear, 
Thoir own music, sung in the most hideously shrieking 
folsotto, must have unfitted their ear to appreciate 
European sivains, oven if sung by the most accom- 
plished musician ; 80 that I do not flatter myself that 
theiy remarks woro oxpressive of admiration, but 
rathor of wonderment at tho wawonted sounda, 
ascending in tho night frown the familiar stream, 
Soon after daylight we arrived ot the termination 
of the canal, at a large villago at the foot of a range 
of steop hills: thero wo found the chairs and bearers 
awaiting us, whom we had sont on from Ningpo the 
day bofore; and, after getting » oup of tea at a shop 
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whore # numbor of Quolies wore bronkfuting, we 
procoeded on our chaira ab tho rate of nt Toast four 
milos an hour to the hills, which were ascended by a 
stoop path, up which wo walked, wd on reaching 
the summit had beautiful views ouch side of the range. 
Tlero wo found a small chapel, under the shade of 
which, and famed by the evel breeze, wo halted ; and 
whilst waiting for our guides, enjoyed iv dolicious 
hour's sleep, as somo compensation for tho lose of our 
night's res. Wo passed on the road numbers of 
Coolios carrying immonso woights of tea in bags, 
mado of alvips of bamboo, and curried across the 
shouldor on a bamboo pole, 

A jownoy of about threo hows through a wooded 
and very picturesque counlry brought us in sight 
of a fino avonuo of pina toes, of vonurablo age, 
through which our road lay to tho monastery, which 
ig built in tho lap of tho hills, and surrounded by 
woods of Leoch, pine, and Lunbuo, abounding with 
gamo, ‘Tanks, running-streame, and waterfalls divor 
sify tho scono, and render this a charming spot, more 
ospodinlly whon the thermometor is ab 96°, which it 
was ab this timo ab Ningpd and Chugan. 

Wo wont with our sorvants and baggago to the 
house of tho sub prior, whore wo worse hospitably 
rocoived ; but finding tho quartor hot, and not seru- 
pulously clean, wo took posseusion of the uppor 
templo, 9 building about sixty foob high, and two 
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hundred and filty feot in longth, whore we had ample 
room, and no lack of fresh air, After breakfast and 
a dolicious bath in a deep pool undor a waterfall, we 
wont through the tomples and chapels, and were 
much struck by tho extont of tho place, with the 
immonso sizo and number of the idols, and the cnor- 
mous gongs and drums with which the gods are 
awaloned, 

Tho.heat was intense outside, but in the immense 
apartmont of the temple it was delightfully cool. 
My two companions finding » convenient berth on 
an altar, at the foot of a gigantic idol, were soon 
asleop, At first I amused myself with sketching, 
which scomed greatly to delight the priests, but 
growing tired of this I got a volume of “Tom 
Burke of Ours,” and lay down for a comfortable 
porural, 

T could not help pondering on the curious change 
that was beginning to operate in this strange, oxclusive 
country, a8 I gazed on my two companions sleeping 
quiotly in such a placo, The huge idols, bedizened in 
barbarous gold and paint, glowaring fiercely above them, 
Tho strangoly quaint-looking pricats gliding noise- 
leasly from one chapel to the other, or among the 
columne—or stopping for a moment to peer stealthily 
and fearfully at the pelo, sleeping intruders, who 
appeared to bo laid out for sacrifice to the huge 
monstor, at whose fect they reclined; yet, withal, 
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thero was something vory commonplace in the 
maltor-of-frot oconpation of turning over tho leaves 
of tho last now novel, while half-dozen privats on 
tho stops below mo had got hokl of a volume of 
* Punch,” and whixpored their commonts, thoir eyos 
rounded with wondermont at tho strmgo figures anil 
caricatures with which tho volume abounded. 

At midnight Iwas awoke by tha deop booming 
of tho largo drum, like subterrancan thunder, and 
knowing thero was a midnight masa, T put on my 
slippors and followed the sound, which proceaded 
from tho lower tomple, Entering by ono of tho side 
doors I took my placo in tho background, where, 
ungoon, I could porooive tho ceremonial by the dim 
light at the alin, which just allowed ono or two of 
the nearest idols to be visiblo, and cast ponoila of 
light into the broad shadow of tho tomplo, moat 
parts of which were buried in gloom. Tho deop, 
hollow, but not loud roll of the hugo drum, was 
answorod by a gong from o distant part of tho 
templo—tho shango clanging sorving at the same 
timo to awake tho attontion of the goda, and to call 
logother the worshippors. 

Thoro was tho vory ossonco of melodrama in tho 
tono of tho inatrumonts, the gloom of the build- 
ing, and the imporfoctly-soen monators who lowered 
over tho scone, Silently as spectrea, from the 
dork njalos the yollow-robed priests glided in, somo 
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prosirating themsolves, others standing with statue- 
liko immobility with clasped hands, and eyes bent, to 
the ground, ‘Thero was a silvery tinkle from a bell, 
and a chant asconded from all parts of the building, 
two or threo hundred priests at the same time ap- 
proaching tho altar, and standing in an attitude of 
royorenco, The chant swolled and subsided as the 
drum and gong monotonously tolled, and two hollow- 
sounding wooden instrumonts, shaped like the human 
cranium, wore struck with sticks to mark time. The 
chant ceased or varied at intervals, the priests rising 
and prostrating themsolves, advancing to the altar in 
parallel lines, or in procossion, till the service was 
comploted. A. more awe-inspiring scene I have 
seldom witnossed, and I should scarcely at the time 
havo boon surprised to hear the god answer in 
thundors, like an ancient oracle, to the fervent but 
fontaatic appeal of his adorers, 

Tt is & great misfortune that we have so little 
information regarding the motives of the priests and 
worshippors, their habiis and mode of thought, the 
moaning of their peculiar coromonies, and the attri- 
bulos of their numerous deities. I have vainly 
endeavoured to obtain information; most of the 
Europeans I havo met with seemed to be as ignorant 
on the subject as myself. 

Tho Chinese thomselvos aro incapable, generally, 
from thoir ignorance, and most of the priests know as 
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littlo as tho Iaymon, reciting prayers mechanically 
in,Pali, a dinloct of the Snavoril, » language of which 
they do not understand ono word—going through 
coromoniog with » punctilions dovotion, without com- 
prohonding thoir object, and sponding a whole life in 
mortification and penance for Uhey know not what, 
Gront magical powors avo ascribed to the adopts in 
Bhuddism by tho vulgar, and many of tho pricats 
havo a yoputation for necromancy, for tho knowledge 
that could compol tho services of invisible spivila, and 
for the powor of ubiquity. ‘This, howovor, is protty 
much confined to tho vulgar; tho pricsts having no 
powor in tho Stato, and but little moral influence of 
any kind. Thoir roligion, in fret, apponre to be only 
used for suporslitious purposes, and for worldly 
objects, No Chinaman addrossos a gad for any 
purposo but the good of lis body, to propitinlo any 
mischiovous intention regarding his proporty, to avart 
sickness, and to protest him from magic and all w- 
known or unaeon dangora, Ye 

Thoy appom to mo to bo rather Doirts or Mate. 
vialisig than Tdolators, and from all T havo acen [ foal 
asgurod thoir worship ix nob addrossal to the idols, 
Thoy have no rospool for tho idel por ko; thoy will 
do nothing to proleat it from injury or ingult, or if 
they do so, it is morely as go much proporly, so much 
furniture, Tf tho idol bo irroparably injured, a now 
one is ordered, and tho old one is kickod out ax go

much plastor, sawdust, and rotten wood, and no 
one cares for tho relies, 

Tt is, Tknow, the common excuse of the heads of 
ovory faith which sots up graven images, that the 
image is only intonded to awaken that attention which 
would not be accorded to an abstract notion. The 
original intention in such casos may have been harm- 
loss, however injudicious ; but the consequences, as in 
Greoco and India, have too often led to the substitution 
of the visible gravon image for that of the unseen, true, 
and only God, 

I believe that the Chineso fully comprehend the 
difforonco botween tho idol and the abstract notion of 
a divinity; and whethor they fall in adoration before 
tho idol or bofore a scroll doseribing one of his attri~ 
butes, they are still in thoir mind addressing an absent 
and abstract idoa. 

‘Yo Chinese chronology tho period is comparatively 
short since wo, who criticise, offored bribes to “our 
Lady of Loretto,” bent tho knee to Si. Iago of Com-~ 
postolla, or’ at tho holy sopulchre, or laid out our 
sparo ponco, and often epenco hardly spared, in the 
purchase of — 


 Roliquos, beads, 
Indulgences, disponses, pardons, bulls,” 


for purposes as worldly as those which cause the self. 
seoking Chinaman to humble his forehead in the dust 
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of tho temple, and to yield to the priesia a portion of 
hia‘much-loved hoard, 

Flow many in both instances diaholieve in, yol foar 
to negloct tho rites of thoir religion? ‘The constant 
muttoring of tho alill, small yoiee, ovoreumes in 
practico the Joud vaunt of the braggadocio reason, 

On tho second day wo sot off bo visit some lakes at 
tho diatanco of about fiftoen miles, Wo were carrivd 
in chairs mado of bamboo, not weighing more than 
fifteen pounds, go that our bearers wore ably to travel 
ab a great rato, We passod through sovernl small 
towns and villages, and through a picturoaque country, 
which had high oultivation, and ity varicly of wooded 
knolls, brooks, and plantations, had quilo au Bngligh 
aspect, Wo put up at a joss-houso, whero wo found 
our broakfast awaiting ws, and thon set off in bunts to 
explore the lakes, which havo litle imerit ‘beyond 
boing fino pieces of wator, surrounded by a country 
that had an air of groat rural comfort and plenty. A. 
fortnight aftorwards tho population of this innuediate 
distriot was in open robollion, and defented two bodios 
of military sont against Unom,making tho chiof man- 
darin prisonor, It lustod some wooks, and was fniuly 
concluded by tho fonra of the Viooroy, who grantod 
the domands of tho insurgonts, on loarning that they 
woro about to attack tho cily of Ningpo. ‘I'he ponsants, 
who wore in tho right, succoeded in vindicating their 
priviloges in their full integrity, 
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It appoars that the Emperor, with gruly paternal 
considoration, romittod tho taxes of this district in 
congcquoned of the sovere losses and sufferings of the 
people, at tho timo of the occupation of Ningpo by 
tho English. Tho Vicoroy, like a true Chinese man- 
darin, detormined to cheat both Emperor and people 
by continuing to levy the taxes, pocketing tlfe pro- 
ceeds himself, ‘he people, however, who had become 
acquainted with the imperial order, were not nearly so 
manogenblo as was anticipated, and the tax-gatherers 
got nothing but brokon heads for their pains. The 
troops which wero sent to punish this outrage were 
equally woll bonten, and fled disgracefully to Ningpo, 
and finally the Vicoroy was compelled to give up the 
intontion of lovying the obnoxious impost, 

Previously to taking the law into their own hands, 
the poasantry sont a deputation of their most aged 
mon to point out the injustice of the demand, and to 
dissuade tho Vicoroy from his schome. To resist such 
an appoal is in Ching a very dangerous proceeding, 
and had it voached the knowledge of the Court, it 
might havo been tho caugo of the utter degradation of 
tho mandavin. 

In a country so completely centralised and bureau- 
craticisod as China, it is next to impossible for any- 
thing to reach the higher powers except through the 
mandaring, who, as long as they can keep up appear- 
ancos, are utlorly regardless of the truth, Thus, during 
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tho war, tho Emperor was poratiaded alnoat up to tho 
ldst, momont that his armios and fleots wore conquoring 
tho miserable barbarians, Jn tho ent it is probable 
that half choir defeats would nover have reached hig 
ents, but for tho nocessity of paying the 25,000,000 
dollars of indomnity, which the imporial aftlears could 
nob conveniontly raiso themaclyos, Ab the vory last 
it was declared that tho Chusan wo had possession of 
was a place a long way removed from Lhe coral. Tn 
the same way tho victories of our old friond the 
admiral of Amoy ovor the pirates, uxod to bo duly 
chronicled, and thoir valour and zeal extolled, ab the 
very timo wo know him not to have had a foot on 


hoard ship. 

Ningpo anflored greatly during tho war, having 
boon attacked, plundorod, and ravaged hy both English 
and Chinese, It wns also tho recone of tho night 
altack of tho ‘Tavtars, in which thoy sufforod auch 
fearful lose, 

Warning had beon givon soveral times, thal an 
ablompt would bo made to rotake the tity, and the 
troops had boon hold in yaadinosa Lo ropol it, The 
ary of “wolf,” howovor, had been hoard ro often that 
the troops wore allowed, tho first time for soveral 
nights, to yotire quiotly to thoir bods, and there wns no 
ono on duty but tho regular guards, On this night 
tho attack was mado, and the Chineso and ‘Tartar 
army came streaming iu thousands through ono of the 
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gates, in tho barbican of which the guard of the 18th 
found rofuge, and from whence they did their bost to 
annoy tho column, but to little purpose. By the time 
tho alarm bocamo gonoral the column, led by a man- 
davin on a whito horse, had reached the centre 
of tho oily, and was marching on in a serriod mass, 
whon the head of the advanco was saluted by the 
point blank dischargo of grape and canister, which 
hurled’ it down in one mangled mass of dead and 
- dying; discharge followed discharge; mass fell upon 
mass ; the troops at the head of the column unable 
to recoil, and without courage to charge, struggled 
and fought with one another, and multitudes were 
wampled to death before the way in the rear was 
froe. In the moantimo every shot told, those which 
did not strike point blank ricochetted off the walls on 
each sido into tho mass, hoaping the dead to such a 
height that tho guns had several times to be removed 
to where tho ramparts of corpses could not intercept 
tho fire, By this timo tho enemy was in full retreat, 
pursuod, slaughtored, falling on all sides; the main 
body icached the gate thyough which the city had 
heen ontored ; hore numbers wore slain by the guard 
rolling down upon them tho stones composing 
tho Latilemonts, and those. who escaped had a 
story of slaughter to toll, such as has been une- 
qualled in modorn warfare, unless perhaps at Tchung- 
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I have often thought that the Chinamen in the 
north muat he vory forgiving aninude, whon L ro- 
member their frightful sufferings, and compare it with 
their present good nature, Cho taking of Ningpo, 
besides the fearful destruction of life, ontatled the loss 
of the groator part of his property to nonrly every 
vitizon in it, as, after the city was abandoned by the 

* troops and the followers of the army, it was com- 

“ plotoly pillaged by bands of Ghineso thioves, who 
systomatically gutted it of all that was portable, and . 
who either intentionally or through carolessness burnt 
down nearly a whole quartor of the city, 
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OHAPTER XXVI. 
INDIAN ARCHIPELAGO AND BASS'S STRAITS, 


* POOLO THMPLES AND BHRINES—AN ORDER TO MOVE-—LHAVE 
OMUSAN—ZIU) MUL RIVER—~100-CHOW-FOO—OHINESE Musshit- 
MANS—SMALL-SOOTED WOMBN—TRADI, 


Ax the distance of about thirty miles from Chusan, 
and a delightful soil on » summer's day, is the island 
of Pooto, which is, or, xather, gvhich was, one of the 
largost and most celebrated Bhuddist establishments 
in China. It was resorted to by pilgrims from all 
parts of the empire, whose contributions mainly sup- 
ported. its shrines and monasteries and its numerous 
pricata, ‘Tho Emperor himsolf had deigned to honour 
it by a presont*of tiles of imperial yellow, that had 
once adorned the winter palace at Nankin, which 
now glittor with golden .rofulgence from the roof of 
tho largest temple. Of late, either from the pro- 
faning noighbourhood of the Fanquis, or from some 
other moro favoured spot having become fashionable, 
the number of pilgrims have fallen off, the effects of 
which are ovident in the squalid appearance of the 

o2 
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bonzos and tho scedinexs of tho gods, most of whom 
wo sufforing from diluprlated isox, Troon arms, 
contuaod legs, and wofully-filed complexions, 

Tho principal group of tomplow in a valley ab the 
foot of a precipitous hill, covered with hugo granite 
bouldos, is svonnded by tanke med pagodas, and 
approached hy various bridges; lovely flowering 
shrubs bronk up the architect uniformity, and, ag 
in most Bhuddist ostablislinenta, give great charm to 
tho place, Tn the tanks tho sacrod lotus grows to a 
lergo size, antl with ® luxerimeo T never sry olae- 
whoa, 

As I was sitting in one of tho templos overhanging 
a bay, which ab somo distanco Lolow rolleetod tho 
deep azure tint of tho sky, 1 noticod wv larga junk, 

, deoply ladon, making ita way in cloxa to the shore, 
till, finding a miniature harbour wider the leo of a 
point just bolow tha tomple, the lye wooden anehor 
was hove ovorboard, and the nila loworod. Prosontly 
boat put off, and lended the captain and one or two 
of tho principal prasongera at tho foot of tho stoop 
hill, or rathor provipico, up which rudo stone slope 
conducted tiem lo tho tomplo, which it waa evidently 
thoir object to vigil, Thoy prowently ontered, aecom 
panied by ax aged priest, who condueted them to tho 
sluine of tho Tien-how, tho Queen of Leaven, where 
they porformod thoir prostrations and bunt inconso, 
After a fow minutes tho pricst produced box, con-

taining a number of sticks, painted with various in- 
soriplions and cabalistio characters, which he rattled 
and threw out like dice, repeating at the same time 
various invocations to the Queon of Heaven to exhibit 
happy omons to the travellers, ‘The answers drawn 
from tho sticks wero apparently propitious, for the 
captain and his suite departed evidently well pleased, 
and immediately embarked on board the jumk. The 
yards, with the immense bamboo sails, were swayed 
up, and the junk got under weigh, while the captain 
and othors woro fining crackors, banging gongs, kow- 
towing, and making all sorts of promises to a jolly 
rod-faced, pot-bollied little Bhudda, which looked 
down from the broak of the poop with the air of a 
Silonus, who has dined well and liked his wine, 

‘Tho wholo of tho island belongs to the temple, and _ 
part of it is cultivated for the use of the priests, The 
work is porformed by hired labourers, as, I presume, 
such vulgar employment would interfere with the 
beatific rovorios in which the fathers love to indulge. 
Thero avo plorfty of i200s and groves, while some parts 
of tho islond avo left in al] the rude vigorous beauty 
of its primoval state ; and rooks, trees, and waters are 
untouched by tho hand of man, except, perhaps, 
where a little Bhudda Jeers unpleasantly from the 
bole of an agod tres, or from a, fissure in the face of 
the cliff, 

T visitod the island twice subsequently in H M S. 
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* Plover,” and aftorwarda in HL, M.S,  Vixon,” whon 
tho admiral ondoavourod, but without sneecas, to pur. 
chago a sot of antique bronzo jossos, abont threo feet 
high, Thoro woro about twolvo of them, and they 
woio tho best specimens of Chinoso art in atatuny I 
had soon, Thoy would havo boon a rare presont to 
tho British Musou. 

T had rorgon to supporo thut on the ovnouation of 
Chusan T should have an opportunily of roturhing to 
England, and I folt great satisfaction ag tho winter 
advanced, and tho timo rapidly approached for our 
cacapo, All our hopes, howover, wore disappointed 
by my receiving « general ordor, dircoting mo to hold 
mysolf in rondiness to procead hy tho first vessel to 
Tong Kong and Sydnoy, on routo for Now Zouland, 
war with tho natives having broken out in tho latter 
country. 

An ordor so moxpected, and which, at a time when 
all my aspirations tonded homewards, sont moe, for an 
indefinito poriod, half across tho world to a place the 
farthest romovod fron homo, was scavvely palatable; 
but thoro was no holp for {J so 1 prokad up my trapa, 
comforting mysolf with tho roftvotion that 1 should 
soo a considerable portion moro of this sublunary 
sphore, and at any rate oacnpo from tho hoat, langnor, 
and sicknoss which pervaded China, 

On tho Srd January, 1846, I sailed in TL M.S 
“Vixen,” touching at Pooto for a fow hous, In 
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forty-eight hours after loaving Pooto we anchored 
under tho island of San-tse-shan, at the mouth of the 
Mui River. At daylight in the morning we got 
under weigh, and ran up the rivor, which is colebrated 
for tho grandeur of its scenery. Tho mountains, 
soamod with picturosque and woody glens, which ran 
boldly down to the water’s edge, old forts, batteries, 
and villages peoping out from clumps of fine trees, 
gove tarloty and life to tho scene, and the frequent 
windings and narows of the river broke it up mto 
& succossion of lake-liko expanses, in which small 
islands were dotted, and numbers of craft of various 
size and 1ig floated gaily down with the tide. We 
anchored off Pagoda Tsland, about twelve miles from 
Too-Chow-I'oo, where we found the “ Wolverine” 
and “ Espiegle,” brigs-of-war, 

Tn company with some of the officers I went up to 
Foo-Ohow-I'oo, and enjoyed for a couple of days the 
society of our hospitable Consul and his family, whose 
house on such occasions is full of guests. 

Scarocly atty Europoan had yet been seen in Foo- 
Chow-T’oo ; and it was gonsidered necessmy to send 
a soldier to accompany us ‘a our wandorings through 
tho city, Wo mot wifltno annoyance, however; 
although gicat crowds Gllected to look at us. In 
many of the shops we saw the most ludicrous pictures 
and images of tho English, which had been sent froin 
Amoy as good likonesses © Flaming-red hair was 
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tho univorsal charactoriatio, while the comploxion of 
the various faces embraced all the prismatic hues, 
Liko most of tho Chinoso cities, the streeta wero 
orowdad with pooplo, not romarkablo for thoi cloanli- 
nosg, or tho swoolness of Lie alow Uney dixsponsud 
from thoiy thick woollen garmenta  'Thero was a good 
sprinkling of boggara, with xcnreoly a rag to protect 
thom from tho cold ; poor wrotches, too, in sd kang, 
oxposod in tho moat public places, 

Tn appoaranco Foo-Cliow-Foo, though considored a 
moro Important place, is not newly Ko civilized 
as Ningpo, and thoro appears to bo fw moro 
povorty and misory, It ia moro thoroughly Chineso 
than any city 1 had goon, and ono constantly 
meots mandaring and military officora wilh thoir 
following of raggod and filthy officials, Among the 
inhabitants of Foo-Chow-I'o0 avo a groat numbor of 
Mahomotans, who have soveral mosques, Tho Koran 
is road in Avabio, of which, however, senrecly ono of 
the priests havo ovon a anutloring, and in all pro- 
bability, in a fow yoors, it will bo na incémprohonsible 
to thom as Pali is to the Bhudiiat, or Gratin to a large 
proportion of thoso who attond masa, 

One of tho most romarkabla monumonis at Foo- 
Chow-Ioo ia a, atona bridge without avahes, of con 
siderablo length, which crossox tho river, ond on 
which numbors of shops and houses aro built. 

There aro immonse storehousos of grain, which is 
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laid up annually by the Govornmont to méet times of 
searolly, and provent the pricos rising beyond the 
monns of the mass of tho people, Tho charge of this‘ 
ia considored an office of groat responsibility ; and not 
without reason, in a country which protends to depend 
on ils own rosourcos, and which prefors Inying by « 
surplus of produco rathor- than a surplus of capital, 
With so denso a population, dependent almost exclu- 
sivoly on agriculture, a scarcity of food is by no 
. Moans an uncommon occurrence, At such periods 
these granarics afford a seagonable relief, and the 
abundant intornal wator-communication ronders it 
comparatively ensy to disperse tho supplies to the dis- 
triot roquiring aid. 
From tho Indian Archipelago, Formosa, Corea, 
and othor places, enormous supplies of rico might be 
* obtainod in soasons of dearth, but the restrictions on 
commerco have prevented any considerable relief 
from being obtained from oxterior sources, It is pro- 
hablo now, howovor, that this may soon be found a 
Iuerativo brangh of trade to the English, and of 
gufficiout boneflt to the Qhineso to lead them to 
appreciate tho advantagos that arise from unrestricted 
commoreial intorcourse, whoso principal end and aim 
is Lo awpply what is deficient in one country from the 
superabundanco of anothor. 
Tn thoncighbouhood of Foo-Chow-Foo, the peasant 
women appeared lo bo more actively engaged in 
038 
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farming operations and marketing than T had goon 
olsowhoro, and wo mot thom constantly in tho ronds 
botwoon tho difforont villugos, ‘Choy wore altogethor 
handsomor and moro propossesaing in theiy appear. 
anco than any womon J had goon in the country; 
this T asoribo principally lo their fovt loing allowod 
to grow to their natural sizo; aa T fool aura that 
tho sickly aspoct, drawn features, and norvous invite. 
bility, 80 froquontly to be romarked in tho Ghinoso 
womon, is causod by the unceasing agony thoy suffor 
from their fool boing wmaturally cramped, Tho: 
pain, which at Arst is hardly ondurable, novor ontiroly 
conges, and it is inconcoivablo how so truly barbarous 
a practice could have beon so oxtensively accoptod. 
Too-Chow-Foo ig tho capital of tho black-tea 
distriot, and is ono of tho fivo porta for which wa 
atipulatod at tho tuoaty of Nankin, and from which it 
was oxpectod that groab rewulls would immediatoly 
flow. Up to this timo thoro haa beon no trade what- 
over, and T think it improbable that for some years 
thoro will bo any. Bosides tho ronsgna which oxiat 
at Ningpo to retard tho establishment of trade, Ioo- 
Chow-H'oo has disndvantagos peouliay to itaolf, which 
will take a longor poriod and mora capital to ovor- 
come, ho mouth of tho rivor ia obatruotod by o 
bar, and is very much exposod and unsafo. When 
insido, a vossol haa to mako its way for forty milos 
against o slrong current and through eddies and mud. 
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banks which are vory likely to detain it more than 
once, When all theso difficulties are overcome, the 
vossol, unloss a very light diaught, would have to 
anchor ab a distance of ton milos fiom the city, owing 
to tho shallowness of the water. Under theso circum- 
alancor, Amoy would unquestionably be the proper 
port, if communication ovor-land were ‘allowed, or if 
small steamors wore established to convey the pro- 
duce, from Foo-Chow-Foo to be shipped at Amoy. 
Thoro was in tho middle of the seventeenth century 
an English factory at Amoy for the sake of this trade ; 
from which wo might have learnt the superior ad- 
vantages of its position, The distance by land 
between tho two ports is very trifling; but it is of 
courgo not the intorest of the Chinese to encourage 
the trade, and no help in the matter can be expected 
from them,

Front the Mui Rivor, tho “ Vixon ” stoumod across 
to Quilon, ab tho northornmost point of Jormosa, 
o xoo the coalfiolds which had beon favourably 
roported upon by Captain Collinson, R.N., and whoro 
he obtained coals alongside his vossel at 10a, & lon, 
at tho timo whon Nowenatlo coals wore eclling for 
4U ot Tong Kong. Tho coal waa found to ba most 
abundant, cropping out of tho aurfaco in tho Lill sido, 
olose 10 tho Ray, It had boon vory little workod, and 
only in pits or small oxcavations, ag far na thoy could 
be carriod withoul supporls, A atvgam running 
down to tho aea, soomed to fnvite a xciontifie hand to 
convert it into n caual, by which at ovory tide ample 
supplios might be sont for shipment into tho Bay, 
githor for tho consumption of our stommors, or to add 
to the comfort of our merchants ab Shang-hao, who 
would gladly woloamo such provision, ‘ho paoplo 
wero not at all taoublosome, sooming rathor glad to 
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sco us, Tho principal man, a very corpulont subject, 
oxplainod that the inhabitants were not all agreeable 
people like himeelf, and his neighbows ; but that there 
wore cannibals in tho interior who would eat even him. 
Tho old gontloman alluded with horror to such an 
atiocious proponsity, while we laughed at the idea 
of a mandarin of his girth boing barbecued. 

The country was greon and pleagant looking, and 
gave .us the impression of being a far cooler and 
hoalthier climate than the mainland. I am surprised 
that during the war go little was done to improve our 
Acquaintance with this island, of the topogiaphy and 
productions of which next to nothing is known, Had 
wo been aware of tho existence of the coal-fields of 
Quilon, the possession of them, or even the right to 
visit tho locality to trade, would have been an inva- 
Juable addition to the items of the treaty, Such a 
coasion would probably have been readily granted in 
proforonco to allowing us to retain armed possession 
of Koo-Lung-Soo and Chusan, which they were in- 
orveduloua thal wo would evor givo up, as were our 
Yronch and Yankee neighbours, who sneeted as they 
predicted that our honout would not be strong enough 
'4o rostrain our oupidity, and who have since snesred 
to find we could be fools enough to be honest, 

TLonesty is the best policy among nations or among 
individuals, and we shall, in some future negotiation, 
reap tho advantage our good faith must have gained 
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us in tho oye of the Chinamen, who could nover have 
compollod tho performanco of om ugrooment, If 
over opportunity should serve again, Quilon and 
Chusan aro places wo should have, ‘l'ho commanding 
position of both of thom render thom of the frat 
importanco, and they hava, Losidex, xpocin). commoreial 
advantages which would bo moat buneflelal to our 
wado in China, , 

From Quilon, twolvo how’ nil brought wa to Amoy, 
and wo anchored botwoon tho cily od tho familiar 
island of Koo-Lang-Soo, ‘Cho Jaiter appeared inox- 
prossibly desolate, and is entirely uninhebitod Our 
old quarters had gono to ruin, ‘Tho manderins’ 
houses which wo had progorvod woro dosurted, and 
the rain, pouring in ab many a noglocled holo or 
oranny, was rapidly destroying thom, It appeared, 
that on our lonving tho island, tho Chineuo hat re- 
turned to il in great nuimbors, but the mortality 
among them was go oxtraordinary, that thoy fled from 
ib in terror, believing thab wo had loft bohind somo 
domon to afflict thom, 

In tho formor, splondid two and threo story build- 
inga have boon oreatod just outside tho gates, in 
which tho consular cateblishmont ia now quartorod, 

Tho sito is a very lively one, Crowds aro con- 
stantly flocking in and oub of tho city from tho 
country, Processions of manduring march oub, some 
distance from the walla, to recoivo, with boooming 
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reverenco, an imperial lettcr, Wedding and funeral 
partios aro constantly succeeding one another, At 
the Fostival of the Dragon—hugo dragons and sor- 
ponts walk about by the aid of Coolies who are con- 
cealed insido—and who aro attended by numbers of 
priosts and masquers in all kinds of colours and.costume, 
somo of thom gorgeously embroiderod, and bearing 
flags and banners cqually splendid. As all these 
processions aro accompanied by a band of gongs, and 
instruments, of auricular torture, like bagpipes, and 
enlivoned by the frequont firing of crackeis, it may be 
easily concoived what ao bustling place the city gates 
aro, and what a perpetual din is kept up. After a 
short delay wo proceeded to Hong Kong, where my 
voyagos on the China coast terminated, and where, 
about o forlnight oftorwards, I felt anything but 
sorrow in taking my final leave of the “ Contral 
Flowory Region,” fervently hoping that I might 
novor again bo called upon to set foot on its shores, 
or broatho its tainted atmosphore, 

‘Tho grentost pleasure 1 had experienced for nearly 
threo yoars was when I stood on tho dock of the little 
schoonor, watching tho slfores gradually sinking astern. 
My prospects might not bo very pleasant, or my des- 
tination tho most desirablo, but the change itself was 
delightful for ils own sake, and any change could 
searcoly fail to be for the botter. 

During this lengthened sqjoumn in China, I had 
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found little that had really coutrilnited to my hap 
pinoss, Tho people raroly oxcitodl ona'x inturost, or 
oven sympathy, thore being barely any point of 
common feoling whore an Muropoan could maot thom, 
Thoro was no fellowship, no intorehange of thanght 
or information, and little to bo lewnt hy the passor-hy, 
who is over hold by tho natives tder a apeates af 
“taboo” My long stay in Koo-fting-Soo ad boon 
an imprisonment in a poatilontin) spot, whoro I had 
littla opportunity of eequiting information, and tho 
samo period passod in tho Vonotinn pozai could 
scarcoly have loft an impression of moro utter isola 
tion, or havo been a moro barron and unprofitable 
waato of oxistonao,

WRATORED ACCOMMODATION—STRAITS OF BANOA—STRAITS OF

Tn craft in which my passage had been engaged, 
was a miserable ill-found colonial schooner, of one 
hundred and twonty tons, alive with cock-oaches, and 
so crammed with cago that the water, ship’s stores, 
provisions, and even tho passengers’ baggage, had to 
be stowod on deck, so that we should have been 
badly off indeod, if wo had had our decks swept in a 
gale of wind. Fortunately my only follow-passenger 
was an oxccedingly agrogable, well-informed, gentle- 
manly man. Ii would havo been too much to have 
boon shut up with o disagrecable person in the rabbit- 
hutch of a cabin, where, when the captain and our two 
golvos had managed to squeeze into places, there was 
no room for tho stewad, who handed the. dishes on 
to the table through the scuttle 
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Wo had a fino run down the China son with the 
wind right aft; but our vorrol waa not a clipper, and 
could not bo poratadad to perform more than five or 
six knots an hour. 

Fair winds continually wging us on brought us to, 
Aujor Point, Java, in lesa than a fortnight, ‘Tho town 
lookod pretty and confortable in the lup of tho groan 
hills which surrounded il, and which were covorad with 
groves of tamarind and cocon-nut tera, Our only 
mishap had boen in gotting aground on the Sumatra 
side of tho Straits of Banca, but wo luckily got off 
again with the noxt tide, We should havo been a 
capital prizo for any piratical prat that chanced 
that way. Ab ono timo wo anticipatod an attack from 
tho shore, whoro thero was avidontly a groat buatlo 
about somothing ; and wo could now and then poreoive 
canoes full of mon pooping out of tho mouth of a 
orack abroast of ua, and disappoaring again rapidly or 
darting across tho alloys among the mangroves, 

Tamm afraid wo should havo made bub a bad fight of 
it, a8 our only arma woro a honey-cémbad threo. 
pounder gun, and somo hall-dozon rusty murlcots, 
which wero all minus oither stock, lok, or harval, or 
word othorwiso incapacitated for active sorvico, My 
own armoury of guns and pistols and tho mato’s 
harpoon were tho only officient wonpona on board. 
Our valour luckily was not put to the proof, ns, juat 
at sunsot, a Dutch brig-of-war ran down close to us 
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and anchorod, upon which all the bustle on shore 
coasad, and shortly afterwards we floated quietly off 
the bank into doop water. 

Tho Straits of Sunda and of Banca, unlike most of 
tho arms of the soa in this Archipelago, have very 
little interest, ‘Tho shores aro low, and covered with 
a, thick impenctrable wall of jungle, and the man- 
grovos grow far out into tho shallow sea, gradually 
converting it into a muddy flat. 

Thero wero fow islands, no hills, not even an ele- 
vation of the swampy shores, which appeared only 
suitod to bo the lair of wild beasts, and a prolific 
brecding-place of vermin and reptiles. 

Wo woro lucky enough to cross tho Java sea with- 
out any bad weather, oxcept one tremendous thunder- 
storm, whon Eeavon’s heaviest artillery seemed to be 
brought into play, and numbors of bolts or balls of 
oleatric fire travorsod the air, a perfect volley of them 
somotimes succooding tho crash of the thunder, and 
hustling through the au with awful sounds, The 
lightning strfick our foro top-mast, cutting pieces out 
of it in an oxtraordinaly manner till it reached the 
dock, whoro it struck down tho captain and two men, 
blinding thom for the time, but without doing further 
injury. 

Tho Straits of Sunda are somewhat less uninterest- 
ing than those of Banca, and that is nearly all that 
can be said in their favour till we approached Aujer, 
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whoro wood-orowned hills and oultivatod land plea 
awally roplacod tho awampy jingle, (lore wo took 
sovoral native Donte in tow loaded with eoconsinis, 
mangosteons, plantaina, and other plonsmit fuity, of 
which wo laid in a stool, bartering old clothes, ompty 
bottles, and cigars for thom, Among other things, [ 
bocamo tho possessor of quite v flock of Java spar 
rows and lovo-birda, which a day or two altorwards 
managed to osenpo from thuir cages, but did not 
attompt to leave tho ship, flying from yard to yard, 
or hopping about tho docks, apparently as well satia- 
fied and ag much at homo among the tarry ropos as if 
in tho grovos of orango and palm-trooa aniong which 
thoy had beon brod, Ono ovoning, however, off Cape 
Louwin, in Now Tolland, thoy all disappeared, and I 
hope found their way safely to tho shora, and received 
a hospitable woleome from tho foathored aboriginus, 
On the day after leaving Aujer, wo poanod Java 
Toad, and wore onco moro in the opon ven, with 
amplo room, instoad of throading ow way through 
narrow straits, sand-banlea, coral roofs, nnd islota, Aa 
 Jandsman, my tastos loangd to tho latter dovaription 
of sailing, but our skippor scomod infinitely rolioved. 
when ho had a boundloss waate of blue wator to roll in. 
Between Aujor and Java Toad wo pnsaod upwards 
of twonty largo aquaro-riggod vossols, English and 
Amorionn, and all bound for Singapore or China, At 
home people have a vory faint idoa of what highways 
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of commerco lie through these Straits, and of how 
little has beon done to improv eithor the trade ‘or 
the navigation. Still less is known of the numerous 
byways which lie to the right and left among the 
myriads of islands forming this vast archipolago, so 
romarkeblo for tho wonderful luxuriance of the soil, 
the oxtraordinary and varied productions, and the 
natural advantages of position and climate, which 
seem to invite the world to foster and ‘cultivate them. 

Till within this few years the whole trade of these 
islands was carried on in native bottoms, or in direct 
trade with the Chinese and Siamese junks which 
annually found their way into these calm latitudes, 
The defoncolessncss of tho native craft, manned prin- 
cipally by the agriculturists who loaded them, invited 
aggression, and probably encouraged the formation of 
those piratical fleots, which, setting out from Sulu, 
Borneo, and other groups of islands, ravaged the 
wholo const, seizing all tho property they could carry 
off, and burning what remained, while the unhappy 
owners wore Mnassacred or led into captivity, Piracy 
and slavery have thus fax years been checking pro- 
duction, prevonting accumulation, and thinning the 
population, What tho pirates seized or burned was 
tho loast part of the mischief—the worst was the de- 
struction of all confidence in those who would have 
boon producers, and who, fearing to become the vic- 
tims of rapacity, oithor desertod the coast for the 
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inland parts of tho islands, or, if of Mulay origin, thoy 
aBondonod all indusbrious pureuila and heewme in 
turn robbers thomaolves, finding they had moro voea 
tion for that than for being robbod. The Duteh and 
English cruisors have in soma measure cheekud tho 
wholosalo oxtirpatory poids of tho Inryor feats of 
pirates, but havo beon ontirely inofficient to suppress 
tho smallor hordes which infoat the moutha of rivers, or 
lio conconled in small pralus, waiting lo dart on their 
prey from thoi lnirs in tho secret channols of tho 
mangrove swamps, 

Europomn vosaels, with thotr lofty bulwarks, aro 
tolerably safe from attacks from thoao potty marauders, 

Tho groatcat atimulant to produation would bo to 
carry tho various articles of European cammereo to 
the difforont islands, and catabligh among them om- 
poria of wade, ‘Tho socurity with which tho natives 
could barter thoir goods on tho apot would ho a great 
ineitoment to oxorlion, and would oxorcisn in evory 
way ® bonoficial offect on the cultivators, ‘That auch 
a trado is worth fosloring is provad by tho abundance 
and tho ravo oxcollonce of tho produala, and tho high 
value thoy bear in differont parts of the world, Spices, 
sandal wood, gutta-percha, camphor, and various mo- 
dioinol planis, oila, barks, and dyo-wood aro produced 
spontaneously in the donso forosts, Coppor-oro, tin, 
manganogo, antimony, gold, and provious stonoa, have 
been drawn from tho islands iu considerable quanti- 
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ties, though without sy system to encourage efficient 
production ; bache de mor, birds’-nests, fish, rice, and 
numerous othor articles, might realiso a good profit in 
tho Chinose markets, to which our merchants are 
ofton puzzled to find cargo that will simply pay the 
froight, 

A. fow onterprising Englishmen. have occasionally 
ostablishod themsolves in these islands, some of them 
realising largo sums in a very short: time; others, 
howovor, and the groatost number, have been de- 
torved, and have been driven away by the obstructions 
systomatically thrown in their way by the Dutch 
authoritics, by the exactions of the rajahs and native 
chiofa, and by foar of the pirates. 

Government protection and countenance ‘might be 
afforded thom, to put a stop to the unjustifiable lengths 
to which the Dutch carry their opposition to the deal- 
ings of our lnglish lradors, and the dogged persever- 
anco with which thoy persist in keeping up a monopoly 
which they havo founded on the sufferanco of England, 
Tf rosidonts or*consuls wero appointed to some of the 
largor islands, a now syatam of trado would soon be 
ostablished, and tho prosont exactions done away 
with, Sovoral small steamors might be required for 
a fow yoars to run constantly through the Straits, 
visiting and conciliating the native chiefs, and im- 
pressing thom with their power and ubiquity, With 
the prosent Straits’ Governmont, administered by an

old Madras Colonel and a bilious civilian, this in- 
fluonco is not likely to be obininod. Tho wnenergotia 
un-Engligh policy puraned ix il adapted to copo with 
the Dutch, whoro aystom of oxelusion, howovor mis- 
takon and disereditablo, is, nevertheless, carried on 
with sustained vigour, 

Sir Stamford Rattles, whon ho forosaw oll tho ad 
vantagos to be derived from om: getting a footing in 
tho archipelago, could hardly havo anticipated that wo 
should havo rondorod hia oxortiona almost uugntory, 
by allowing theso highways to ow sottlomont at 
Singapore lo bo blockaded by piratos, or that our 
opposition to Duich monopoly should hava been 
confined lo the plantation of a few nulmogs ab Singn 
pore and, Ponang. 

Our courso now lay to the south along the whole 
length of New Tolland. Wo soon lost right of the 
North Star and the Groat Boar, aud met of tho 
constellations of owr own hemigphora With those 
myatio monitors all affinity with ono’a homo waa 
soverod, and it was nob without a pang wo parted 
with tho atara which had beon ao familiar to us from 
our childhood. Thay had boon old and useful compa 
nions in many perogrinationa in strange Janda ; and in 
gazing on thom I had often folt satisfetion in tho 
trite but pleasing fanoy Uhat in a fow hours thoir light 
would shine on my dislant home, ‘Lhe “ Southorn 
Cross” alono awoko somo of the samo sympathotic 
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fecling in my bosom, It had formed so striking an 
epinodo in tho 1omantie story of the great adventurers 
who gave a new world—lcss to Castillo and Leon 
than to Europa. It had inspivited them on, cheered 
Choir fainting hopes, had smvod to excite their reli- 
gious forvour with the bolief that the emblem of their 
fuith was leading them, like tho pillar in the wilder- 
ness, on their tanckless way, It was the sign to them 
of the approval of Heaven on their course, 

T have stood in the cathodral in Tavana, bofore 
tho wn which contains tho ashos of “ the discoverer,” 
and havo mused over tho strange destinies in which 
this conslollaion played so important a part, and 
when T now beheld it again it brought to my mind 
not only these romantic associations, but also ‘the 1¢- 
collection of those Jovely islands where the progress 
of tho Euyopeans has been marked by such a fem ful 
courso of orimo, ad whore ono would rather suppose 
thom to havo beon urged on by the powers of dark- 
nosa than by tho Christion omblom of peace and 
good-will among mon, This is no place, however, 
to drag up such far-foichod subjects of discussion. 

Pavourablo winds canied us quickly out of the 
trade latitudes into a cool pleasant climate, till, as we 
approached Uass’s Straits at the southern extremity 
of Now South Wales, we arrived at the latitude of 
galos of wind and iceborgs. Numbers of albatrosses 
and largo gulls followed our track; aud Mother 
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Caroy’s chicks, in constant attendances, danead un 
‘Vining reola undor tho stern, We doxeried the south 
eastorn enpo of Now {olla wider cloxoscotod top 
sulla, ataggoring along with ws nmwh wind aft na wo 
could hear, Tn this way wo sendded throws Base’ 
Straits ab a rato that our barkde lind never acca 
plished hoforo, and which yroatly aurprided the skippor, 
Rain and thick fog reommpanivd the gato, the enrtain 
ocensionally lifting lo givo wan ylismpso of Cho high 
rocky islands we wore rpidly passing, or allowing a 
headland to loom darkly oul, ax if to warn us off, 

Moat of tho islands in the Strats ave wihhivbited, 
although, from all accounts, they avo pleasunt placus 
enough, with good avil, abundaneo of water, and 
plontyrof fish, ‘Tho ow xenblored denixons aro rolinod 
whalors, sealer, or excaped convicts, who choose a 
small island, whore they lord it in solitary grandour, 
or at bosl with a conipunion of the sufler, not always 
of tho fairer sex, and who ace generally purehuaod or 
vavishod from the meiuland, 

One of tho ishaudy possoxves a melancholy interest 
as tho abiding placo of tho Inst rommant of the ubori- 
ginal population of Yan Diomon’a Land. ‘Cho Inst 
wore removed there to be out of the way of mischief 
to othora nnd to thomsolves. ‘Woll fod, clothed, and 
puppliod with tobacco, they bask in Ue sun, uttorly 
rogardloss of the fillon dostinios of unoir race, and of 
tho prospocis of ils oarly and cortain oxtinetion, in- 
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lavested only in the dram of spirits thoy receive and 
the quality of their tobacco. Yet a fow years more, 
and tho scanty relics of the population of New Hol- 
land will bo drawn togother in a similar manner, and 
allowod to oxpife in tho midst of that peace and 
plonty thoir former days had néver known, 

Though ono may sympathise with their fate, yet 
Wo can goarcoly regret that a useless and uiornamental 
branch has boon sovored from the human family, 
uspocially when we consider that the places of these 
unmitigated savagos have been filled by industrious 
and Chuistian men, through whose exertion this vast 
wildornoss will evontually administer to the support 
of tho millions multiplying undor the fostering nur- 
ture of Christian civilization, instead of being left a 
lowling wasto to furnish a scanty subsistence to a 
wrotchod houscless race of cannibals, who neither can 
nor will mako uso of it. 

It woro almost og reasonable to doplore that the 
wild bonst of tho foros, must inevitably disappear 
hafore tho domestic animals, that the sheep has 
usurped tho cairn of tho wolf, and that the kid dis- 
ports itself on the eyrie of the ongle. Savages such 
aa those, possossing ai heart the fiercest and most in- 
domitable passions, are rarely to be aroused from 
their natural indolenco and listlessness, except by 
hungor or animal instinct, Every means should 
ho resorted to 10 atiract them into the fold of civili- 
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yation, and those who ontor ib should be tended and 
foalorad ; hub that Lhose who remain without must 
porish, is a Jaw of inovilablo necossily, whieh overy 
now oxporimont only renders moro ovident. 

On tho Lat of April, just nine weeks sines wo had 
loft Tlong Kong, tho*alippor enllad ime to any that 
we wore off tho port. 

1 found that we woro lying-to in a very honvy sea, 
with a vast wall of rock before and apparonutly hang- 
iug ovor us, with o lighthouse on the suminit, shining ” 
out brilliantly ovor tho wild, lend-colowred wators, 
As day broke, tho yards woro hauled round, and wo 
yan in towards tho shoro, toppling over hugo wavos, 
till wo doubled tho tall basaltic-looking Ioadland, 
whore wo found onrsclyes ab once in smooth wator in 
aasplendid bay. Sevoral villas and a protty villago 
formad a strong contrash to tho wild seone ontsido, 
and to the unbroken wasto ef wators wo liu buen 
gazing on for wooks, 

A. whalo-boat wilh a pilot put off fkom tho village ; 
tho alaor-oar was vigorously managed by a tall, atlotic 
follow, who proved to Vo a New Zonander, tho frat 
I hard soon, 

A fresh broozo carried us rapidly np the harbour ; 
and ns we passod point aflor point, thore oponed out 
a succession of protly viows, groally enhanced by tha 
practically comfortable and civilisod loole of tho au- 
merous protty country sonts and mansions, with parks 
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and woll-shavon lawns sloping down to the water’s 
edge, At last we camo in sight of Sydney, and 
dropped anchor in the midst of a fleot of vessels, sur- 
rounded by headlands and promontories, crowned 
with gardons and shrubberies, the lordly mansion and 
park of the governor, the extensive demesne and 
botanical gardon, and the picturosquo villas and cot- 
tagos of the north shore, 

A. more charming spot to bring-up im, after a long 
voyago, I can scareoly imagine; and though the impres- 
sion of such a first sight might act disadvantageously 
on a moro intimate acquaintance with the place, yet I 
can truly say that I havo rarely been in any city 
which moro pleasingly maintained the prepossession 
of a first favourable viow than did the capital of the 
southern hemisphoro.

Sypyuy, of all our colonial onpitaly, is the one which 
alrikos tho alrangor with most surprige, Where hitoly, 
within tho momory of our fithors, sleod a few acne 
torod sheds, the abludes of folon ontenala, now towers 
a splondid city, contuining fifty thousand inhubitaite, 
and though sevontoon thousnnd miles seperate ib from 
Europ, it rbouls in all ite comforta and Juxurios, 
Every summit in tho environs is occupied Ly uoat 
villas aud gardona, and pleasant vidos and drives ua 
verso districts which wore recontly disturbed but by 
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tho housoless gavage. Whilst spacious roads ser- 
ponting away far into the interior, the main arteries 
which nowish tho city with the produce it owes its 
prosporily to, and which makos it of such vast import 
lo tho mothor-country. 

Talludo to tho wool trade, which, like the cotton- 
wool trado of Amorica, hag boon established in recent 
yoars, and has rapidly grown from scarcely perceptible 
hoginninga into the staple production ‘of immense 

. extontf of country, peopling savage wastes, employing 

& numorous marine, furnishing new investments for 
Tnglish labour and capital, and sending back in 
rolurn the mefns of wealth and employment to mul- 
titudes who might otherwise have proved sources of 
ambarrassmont to the country which gave, them 
birth, 

It is to the late Captain MacArthur that Great 
Britain and Australia are mainly indebted for the 
prosent flourishing trade. At his own expense he 
imported Merino sheop, and experimontalised exten- 
sively on the rotring and breeding of flocks the best 
adapted to tho country. 

TTaving ascertained how boneficial a trade it might 
bocomo for the land of his adoption, he visited 
Surope several times, to try and establish it on a 
proper fooling; and to oblain from the Imperial 
Government tho facilitios and privileges to which the 
colony was ontitled, 
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So judicious wore hia arrangemonts, that to this 
day tho Australian wool trade ia eonduetod on the 
principles whieh ho determined, 

It is litle in favour of the gratofal feeling of the 
colony that ib should he without a public moment 
to ils greatest benefretor ; Int T hope yeb to hear, or 
holler still to sao, Unit Justia tas heat dena to his 
memory, 1b is the more called for, dou, tliat the gona 
have ably aontinned and added ta the gomd work 
begun by their siro, 

To the provont Mx MroActhin, of Camden, and 
his brother Colonel MneArthmy, tho introduction and 
prosecution of vine-growing is mostly de. 

A slight skotch of tho origin and progrosa of the 
wool trade may bo found, if not ontortaining, iualrac» 
tivo; oxhibiting tho natural wealth of the colony, na 
in a ming, to which labour only hus to Le applied to 
withdraw rich and wnylo rote, 

On tho 6th July 1804, tho Lands of tho Privy 
Council book into consideration a propositifn of 
Captain Meodriinn’s for onmouraging the browd of 
fno-woollad sheop in New South Wales, aud cme to 
tho following rosulution “Nhat from the flevuos 
brought from tho gottloment in quostion, and from 
tho dogeription given of the climate, theiv Tarduhips 
ontortain no doubt that it iy woll dosorving tho 
attention of his Majesty's Governmont; thal wool of 
such fino quality ig much wantod ond dosixed by the 
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manufacturers of cloth in England, it boing mostly 
drawn at this timo from a country (Spain) influenced 
if nob dopendont on Franco,”* 

‘Cho Lords of the Council do not appear to have 
boon actuated by* any higher political or financial 
viows than to bonofit tho home manufacturers at the 
oxponso of Spain and Brancer 

Tho colony haa, however, profited by their pro- 
ceodings, and the wool trade has produced a com- 
morojal revolution littlo anticipated by “the statesmen 
who gave it at its birth so cold and hesitating a 
support, 

In tho year 1800, England imported from Spain 
80,400 bales of wool; in 1848, only 403; with the 
prico roducod from 6s. 6d. per Ib. to 1a 6d.: so that 
wo con now purchaso a full suit of clothes for about 
tho same prico as our fathers paid for their breeches, 

Tho object of tho Lords in Council has beon fully 
attatmod—for not only has Spain been driven out of 
tho market, but tho manufacturors are so bonefited, 
that wo lean in July 1849, “thot they are now 
arying out for moro foreign wool, and the more 
foroign wool thoy obtain the more homo-grown wool 
thoy consume.” 

Tho annual amount of wool importod into England 
is estimated at 278,500 balos; of this, 110,000 are 
from Australia. ‘The greater part of the balance,

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148,000 bales, comos from continental Koureus, prinei- 
pally Gormany. 

Uf, iv a now Jand, with the smallest posible anonnt 
of public burthony, tho most Hheral policy (genornlly), 
and private entorprive unfaltered, they cannot strpnes 
tho Spaniard and Gorman, with their aloreotyped 
individuality and eflte avcinl orgunisution, they 
would dosorve to Le bonten, mid all holp and encoun. 
ragemont would be thrown away upon them. To 
Great Britain the compotition ought lo bo ,most 
intorosting—for besides cheaponing an doportant ' 
arliclo of consumption, upwards of (,000,0002, ater- 
ling, sho now pays Lo hor worst customers world by 
tronaforred to her beat; ib might at the same tint 
inetil into tho minds of our forcign noighbours tho 
wholosofnenoss of roctprocity, and show them how 
little“it Londa to their ullimato advantage Lo exclude, 
by a system of prohibitory tariffs and customs’ unions, 
tho manufactured yoods of a country willing to pur 
chase go largo a portion of their raw produce, , 

Tho two ovila most complained of hy the colonists 
aro tho prico of Jand and Inbour, which at preaont aro 
vory much one and the ane thing. Mrom the sale 
of land tho fund is dorived Ly whieh labour is im- 
ported ; any regulation, consequently, which provonta 
the purchases of Innd, checks nt tho same timo the 
importation of labour, 

Tn Canada and tho Uuitod Statos tho upset price 
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of land is from 82. 6d. to 5a, an acre, whilst in New 
Zoalund and Ausivalia tho lowest price is 10. por acre, 
asum for sheop-farming purposes quite preposterous. 
Tho monoy collected from the greon arrivals who 
purchase land is mainly uscd to assist immigration, 
so that tho landed proprietor has tho satisfaction of 
knowing that if ho has not made a good bargain for 
himeolf, ho has, at any rato, benefited the coni- 
munity at largo, 

Op ‘roforring to statistical returns,’ we find that 
in tho five years from 1886 to 1840, 888,2972, was 
investod in the purchase of lands, and mado available 
for immigration and public works, In the five years 
from 1844 lo 1848, 162,9762, was invested for the 
same purposes. In the former period the population 
numbored 100,825 souls, and purchased Inf at the 
averngo vale of i. 18s, 7d, a-head ; in the latter 
poriod tho population numbered 195,424, having 
noarly doubled: and thoy purchasod at the average 
rato of only 88, 4d. por head, In the former period 
land wos gold at 8s. an acre, in tho lattor at 20s. 

Tho alrongest ovidonco of tho fallacy of the system 
is to bo found in tho facte that the great body of the 
woalth and rospoctability of, the colony are squatters, 
who profer the doubtful tenure of a squatting licence 
yathor than to purchase land at the present high 
prices, 

Tt is estimated that in New South Wales each 
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shoop requires, on an average, five acres paalurago, 
There avo ut progont 11,660,819 sheop in the colony, 
who would thus require upwards of 58,000,000 acros 
of land, Iorned cattle mumiier about 1,752,852, und 
horays about £10,000, There would thus be required 
for grozing purpuxes alone an ngyregato of some 
70,000,000 acres; w brah noarly equal to the whols 
avo of Croat Britain and Irohuud, Ts ib pussiblo to 
supposo that money could bo mised bo pay 1 an 
noro for it? * 

Tt doos not answor to keep loss than 8,000 to 4,000 
shoop, which may be purchasod swith w good sua for 
about 1,000, With 200/ more in laud, and proper 
energy and attention, a dovilor has oxcullunt progpocts 
of guccoss, If, howovor, the sano individual wore to 
purchaso"the land, ho would require at tho sinallest 
estimato a capital of 12,0004, which would return 
him only the samo amount of intorust ax tho 1,000/ 
invested by tho squatter, 

If such  aystom wore compulkory, shoup-farming 
would have to be abandoned, and wo should «atu 
to the original mall Spanish supply and high pricos, 

From 1787 to 1840, 68,700 convicts (of whom 
25,000 woro males) were landed, and aasigned to indi- 
viduals or omployed on public works ‘This apocios 
of Jabour, from its abundance at firal, and its objuo- 
tionable naturo, had tho offocb of divorting tle atroam 
of omigration from this colony. So that when tho 
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domand for labour rose, thore was 10 supply to meet 
it. Labourers carnod tho most exorbitant wages, and 
must havo spent thom too, according to Sir George 
Gipps, who on rotuming from ono of his toms stated, 
“that the roads wore actually strewn with champagne 
hottlos which had formed a portion of draymen’s 
supplios,” 

Without materially benefiting the labowing- classes 
such o stato of affairs was fraught with ruin for the 
omployars, and we road “ that the exdrbitant rate of 
wages tonds to eoverso the natural order of society ; 
tho servant becomes the mastor, and the master may 
bo said to be the'slave,”* 

‘To romedy these evils tho colony expended in six 
yoars tho sum of 1,000,0002, sterling, causing a mone- 
tory exhaustion, under which the colony ig still suf- 
foring, 

Tho cossation of transportation, though at first 
much folt, will ovontually prove highly benoficial, en- 
couraging and making room for a population of honest 
workmen in liou of an outcast and degraded class, 

In 1846 fhoro wore but 10,850 convicts in the 
solony, of whom 7,580 held tickets of leave, or condi- 
tional pardons, and that they appeared anxious to 
retriovo their posilion in socioty it is but fair to state, 
tho ayorago amount of crimo being exceeding low.

tho colony, Tho cost would be abont 60,0007, nob 
a litho of tho amount yemly oxpendad to support 
that ruinous national institution, tha puor-houso, 
searcely Soro than tho aum ammally remitted by 
Trishmon in American to aid thoir (ianilios and the 
friends they left behind to join thom, 

Of this sum tho colonists wo willing to defray one- 
third ; a largo sum would bo contributed by tho opi+ 
granta themsolvos, and tho balaica might bu fairly 
dividod botwvoon tho parishos, the landlonda, and tho 
imporial govornmont. The Honofita woul be mutual, 
the oxporis from tho colony would incranaa propor 
tionally with its augmentod rosourece, aunainy a larger 
domand for labour at homo and conauquont reduction 
of pauperiam, and omploying capital more largely hy 
docroasing its burthens. 
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Tn co-oporating with tho colonists in so national a 
work, it is to be romombered also, “there is a tide in 
tho affairs of communitics as woll as men.” The 
coloniats, if disgusted at our supinenoss and indiffer- 
once, or disappointed by our want of sympathy in 
thoir vilal intorosis, may seek and roadily find in 
other countries, and by other means, the aid we deny 
them, and hy which, if accorded, we should be ridding 
oursolves of a grievous burthon to add to owr weal ; 
he bgstowing a gift which would bless him that gives 
and him that vocoives; be removitig at once our 
shamo and our curso, relieving tho cries of distress 
and tho pangs of hunger, wretchedness, and want, 
which stand in awful and ghastly propinquity to our 
woalth and luxury,

«Tho prospority of x people is proportionate to tho 
numbor of hands aud minds uselily employed, To 
the community idloncss is an atrophy, Whntover 
body and whatevor socioly waalea more than, ib” ra. 
quires muab gradually decay; and ovety being that 
continuos to bo fod and conges to luhowr, tikes away 
somothing from tho public stuck.’* 

In pondoring aver a Ninovah or Palmyra these 
words of a great man ara not without tutoreat, but 
how much more ao whon applying them to ow own

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country. In former times emporiums of trade and 
vommoreo have grown to power and renown, but 
viponing lo profusion and luxury have rotted away to 
tho vory dust, leaving scarcoly « vestige behind them. 

Should it bo England's fature thus to decay, she 
will ab lonst have accomplished a mighty destiny. 
Whon silonco shall havo wsurped the busy hum of 
millions, and wastes or marshes cover the sites of her 
palaces and gardons, her language will be spoken in 
allbquarters of the globe, and the institutions which 
she plontod thoro will flourish—everlasting monu- 
monis of her imlomitablo energy and vigour. 

Howover, it is to be hoped, that unlike her great 
rivals in historic fame, England may learn to see and 
ayort encroaching ills, and avoid their desolation. 

As whon plants of value have risen so thfck together 
as lo max cach othor’s growth, the prudent gardener 
thing thom to another bed; so should England thin 
tho superabundanco of her population by times, ere 
tho fatal blight sols in, preferring ‘rather to send to 
her “cclonias the blessings of honost labour, than to 
pollute thom by tho presence of criminals and out- 
cnata, . 

Tho colonies, if proporly treated, would be ag new 
lungs to their whoezing apoplestic parent, giving 
plontoous supply of wholesome oxygen to invigorate 
its pampored framo; they should be the pillars of the 
state, not the “ Cloaca, maxima.” Hitherto they have 
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boon considered aa rocoptaclos for criminaly antl wa 
fiolds for placo or patronage. 

By tho following atatiatien! fignyos it may be aon 
at aglanco tho oxcallont ovatomors thoy wo: this alone 
ought to have onstved thom (he consideration af “In 
nation houtiquitre.” 

Prassio oud its population duke nt the rate af Gd, 
a-hout of ow manniretures ; Russia, 825) Mranco, 
I8, Gd; tho United States, a dd Canada, 8h, 5 
tho Wost Indies, 578. Gel; tha Capo of Cool THdpe, 
62s, ; Australia, from 72, to 102, por lend, 

Thus wo porcoive that the Tito Stutos iy more 
valuablo to us than any forvign comilry, Int lead xo 
thon any colony, That it ix ao, resulta from the grent 
British clomont it contains in tho population, aud as 
this doorafiios, und it beeamea more poeuliar and 
national in its habits, x decreased avernyo of our trade 
will onsuo. 

Our colonios, if abandonod by the Tnperinl Covern- 
mont, must luole 16 their own resources, md we shoukl 
probobly find Auatenlin acoking its Inbows fy Ghinn, 
Canada reoruiting ita population from franca, and tho 
Capo in liko manner from talland, ohuuining, with 
changod habit, from othor markala thoxe articles of 
commoree which aro now drawn oxelusively from 
home, 

Tho Amoricang already yopine ab taking so much 
of our manufactures, thoy aro onvions at souing their 
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own materials a sourco of so much wealth to a rival 
nation, and dissatisfied with thoir monopoly of the 
raw material would compete with Manchester and 
Livorpool. As tho Amoricans threaten to become in- 
dopondent of hor manufactures, it bchoves England 
to ascorlain whother she cannot reciprocate the 
civilily by making herself independent of their raw 
cotton, 

Experiments have been made in Indja, but without 
suffisiont cnorgy to obtain any very satisfactory result, 
ligypt is olroad in the market, The deltas of the 
rivera on tho Spanish main might furnish a large 
supply of good cotton. Jamaica, Cuba, and Hayti 
would not be tried in vain, and the alluvial flats in 
the province of Wollesley (Straits of Malacca) ought 
to rival tho best districts of America, The* northern 
and eastern sbores of Australia, though somewhat 
distant, it ix well ascortained afford great facilities for 
tho growth of both colton and indigo, 

a. considorable reduction of price vould be the in- 
evitallo eongequonco of English success in cotton 
planting, and would afford the most legitimate means 
of crushing slavory, by fonderiug slave labow, which 
is moro oxpensivo than any other, unprofitable, 

In tho carly period of Australian sheep-farming 
tho profits wero vory great, The annual clip of wool 
paid all oxpenses, whilo tho increase of the flocks 
augmonted the capital in a geometrical ratio. 
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The managemoant of thesa firme wea no prank mys. 
tory; a fow months’ oxporiones quilifiod any advon- 
turer to carry on 80 luerative a trade. hero conso- 
quontly might he geen retired xow-onptains and young 
subaltons, masters of arts, and modienl atudonta, 
formora, hohordushery, ancl xchoaluuastors turuiig tho 
wholo of their onorgion fo the production of wool, 

Tho domaud for shesp by speenlators and omi- 
granis fora long tine kept up tho prico of stock in 
tho colony, whilo the produce maintained a higherato 
in tho home murkat, only imporgptibly doclining 
with tho inerossod supply. As the sheep becamo 
moro numorous thoy had to bo drafted off and driven 
to more distant paaturog, till ab length, the utmost 
limit was roachod to which it would pay, wider ox« 
isting oirfiimatancos, lo sond tho produce Lo markut, 

Amongst the new oxpadients which hive boon 
adopted, ia “ boiling down ;” a procosa by which tho 
tallow is oxtraclod from sloop and cattle, This is 
found to pay # ifinimum privo, that ia to suy, a prico 
at which tho farmor can roluco his stock without 
absolute loss. ‘ho grows advantage of Chis aystom ig, 
that it onablos » former to ‘cull his flocka and koop 
thoix numbors within Uo limits for which ho has suffi- 
ciont pasturago and Inbour, Sheep for boiling down 
fotah Sa. a-hoad, ifsold fut to a butchor thay would bring 
about 7a. At Melbowno, thoro is an catablisthmont 
calouloted to consume ono thousand shoop por diem, 
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Tho fvat official notico of this article of Australian 
commorco was in 1835; in which yoar the export 
was valued at 9,6892 In 1849, the quantity ex- 
ported was valuod at 140,0002; to produce which 
64,000,000 Ibs, woight of moat was consumed, at an 
avorago valuo of one half fprthing per pound, In 
tho samo year it is roporled that “corn was shed 
for want of reapore, wool injured for want of shearers, 
lambs knockod on the head for want ofshepherds.” 

Whilst on the subject of Australian wool, I would 
point out a field in which experiments might be 
mado with tolerable cortainty of success, viz, China, in 
which comntry woollon clothing is much used, par- 
tioularly in tho northern and castern parts where the 
wintor ts vory sovere. It forms n copsiderable 
po tion of tho costume of tho upper classes, and it is 
only from tho inadequato supply and expenso, that it 
ia not used by all ranks instead of the inefficient 
olumay subslitrto of waddod cotton,sheop-skins, and 
other cheap fure 

The cloth which monopolisos the market is Russian, 
manufactured in and about Moscow, Il is carried by 
w long and oxponsive ovor-land journey through 
Siboria and Tavtery to Kiachta, on the Chinese 
frontior, whore it is bartered for silks, furs, and teas, 
‘With such disndvantagos of carriage avid market it 
hing an oxtonsive salo, and I have frequently seen it 
in Amoy, Ningpo, and Chusan, where it was in far 
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grontor demand then the tlimey Wnglivh, German, 
and Datel hahit-clathe whiel imate the markot, 

Analralia produces oxeollent whet, and alandance 
of Trdiun corn, Olives, raising, and tipx, have heat 
antccasafully grown atl prepared na exporhucnte, 
Dut the high ynica of Iehour would render it inypor 
sibla for the coloniata ab presout ta contend with 
Haropann growers avon in their awn markets. ‘The 
oulluve af thd’ vino ix Looked to awa aonron af fon- 
sidorable fugue profi, Tr L&R b8, Oth aores of land 
producad 109,606 gallons of wine and 209 gollong 
of braudy, ‘Tho rod wing i not wulilee the lighter 
Burgundy vintages, and tho white rexouthler, and is 
quile equal to the ordinary Rhine wines None of 
it hos yot found ils way inte the hone market, the 
duty boing the same as on foreign praduca, If the 
same advantages wore ajoyed ns ave concedod to the 
wine-growars ob the Cape of Good Tope, there would 
soon bo a considerable oxportation, — hidiga, whigh 
grows will in tho northern districts, aul colton‘dould 
bo succexafilly cultivated,  Towever, beforo those 
trades cun bo (lly carriod oft, supply of Inbowe ja 
indisponsable. Sir Thomas Mitcholl, in his evidence 
bofore the Mouse of Lords, in (867, omphatically 
dealerad, * that his Ind was uxcless, hia monoy had 
beon invested in vain—ho had investod 42004 which 
had nover mado any return, boeamtso ho had nover 
been sblo to omploy labour on it,” and ho addod 
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“that if tho colonists could not obtain labour from 
England thoy must look for it amongst tho islands of 
tho Southern Archipelago,” 

Lot psoudo-philanthropists who depracate encou- 
ragoment givon to omigration, and those who pay the 
poor rates ponder ovor this. , 

New Zealond and Australia ought to be regarded 
as © portion of home, of England itself, where the” 
seme’ language, habits, and lews exist, where our old 
traditions and qustoms are cherished and perpetuated, 
and whore in pence and plenty the best traits of our 
countrymen axe” evinced, In a well-regulated ship, 
the pussnge passes over pleasantly, and not unpro- 
filably, as in a few weeks the pauper is removed from 
one part of the ompire, where his presmece is an 
opprobrium, to another, where his advent is hailed 
with joy. 

In Kuropo, competition hes degraded below its 
propor lovol tho valuo of tho labowter and the me- 
chanig, and of almost ovory class not scoured by 
vosted intordsts, IL is ovidont that labour may be too 
cheap for tho gootl of a eommunity, In Ireland, the 
prico has beon vedueed to the lowest vorge on which 
sufloring humanity can be made to subsist, It is 
thore tho evils of pauporism would be first grappled 
with, Tho wholo labouring population would, I 
bolievo, abandon thoir land for America or Australia 
if thoy had the means, Emigration is their dream, 
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their future, tho only thing in whieh they place hope 
ar dopondence, [fa path wore to open throng the 
Atluntio, like that through the Red Sea, an exodus of 
tho whole of the porsantry would tke phice, 

Tho dixenssion of such a subjort haw a dread ajge 
nifcranea in this pleea,,whon it ix comidered that 
64,000,000 Tbs, of ment were bring boiled down 
in ono part of tho ompiro; whilst in another part 
gount funine {var ravaging the huul, aul, with free 
tilonco in its train, was nlmoat dectnvting the popu- 
lation, At tho vory tine audwoription lists ware 
going round Syduoy to rajgo money in aid of the 
sufferers, thousands of them might have found om 
ploymont at 802 axyoar with o honko aud abundant 
rations agelabourors or shophords, whilst ag mochaniaa, 
instead of starving, they might themavlvos have heen 
employora,

the colony go highly that T do not now think thet 
is any other spot Ko adhninbly udupled hy nature to 
reeoive the Anglo-Saxon tags, aud nourish in it the 
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same vigour as in the paront stock," The climate 
would vesomblo that of tho bost parts of England, 
if Uo four wintor months were omitiod—the thermo- 
motor hardly ever falling below 45° or exceeding 75°. 

From tho absence of frosts, trees are nearly all 
evorgreons, and plants which pro in England annuals 
hore become porennials—such is the vitality, that 
barloy has boon known to spring for three successive 
years from the same 100t—the grass thereasing but 

* the ear becoming smaller each year. Potatoes, when 
onco planted, aro, with difficulty, eradicated. Cab- 
bages (introducad” by Captain Cook) grow wild over 
tho country, Radishes reach tho size of beet-root, yet 
porfectly sweot aud ciisp, and almost every plant and 
Wee which flourish at home seem here to fiad a still 

* more congonial soil, » 

In a snug valloy, by tho sido of a brisk stream or 
babbling brook, may often be found a neat home-like 
cotiage, ils porch smothered in vines, yoses, or honey- 
autelsloy, , whilab in tho spacious garden, amongst the 
indigenous planis and tices, may be recognised many 
familiar iimpoilations —tho hawthon, the yellow 
broom, the fragrant whin, oaks, elms, and beeches 
still in youth, peach-tacos which scorn supporting 
walls, and apple, pear, and plum troes, which pro- 

emiso io supply the rosy-checked urchins romping 
about them with grateful and savomy mementos of 
the fathorland they left so carly. ;

Tho sumo habits, tho sume dros, the sane fini- 
{uve und penates, and avery similar iliet, all tend to 
maintain the homo feeling. dolar Bull ix here every 
inch of Jim aa much John Boll ax when tilling 
land in Zmmfnerzotshor or gracing knili-hodrde on 
metropolitan busses, ® 

Tho only thing likely to abstract him, wero ho 
eapallo of such wealnosa, would hu fir xeuncry. ‘Chore 
ig wild Oxsinnto grandour nboub it appronching to 
tho sublimo ; plain alrotchos boyond plain, hill hoyond 
Hill, andemountain boyond momitain, to where in tho 
fax distanco thoy voil their hoads in rolling olouds, or 
roach an altitude whencs otern snow xenda forth 
tho poronnial gprings, which, guiset by a bow 
teous Providoney, fortilise tha whole artiee, ‘Thove 
is none of tho opprossive solftude of Uho inipreeticble 
doaort, tho barron heath, or the lone Kenesliore, Witt 
prophotio oye, one Hla ones plain with woll-ordoren 
fields and comfortable homes, the Til sides with 
flocks and herds, and tho swilt walera with glancing 
anila, 

Altractive as ib is—fvom tho ocensioual rumble ef 
an carthquake ono might to Jol to infer that Native 
had nob even yob porfectionad and emupletod this 
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picee of hoy handicraft, Such ocourrenees would tend, 
T conecive, to somowhat mar the harmony of my 
provious remarks, unless I noticed their non-destrue- 
livo character‘ Vox ot proterea nihil”—they are 
Tut as tho “old bogies” of our infancy, which are 
always going to, but never do, really swallow us up, 
wd which, ore we haye reached our teens, we entirely 
disrogard, 

Tho volcanio summits of Tongariro and Teranaki 
ovorlddk districts, which bear strong evidence of their 
former propensity to break the peace and misconduct 
thomsolves, An ifmense surface around their base 
is covered with dusky pumice, amidst which, here 
and there, may be traced river channels high and dry, 
from, which, by some subsequent upheaving of the soil, 
tho walors have been gjected ; forests lay buried be- 
neath lakes, and anciont trees project horizontally 
from cliffs, and bluffs with many feet of strata, prin- 
cipally basaltic, accumulated above them. 

White Island, off Tauranga, a rugged sulphurous 
nasa, ip the only “crater ” with a drop of spirit in it: 
ita slight ottacks of « dojirium tremens,” however, 
barely suffico to disturb the nerves of the newest 
comers, 

Ono of tho moat striking peculiarities of New Zen- 

elgnd, and ono eminently interesting to the natural 
philosopher, is tho absence of native quadrupeds, which 
were ouly introduced by the white settler. It is 
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rolnted of the aborigines, that on their firrt sucing 9 
horao and its rider, thoy wore seized, aa wore formerly 
tho Poruvians, with » pania terror, nv thongh the gon 
Weman in black himaolf had cone aniongat Chem saul 
this was alill heightened on witnossing ita progressive 
powork ‘T'o wv sinilar incident may the mytholopieat 
Contauv of the ancionta owe its birth; and the valorous 
combat of tho princoly Theaous with dead demi-gods 
hocomes reduéad to a dul botiveon a man a-foot and 
a man a-horaoback, 

Ono might reasonably expect an abundance of 
hipeds to componsate for tho lack of quadrupeds; bnt 
auch is not the cago: birds avo vory xcaxco, and those 
thoro aro aro mostly ondowed with atrango idiosyn- 
cracios, Cho kuoi (Apterya) is ono of the most ean- 
spiouons originals, ‘Choro avo, borides, somo night. 
birds, wnfledged, acarecly half made-up ereatires ; 
hybrids, .neithor bird nor boast, frenks of nature, 
which cuba most curious figure, ‘The intruder man 
has already oxtirpated nome of there “rua wos?" 
anong thom the moa, a mombor of tlt amu tribe, tk 
moal lo bo rograttad; i, smal have long reigned 
supremo ovor the vast solitules 5 Kianiding some fifton 
foot high, it was at onco tho most hnportant and 
powerful of living animals, 

Thero aro strong ovidences that Uris monumental, 
bird oxisted up to a vory rgcont dato, T was myself 
informed by a tustworthy Wador, that ho oneo, in 
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tho Southern Island, camo across some moa bones, to 
which tondons still adhered, 

Tho aptoryx and its tribo will also soon be oxtinct, 
though fortunately not beforo their peculiarities of 
slructure and habits have been scientifically investi- 
gated, 

Arnongst these unsocial’ and uncommunicative 
species, tho “tui” is a strong contrast; familiar and 
suey, he is a perfect host in himself; he gambols in 
thoair with grotesque jorks and summersaults, making 
at tho same timo all kinds of strange noises and 
sounds, occasionglly interrupting a beautiful cadence 
with a sncoze or & cough? or other buffoonery : he is 
tho merry-andrew of the forest, the happiest and 
morriest of tho winged tribe, 

Tho little paroquet, “tho kaka-+viki,” With green 

,Jackot and rod vost, is too much of a dandy to make 
himsolf otherwise agreeablo; but this is compensated 
by tho gravo antics of a solemn-looking brother of the 
samo brecd, “the kaka,” a large bird, of reddish- 
Irowm’ plumago, not without a cortain Quaker-like 
pretension in ils sombro colour. 

Tu our stockado at Wanganui there were many 
tis, knkntikis, and kakas, the pets of the soldiers. 
Jig kukas wore most familiar: they might be seen 
at all timos of the day strutting in and out of the 
‘ruts, coursing one another in circling flights about 
tho slockade, often onding them by plumping with 

Q3 
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rude familiarity on the slouklora or inuaket of a 
soulry, 

On ona occasion T mot one of oe Tekas about a 
quarter of a milo from home, He was orenehad 
wider a fern-lush in groat trilmlation, caumod by the 
autontions of a layo kite swonphys over lund, On 
seeing me ho suomed quite relieved from a weight of 
montal anxicty, nid proeuded ime to the alockade 
with short flights, and an apparont satishiction ab his 
oseape, which probably rasolved itsolf into un dfine- 
tive resolution never to be caught aut xa tar ona 
sproo again, Jocks of wild kakas vould sometimes 
pass ovor, causing gron chatloring and fhittoring 
amongst thoir civilized rolatives, bul T buliove withont 
over seducing any of thom away with thoir tales of 
the merry groom wood, Tho frat ix, Cam adhamed 
to say, that our kakas wero wndly dissipated, with fow , 
nasural unsophialicatod Lastos, aa T shell male appear 
in tho sequel. 

When the ton was nttagkod by dhe Maorion, i 
wos aupposod thet the fring would soen drive them 
all away; bub fav from thia boing tha caso, they 
nover soemod 1 Le moro Ab home, or inn higher 
stato of exhilaration or animal apirity, Tho bustle 
and oxeiloment appearad to bo fully aliavel hy chem; 
and to hear ono kala on tho top of the flagestall 
seroeching to anothor on tho Kitehon chimnoy, who” 
convoyed tho intelligence to a third swinging on the 
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mesi-1oom door, ono would almost swear they were 
doriding tho offoris of tho onomy against our strong: 
hold, or ridiculing the ducking and diving consequent 
on @ shower of canister or the booming of a shell. 

Like most pots, however, thoy were doomed to un- 
timoly onda, Somo had quarrolled with the dogs for 
bonas, and got the worst of it; the cat had been the 
doath of more than one ; till at last their number was 
roduced to two, 

‘hese twin survivors daily fell into worse condition, 
their feathors%got more and more ruffled, and their 
appearance moxe seedy: it was supposed they were 
pining away for their departed playmates ; which pro- 
duced much sympathy as well for their sensitive 
lomporamonts as their forlorn condition, 

About this time, owing to a gieat inci€ase in the 
numbers of our mess, a sideboard on which the dirty 
gloss used to be placed, was tuned out of the mess- 
room. One morning the mess-waiter, getting up 
rather oarlior than usual, found theetwo kukas on the 
aidobdard, alaggering about in a helpless state of in- 
toxication, Tt was evident they had made beasts of 
thomsolvos by sipping the half-empty glasses, This 
penchant was no sooner discovered, than they had a 
short lifo and a merry one, becoming the most, con- 
firmed tipplors, Whenever grog was going, or a bottle 
cracked, they were of the party ; and I regret to say 
thoy might havo been* seen at all hours of the day 
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quilo incapable gf aking care of thunmelven, mul thoy 
ultimately died from the oflvets a drink, and very 
nearly ag “ imphunis” as thoir follow-hipeds, 

This is bub ono of many inetanees | ave Joiown 
that mon aro nob the only beasts given to liquow  f 
romombor soving a sheop ahonrd hip whore jelina 
tions woro decidedly intGmperate, TF heve head of 
pigs with similar proponsition; and Tones had a 
monkey in China wha did nob pub tia glory in mo. 
deration when song drink foll in his way, althowgh 
hig wretched hippod luok after a debutch might hove 
sorved ag a “shocking oxmuple” to tae whole monkoy 
race. 

Tho whales, for which thexo cousta were oneo 40 
famous, have ontiroly abandoned thom, nist likely 
for somo foss-froynontod one, whore they me Toss 
liablo to our aclive pmsnit, ven tlw sual is driven 
from his haunts on the Northern Island y and i6 Koons 
in tho Middlo and Southern lalanda they are rapidly 
disappearing At Noluon I anot with tive men, who 
had in a small boat ocaupied thomsolvos many niontha 
in their expture, Tho seonory which their andious 
chaso had lod thom into Unoy’ doseribasd not a yuu 
and almost wvfol choraclor; in xome place Bow. 
covorad mountains xeomed Lo overhang ther, aa, Ponte 
ing in thoir Jiont in some shellered vove, thoy watched 
thoir prey. Along the muy hundred miles of const | 
thoy had wkiptod, thoy had nol oneomtored a Iwan 
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being: the wild curlow and albatrossehad been their 
only companions; yet, far from disgusted with so 
solilary a lifo, they were hastening the sale of their 
furs to buy o few nocessaries to go back to it again, 
So catching is enthusiasm, that I verily believe, had 
I beon a free agent, I should have proposed to go 
with thom. As it was, I*vas obliged to content 
myself watching thoir lug-sail as it bore them rapidly 
away, whore they would have no collisions with the 
worl, and where they could have few sorrows or 
voxations but stich as their stubborn energy and hardy 
natures would casily suumount. 

Amongat tho natural ptoducts of New Zealand, the 
forest-trees hold a, prominent position. Jn variety, in 
size, and for useful purposos, they cannot be excelled. 
Of pinos thoro are a great many sorts, with the magni- 
ficont kauri at their head. The totara, a heavy, close- 
grainod, almost imperishable wood, becomes harder 
undor water, and is particularly valuable for posts, 
slovpors, and piles, Many of tho “rivers have their 
boda fall oftits trunks, and they aro not unoften 
found wndor tho surface of the ground, in a thoroughly 
sound atato of presorvation, 

Tho kalukaten and rimu, resembling 1ed and white 
pines, mako oxcellont planking, The mai and matai, 
though of light colour, are pretty furniture woods. 
‘Tho kavaka, nob unlike a bay-tree, bears in the 
autumn large coloured berries, which the natives use 
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as an nrticlo of food, a cirewmatanas whieh did not 
fail onch yonr lo givo vino to “lorry bad” pune It 
would bo an ondloss, cel fideo urelusa tak to dy 
soribo, unless acientifienlly, tho infinite: variety in 
which the forosts abowul Tho whove are the hext 
known, and avo the ones commonly mule uso of for 
native wants or for expert. 

Tho parasites which cover the treca ara in many 
inalances extromely beautiful, The “tana” is by far 
tho most romarkablo of thom: it first assumes vient 
in the body of a catorpillar, aomowhint larger anc 
thicker than a silkworm, into which it has probly 
found ile way as food, Tha young xproul quickly 
absorbs tho vital moiature of the insoal’a bury, chang» 
ing it into a Jignoous aubstanco resombling in material 
a dried clfestnut, Tn this atato it forma a root to the 
plant, which curls its delients tondvila round some 
foroat leo, as the ivy round an oak. Rapid in 
growth, it bocomon each day alronger and alronger, 
Uill crushing to fonth in ils iron embrace the pHlur 
which supported ita youth, ib kumi alono—ono of 
tho finost and most vigorous of tho forvat brood, nnd 
porhaps tho most valuable,’ aa the timbor, whigh is 
hard, tough, and erookod, is Uhe best auited for kneos 
of ships and like purposes.

Wo ace almost a whole people from the depths of 
Atheism adopt Christianity in its puregt and most

together may be found tho imnavont child and the 
groy-bearded warrior, who, in Go alanny days of his 
youth, would have hailed tho ndyont of the & Pakolias 
montor,” with an eyo to the Mush-pots, lo satisly wy. 
thing bute Jilurary appelile, Cho goose would have 
aluod grew chaneo of being cooked, ant tho golden 
oggs would havo been disrogardud, 

TL is mosh happy thal we mutoal Jikiygg has tle 
rool bulweon tho Huylish aottlor and the Maori, the 
lator reapocling Uho auporior acqtiremonty of the 
former, and willing to sorvo him that ho may lewn 3 
tho former ploasod with the good-natured, inrpres- 
sionablo, manly charactor of his dark-comploxionad 
associate, 

‘Tho Maorie girlk, merry and feminine, with thoir 
fine oye, aupplo figures, silvory voices, andl playful 
coquettish manors, cusnare many a xibtlor's hentt, 
and greatly asaial in comonting the gdodl will and 
kindly fooling bolwoon tho tyo races, 

The mixed offspring are highly prized and meh 
osteomotl by tho matornal relatives, T ramenthor fit 
apahof tho Ngalinwas romurking lwo falr-complox- 
jonad boys with blue oyes and yontle winning air 
thal was quite ablractive, On spenking to thom 1 
wos surprixot to find they did not undorstund a ward 
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of English, and it was then oxplainod to me that they 
wore sons of a matron of the tribe, and that their 
father, on Englishman, was dead. They were evi- 
dontly tented with the greatost care and affection, 
and thoir noat dvesses, and the consideration with 
which the chiofs hold them, bore » marked contrast 
lo the inforior rogard shown their own children, 
who thoy seemod to think required less careful tend- 
ing than the little Pakchas (strangerg), 

Phe intorngl government of the tribes of New 
Zonland, it would appear, savoured somewhat of the 
democratic, neither chief or arika pretending to dis- 
poso of tho person or proporty of any freeman. 

Ifereditary tospect was ontertained for the descend- 
ants of gront chiofs, but its intensity depended very 
much on their own qualities, 

Tho position a chief held was purely that due to 
his talonts, bravery, or liberality ; failing in these, he 
would bo almost os little considered ss any freeman of 
tlfo tyibe, and woulds possess no more influence or 
authority, “On the other hand, one of the most 
obscura birth often attajned great renown and power 
hy oxhibiting proofs of his capacities. 

Tho social organization admitting but of small dis- 
tinctions amongst themselves, they sought compensa- 
tion by subjecting their war-prisoners to slavery, or in 
default of these, by degrading their women to the 
most monial duties 
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As the wealtle and neh of the inportanes of it 
tribe dopondod on the umber of their shes, he 
acquisition of them Leeuwme one of the principal 
ineilemunts to war 

he nevossity of wv hubourhygs claw, or obi of work. 
ing themselves, waa obviuny; tlie than lo Gho latter 
they institntod a ayaton condoning fy moredoumalle 
slavery all mon, women, and ehildien taken ii wary 
aad so alriedly wae ib carciod out by all Che tribes, that 
if any of thom subsoqnent to their eyture oxenfiot 
bao to thoir old homes, they wore nol improbably 
volurned, 

Where indeod shall wo sec for Tlopian equality 
whon the unsophisticated savage will rather endure 
all tho ills gf war and rapino, ant the rik of his own 
liberty, dhan recognise ib? Where dows it, or did il 
ever oxish? Not in tho model vepublia of the United 
Statox, whore Brother donathin, indignant at any 
protonsion to superiority over himwoll, hulds bis luck 
neighbour in bondage, Not even in the Northefn 
Stator, whoro the Trish aud Comnan orfiigrants nve 
the howors of wood and tho dpawers of water, ‘Thore, 
aa in Jiwrope, avo distinations of enste and casa the 
suporior and inforior-—master and xervant; the 
wealthy morehant in his conch, tho monial groom 
and coachman ; the luxurious aristoctat and the plo- 
boian shopkeeper; and if \ho serving: clastes are 
Somowhat lora studionsly polite, ib may rather be 
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attributed to a lowor state of refineinent than to any 
sorjous prolensions to equality, 

* Whilst domagogues and specious sophists are con- 
vulsing wholo nations Lo tho catching tune of “ Liberté, 
Vgalité, Vyatornitd,” nothing surely can be misplaced 
which tunds to provo its wont of hamony. Liberté 
uncontrollod is licentiousneas ; egalité a pleasing illy- 
rion ; fraternitd the minion of om material interests 
a vombinod thoy form disead, Tf otherwise, why 
aro they uot found amongst those very savages, which, 
according to Rousseau and his brother sophists, “are 
boings with aft thoir faculties perfect fiom the hand 
of God ?” 

Without class distinctions we should want the most 
poworful lever of civilization ; by cveatipg ambition, 
thoy arouse man’s best encigies to raiso himself in 
his own and his fellow's estimation. They are one of 
the greatest charactoristics of mankind as opposed to 
the wolves of the forost and the ligns of the desert, or 
athgrs of the brute creation which alone live ont terms 
of oquality. 

Tho Root-liggor of Amarica, the Bosjesman of 
South Africa, and tho Botecooda of Brazil, appioach- 
ing noavost the boast, most nomly realise the state 
which the modorn French school of philosophy would 
loud us to believe is perfect bliss. 

Tho Maories have yo history, no songs or ballads, 
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and acarecly ovo tho xomblanco of a tradition to 
roughly ahadow out tho paat. 

No Tomer or Ossian has handed down in populdy 
atrains tho nemo of warrior, sage, or pool, No Deuida 
oy pricais have kept alive oval traditions 5 rnd (hove ia 
barely an individual in Now Zentuul, whoxo anti- 
quarian lore asconds beyond his own tines, 

Thoir solitary tradition ia, that they ara dercondad 
from Maui, who,’ with a canoedoul of companions, 
malo and femalo, and a supply of provisions, enmo 
from “somewhere,” and sottlod hero for the sale 
af tho climate and bonaflt (o his hdalth, One or 
two little Anacroontio ancedotos, presorvul in tho 
“waiatos,” or lovo-rongs, avo recorded of tha immi- 
grants, which, do not rodonnd to thoir eralit, and with 
these all traditionary evidonce cvaxes, Whathor 
Maui is anothor name for Nonh, his big canao the 
ark, and the yachting party tho rosult of the doluge, 
T loavo to be soled hy moro compolont antha- 
rity.* 


* That Unis tandition is tha praperly of the Polynesian 
yaoo gonorally, aud not of the Now Zouwlandors tn partion, 
thore oan bo no doubt. Crplein Cook giver the anime pro. 
gonitor Lo the Twhitiana, Tho namo will bo fowl in Cook's 
voyagos apull “ Emawo,” whioh ik Maui with the atiole I 
profixed, “TE Maui ;” Uno sarto mistuke is fhoypntontly repontod 
in othor words, ax “Eppab” for (TH Pub," tho village; 
Malu,” for HE Alun,” a gad, 
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Krom this uncorlain data thore is a sad hiatus in 
Mnoria chronology, the noxt fact rowarding one’s 
resonrchos, buing tho anival of Captain Cook in the 
isluul. ‘Chis was a most important opoch in. its 
history, the introduction by him of many plants and 
animals, groatly ameliorating tho condition of the 
inhabitants: his namo is most deservedly popular 
amongst hem, and some fow chiofs are still living who 
prido themselves on having seen hith during his last 
visit, 

Tho Maories do not appear to have had any settled 
form of religidh: their faith seems to have been con: 
fined to the acknowledgoment of an “ Atua,” or good 
principle, and of an ovil one called “‘Laipo,” 

Of the “Atua” very little information is to be 
obtained ; like the Confucians, the Maories appear to 
think that if thero were any gods, the less they had 
to do with them tho better. 

“aipo,” on tho othor hand, and his Mereury, a 
thisghiovous wator-kolpio, called Tamiya,” axe con- 
atantly mixing thomselves’ up with the domestic 
arrangomonts of the gativos, Any unoxpected ail- 
mont or calamity originating ashore is ascribed to 
«Taipo,” whilat “‘amiva” deals in wrecks,-inunda- 
tions, and all kinds of destructive pranks in and 
about tho soa, lakos, and rivers, 

Noar Taupo Lake, afew yems ago, “Te Heu Heu,” 
a ohief of groan ronown, was overwhelmed by o land- 
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slip, aud porishod, with xume forty af his Collowors, 
his waa, of course, the work of ‘Tamivay” and there 
wore nob wanting dulividnaly lo aver that they hed 
actully soon the monsier rio ont of the Inko ant 
upsot the Hill with a dash of his fishy tail. 

The catastrophe by a geoplie maiglit have leon 
ascribod Lo the loose evil faving hoceme dedaehed hy 
tho previons rains; bub thon the story would live 
beemme a commbnphiee incident, quite unboeoiyg 
tho groat chief concerned iu it 

Daring tho visit of a war party to Wanganui, some 
of tho natives eutored w dosertod honsé Ghat had boon 
tho rosidonco of a sottlor, Lo see if they could pick up 
anything: thoy found in thoir sonrch a holtlo of what 
thoy tool lo bo aaliy, All eavages axe fond af quack 
ing themselves, holieving thal physic once talon will 
lio in ambuacade ready to grapple with disoase whun- 
over ib may appear. 

With this impression thoy divided their prizo inte 
oyual parts, antl fook thom off without a wry five, 
Prosontly thoy wore yacked with intulofable pains, 
and it was tho general emyiedion that “Tuipo "lind 
gat hold of Uhoms an opinion thas wes confirmed 
boyond all doubt, when they shortly diod iy dreadful 
agony. .A chemist would, | suapcet, have sogn aacor- 
ininod that “Taiyo” Lad visited them fi’ the ahape 
of corrosivo sublimate, im ayticle in extensive use 
among sheop-frmers ; bub in this enae divertod from 
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its logitimate onds to add to tho ifl famo of that sad 
dog “'Laipo,” 

Superstition flourishes strongly oven where thereis no 
roligion ; and it is oxomplified in the case of the Maories, 
who, bosides thoir cstablished land and water fiends, 
ure afflicted with ephomoyal witches, to the full as 
inischiovous a8 any of thoso described by the credulous 
Cotton Mather, as destroying the holy peace of the 
Pur itans of Connocticut and Massnclfusetts, until they 
wero finally igokled and oxpelled by the exorcising 
influonco of the tar-barrel and horse-pond, 

‘ho witches*’in Now Zenland were subject to no 
such purilanical porseoulions, but cast their spells 
with porfect impunity. A few years ago young 
poraons constantly wasted away and died, when they 
had onco taken it into their hoads that they were 
under tho influence of “Makatu,” a spell. 

I remember a girl about thirteen years of age, who 
was thé merriest little grig in the placo, always pad- 
dling about a cance*or swimming in the rivor, or 
ainging “waintas” on its bnnks; suddenly she be- 
cane possossod of sulky demon that would not be 
coaxed or comforted. It was “Makatu,’—the spell 
was on hor—sho pined away, and in a few days the 
young girls, her companions, wore weaving coronals 
of Kuoi foathors in token of her death, 

Lt is only green youth, I fancy, that. is, or rather 
was, for it is out of fashion now, liablé to “ Makatu.” 
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It would roquiré a very poworlnl oxeroiso of super. 
natal agouey, I conevive, to dalude a tough old 
chiof from tho flosh-pota, or to Crighton or to porminds 
him “to shufflo off tho mortal coil,” without vory 
substantial reasons for il. 

Tho only preatica that Lom auy rewemblanea to a 
roligioua ceremony ia tho “lapu,” an anciont cnstom, 
which, in its origin, may have had somothing spiritual 
in il, but ts dedidadly now of w vory material anil 
matlor-of-fact characler, Neithor arg ils inrpogors 
“tho Aviles,” or priosti-chiof, vstoomed of w very 
anorod valling, Tis prineipal objuct, if would upponr, 
was to protoot properly, Tho Draconian punishment 
of donth was tho lot of any ono bronking “the tapu,” 
whothor wilfully or unintentionally. 

Tt was, of courso, of no offect when tho partics tros- 
passing wore along enough to defy the inuposors of tt. 

A chief would froquontly resorvo an eol-pond or a 
favourable pieco of ground for hix own uso by gotling 
it mado “tapu.” The sumo coromony secured. his 
crops, pigs, and granarios against pilforifig or intor- 
foronce, ovon young girls were nob unfreamonthy 
“tgpwd” to become wives of the ehiefy whon arrived 
a maturily. 

Tt wos nob unlike (only moro effective) ony own 
“Spring-guns sob here? “ Bowaro of man-traps |” 
“Whosoover ig found toapassipg, &e., shell bo proso- 
outed with the oxtromo rigour of the luv,” de, &e, 
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A. road or path, or pavtioulor tract of gea-coast, was 
froquontly mado “tapu” to amnoy a neighbouring 
tribd, ospecially if a weaker ono. Tho last of this 
kind was on a path through the Pukerna Bush; at 
that timo tho only road betweon Wellington and the 
conal, and whish was put on by Rangihaeta and 
Rauperaha to annoy the settlers and troops They 
were not long in breaking it, and it wag the first path 
I wayollod ovor; evon the natives did not hesitate to 
make uso of itmvhon they found tho imposeis were 
not in a position to vindicate their prerogatives 

Rauporaha and his people travel by the road them- 
solves now, although tho “apn” has never been 
formally tnkon off; this shows a relinquishment of 
tho right, for o timo at any rate, and tho ‘pid pro- 
gross of tho nativos in tho arta of peace will prevent 
its vonoweal. 

A, fow yours ago the hoads of all great chiefs were 
amoked and cured, and made “tapu,’*after which to 
tuuch thom, or,evon to spenk of or alludo to them in 
any way, would be held an unpardonablo offence, not 
unofton atonod for by tfo offendor’s blood. Igno- 
raneo of customs so poculiar, and of other native 
projudicos, wore doubtless the causes of many of the 
carly massacros and fights with Zuropeans, which 

~aavo auch an ovil ropulation to theso islanders, and 
such ominous names to* some of the bays and 
harbours, 
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One inataneo of uative susceptibility to the point 
aeeurred xoon after the arrival of the presont hishep 
in the colony, when, dudignant 6 some of bis autibory 
thinking more of tobmeea than Tie xornien, be: tps. 
trophisod a ching, who was quietly Ming his pip 
“that while he was ahent ii he hag letter xl his 
eave also with tobacco.” ‘This was trken xe dll by the 
hystanders, thot the worthy bishop's wig was knocked 
over his oyes, and he might have mot witht gough 
usago if the aggrieved chief had mob intertered to 
progect hin, 

The gront shniluvity of euyguage, and the practica of 
“tapu,” sirongly identify the Maories with tho inha- 
hitants of ‘Tahiti, Marquosna, and the other groups af 
the Pade; ono looks, hawever, ii vain for the

purely religious coremenios practised dit these ilands, 
In Now Zenlual nunan raerifies wae never made i a 
propitintion te their Atua” but morely as an

Thik absence of theologies dogmas of their own lina 
rontored 16 comparatively Saay for the missionaries to 
xow tha seads of trae religion, ‘Chey lvul na rank 
weeds of superstition to root ont, bnt ford a now ind 
virgin soil. ‘Tho engerncss and smeority with which 
thay have almost universally adopted Christianitiystee 
vory romatkablo, and hug tended greatly to forward 
‘their progress in civilisation, The first businows al nv 
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haptisal uative is to lear to read’and write, an 
accomplixhnent they rapidly nequire ; this by consti- 
tutiag him a pupil aconstoms him to a certain amount 
of aubordination, and has the immediate effect of ren- 
doring him docilo and considerate,

Tm Now Zonlandera, until rocont dato, must have 
had a sovare struggle for oxistonco inn conntry alnost 
without animals, with fow oliblo plants, and where 
tho kumora, their staplo food, was of uncortain 
growlh, With their scanty knowledge of agricnl- 
twe, they hada no remedy for a failing crop, Int 
woro driven for suppliva infto a life of tha ,wildeat 
advonive, Ono day battling on tho iron-hound 
const agningl tho winds and waves in frail eanovs, 
anothoy ongagod in somo bluoly foray on a noigh- 
houring tribe, or in tho trangport of tho “ optima 
spolia,” somo roasting chiofs, womon, or tondor aucl- 
lings, as thoir luck would havo it. 

Tho noccasity for much-oxerlion and tho bracing 
climato déveloped their physical onorgy and boulily 
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’ 
vigour Lo a remarkable degree ; they are quite mode]s 
of animal man, and their self-confidence and in- 
depondont bearing is in strong contrast with that 
of othor members of the samo origh, in Tahiti and 
tho Morquosaa, who, influonced by’ thoir exotic climate 
and the abundant natural supplies of even the luxuries 
of life, have become the ‘most indolent effeminate 
voluptuarios in the whole globe. 

This physical superiority, it is evident, is mainly 
duoto the necassity of active exertion, and the rea- 
dinosa with which they have embraced civilization is 
much owing to tle same oguse, ‘They were not “long 
in porooiving that their own labours gave but a pre- 
taviows oxistono, whilat, when guided by the science 
and knowledge of tho white man, thoy ngf only 2¢- 
turned them secure harvest, but gave them a surplus 
to oxchango and barter with against warm-dlothing 
guns, or tobacoo, Those wero positive benefits which 
thoy quickly approsiated to their full,value, 

Sincp pigs and catilo have become plentiful, the 
practioo of cainibaliam is nearly, if not quite, extinct ; 
indeod, so unfashionable has it become, that most 
ahiofs, at tho more intimation of its existence, are 
quito indignant, I must own from a “petite con- 
Adlenco,” which an élaborately tattooed friend of mine 
gnce mado mo over a pipo of oavendish, Thave teason 
to beliove (unloss ho honyed me) that an occasional 
plo-nic is got up away from tho settlement’, 
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. The subject ‘alone oxeited my uot to auch a de 
gino, Uneb his month quite wabered ad he dwelt on 
the bit-bite, such as tie foot, hanla, aud hot, £ posi- 
tivoly (oli uneasy in his eompany, and wax only 
roliovad on henvinys tho conlummpt with whieh he spoke 
of w while-bike aa conypmed with native: lt was 
amautional snporiority ho seemed quite proud off Tt 
would appom we are bubag “Cumtton,” ta their 
* venison.” The eritieised us as the Mrenclainia do, 
on our want of piquuney, wut mont likely with Imoltor 
rowou — [diel not disousa the question with hima, but 
congratulated mysolf that pe did uo® Intow the sper 
ficial sauico thoy muko in Araneae to put for aturlingg 
flavour, 1 tromblot to think of Maoie “ Ghils,” 
composing “un sobtlor Anglaix A Ta xuuco piquanto,” 
or unsoltling a British authority by staffing him with 
trofflos,  Troussuror mywolf on consideriys tho infiut 
slaty of tho culinmyaurt here; that ko tong as they enn 
owt their lundgy brothers, they will net vitiale: thei 
tastes on Us, 

Joo his buen sutisfietonily aeertained that dna 
mevtional tale for caunilakam originated, net) feo 
any strong iblachiient to ouch: other, aa id wid to be 
the cago whon pigs and daga ont up theiy yarmg, nor 
fom any poouliar antipathy, atch aa that of the 
Kilkenny cata, but rather from the vulgar gnawings 
of hungor and famine, whieh | am inclined to think 
they sulted from much more frequently than is

gonorally supposed. ‘Pho scant population in # 
country so eminently adapted for its inaease, and the’ 
disnppourmnce of entire tribes from the localities they 
ono peupled, avo alrong ovidence of it ;—the Negati- 
kai-tutai for instance, so called from the garbage they 
wora forcod Lo subsist on whon driven by dearth from 
thuir lands, To mako believe that they have eaten 
up oach other would be attributing far too capacious 
aswallow both to the survivors and-my reader. I 
evorf doubt if Baron Munchausen’s favourite charger 
would tale it in, 

‘I'he incehtives Lo cannibalism, except as a whet to 
4. dolicata appetite, or ‘a dosire to perpetuate a 
tnational custom—a sort of roast boef of old England 
fooling—can nevor oxist again; cach successive year 
bringing incroased plonty to tho land. 

Tho fear of famino would, however, appear to be 
an innato portion of the native ,idiosynorasy even in 
the prosont day; thoir greatest offorts ave directed 
tiownrds guarding and «loubly guarding themselves 
against such Salamity, by the storing of grain, the 
luilding of mills, and tho opening of fresh pastures 
for tha inerenso of their flocks and herds, In pro- 
portion as they surround themselves with securities 
of this class, theydbecomo a poaceable hard-working 
noople, A. fow yoara of good government to merit 
their confidence, whilst allowing their old habits to be 
forgotton, will make a complete metarnorphose of 
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thom, aud yonder thon valushlo aembers of go 
winty. 

The commoreinl intereourso with the avtilors, in 
changing the honds of their minds and purauita, pro- 
mises also to make aad intoads on all their social 
customs and ancosbral fashions, kume of which were 
poculiorly original, Tudded, wo may dpeat ab ne tar 
distant poriod, to find Maorius soated in their dress 
ing-gowns and slippors over the morning nowspapors, 
or loading soma aboriginal bolle through tho figftres 
vf a quadzillo, 

Alvoady if a Maorio with the lowt pretension to 
education mools a frond, fo outs with his fist and 
roolprocates a squooze instead of * rubbing nosos,"* 
which under tho old regimo was tho correc thing, 
Strongo ag kuch on oporntion apponrd vo us, ib would 
probably nob bo moro so to an Anpartinl obsorver 
than tho rubbing of lips, with a kissing acoompani- 
ment, which wo wareolroe aro prono to indulya in. 

‘Whilst away fh tho interiar of tho idund I often 
sow two clio, who hal buen long aSpanntadl fram 
each othor, “rub noses” fornourly a quartor of wn 
hour, lubricating thom with plentuous toara of joy. 
This forcibly called to my momory n very similar 
exchange of fedling, which ou m{s fist continontal 
trip, somowhore in tho road from Borlin to Dreadon, 
T saw tako placo botwoen, not savage Now Zealunters, 
but two benvded warriors of” his Majosty of Prussia’s 
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body guard. ‘This souvenir checked ‘my rising Jaugh, 
and ere I had satisfied myself whether the Maorie’s 
behaviour was that of educated mon or the dragoons 
that of wild savages the rub was ovér, 
in mourning for their dead the same indifference 
to solemn suits of woe is shown as Hamlet himself 
would desire, ” Their grief Is put to a less superficial 
test; as they aro expected to cut and slash thelr 
persons with knives or broken glas? in direct pro- 
postion to tho yespect and honour they bore the de- 
funot, Those phlobotomising laments are the funeral 
pile immotationt of the old Hindoos in a milder"form. 
Ono almost regrets that the defunct cannot open his 
“yen just for # moment to evidence these patent 
indoxes of tho affection he was held in by his neigh- 
hours’ and relicts, I am not sure that a gone member 
of our own society, especially if expected to cut up 
wall, would gaze under like cjroumstances on such 
marked proofs of his inheritors’ regrets 
* Whilst on native cerornonies, it would be barely 
oxousonble Ot to touch on ono of such palpitating 
intorest 1g marriage, Pere “ marriages de conve- 
nancos” are rather the vogue than “ love matches ”— 
those fascinating unions which our mammas at home 
ko doproonte and Aur sisters go much approve : one is,

though a pootie libel on dhox it"vna written ft, ix 
very applicable Lo moat savagey, who delight ie print 
ing thoinaelves, ‘Tho South, Sou ikluuders to thexe 
superficial géeorations add tattooing of a most elubu- 
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vale character, ‘They are sometimes years in the 
honds of au aatist, anxious td send out a “ chef 
dyouvre” from his studio, and the possessor of a 
well-chisolled countenance is » subject of as great 
cuvy lo his companions as is the most buckish Adonis 
of London or Pavis. 

Whilst on this topic I Sannot resist recounting an 
occurrence which took place in Tahiti when the 
French established the Protectorate: 

*Extensive preparations had been made by them to 
infuse as much dignity as possible into the ceremonies 
with whith the hoisting of the tricolor and the decla- 
ration of the Protectorate were to be inauguated. 

The most, important part of the progiamme wag the 
vocoption. of “ Her Majesty Queen Pomare ” on board 
tho flag-ship, to which soveral of our navy officers had 
boon invited, 

‘The marfhos were formed in Jines fiom the gangway 
to the quarter-deck, the blue jackets were standing 

' & thoir guns, and tho Admiral,” surrounded by a 
brilliant sURff, was advancing, hat in hand, as her 
Majesty, in the midst of a roaring broadside, stepped 
abourd from hor barge. To this point all had gone 
well, and had been most decorous and becoming the 
dignity of the tYo nations concerned, when, as ill-luck 
would have it, the brawny chest and arms of a tar who 
was sponging tho gun, he had just fired caught the 
imporial eyo, or rather, I should say, ijte designs and 
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ffincies with whivh they were covorel, With one 
spring, rogardloss both of court etiquette and lowing 
admirala and soa captains, whe waa by the gunoneg's 
aldo, ombracing him tnd rerutiuixing him in Ue mont 
familiar inannor; hor eloyant Parisinn toilette, 
prosont aont by her “ cousin of Kraneo * expressly 
for this oconsion, was uadly rumpled mil dormped by 
this bohaviow, ‘Tho gonoral dimmay was, however, 
hoightoned to desperation, when her Majesty, lifting 
her brooaded skirt to an unusual altitude, exporod 4 
the vulgar yazo a sories of tatlooal doaigns, which it 
wns torho hopod, for tho sake. of propriety, ‘aad beon 
oxecuted in tho privacy of hor boudoir, Aftor this 
“ineonvanance,” any attempt at dignity in the cere 
monies waa out of the question, the moro aa, na 
* Her Majesty” rofusod to budge unaccompanied hy 
her Jack tar, 

At tho moment, moyo expocially from the presence 
of the British offtoers, thu French wore oxtromoly 
amoyod at the original procoodings of their Dalyiné 
alan ally; but Ldara say, ere this, they hee laut miny 
fe lough abit Lad sho been allowed to wonr hor nn 
tional drosa (uncros#?) inatond of the Hurapenn finery, 
sho might havo compared designs with every »ailor 
aboard without much breach of Weeormn. — The 
tuitempt lo paws hor off na a porfect epocimen uf 
civilization alone gave zeal to the altnir, 

Vor morg tan a oontury ufter the that discovery ef 
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New Zealand there exist barely any reliable record 
of their having been visited by the white man; in- 
degd it was not till Jong after Captain Ovok’s voyage 
that the world would credit anytlsing favourable of 
its inhabitants. Sailors listened, as children to ghost- 
stories, to the yarns “ of the cannibals that eat each 
other, the Anthropophagie‘’and men whose heads do 
grow beneath their shoulders,” and they shuddered at 
the very thought of them. 

The discovery of their great aptitude for civilization 
isa thing of very recent date; that it was retarded 
by the oceasiomal massacre of a crew or settlers there 
is not tho least doubt, and it is no less certain that 
these acts of bloodshed were chiefly caused by our 
aggressions and reckless disregard of theix most, che- 
rished customs and prejudices. Their “dark ages” 
are now Inckily passed, and we are in a position to 
fairly appréviato the many good qualities of our 
odloured brethren, Their keen sense of right and 

“wrong, their application and aptitude for learning, 
and thelr reftdy adoption of reformed habits, lead us 
{o hopa they may form on exception to most other’ 
savegos, and that a day may come when we shall 
spertk of them not only as useful members, but as 
intelligent subjeg’s of our Crown. 

There is, however, it would appear, some insorutable 
Jaw of nature which will not admit of two races so 
dasimilar to live in contact. Neither .the cruel op- 
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pfurtions of the Spaninnds on the goutle Poruvinns 
and Mexicans, nor*d¢he oxterminwing wk on Ue 
active “ Redemon” of the North, have been mryl 
more mortal thu Bue more presence in Now Zealand, 
The fut blight eamot be aseribed, asin sane other 
storia cases, tu Mreavator,” or dissipation, Int 
wine Le Jooked tor vath in the eivéied enatome 
inhodueod by us, whieh lua thrown the Manrie inte 
& “transition site” between fight. and darkness, 
Phat the fita may be averted whieh sewn vommmon*e 
xo many thoriginal mations, is to be wineeraly desired, 
othorwise our fostering: spiritual cunt ouatetdnl enon 
Will havo served no end, and our Kindness will lie 
Loon to thom fearfully killing indced, 

A cquoation of ‘Vilal intoroal tu the wollive of the 
colony has for dome tine buon iygilnted, and xoeia to 
have caused mitch diversity of opinion rmoiyed itd 
woll-wishors j-~ Tlhedy to the intioduetidin of repre. 
yontetive inaliintions, the eeplivaling Cherries al! whiel 
have hoodblinded mmmy as toothy diflicultion whieh 
thor adoption and praoties are lilly fh give riko 

Yo hore, 

Any form of sueh Govermmont which does nat 
adinit the natives ton aloe, syeuld be justly Jouked 
on by thom with suspicion and distil, and any login 
lative enaetmonta which they might deonsdutaimontal 
to their indereats would give Vige bo continual raptares, 
and be fustorikg discurd botwoon the raves, whial Pr 
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the well-being of both it is most*essential shoul?’be 
avoided. 

On the other hand, if the chiefs shéuld have their 
voice in the couxAls, it is to be-feared many are not 
yet sufficiently enlightened to understand that their 
own paatial and individual interests must be laid aside 
and thwarted where thay interfere with the general 
welfare. 

‘The good undestanding at fresent existing is 
mainly basgd on the confidence the natives have, that 
they are being ruled by the same authority which con- 
trols ijfe setfleis, Frqm the Governor they can obtain 
both advice and protection, and they are much more 

likely to be satisfied with the redress of their giievances 
by the “white chief,” an executive aftey fee own 
sminds, than the decrees of a convention, the organisa- 
tion of which is totally opposed to their customs. 

That the colonists shoulg aspire to be their own 
masters is natural, but our right of holding them in 
pypilage must be ixcontestible, so long as they are not 
strong enough to protect themselves, or rich enough 
to pay the consequgnces of their own acts, Whilst 
the mother-country has to fee the “piper in extraor- 
dinary,” and supply the troops, she would be prudent 
in any constifution she may vouchsafe, to reserve for 
the Governor-General an absolute veto to any acts of 
the Legislature he, may consider endangering the 
peace of the colony. 
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‘4 ie strong evidence in favour of tho Aborigines, 
thal thé Northorn Idand, which mlone poratawoy an 
iuportanl native population, should be tho one 
immigrants havo mtostly sottlod on; proforring the 
use of thoir strong arma as labonvera, and to trade 
with them, rathor than lord it ia umeppoxed apres 
macy amongst the seareo ‘Vibes of Middle Leland, 
which abounds in netural advantages Tn it are 
immense tracts of land having no claimant, whieh 
might be appropriated by squattora, or Iguaad or aol 
by Government at a somewhat moro reagonmble 
figure than 12, por acre, There are splondid liar. 
hours, tho shores of tho Straita enjoy a more aquable 
olimato than any other part of Now Zealand, and no 
collision with tho natives aro to Lo apprehondod. A

“Tome, a no distant period, soyrous of considerable 
profit for New Zealand pradues, An ara xeome 
approaching in which thosu colonies are to fille mora 
important port than thoy have hith@ye done, and 
which holds forth promiao that we shall obtain ample 
yelurns for the trouble we hove heen ab in rearing 
thom. 
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It-cannot be too often repeated,’that almost ovdly 
article v8ed by the settler is, of home rpanufacture, 
agd that the richer.he becomes, the heater will be 
his consumption, His “clothing, furniture, saddlery, 
hardware, &c,, all come from some of our smoky old 
cities, and where in England he would spend ten 
pounds in this way he 98 able to spend a hundred 
here,

old vicious state of society. Persons who emigrate 
* to make fortunes "s will invariably be disappointed. 
There are fiony impediments to success on “a large 
scale,” where the resgurces of the country are undé 
veloped, where labour is scarce, and where a large 
capital cannot readily find employment. 

Instances of farge fortunes being made except in 
old countries are rare. In the United States even 
they are seldom made, and one may count the Astors 

“and Girards, and two “or three other pfillionaes that
